The United States has in commis- 
sion ten cruisers of the Omaha 
class, which are listed at 7,500 tons 
under the American system of nor- 
mal tonnage but which displace 
only 7,050 treaty tons each, and has 
under construction or authorized 
and appropriated for, thirteen of 
10,000 treaty tons each, while ten 
more of the latter class are author- 
ized. 

Under the agreement now reached, 
the United States would retain the 
ten of the Omaha class, build 30,000 
tons of projected cruisers as craft of 
10,000 tons or less, armed with 8 or 
6 inch guns, and have nineteen or 
twenty cruisers: of 10,000 treaty tons 
each armed with 8-inch guns.

Great Britain would, therefore, 
have a larger number of smaller 
cruisers and fewer 10,000-ton cruis- 
ers, but a heavier total tonnage than 
the United States in this class. 
The table issued by the Naval In- 
telligence Office also showed a rela- 
tively slight difference in the total 
tonnage of the American and British 
navies, the former being placed at 
1,293,972 and the latter at 1,345,232 
tons. Great Britain has a heavier 
tonnage in capital ships and aircraft 
carriers as well as cruisers, while the 
disparity in favor of the United 
States is confined to destroyers and 
submarines.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica. 
Sept. 13.—The moving pictures are 
one of the most valuable parts of the 
permanent record of the Byrd expe- 
dition. They will preserve graphi- 
cally the story of the first American 
expedition to spend a year in the 
Antarctic and portray as nothing 
else can an idea of the hazards of 


the work and the conditions under | 


which the men have lived. 

From the day the ships left Dun- 
edin this record has been made until 
it now covers more than 100,000 feet 
of film. There is hardly an episode 
worth recording, or process of con- 
struction or method of protection 
against the cold which is not found 
somewhere in the little red boxes 
piled in the tunnel. 

It is largely for this reason that 
the pictures have been made in such 
detail, for it is obvious that no public 
showing could contain all the record 
that has been so carefully made, and 
much of it would be of interest only 
to other explorers or scientists. 


Obstacles of Antarctic Night. 


Our greatest problems have been to 
make pictures during the Antarctic 
night, which now happily is past, al- 
though it is still too cold for much 
outdoor activity, averaging more 
than fifty below zero. We have had 
problems of lighting also, both out- 
side and inside, but have been able 
with the cooperation of Commander 


Byrd and the other men who are; 


interested in the work to surmount 


them and secure goud results. 

It sometimes seems odd for us who 
h-ve done most of our work in 
studios or in warmer climates to be 
cown here more than 2,000 miles 
from civilization photographing in- 
terior scenes of daily activities by 
means of a portable studio arc light 
cr clambering around on the ice 
“‘shooting’’ by the light of flares.

The maximum light available here 
1s from two generators, each supply- 
ing twenty amperes at 110 volts. 
This equipment is used primarily for 
radio transmission and machine 
shop power and for charging bat- 
teries. 

Photographing interiors is some 
times a slow process because we can 
work only between radio schedules 
and when the machine shop men or 
cthers who use power are not at 
their tasks. This considerably re- 
stricts our activities.

*“Freezing’’ of Outdoor Cables. 
It is often necessary to run a cable

cated from 100 to 350 feet away. We; 


brought with us 200 feet of stage 
cable, which is sufficient for {ordi- 
nary work and would have | been 


enough if it had ‘been possible to 
carry out the original housing plan. 

So when we have to run wire for 
more than 200 feet we use every 
kind of wire we can lay our hands 
on, from antenna wire to utility ex- 
tension cord, with a variety of splices 
and connections thrown in for good 
lick. Naturally this does not help 
ixeep up the voltage. 

When cable is laid. over the snow 
nnd remains in place for some time 
so we can continue ‘‘shooting’”’ a 
sequence later on, the cable often 
becomes drifted over and can be 
pulled up only when the-temperature

Furthermore, Belgian, Italian, Jaa- 
nese and British members have not 
yet been officially nominated, which | 
constitutes another reason why thp 
original date can hardly be ad- 
hered to. 

Banking Circles Annoyed. 

There is a certain amount of an- 
moyance in banking circles over the 
delay, as it was understood every 
one realized the necessity of making 
the bank a working reality as soon 
as possible. 

No explanation of Dr. Schacht’s at- 
titude has been forthcoming here, 
but some observers attribute it to 
internal politics and a desire of the 
president of the German State Bank 
not to be too closely associated with 
the organization work for the inter- 
national bank. 

French banking quarters’ are 
pleased with the personalities of the 
two Americans selected to sit with 
the international organization com- 
mittee. The importance of the two 
men, it is observed here, indicates 
that American interest in the inter- 
national bank, while strictly unoffi- 
cial, is none the less real. The Amer- 
icans are expected to arrive in Brus- 
sels by the original date, so it will 
not be due to their absence if the 
committee is unable to meet on the 
day set.

Amanullah and His Queen Become Catholics; 
Converted During Exile by an Italian Jesuit

LONDON, Sept. 14.—Former King 
Amanullah of Afghanistan and his 
beautiful wife, Queen Souriya, have 
been converted to Roman Catholicism 
during their exile in Italy, it was 
learned today in Catholic circles here. 

A high official at Cardinal Bourne’s 
residence confirmed the report that 
Amanullah had been disillusioned by 
reactionary Afghan Mullahs and had 
decided to throw off all allegiance 
to Mohammedanism. 

A Jesuit priest, Father Augustino 
Pirelli, is credited with having con- 
verted the deposed Afghan monarch. 
Amanullah met Father Pirelli on the 
former’s ceremonial visit to Italy 
last year and this year he sent for 
him soon after the former King be- 


come an exile in Rome. It is said 
that the former Afghan ruler and 
Father Pirelli have had long confer- 
ences and discussions about Chris- 


tianity and are often seen walking 
together in the country. 

If the story of Amanullah’s con- 
version is true it is expected to have 
a profound effect on the political 
situation in Afghanistan, where 
fanatical Moslems long have been 
assailing their former King as a 
traitor. One Indian Moslem leader 
in London said such a conversion 
would strengthen the position of 
Ameer Habibullah, former water 
carrier, and that it would be re- 
garded as a vindication of the 
mullahs who overthrew Amanullah’s 
westernizing régime:

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OUSTING OF WEIZMANN 
DEMANDED AT MEETING 


Zionist Revisionists Accase Jew- 
ish Leaders in Palestine 
Riots. 


The ousting of Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann as president of the World 
Zionist Organization was demanded 
in a resolution read last night before 
members of the League of Zionfst 
Revisionists at Irving Plaza, Irving 
Place and Fifteenth Street. The ex- 
ecutive committee of the league 
charged that Dr. Weizmann, Louis 


Lipsky and other leaders of the Zion-|. 


ist movement are equally responsible 
with the Arabs for the recent out- 


breaks in Palestine and ‘“warned”’ 
that similar outbreaks in the future 
are probable if a new régime does 
not displace that now in charge of 
Zionist affairs. 

The situation in Palestine has been 
under the control of ‘‘incompetent’’ 
British officials, in the opinion of 
the committee. It demanded the 
organization of an armed force, con- 
sisting of Jewish youths and offi- 
cered by British military men, to 
look after the police work in Pales- 
tine. 

‘“‘A weak, near-sighted and be- 
wildered leadership is at the head of 
the World Zionist O ization,” 
Mordeczi Danzis, president of the 
league, told the meeting. ‘‘We there- 
fore demand the punishment of the 
present Zionist leaders together with 
the punishment of the Arabs and the 
English officials who are directly re- 
sponsible for the situation in Pales- 
tine.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Claims 
for losses suffered during the recent 
rioting and attacks by Arabs in 
Palestine must be filed within one 
month, according to an official notice 
forwarded to the State Department 
today by Paul Knabenshue, Ameri- 
can Consul General at Jerusalem. 

Notice published in the Official 
Gazette, the Consul General said, 
specifies that claims in regard to 
destruction of or damage to prop- 
erty or as to loss of life must be 
made within a month from the oc- 
currence of the loss or injury and 
should be addressed to A. Abramson, 
Commissioner of Lands, Government 
Offices, Jerusalem. 

Application for damages_ should 
contain the following particulars: 

1. Name of town, village or col- 
ony in which loss suffered. 

2. Name of section or haret of 
town or village or colony. 

3. Name of street. 

4. Name of applicant in full. 

5. Particulars of property de- 
stroyed or damaged or injury suf- 
fered. 

6.Value of property in detail. 

7. Date of destruction or damage 
to property or injury suffered. 
The notice further states that com- 





pensation is payable only where a 
collective fine is levied. 

.. The Consul General suggested that 
American citizens who have sus- 
tained losses as a consequence of the 
disturbances may deem it desirable 
to obtain the services of local attor- 
neys in connection with the prepara- 
tion and presentation of their claims 
to the commissioner. 

The Department of State will sup- 
ply such American citizens with a 
list of attorneys in Jerusalem, Jaffa, 
Telaviv or Haifa whom the depart- 
ment believes to be reputable attor- 
neys.

CTATE TO DIRECT FASCISM 


King Will Name Chief Secretary 
and Premier the Others—Turati 
Resignation Refused.

TOME, Sept. 14.—The Hall of the 
Clobe, the largest in the historic 
T2lazzo Venezia, had a most solemn 
ssfect when Premier Benito Mus- 
c°'ini delivered this morning his an- 
rival review of the activities of the 
l'ascist Administration before repre- 
sentatives of his party from all Italy. 

He himself characterized his speech 
as ‘‘a general panorama of the na- 
tion at the end of the seventh year 
of the Fascist régime. 

He dealt with all the attainments 
his government and the chief deci- 
sions he had made, explaining that 
{i:-3e were the result of his mature 
r>Jection, uninfluenced by anybody 
and taken without previous com- 
m) inication with any one, even those 
interested. Only one person in the 
entire country, he said, knew his 
plans beforehand—the King. 

Premier Mussolini discussed 
¢-pecially his projects in connection 
vith land reclamation, unemploy- 
ment, conciliation between Church 
and State, abolition of the restriction 
on rents. changes in the cabinet 
made last Thursday, the resignation 
of Augusto Turati as Secretary of 
the Fascist Party, modification of 
the composition of the Fascist Grand 
Council and the influence of Fascism 


abroad. 
Concerning reports that the Fascist 


arty was about to be suppressed, 
1 Duce said the words ‘‘grotesque 
and ridiculous” could be better ap- 
plied in this connection than the 
same words were at The Hague by 
Philip Snowden, British Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 

The Fascist party, he declared, is 
of fundamental importance and ex- 
ercises undisputed authority and a 
true apostolate among the masses; 
indeed, the Fascist party is about to 
become an official organ of the 
State, its secretary to be appointed 
by royal decree and the provincial 
secretaries by decree of the Premier, 
thus ‘‘consecrating once more the 
definite and solemn subordination of 
the Fascist party to the State.’’ 

Three years of experience, Il Duce 
said, showed the advisability of modi- 
fying the composition of the Grand 

uncil, now consisting of fifty-two 
members—‘‘too many for an organ- 
ism which must discuss and decide 
in secret.’’ The Grand Council being 
the supreme organ of the State, Sig- 
nor Mussolini compared it to a gen- 
eral staff, which must be reduced to 
a minimum as to its members if it 
is to be efficient and truly secret. 

The Premier expressed satisfaction 
that the prefects of the various prov- 
inces and other authorities under- 
stood the advisability of his recom- 
mendation that they must tell him 
the truth in all cases, especially 
when it is disagreeable truth, for if 
it were kept from him, he could not 
prevent further trouble. 

Il Duce called the reclamation of 
land a gigantic plan, affecting 3,200,- 
000 acres and costing about $124,- 
323,250. He said the project inter- 
ested the whole of Italy, representing 
an effort which makes the people 
proud and creates a new title of last- 
ing glory for the Fascist régime. 

Besides, the government is spend- 
ing $20,216,215 on irrigation works, 
canals, rivers and lakes and the ex- 
ploitation of subterranean waters; 
also $14,500,000 on roads and $40,000,- 
000 on metallurgical works. All this, 
he said, had reduced unemployment 
from 489,000 last February to 401,000 
at the end of June. which is 34,000 
less than in July, 1928. 

Passing on to examine the result of 
the Lateran Treaties, he said they 
were targets for both Free Masons 
and reactionaries, both groups con- 
sidering themselves defeated by the 
agreement between Italy and the 
Holy See. 

Reactionaries who dreamt of the 
restoration of temporal power, he de- 
clared, could not adapt themselves 
to seeing the Pontifical State reduced 





to only a small city with an area of 





a few acres. The Freemasons, he as- 
serted, were even more dissatisfied, 
their program having been for con- 
tinued and bitter conflict with the 
Vatican—not for the good of the 
State, but for the humiliation of the 
Church. 

“These two categories of van- 
quished,’’ he said, ‘‘who were once 
enemies, now seem almost like 
allies.’’ 

The Premier minimized the impor- 
tance of polemics on slight differ- 
ences between Church and State 
after the conciliation, aroused espe- 
cially by the sequestration of a few 
dozen obscure little newspapers re- 
flecting extreme clericalism. The 
Church, he said, knows the Fascist 
doctrine which he summarized in 
1925 in the formula: 

“All within the State. nothing out- 
side the State, nothing against the 
State.’”’ 

The Italian clergy, with few excep- 
tions, he declared, obeyed the law 
of the State and were often enthu- 
siasts of the Fascist régime. 

The Fascist Government, the Pre- 
mier said, would keep its promise 
to suppress next June those restric- 
tions on rents of houses which have 
lasted sixteen years and which were 
a necessity during the war but are 
a folly in time of peace. Land own- 
ers, however, must not take advan- 
tage of this liberty by transforming | 
it into license, in which case no re- | 
striction will be restored, but the 
government will adopt other harder 
and more efficacious measures. 

Il Duce said the recent changes in 
the Italian Cabinet had given to the 
administration an even stronger 
Fascist accentuation, the new cabi- 
net including three of the Quadrum- 
virs of the mareh on Rome. An- 
other significant fact, he said, was 
the renunciation by the Premier of 
the military portfolios which he held 
for four years in order to bring about 
spiritual unification of all the mili- 
tary forces, including the Fascist 
militia. 

The new Cabinet, he asserted, war) 
a result of a Fascist doctrine that 
all activity of the State must be 
centred in one person, who must 
have power to solve any problem. 

‘“‘Anti-Fascists call this a ‘dictator- 
ship,’ which we acknowledge,’’ Signor 
Mussolini exclaimed, ‘‘a dictatorship 
being a result of facts; namely, the 
necessity of unfque command, the 
political, moral and intellectual force 
of the man who exercises it and 
aims to uphold it.’’ 

This, the Premier said, does not 
mean that criticism is not allowed on 
all administrative and management

MOSCOW, Sept. 14 ().—While 
China and the Soviet Union are ex- 
changing diplomatic notes seeking 
settlement of the controversy over 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, re- 
ports continue to be received here of 
guerrilla warfare along the Manchu- 
rian front carried on by Chinese 
soldiers aided by Russian White

RL. ADAMS; LAWYER, 
IS SUED FOR DIVORCE 


Defense Is That Wife Consented 
to His Going Out With 
Other Women. 


HE WINS POINT IN SUIT 


Cannot Be Compelled to Testify in 
Advance of His Trial, Justice 
Valente Rules. 


A man cannot be compelled to tes- 
tify against himself before trial in a 
divorce proceeding. This ruling, 
made yesterday by Supreme Court 
Justice Valente, disclosed that El- 
bridge L. Adams, lawyer, member 
of many clubs and civil service re- 
form advocate, of 522 Fifth Avenue, 
is opposing a suit by Mrs. Margery 
Lee Adams, whom he married in 
1920, when he was a widower, with 
the novel defense that if he has been 
guilty of any improper acts his wife 
has consented to them and is not en- 
titled to a divorce. 

The case, in which Justice Valente 
recently signed an order directing 
the taking of testimony in Paris 
from witnesses for Mrs. Adams, 
came before him again on an applica- 
tion by the lawyer to vacate a notice 
for his examination before trial. He 
said he would stand on his constitu- 


tional rights and decline to answer 
any questions tending to support his 
wife’s claim. The court upheld his 
refusal to testify on the ground that 
such examinations are not encour- 
aged by the courts. 





Mrs. Adams had submitted ques- 
| tions to be put to her husband, relat- 
| ing to events in Paris and to letters 
|sent from London to a woman in 
| Paris. 

The Adamses have two children, 





Ann, 7 years old, and Margery, 6, 
whose custody was awarded to Mrs. 
Adams after extended hearings a 
year ago. No details-of the case be- 
came known because the papers were 
sealed and have since been locked up 
in the County Clerk’s office. Mrs. 
Adams alleges that her husband was 
guilty of misconduct at various times 
in Paris in 1928. 

For his defense Mr. Adams alleges 
that in the Spring of 1925, at their 
home at 525 Park Avenue, he and his 
wife had a talk in which she ‘told 
him she was afraid to have any more 
children and for that reason he could 
devote attentions to other women, 
but to tell her nothing about it. He 
asserts that she repeated this state- 
ment in March, 1926. Because of 
this, Mr. Adams contends that any 
acts of which he may have been 
guilty were done with his wife’s ‘‘con- 
sent and connivance.’’ 

Mr. Adams was graduated from 
Williams College in 1887 and has 
practiced law both here and in 
Rochester. He has been president 
of the Society of the Genesee and 
a member of the New York State 
Civil Service Reform Association. 
His clubs are the Century, St. An- 
rset Ppa a Williams, Pilgrims, 
Stockbridge lf and Wyantenuck 
Country. His home recently has 
been at Great Barrington, Mass.

Wynne declined to divulge names or 
further details, He said he would 
forward the letter to the District 
Attorney’s office. 

District Attorney Banton explained 
that Assistant District Attorney Pe- 
ecora would not have charge of the 
investigation since he was engaged 
in the City Trust inquiry, but that 
all evidence had been turned over to 
Assistant District Attorneys George 
N. Brothers and Albert B. Unger. 
Mr. Brothers, who returned yester- 
day from a vacation in Europe, will 
have direct charge of the investiga- 
tion, Mr. Banton said.

sured of a fair profit for their prod- 
uct and whereby many of the evils 
existing in the milk business before 
the combination was organized would 
be done away with. 

“The association has as the pri- 
mary object the settlement of dis- 
putes between its members. . No 
strong arm methods have been re- 
sorted to nor has any one been com- 
pelled to act in a manner contrary 
to the best interests of his business, 

“The recent discussion in the news- 
papers and publicity given to the or- 
ganization by the Health Commis- 
sioner came from outside sources and 
not from-members of the association. 
No complaint has been uttered by 
any member of the association. 

‘‘While members of this association 
may regulate their own conduct in 
formulating rules by which they will 
abide for the general betterment of 
their business, they may, neverthe- 
less, not use this combination as an 
instrumentality for injuring others 
through malice or threat or intimi- 
dation or coercion. 

“The members of this association 
must also understand that a eombi- 
nation to compel another dealing in 
the same goods to sell at prices fixed 
by the combination, or upon their 
refusal so to do to prevent such per- 
sons from purchasing their commodi- 
ties, is contrary to law and will not 
be sanctioned.

ALL GREECE AROUSED 
BY BANDIT KIDNAPPINGS 


Government Blamed for Failure 
to Act More Vigorously in 
Tragi-Comic Outrages. 





Wireless to THR New Yor«k TimMFs. 

ATHENS, Sept. 14.—All Greece is 
divided into two parts, one of which 
is thirsting for the blood.ef daring 
bandits who have been holding 
prominent Greeks for ransom since 
Sunday last, while the other part 
thirsts for the blood of the govern- 
ment for allegedly having misman- 
aged the whole situation. While 
some regard the affair as a Greek 
tragedy, others view it as a Viennese 
operetta; but the fact remains that 
the prisoners have not been re- 
leased. 

According to an _ official com-| 
munique, Government troops failed | 
to overcome the bandits after an' 
hour’s battle and themselves suf- | 
fered the loss of a lieutenant and a 
gendarme killed and six gendarmes 
severely wounded. This battle oc- 
curred in the village of Festelli. 
Apparently the bandits suffered no 
casualties, although they were forced 
to withdraw. 

As a result, however, the bandits 
reduced the ransom sought from 
4,000,000 to 1,500,000 drachmas, In- 
formation on the reduction was con- 
veyed by one captive, who was re- 
leased by the bandits with the com- 
ment that they had no use for pauper 
prisoners. This was only done after 
the bandits had discovered that his 


* family had no money. 


The same messenger conveyed to 
the son-in-law of Senator Hadzi 
Gakis, who is one of the bandits’ 
prisoners, that he ought to be 
ashamed that his miserliness was 
allowing the aged and sick Senator 
to die in the mountains at the hands 
of the brigands. 

“For this piece of cowardise,”’ de- 
clared the moralist brigand leader, 
who signed the letter, ‘‘we condemn 
you to death as unworthy of being 
called a Greek. Within three days 
we shall execute this sentence on 
you.”’ a

CITIZENS ON BUDGET 


La Guardia Asserts Those Who 
Know Subject Are Insulted 
by Officials at Hearings.

DEMANDS PAYROLL CUTS 








Greeted by Boos and Hisses and 
Cheers for Walker at One 
Meeting in the Bronx. 





Representative F. H. La Guardia, 

Republican designee for Mayor, 
charged last night in speeches inthe 
Bronx that Mayor Walker and mem- 
bers of his administration had in- 
sulted, abused and ridiculed citizens 
appearing before them at budget 
hearings. 
-Mr. La Guardia quoted Mayor 
Walker as objecting to criticisms 
made after the budget had been for- 
mally adopted instead of at the 
budget hearings. Mr. La Guardia as- 
serted that intimidating tactics by the 
Mayor and members of the Board of 
Estimate made business men and 
taxpayers afraid to appear at the 
budget hearings. 

The Republican candidate unwit- 
tingly stepped into a hornet’s nest 
when he appeared at a dinner in 
honor of Benedict Tantillo, Labor 
leader, at the Winter Garden, Tre- 
mont and Washington Avenues, the 
Bronx. He was greeted by boos and 
hisses and cheers for Mayor Walker. 
The dinner was given by the Italian- | 
American Plasterers’ Social Club. | 
No member of the arrangements | 
committee could explain who invited | 
the Republican designee. 

As soon as Mr. La Guardia ap- 
peared at the speakers’ table at 11:30} 
o’clock the 800 gucsts present rose 
to boo and hiss him, and to cheer | 
Mayor Walker. Magistrate Albert! 
H. Vitale was the toastmaster. 

The Republican designee spoke for | 
about a minute, paying his respects | 
w Mr. Tantillo. He was interruptea | 
by cheers for Mayor Mayor, which 
were repeated as he walked out of 
the hall. 

Mr. La Guardia spoke before the 
Roosevelt Republican Club in Bel- 
mont Hall, 599 East 184th Street: the | 
First Assembly District Club, 2,663 | 
Third Avenue, and the Hoover Re- | 
publican Club, 1,345 Gun Hill Road. | 

‘‘Mayor Walker, speaking at the: 
meeting of the eleventh anniversary 
of the United Women’s Wear League 
a few days ago,”’ said Mr. La Guar- 
dia, ‘‘took a fling at citizens who he 
says ‘remain silent during the legal 
period for voicing their objections 
against the budget and who complain 
after formal adoption of the budget.’ 


Says Witnesses Are Abused, 


“Mayor Walker is entirely wrong. 
Many of the people who endeavor to | 
give the very kind of criticism he | 
says he desires know more about | 


the budget than he does himself. The | 
trouble is that taxpayers, citizens | 
and organizations who make a study | 
of the budget and do not wait until 
the proposed budget is presented, 
but who are well informed and pre- 
pared with constructive suggestions, 
are not given a hearing and their | 
carefully prepared memoranda or | 
briefs submitted to the board are | 
never read, studied or considered. 

‘“‘Business men and rent payers are 
afraid to appear at budget hearings | 
because Mayor Walker and his asso- | 
cites either abuse them with ridicule 
and heckling or else insult them by 
paying no attention whatever to 
what they suggest. 

‘In 1926 business men representing 
eight large taxpaving agencies and 
the largest real estate groups, repre- | 
senting, in fact, over $10,000,000,000 
of taxpaying realty, appeared at the 
taxpayers’ hearing on the budget 
They had spent money getting facts 
and many of them had spent years 
getting facts about the budget. They 
included former Controller H. J. | 
Metz, George McAneny, former Pres- 
ident of Manhattan and the Board 
of Aldermen; Charles H. Partridge, | 
president of the Brooklyn Real Es 
tate Board; a representative of the 
New York Real Estate Board, and 
Howard C. Smith of the Chamber of 
Commerce budget committee. These 
are the tyves of men whom Mayor 
Walker rebuked for daring to criti- | 
cize the budzet. 

“Millions of citizens have read re-. 
peatedly of persons appearing before 
the board being heckled and fact- 
based criticism and suggestions be- 
ing flouted. These same _ millions 
read of William H. Allen, director of 
the Institute for Public Service, be 
ing ordered never to appear again 
at the board because of his charges 
of pushcart graft and abuse. These 
charges were sustained by two sep- | 
arate grand juries. 

“With negligible exceptions, no ro 
auests at budget hearings in the 
Walker Administration have ever re- | 
ceived a minute’s notice unless they 
were requests for more money. 


Charges Payroll Increases. 


“The trouble is that not only does 


the present Board of Estimate re-| 
fuse to listen to suggestions, infor- | 
mation and data presented to it on 
the budget, but seemingly it has| 
given no thought to any plan for the | 
reduction of the budget and the ad- | 
ministration of the city on an eco-| 
nomic and efficient basis. The trouble 
is that the budget is considered onlv 
in the few weeks that the proposed 
and tentative budget is before the 
board. The budget reauires constant | 
attention and study throughout the | 
year. 

“A good City Administration must | 
have the courage to so reorganize 
the administration as to prevent 
duplications and the courage to abol- | 
ish unnecessary boards, bureaus, | 
commissions and payroll jobs. In-! 
stead of curtailing jobs, the present | 
administration has increased the| 
payroll and finds itself in such a. 
tight political position that any re- 
organization and tax reduction is 
beyond hope.”’ |

for today. He contracted a slight | 
cold on Thursday and said he desirea ; 
to get a complete day of rest.

FINDS LAXITY DANGEROUS 








4says 15 Agencies Recruit Persons | 
on Commission Basis—Some, Are 
Alleged to Be Diseased. 


The existence of fifteen agencies in 
New York City which recruit candi- 
dates, sometimes indiscriminately, 
for blood transfusions on a commis- 
sion basis was revealed yesterday in 
an announcement that Health Com- | 
missioner Wynne has_ completed | 
plans for strict regulation. 

‘There are between 7,000 and 8,000 
transfusions performed in Greater 
New York annually,’’ the commis- 
sioner said. ‘‘The need for organiza- 
tion and control is obvious. The de- 
partment is particularly concerned 
about the professional donor, so- 
licited from the parks of the city, 
who is cared for and hired out on a 
10 per cent basis by agencies in the | 
city.”’ 

Since the ‘‘very excclient results’’ 
obtained from properly performed 
transfusions have led to rapid de- 
velopment of this practice, Dr. 
Wynne said its popularity had cre-| 
ated grave abuses discovered by the | 
Health Department, working in co- 


operation with the public health com- 


mittee of the Academy of Medicine. | 


Not Aimed at Reputable Hospitals. | 


The commissioner pointed out that | 
malpractice in this regard is not| 
charged against the reputable hospi- | 
tals, which operate on a system | 
whereby their sources of supply are | 


recruited from colleges and gymna-| 
siums. Unscrupulous physicians and | 
‘‘small proprietary hospitals’’ are the | 
chief targets, he said. | 
However, his plan is designed to | 
aid even those against which there 
is no complaint by maintaining a 
definite examined list of voluntary | 
donors, whose services may be ob- | 
tained in emergencies where even | 
the best conducted institutions feel . 
a@ patient cannot wait until the cus- 
tomary examinations have been 
made. H 
The plan considered most suitable 
by the commissioner, he said, ‘‘fol- 
lows the modern passport book, even 
1o the photograph of the legitimate | 
holder.’’ 
“We will, of course, require a full 
clinical and laboratory examination,”’ 
he added. ‘‘Under a system we are 
now working on, the donor will be; 
clasisfied and graded by the quality ' 
and character of his blood. His 
‘passport’ will contain the exact 
classifications of his blood constitu- | 
ents.

FIND SUBMARINE CABLE 
DREW RUMTO MICHIGAN 


Border Patrolmen Dismantle One 
Apparatus and Seek Another 
Near Detroit. 


DETROIT, Sept. 14 UP).—The De 
troii News today says that a sub. 
marine cable has been used by rum, 
runners to transport cargoes of 
liquor from Canada into the United 
States. The cable, it says, was dis. 
covered and dismantled by border 
patrol inspectors yesterday. 

The cable stretched from Mud 
Island in the Detroit River to the 
American shore at Ecorse. 

“Employing a method approaching 
in its ingeniousness the much-dis- 
cussed but mythical ‘pipe line’ into 
Canada,” the newspaper says, ‘‘tha 
runners operated a sled which car- 
ried from fifteen to twenty cases of 
liquor a trip along a 500-foot cable, 
while customs crews sped along an 
apparently inactive waterfront and 
reported ‘all quiet’ in the rum war.’’ 

Both of the cable terminals, a boat- 
house and garage on the Michigan 
mainland and a partly submerged 
boathouse on the island, were de- 
serted and no arresis were made 
when inspectors came upon them. 

The cable, customs officials said, 
is believed to have been one of two 
in use on the river. An invyestiga- 
tion is being made to discover the 
location and operators of the second, 
it was said. 

Mud Island, a long narrow strip 
barely rising above the mud flats 
opposite Ecorse, long has been con- 
sidered a transfer point for liquor 
cargoes, the low water about it pre- 
venting speed boats of the border 
patrol from landing there.

due account of the general public and 
world interests involved.’’ It invites 
the Council to take the ~wasessary 
measures to carry out the resolu- 
tion. 


Move Causes Surprise. 


The surprise the resolution caused 
was reflected in the faces of Arthur 
Henderson, British Foreign Secre- 
tary, and Louis Loucheur, French 
Minister of Labor, when it was read 
in the assembly. It is understood 
that Germany will oppose it. . 

The great question on American 
entry into the World Court is what 
Washington will do. The immediate 
side of the question is whether Wash- 
ington will instruct Hugh R. Wilson, 
the Minister at Berne, to sign the 
protocol now, as was expected in 
view of Secretary of State Stimson’s 
recent statement that the adminis- 
tration approved the protocol in its 
original form—and it is in this orig- 
inal form that it has been approved 
here and is being signed by mem- 
bers of the court. 

A place has been reserved in the 

rotocol for the signature of the 

Jnited States, the same as for all 
the other States concerned. Since 
the signatures appear in alphabetical 
order in French, the space, left blank 
for America is fourth on the list, 
between Germany and Argentina. 

American supporters of the proto- 
col here are especially anxious to 
have that blank space filled as soon 
as possible. They argue that since 
the members of the court and the 
League have done everything not 
only to meet the Senate reservations 
in the manner Elihu Root proposed 


and Secretary.Stimson has approved, 
but have gone out of their way to 
hasten the completion of formalities 
on their side, it would be only com- 
mon courtesy not to delay wing the 
occasion to show America’s good-will 
by signing. 


Fear Effects of Delay. 


They consider that immediate 
American’ signature even more 


(necessary from the viewpoint of 
self-interest, for it would stimulate 


the remaining court members to 
sign and ratify without delay, other- 


wise a few or only.one of them might 
hold back, thus causing the question 
of American entry to drag on for 
years. These Americans, who are 
in closest touch with the general 
feeling here, fear that the adminis- 
tration may not appreciate s ffi- 
ciently the importance of what may 
reasonably be considered: a mere ges- 
ture, since the signature amounts 
only to putting in writing the accep- 
tance of the protocol which Mr. 
Stimson has already given. 

The other side of the question is, 
of coursé, what the Senate will do 
when the protocol comes up in De- 
cember for ratification. The general 
feeling here, however, is ‘distinctly 
aptimistic. 

The Assembly also adopted unani- 
mously the protocol containing the 
amendments to the court statute rec- 
ommended in March by the same 
committee of jurists which framed 
the American protocal and of which 
|Mr. Root was a member. All the 
States slening the Root protocol to- 
day except Guatemala also signed 
this protocol. 

The only discussion centred on a 
recommendation—not an amendment 
—that The Hague judges should pos- 
sess ‘‘recognized experience in inter- 
national law.’’ Norway, fearing this 
would open the bench to men more 
connected with the political than the 
juridicial side of governments, moved 
an amendment whereby merely the 
qualifications of nominees for the 
bench is given. This was defeated by 
32 to 15 with one absention in the 
rail-call, the vote for the opposition 
including such States as Japan, Po- 
land, Chile and two members of the 
British Empire, Australia and New 
Zealand. 


Leading Candidates Opposed. 


Special interest attaches to the 
vote, for it really shows the grow- 
ing opposition to the two leading 
candidates for the places on the 
bench the Assembly has to fill at this 
session, Sir Cecil Hurst and André 
Fromageot, who are criticized be- 
cause both have been identified for 
years, respectively, with the British 
and French Foreign Offices. It is 
argued that their election, along 
with the above recommendation, 
would be the entering wedge to make 
the court more a political than an 
impartial judicial body. 

Nicholas Politis of Greece, in lay- 
ing both protocols before the Assem- 
bly as rapporteur, reviewed the his- 
tory of the negotiations since the 
Senate made its reservations, care- 
fully avoiding any unkind allusion to 
the American attitude in the past in 
not attending the 1926 conference and 











replying for two years to its de- 
ons. 

The tone of his discourse was evi- 
dent from the ge where, after 
mentioning that though Americans 
have always been on its bench, the 
United States had not collaborated 
with the Court, he explained: 

‘‘That does not mean that they were 
in any way hostile to the institution, 
but in not being a member of the 
League they naturally desired only 
to adhere to the statute of the Court 
with certain guarantees which were 
obviously required in order to put 
them in the same position as States 
members of the League.”’ . ; 

M,. Politis declared that previous 
differences on the moot point of ad- 
visory opinions were due to a mis- 
understanding resulting from ‘‘mu- 
tual lack of confidence.’’ The United 
States feared the League might dis- 
regard its legitimate interest and the 
Court members feared the Senate res- 
ervations might seriously interfere 
with the League. He said time had 
shown both sides that these appre- 
hensions were groundless, Frank B. 
Kellogg, when Secretary of State, 
making clear in his note of February 
that ‘‘the United States does not de- 
sire to hamper or hinder the work of 
the League.”’ 

M. Politis explained that ‘‘the 
United States is a country wherein 
a court is not in the habit of giving 
advisory opinions, and naturally 
there was a misunderstanding as to 
the réle of the Court when asked 
for an advisory opinion. Americans, 
he said, also had ‘‘an idea that the 
Council would force States to go to 
war in order to enforce an advisory 
epinion. Such an idea is inconceiv- 
able and was never intended.” 

As a result of the Root protocol, 
Mr. Politis said, we have now a for- 
mula ‘‘which gives the United States 
in all matters concerning the Court 
the same position as if they were a 
member of the League with a per- 
manent seat on the Council;-and they 
can participate both in the Council 
and Assembly in the election of 
judges in the Court and their consent 
will be required to any further 
amendment to the statute of the 
Court. In fact, they will rticipate 
on an equal footing in all decisions 
concerning an advisory opinion. 

‘In all cases wherein unanimity is 
required, then of course the veto of 
the United States prevents an opinion

opinion prevents it being requested. 
If, on the other hand, a decision 
can be taken by the majority as to 
whether an opinion should or should 
not be required, then the vote of the 
United States will be the same as 
the vote of any other State.

“Then we have provided also that 
should they desire to withdraw from 
the Court they are at liberty to do 
so in the same way as any other 
State can withdraw, and if two-thirds 
of the States which are parties to 
the protocol decide to renounce it, 
then the protocol ceases to. exist. In 
that case it will always be possible 
for a new protocol to be drawn up

DETROIT, Sept. 14 (Canadian 
Press)—Definite plans for the elec- 
trification of the Grand Trunk lines 


between Detroit and Pontiac, involv- 
ing the erection in Jefferson Avenue, 
Detroit, between Dequindre and Or- 
leans Streets of a modern terminal 
station and office building.’ and the 
construction over the electrified rail- 
way lines of a motor speedway from 
Jefferson Avenue to Pontiac were 
announced today by C. C. Bowker, 
general manager of the Grand Trunk 
Western liness. 

Mr. Bowker’s announcement was 
made on his return here from Mon- 
treal with Joseph A. Bower of New 
York, who is building the Ambassa- 
dor Bridge and who will build the 
motor speedway. The plans for the 
Detroit development have been ap- 
troved at Montreal by Sir Henry 
Thornton, president and chairman of 
the Canadian National Railways 
lines. 

The project as outlined by Mr. 
Power provides for facilities which 
will give a forty-minute suburban 
gervice over a four-track line betweén 
Detroit and Pontiac, with stops at! 
principal intermediate points. Mul-| 
tiple-unit electric cars will be used, | 
similar to those in the service of the 
Jllinois Central Railway at Chicago | 
and the Pennsylvania Railway at, 
Philadelphia. | 

The ultimate cost of the terminals 
and speedway development is $100,- 
000,000, of which an immediate out- 
lay of $25,000,000 is proposed. Con- 
struction of a motor speedway over 
the trackage in question has been | 
under consideration for some time, 
but until plans for electrification | 
were completed, it was impossible to 
have this carried out. . 

The proposed motor speedway will 
be constructed on the columns carry- 
ing the overhead wires of the elec- 
trified system. The roadway will be 
not less than forty feet wide and will 
be surfaced with asphalt. It will pro- 
vide for four streams of traffic, the 
inner lane in each direction being 
for high sneed, while slower moving 
traffic will be confined to the outer 
lanes. 

Ramps will be provided by means 
of which slower traffic may enter 
and leave the speedway at important 
intersections. .

Court for Killing His Wife 
and Burning Her Body.

Purported Confession Shows

FIGHT ON REMOVAL LOOMS 





Prosecutor Will Act to Expedite 
Transfer From Wyoming—Niece 
of Swindler Accused. 


The Federal grand jury will be 
asked tomorrow to return a six-count 
indictment against Charles Delos 
Waggoner, president of the Bank of 
Telluride, Col., who obtained a $500,- 
000 credit here by means of fraudu- 
lent code telegrams to six New York 
banks.

“I feel that the evidence already 
presented to the grand jury is ample 
to justify the return of an indict- 
|ment,’’ said Mr. Tuttle. ‘‘An indict- 
ment would tend to facilitate the re- 
moval of Waggoner to this district 
if he should decide to fight such re- 
moval. As to the witnesses who are 
|to come here from the West, they 
will be interrogated with respect to 
the part played by others in the 
scheme, either wittingly or unwit- 
tingly, and as to just what Waggoner 
did in Colorado while his visit to New 
York was in prospect and between 
the rats of his return there and his 
| orrest.’”’ 


Confident of Indictment. 


Mr. Tuttle seemed to feel little 
doubt that the grand jury would in- 
dict. Thus far the evidence pre- 
sented to that body has consisted 
mainly of the statements of officials 
connected with the various banks de- 


frauded and certain documents which 
figured in Waggoner’s financial ma- 
nipulation. 

Mr. Tuttle received a telegram yes- 
terday from the United States Mar- 
shal in Denver which indicated that 
some of the witnesses whom the 
United States attorney desires to 
question have not been able to start 
East because of lack of money. 
These witnesses, according to the 
message, include Miss Amelia Jones, 
whose name thus appeared for the 
first time in connection with the 
case.

armament, 

“I commend the President for his 
position, but may I not ask why he 
confines his condemnation to this one 
individual who is claiming in the 
courts that he has not been even 
fully paid by his clients? The Presi- 
dent cannot be ignorant of the fact 
with which everybody else in Wash- 
ington is familiar, that from the very

Attacks Hoover on Manganese. 


Admitting a general agreement that 
there was need for revision of cer- 
tain schedules, Mr. Shouse inveighed 
against broad revision and proceed- 
ed to level another broadside at Mr. 
Hoover and the score of manganese. 
He reviewed the statement made by 
Mr. Hoover on his way West, when 
he said in Pueblo that manganese, 
among other products of Colorado, 
could scarcely be produced except for 
the protective tariff.

Aming the questions that puzzled 
police when they started their inves- 
tigation was how Mrs. Van Wagenen 
happened to be on the road by herself 
at night. It was learned that she 
had been at the Lehigh Country Club, 
four miles away, earlier in the eve- 
ning. : 

Mr. Van Wagenen when questioned 
after the finding of his wife on the 
roadway told police he had left her 
at the country club because she had 
wished to remain there longer. Then 
he decided to go home. 

It was learned that District Attor-

SENATOR DILL SEES 
DANGER IN MERGERS 


He Says Those Affecting Banks 
Put Credit of Country in 
Hands of a Few.

FAVORS STRICT RADIO LAW, 


Opposes Allowing Reputed Radio| 
Corporation-International Deal 
to Be Consummated.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The 
fight in Congress over the disposition 
of Muscle Shoals was a fight ‘‘to 
keep the government from demon- 
strating how cheaply power can be 
supplied to the people.’’ and the 
“moving purpose behind the fight 
over Boulder Dam was to prevent 
the government from demonstrating 
the profit and graft in the electric 
power business,’’ Senator Dill of 
Washington, self-styled progressive 
Democrat, said tonight in an address 
over the Columbia Radio Chain. 

The declarations were made in the 
course of a discussion of the extent 
to which mergers are minating 
the business life of the United 
States. Characterizing the new in- 


dustrial organizations formed by 
mergers, which he called ‘‘super- 
tr ,” as “an old evil greatly en- 
larged,’’ Senator Dill declared they 
had ‘‘resulted in even more gigantic 
bank mergers.”’ 

“The result is that all financial 
credit is passing into a few hands 
in the great cities of the country.” 
he asserted. 

Senator Dill said that the fact that 
business was organized into big units 
‘does not necessarily mean that it 
is bad,’’ but that the danger lay ‘‘in

law, Senator Dill said this change | 


was sought by the International 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
so that it could buy the interoceanic 
telephone stations of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America. 

“The actual value of the property 
to be bought is $25,000,000.’’ he said. 
“‘The price to be paid is $40.000,000 
of stock. The extra $15,000,000 is to 
pay for contractural rights with for- 
eign governments and alleged values 
of patents in use. 

‘“‘The market value of the stock is 
more than §$100,000,000. In ‘other 
words, the purchasers of the stock 
will be paying $75,000,000, which is 
watered value. Rates for telephone 
and cable messages must then be 
nigh enough to pay dividends, not 
only on the $40,000,000 worth of 
stock, but upon the more than 
$6,000,000 of watered values. That 
is the economic reason for prevent- 
ing such mergers. The other reason 
is to prevent the wire companies 
from stifling the development of 
radio, which is in competition with 
wire services.’’

ance flier, in a demonstration of a 
safety parachute. The parachute 
failed to open. 

Officials at the field of the Braley 
Flying School, where exhibition para- 
chute jumps were being staged by 
the traveling safety crew of the Irv- 
ing Air Chute Company, said that 
the girl, a stranger, had appeared 
this afternoon and had asked to be 
allowed to make the leap. It was her 
initial attempt, she told them. 

Field attendants said that Miss 
Williams’s feet apparently caught in 
the parachute’s shroud lines, pre- 
venting it from opening. 

In the plane with Miss Smith, 
holder of the women’s solo endur- 
ance record, was Miss Jean Herrick 
of Wichita, who was to jump after 
Miss Williams. She was not allowed 
to make the attempt.

Jewish Charity Body to Honor Five 
Successive Presidents Oct. 20. 

Frederick Brown, real estate oper- 
ator and contributor of $1,700,000 to 
the Federation for the Support of 
Jewish Philanthropic Societies, has 
accepted the chairmanship of a citi- 
zens’ committee to arrange a testi- 
monial dinner for the five successive 
presidents of the federation on Oct.

A debate on calendar’ reform 
brought to a close yesterday the In- | 
ternational Congress on Accounting) 
at the Hotel Commodore. A conten- 
tion that added efficiency which 
would be effected in economic and | 
household affairs of the world 
through the adoption of the thirteen- | 
month calendar would far outweigh | 
any disadvantage, raised by Professor | 
Irving Fisher, opened the unexpected | 
discussion. | 

Pointing out that the calendar has 
remained virtually unchanged for | 
2,000 years, Professor Fisher de-| 
scribed the two proposals which were | 
accepted as practical out of more | 
than 200 submitted to the League of | 
Nations committee having this sub- 
ject in charge. One of these plans, 
provides that the year be divided 
into thirteen months of four weeks 
each. The other would merely equal- | 
ize the quarters by alternating two| 
months of thirty davs with one of | 
thirty-one | 

The year of thirteen months, Pro- 
fessor Fisher declared, would mee 
the requirements ‘for precision in 
modern business. 

The extra month would be placed 
between June and July, Professor 
Fisher said. with December having | 
an extra day, and the new month, 
which has tentatively been desig- 
nated as Sol, also having an extra/ 
day. 

The principal objection to the pro-| 

osed change was made by Jacob 

‘rieheld, who identified himself as 
a representative of the League for 
Safeguarding the Fixity of the Sab-/| 
bath. He declared his organization 
objected to any calendar reform | 
which included in its proposal the! 
device of a blank day which would! 
make the Jewish Sabbath movable. | 

A paper on ‘‘The Natural Business 
Year’’ was offered by Paul W. 
Pinkerton, Chicago accountant, in! 
which he suggested that various lines 
of business be allowed to make their 
own calendars according to their 
‘natural business year.”’ 

The congress did not go on record 
concerning the calendar proposals. 
The only resolution adopted during ' 
the entire congress was one yester- 
day morning in which the congress | 
expressed its thanks to the various 
organizations cooperating in the, 
sponsorship of the meeting here.

| #2 moving them out snappily in the 
|New York manner. Anyway, the 
; stock jams the shop, which reeks of 

Long Island tradition and sentiment. 

Not the Long Island of country clubs, 
| aviation fields, traffic congestion, 
| subdivisions and roadhouses, but the 

Long Island of widely separated vil- 
|lages, real farms, Quaker settle- 
ments and a leisurely rural life. Here 
;are candle molds, samplers, hook

for homecoming fishermen, hour 
| glasses, corner cupboards, stacks on 
' stacks of Currier & Ives prints, old

ing from damage to the entire Turk- 
ish crop by worms and other calami-

the shelled nuts, will probably be less 
interested than usual in the defici- 
ency because the Pacific Northwest 

crop is reported promising. 

Chocolate makers in Switzerland, 
France, Italy and Germany will be 
the main consumers ected, The 
nuts aiso come from Spain and 
France. 

In 1927 Turkey’s total production 
was 49,000 tons and in 1928 it was 
22,000 tons. Early this year the Fall 
crop was estimated at 24,000 tons, 
but it is now predicted it will not 
reach more than 13,000 tons.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 27.—

the new tariff on Oct. 1, Turkish

position of home products. The fair, 
held in Galata Serai in the heart of 
the foreign quarter and attended by 
more than 150,000 persons, served to 
prepare consumers for the almost 
prohibitive duties to be placed on 
some foreign imports. For two weeks 
visitors have been examining the tex- 
tiles, leather goods, shoes, biscuits, 
candies, canned goods, furniture, 
perfumes, hats, &c., which the 135 
participating concerns have dis- 
played. 

The newly promulgated tariff law 
has three objects, the most important 
being to encourage creation of new 
Turkish manufactures and to stimu- 
late those already existing. It is also 
aimed to bring in as much revenue 
as possible and to reduce the already 
unfavorable trade balance. The law 
represents another step toward utiliz- 
ing the country’s natural resources, 
a trend which has long been advocat- 
ed by Mustapha Kemal. Last year | 
he was offering inducements to keep; 
men on the farms; this year he is, 
turning his attention to boosting 
home industries. 


Customs Freedom Sought.

Ac- 
cordingly, as the United States en- 
joys and probably will continue to 
receive most-favored-nation  treat- 
ment in customs matters, American 
manufacturers and exporters will re- 
ceive benefits of any tariff rebates 
granted by Turkey in its commercial 
conventions with other countries, In 
general it is not believed that im- 
ports from the United States will be 
adversely affected by the new Turk- 
ish tariff except ® arco A for patent 
and tanned, dyed and undyed shoe 
leather. Turkish imports of shoe 
leather will probably show a decline. 

“On the other hand, it may be 
found that in so far as cheaper 
grades of cotton textiles are con- 
cerned United States brands will 
be able to compete more easily with 
foreign products, such as Japanese 
and Italian, because of a difference 
in quality. For instance, Japanese 
and Italian sheetings are heavily 
sized in contrast to the finer weave 
and lighter weight of American 
graycloth.” 


Many Foods Made Costly. 


Duties will strike a severe blow at 
the kitchen budgets of families ac- 
customed to imported cheese, tinned 
lards, ham, canned fish and canned 
fruits. The duty on ham, for in- 
stance, jumps from £25 (Turkish) 
to £300 a hundred kilograms and on 
canned fish it goes from £9 to £90.

The results of the study corroborate 
the recent statement of Dean Vir- 
ginia Gildersleeve of Barnard Col- 
lege, who declared in her annual re- 
port that student employment fre- 
quently results in serious injury to 
their health and academic standing. 
There are more failures and fewer 
good students among workers than 
among non-workers, Mr. Nevine 
found. He also discovered that work- 
ing students are markedly inferior to 
non-workers in attendance, punctual- 
ity, intelligence and conduct in the 
estimation of their teachers. 

The school which served as the 
basis for the survey was not named, 








| for 


| but Mr. Nevine described it as an ele- 


|mentary school of 2,000 pupils situ-| 


| ated in a ‘‘semi-industrial section of 
Brooklyn.” All classes above the first 
half of the sixth grade were included 
in the survey. Students were inter- 
viewed in special conferences to dis 
|cover the nature of their work and 
their attitude toward the difficulties 
of working and attending school at 
the same time. 
Information Checked by Records. 


This information was checked 
against the office records of atten- 
|dance and punctuality of each stu- 
dent, as well as his school grades, 
the ratings and estimates of his 
teachers, his examination records, 
disease history and age. In every 
class studied, boys who worked 
proved to be older than those who 
did not. The average retardation of 
the working boy was Slightly more 
than one-third of a year. 

The boys named many types of em- 
1 ployment. Among the most poptlar 
| jobs were shaving and soaping cus- 
| tomers in barber shops, selling pret- 
_zels on the street, delivering papers, 
| bootblacking, selling shoes, deliver- 
ing ice and coal, hawking fruit from 
|peddler wagons, making boxes in 
| factories and running errands. 

Three and a half hours was the 
average period of work for after- 
noons and eight for Saturdays. How- 
ever, Mr. Nevine said, a considerable 
number of boys admitted that they 
worked from five to seven hours in 
the afternoon and from twelve to 
fourteen on Saturday. 

“This indicates a condition which 
any interested observer of child 
health and development cannot but 
view with alarm.” he declared. 

Twenty-seven per cent of the work- 
ing boys were found to be faijling in 
their school work, against 21 per 
cent of the non-workers. A similar 
condition appeared among the better 
students, where 27 per cent of non- 
workers had consistent grades of A 
and B, compared with only 14 per 
cent of the workers. Working stu- 
dents also had habitually lower grades 
in midterm and final examinations. 

While it is commonly asserted ‘that 
working students gain greater self- 
reliance from anzeing. their own 
spending money, Mr. Nevine found 
the reverse to be true in nearly all 
the boys he observed. Conduct rec- 
ords revealed that the working stu- 
dents ‘were more severely penalized 
for offenses against school discipline 
than boys who did ‘not work. Pri- 
vate estimates of the boys by their 
teachers substantiated this, he said. 

Work and Intelligence. 

Mr. Nevine was unsuccessful in his 
attempt to find a relation between 
work and intelligence. While he failed 
to reach decisive conclusions from 
the gtatistics, however, he believes 
that the intelligence of working stu- 
dents) is retarded chiefly by the

Necessity is not one of the prime 
factors which drive children to work, 
Mr. Nevine found. Analysis of the 
domestic situation of the working 
children in an attempt to-find finan- 
cial need the real reason behind part- 
time employment resulted in'the dis- 
covery that few parents send their 
children out to find ‘work. A ma- 
jority of the working students live in 
homes which show no indication of 
poverty, he said. . Most .of the t- 
ents reported in answer to inquiries 
that their carnings permitted them 
to support their familiesin at least 
moderate comfort. Thus, Mr. Nev- 
ine concludes, the only substantial 
reason offered for permitting school 
children to work” is proved.to be 
groundless. 

“No one can deny,” Mr. Nevine 
concluded, ‘‘that e.. intellectual 
training of the child is one of the 
weightiest problems «of. the «school 
today.| It will be»granted that any- 
thing that seriously hampers prog- 
ress and interferes with the success 
of school work is a situation which 
merits the attention of the educator, 
challenging him to seek a remedv

And now, at 73 
this tall, genial man of Quaker an- 
cestry, who learned the machinist’s 
trade after his graduation from the 
Columbia School of Mines and soon 
rose to the leadership of his father’s 
nut and bolt business, is no Jess in- 
terested in the county’s welfare, as 
his supporters conceive him. 


A Man of Ideas. 

William L. Ward is ‘‘a man of 
ideas,’’ who, according to Barrett, 
says of himself, ‘‘Sometimes I get 
three a minute!’’ He dislikes. pub- 
licity and rarely in the past ten 


|; years has:he appeared publicly or 
issued a public statement. 

‘‘My work for the county,’’ he says, 
as Barrett quoted him, ‘‘I do because 
I like to see things done."’ 

“Mr. Ward is not only a man of 
ideas, but a man of action,’’ said 
Barrett, who has been intimately as- 
Sociated with him in politics for 
thirty years. 

“He was down in some park, 
and when he came back I asked him 
what he had been doing. ‘Oh, talkin 
to the kids and nursemaids,’ he said. 
‘And you know, Harry,’ he went on, 
‘I saw a lot of signs down there 
about keeping off the grass. The 
children found fences and keep-off- 
the grass signs in their: way wher- 
ever they turned. I’ve got an idea. 
We've got to have a place in this 
county where the kids can go and 
romp all over the fields. We want 
birds and animals and all the things 
to make a real welcome place for 
these kiddies.’’’

Finds Juvenile Delinquency 
Associated With Other Sub- 
normal Conditions. 





Juvenile delinquency was found to 
be definitely associated with other 
sub-normal conditions among youths 
studied for a year by the Sub-Com- 
mission on Causes of the New York ! 





prepared for the State Legislature 
and made public yesterday... 

The report, filling a volume of 400 
pages, contained findings and recom- 
mendations based on studies con- 
ducted exclusively among boys who 
had brothers near their own ages 
with perfectly clean records, both 
officially and from reports of their 
|teachers and parents. It was pre- 
pared by Harry M. Shulman, Di- 
rector of Research of the sub-com- 
mission, the membership of which 
includes William Lewis Butcher, 
chairman; Jane Hoey and Joseph 
McGinnies. 

It was found that boys in the same 
household may live in entirely dif- 
ferent environments, due to their 
personal idiosyncracies. 

Each delinquent was termed an in- 
dividual case who must be studied as 
such and suggestions were made for 
improving the methods of all the cus- 
tomary reform agencies to the end 
that ‘‘mass reform,’’ which was 
found impractical, be eliminated in 
favor of individual study. 

Several changes in methods and 
personnel of teachers and probation 
officers were particularly recom- 
mended to cope with the situation, 
while other suggestions were ad- 
vanced for welfare agencies; recrea- 
tion centres and police work. 

In choosing the cases for study, 
particular attention was paid to find- 
ing settings ‘‘that would bring out 
the maximum influence of variation 
of environment,” the report said. 

‘‘For purposes of convenicnce,” it 
continued, ‘‘cases were selected from 
two areas in New York County 
where juvenile delinquency was} 
known to be a serious problem. The 
areas were the Lower East Side from 
Houston Strect ‘to Grand Street and 
East Harlem, from’ Ninety-ninth | 
Street to 125th Strect and from Madi- 








son Avenue to the East. River. 
Within these areas all cases coming 
to the Children’s Court ef New York 
County during 1927 were chosen as 
an unselected sampling from which 
the final group of cases was to be 
chosen.”’ 

From these cases finally wére se- 
lected forty, in each of which the 


delinquent, within the age limits of 
10 and 17 years, had a brother of 
normal tendencies within four years 
of his own age. Delinquency was 
considered as truancy, gang member- 
ship, theft, incorrigibility and school 
misbehavior. The normal brother 
had to have a perfect record in this 
regard. 

Delinquency, the report stated, was 
found usually to be associated with 
‘‘border line ‘ \telligence,’’ and. the 
delinquents also were found to be in- 
ferior to their brothers in school 
ratings. School retardations among 
them were two and one-half times as 
ftequent as among the non-problem 


Thus, the report goes on, delin- 
quency was found to be associated 
with retarded intelligence. However, 
both groups of boys were found to 
be similar in the ability to lay plahs, 
and the problem boys were found 
superior, not only to their brothers, 
but to an unselected group of school 
children, in mechanical ability. 

This. exception to the rule was 
noted in the report as being pecu- 
liarly associated with the mechanics 
of committing thievery, but’ it also 
was urged as a possible avenue for 
bending the boys to a recreation pro- 
gram that might improve their con- 
duct. 

“Delinquent behavior, involving 
property offenses, was in all in- 
stances associated with incorrigible 
behavior of other sorts,’’ the commis- 


| 

| sion @und. ‘The young thief was 
Socially ill im a variety of ways. 
| Stealing was merely a symptom cf 
graver and deeper social maladjust- 
ment.”’ 

The establishment of junior trade 
schools, “‘as unsuccessfully sought 
by the Board of Education,” was 
particularly recommended ag an in- 
tegral toh of the school’s share in 
correcting the condition. An en- 
larged department of visiting: teach- 
ers and a larger psycho-educational 
clinic also were recommended. 

Alto, the sub-commission wouid 
evolve a plan which would “elimi. 
nate the emotional disturbances and 
dislike of school engendered by re- 
peated failures.” This might either 
take the form of the ‘‘constant-pro- 
motion plan,”’ it said, with a trade 
program in the upper grades, or a 
system of limiting initial enrolment 
in graded schools to children capa- 
ble of receiving graded instruction. 

“Teachers should be taught,” the 
report continued, ‘‘not only academic 
psychology but a course in beha- 
vior problems, which will enable 
them to maintain an objective and 
impersonal. attitude toward delin- 
quents in the classroom, instead of 
falling into emotional and unanalyti- 
cal-responses of displeasure. Teach- 
ers lacking in poise and understand- 
ing should not be assigned to schools 
where there are many delinquency 
cases.”* 

Social service workers were urged 
to consider the behavior as well as 
ribet needs of children in fam- 
lies under their care. The replace- 
ment of the ‘‘police officer type’ by 
trained case workers with high 
standards of scholarships and scien- 
tifie attainments was recommended 
in probation work. The report added 
that salaries paid for this work 
should be sufficiently high to attract 
successful men and women.

Board of Education Provides 
Space for Workshop for 
Vocational Training. 











MENTAL HYGIENE STRESSED 


| Maladjusted, Nervous Young Women 
| Are Prepared to Take Their 
| Places In Industry. 





Work for the rehabilitation of the 
| ‘problem girl’’ who cannot adjust 

herself to an industrial or commer- 
| cial environment has been opened 

this year on public school premises 
| by the workshop conducted by the 
: Vocational Adjustment Bureau for 
‘the past four years. The Board of 
| Education has provided a floor in 
;the building of Harlem Continua- 
tion Sehool for Girls, at 421 
| East Eighty-eighth Street, where six 

large rooms have been fitted out as 
| shops, rest rooms, gymnasium and 
| office of the workshop. 

Cases of maladjusted, nervous or 
| ‘“‘mentally unstable’ girls or young 
| women are referred to the workshop, 
| where mental hygienic advice is com- 
| bined with training in some vocation 
| to ‘industrially redeem’’ them. Miss 
Angele Gilbert is director of the 
school and Mrs. Edwin Lane of 575 
| Park Avenue is chairman. 
| At the Vocational Adjustment Bu- 

reau, 336 East Nineteenth Street, Dr. 
Emily Burr, a psychologist, gives 
tests to determine the condition of 
the maladjusted girls, who are then 
sent up to the workshop. There 
| training is provided in pasting work, 
sewing and other occupations, in an 
effort to develop qualities of industry 
and dependability, Miss Gilbert said. 
Rest periods are given in the morn- 
ing and afternoon, when crackers are 
;served. -Light luncheons are also 
|}served free at midday. 

A system of compensation has been 
| evolved for the purpose of encourag- 

ing the discouraged young women. 

‘“‘Raises”’ are given, frequently out of 
' proportion to the work accomplished, 
'as a means of instilling confidence 
,in the worker. Frequently the wages 
are ‘‘surreptitiously’’ contributed by 
‘the family of the maladjusted worker. 

The articles are sold in the work- 
shop store at 575 Madison Avenue. 
Many of them ere designed by Mrs. 
Lane, to whom Miss Gilbert at- 
tributes the commercial and arstistic 
success of some of the productions 
of the shops. Shoe trees are a spe- 
cialty. They are sold wholesale to a 
department store. 

Most of the girls are successfully 
prepared for work in industry, Miss 
| Gilbert said. Some of them stay two 

months to six months in the work- 

shop. A few are kept longer in order 








to become imbued thoroughly with 
the spirit of work and adaptability. 
The bureau then helps to obtain suit- 
able jobs. 

The budget of the shop is about 
$25,000, provided by the bureau and 
by voluntary contributors.

Many of the courses 
at the New School are especially 
appropriate to this use, and the New 
School is prepared to apply to the 
Board of Examiners for such credits 
in the case of students who may de- 
{sire it. Of 12,528 men and women 
| who attended the New School from 
/ 1819 to 1928, 17 per cent, or 2,164, of 
| these students were teachers. Social 
workers. and nurses, with 1,189, and 
business men and women, with 1,942, 
and office workers, with 1,013, were 
|next in number in the classification 
according to occupation.’’

J. H. Appel of Wanamaker’s 
Sees Trade Otherwise Re- 
duced to Machine Ways. 








WASTE LOSS QUESTIONED 





Service and Salary Reductions Not 
Feasible—Mergers in Trade 
Yet to Face Tests. 





Surveying retailing as"a ‘‘human” 
institution to which the application 
of scientific principles, mergers and 
standardization must be subordinate 
to merchandising leadership and in- 
dividuality, Joseph H. Appel, asso- 
ciated for thirty years with the John 
Wanamaker stores in this city and 
Philadelphia in merchandising and 
advertising, discussed yesterday the 
needs of modern retailing as he sees 
them. 

Application of scientific methods 
is only a part of the requisities for 
continued success and growth in dis- 
tribution, Mr. Appel said. No one 
questions the value of scientific pro- 
cedure and information, he pointed 
out, but there has been too much of 
a tendency to regard ‘science as a 


panacea that of itself will bring 
about the golden age of distribution. 
This attitude, he said, brought to its 
logical conclusion will tend to re- 
duce retailing to a machine-like 
process, against which consumers 
would eventually, rebel. 


Trend Toward Imitation. 


“As science has been applied in re- 
tailing,’’ Mr. Appel continued, ‘‘it 
has sought to proceed in mass action 
—to follow, imitate and not lead. If 
stores all do things in'the same way, 


buy and offer the same styles, mer- 
chandise, &c., what will the end be? 
There is a Jimit to standardization 
either of merchandise or of service. 
Carried beyond this point, there is 
apt to be a rebelling on the part of 
consumers who: will demand and pa- 
tronize stores catering to their in- 
dividual desires and needs. 

“Courageous ‘leadership and indi- 
viduality are paramount in the future 
progress of retailing and of that of 
the large stores.’’ 

Leadership and continued growth, 
Mr. Appel went on, depend upon the 


fundamental qualities of merchandis- |. 


ing intuition and experience. There 
never can be too much information, 
if it is accurate and correctly used, 
but mathematical procedures cannot 
replace the human elements of suc- 
cessful merchandising. . 

“John Wanamaker ’in 1920 pro- 
vided a conspicuous example of what 
I have in mind,’’ this retail execu- 
tive said. ‘‘He courageously under- 
took the start of tle whole deflation 
movement by tbe price reductions he 
announced at that time. That ac- 
tion was not inspired by statistics, 
although Mr, Wanamaker had all of 
this information.. Instead he waited 
until his merchandising intuition and 
experience told him the psychological 
time had come and he then launched 
a necessary movement which, as 
every one knowsf"hatt’ tremendous 
effect on post-war readjustment. 

“Retailing today demands this 
same merchandising intuition and ex- 
perience in sensing the needs and 
desires of consumers. These funda- 
mentals must be part and -parcel of 
the true merchant. They may be 
fortified by information and more 
scientific procedure, but they cannot 
be subordinated. 


To Lose Fervor in Time. 


“The present furor over scientific 
methods in time will lose its fervor. 
The pendulum is swinging too far, 


but eventually science will find its 
true place in distribution. It is cer- 
tain that retailing can: never afford 
to neglect the human ‘aspects of its 
service to consumers.’’ 

Referring to the alleged ‘‘tremen- 
dous waste’’ in retailing, Mr. Apoel 
was inclined to question the actual 
economic loss occasioned. ‘‘Nearl 
all of this so-called waste,’’ he: said, 
‘is paid out in service costs and sal- 
aries or wages. This money is then 
represented in enlarged buying pow- 
er, which creates a stronger deman 
for goods and kee oney in circu- 
lation, resulti m faster turnover 
and bigger production. 

“It is diftloult to see where these 
service and salary costs could be re- 
duced without ultimately cutting 
down the buying power of those em- 
played and at the same time. lessen- 
ng the service facilities which con- 
sumers have been and are constantly 
demanding. If the waste were re- 
flected in excess profits, the situation 
would be entirely different.’’ . 

Mergers in the retail field, Mr. 
Appel said, are to be: tested both 
as to their ability to reduce costs 
substantially and to withstand.a pe- 
riod of economic depression, -*‘It re- 
mains to be seen whether the wave of 
retail financing will result in the pub- 
lic eventually sharing the burdens of 
the stores, of whether the public will 
actually share the profits. It is a 
matter of gerious doubt as_ to 
whether the uniti of. stores. of 
strongly diversified es will work 
out well, in any event.’ 


STANDARDS DUETOLAUNDR 


Present Plan of Purchase by Test 
Urged on Retailers to. Cut Claims.. 


The commercial laundries are now 
playing an important réle in the 
raising of standards of fabric qual- 
ity, according to comments made by 
an executive in close touch: with. de- 


velopments. The laundries for along 
time, he said yesterday, have felt 
that many of the claims presente 
to them for damages were unjust; 
that they were due not’ to the laun- 
dry but to the unsatisfactory fabric 
in garments given them to clean by 
consumers. ; , 

For a considerable ‘period these 
claims were met by the laundries as 
a “‘policy’’ méasure.' The drain, how- 
ever, became so great that the best 
minds of the industry were set to 
work for a solution.

The laundry, representatives, it was 
said, did not despair, but tackled the 
problem from many angles. .

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Stores Only 25% Scientific, 
But He Expects Faster Gain 


Using a percentage basis to ex- 

press his views, a close student of 
retailing finds that store methods 
today“are only about 25 per cent 
scientific. This figure, he said, 
indicates just: about what has to 
be’ done before: distribution is 
really ‘on a scientific basis. 
’ This’ 25 ‘per cent approach to 
making ‘retailing a science, he 
added, has been accomplished 
largely within the last ten to fif- 
teen‘years. He predicted that the 
ratio of growth in application of 
scientific principles: will be far 
faster in the next five years than 
in the preceding fifteen. 


TOWNS ACHIEVED MOST 
BY SELF-DEVELOPMENT 


Attempts to Attract Industries 
From Other Places of Less 
Benefit, Survey Shows. 











That the greatest industrial devel- 
opment of a community comes from 
self-development, rather than from 
attempting to attract industries from 
other places, ' is the outstanding 
point made in a summary of indus- 
trial growth in this country and 
Canada that has been made by the 
civic development committee of the 
National. Electric Light Association 
and the Policy Holders Service Bu- 
reat of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company. 2. 

Other important points brought out 
by the survey, the summary shows, 
include the fact that migration of 
industry is not the factor in indus- 
trial growth which many thought. 
The real development has come from 
the ‘establishment of new local indus- 
tries and the setting up of branches. 
It is also shown that the large cities 
still receive most of the plants, but 
that there is a stfong tendency to- 
ward the establishment of relocated 
industries and branches in the small- 
er cities. 
net gain of all plants has been in 
these cities. 

The survey further shows that 
there is a definite need for some ma- 
chinery to record what is taking place 
in industry, but that none exists. 
Tt suggests that some neutral agency, 
such as the Department of Com- 
merce, is the logical organization to 
carry on the work of determining 
how, ‘why and: where industry is 
growing or. moving. 

The survey deals with industrial 
growth in the two countries in 1926 
and 1927. It shows that only 9.4 per 
cent of the plants gained by: the va- 
rious communities resulted from re- 
locations. New industries accounted 
for 81.8 per cent of the gains. Branck 
plants represented 8.8 per cent of the 
total plants and 25 per cent of the 
total employes gained. The experi- 
ence of the United States and Cana- 
da has been practically the same, 
the survey s2ys. 

It further points out that markets, 
labor and transportation were the 
leading three of the reasons most 
frequently given for the seiection of 
plant locations. -Bonuses, tax ex- 
emptions, free land or free factories 
—inducements that at one time were 
frequently offered—were cited less 
often. ; ; toe 
‘The survey also says that the Mid- 
dle Atlantic States showed the great- 
est gain from relocations of industry, 
and that these States also showed a 
bigger gain from establishment of 
branch factories. They are further 
shown to rank substantially ahead of 
other territories in the establishment 
of local plants. The percentage of 
total net gains by population ranged 
from 6 for cities under 2,500 to 39 for 
those of. 150,000. and under.

Clearing House Index Stood at 113

With the average weekly inquiries 
on merchandisé orders in the whole- 
sale market during 1927 taken as 100, 
the index of the. Credit Clearing 
House last week stood at 113. This 
compared with 99 last week and 141 
for the same week last year. ._The 
past week’s average order was $342, 
an-increase of $2 from the average 
of the week before. - : : 

Changes in recommendation during 
the week were about 34 per cent 
greater in number than in the corre- 
sponding week of 1928. Buying ac- 
tivity showed considerable recovery 
from the low point of the Labor Day 
lull, but was not quite up to the same 
period last year. Overbuys continued 
very active.

SAYS BANKERS BACK 
BUSINESS RESEARCH 


Progressive Type Recognizes 
Changes It Has Brought, 
Shibley Explains. 








BUT FAULTS ARE ALSO SEEN 


Lack of Preparation and Direction 
Cited—Reactionary Executives 
Often More Opposed. 





That the progressive banker is not | 


impelled by ‘‘first costs’? to look 
askance at industrial research but 
is a stanch advocate of it was the 
opinion expressed yesterday by Fred 
Ww. ‘Shibley, vice president of the 
Bankers Trust Company. This view 
corroborated comments. made in busi- 
ness circles here last week that the 
attitude of banks in general toward 
‘research is steadily ‘growing more 


. “Bankers are not attempting to 
force research on their customers,”’ 
Mr. Shibley said, ‘‘for every er 
is loath arbitrarily to tell his cus- 
tomers how to conduct their affairs. 
He seldom, if ever, dictates to them. 
He realizes, however, that he occu- 
pies a position from which he can 
observe: the progress of trade and 
industry 1n a broad way. If he is 
truly progressive he will not hesitate 
to recommend research, 

“The banker will do this, however, 
only on a customer’s request for ad- 
vice regarding research, and then 
only if- his judgment, his experience 
and his knowledge of the customer's 
particular’ needs teil him that‘it will 
be helpful. “He will not be swayed 
in his decision to recommend it 
the fact that the findings of researc 
may lead to large expenditures: on 
‘tthe part of the customer:in replacing 
machinery, methods or merchandise, 
and that the fruits of such expendi- 
tures may not be borne for some 
time. 

Changes Based on Discoveries. 

“It is plain to all observers of in- 
dustrial and financial events that 
both industry and finance are going 
through an intensely integrating evo- 
lutionary process. Everywhere there 
are evidences that industry is group- 
ing. Bankers are. merging in order 
to provide gréater facilities for ‘big 
business.’ Individuals are cooper- 
ating as never before. All this is be- 
cause new ways of doing things have 
been discovered that have effected 
great economies and produced great- 
er efficiency in men and machinery. 
Research, practically applied, is re- 
sponsible for most of these discov- 
eries. 

‘‘Probably no one is more aware 

of this than the progressive banker, 
whd is watching the evolution of fi- 
mance and industry with keen inter- 
est. He urges the employment of re- 
search because he visualizes its many 
benefits, but he recognizes frankly 
that many industrial sins have been 
committed in its name. He knows 
that lack of a practical directing 
mind has more than once permitted 
efforts in research to wander far 
afield, with the result that little or 
pesherter | came of the time and money 
spent.’ 
Mr.: Shibley went on to say that 
another reason for the failure of re- 
search to do what is expected ‘of it 
is going into the matter without the 
necessary care and ‘preliminary 
thought. This has been caused by the 
failure of the head of the organiza- 
tion in “‘selling’’ his key men the 
idea of research. Consequently these 
men have not thought in terms of 
research and have not coordinated 
their efforts with his. 


Goods Forced on Markets. 


“As a result of the lack of accurate 
knowledge of marketing and mer- 
chandising conditions,’’ Mr, Shilbey 
resumed, ‘‘a vast amount of mer- 
chandise is being forced upon unwill- 
ing markets at a sacrifice of profits. 
It is plain to see, therefore, that the 
disastrous effects resulting from a 
lack of research or from improper- 
ly applied research methods are far- 
reaching, for research applies not 
only to a study of markets and to 
perfecting new mechanical devices 
for cost reduction, but also to the 
adaptation of products to consumer 
needs.”’ 

If the truth were known, Mr. Shib- 
ley further said, there is probably 
more opposition to research on the 
part of reactionary business men 
than among even the least progres- 
Sive bankers. If one were to talk 
with business -men of this type, he 
added, he would find that the. pres- 
ent is very real to them, but that 
they either cannot or will not visu- 
alize the future. They. mentally re- 
sent the new idea that is the. basis 
of modern business prosperity, and 
which might be described as plan- 
ning and operating as of tomorrow 
instead of today. 

Another and very important proof 
of the -belief of progressive bankers 
in research, Mr. Shibley. said in con- 
cluding, -is..their investing—along 
with the more discerning portion of 
the public—in the securities of cor- 
porations which are basing their 
plans for broad future development 
on a -knowledge. gained by. research 
of new things and new markets, and 
which are ecatineary searching 
for new and less costly. ways of 
producing. and distributing their 
products. 


DEED OF TRUST EFFECTIVE. 


Trade Officer Cites Its Advantages 
in Avoiding Bankruptcies. 


The effectiveness of trade associa- 
tion use of the deed of trust as a 


means of avoiding bankruptcies was 
cited yesterday by Executive Secre- 
tary Theodore I. Sturtz of the East- 
ern Millinery Association, apropos of 
recent disclosures here of the man- 
ner in which insolvency cases have 
been handled by the courts. 

“The deed of trust is a very val- 
uable means of dealing with insol- 
vency cases in which a business is 
unable to continue and the creditors 
consent to liquidation,’’ Mr. Sturtz 
said., ‘‘Under it assets are conserved 
to the greatest possible extent. There 
are’ no fees or expenses in connec- 
tion with it that compare in any way 
with costs of bankruptcy. It is espe- 
cially adaptable to trade association 
use, and we and other organizations 
have saved large sums through it for 
creditor members.”’ 

Here are three reasons why Mr. 
Strutz favors the deed of trust, as 
get by yo Ate. Psa prevents 
egal.action and bankrup’ proceed- 
ings; (2) it holds the assets of the 
debtor intact and pre a more fa- 
vorable settlement for that reason; 
(3) accounts. receivable, which are 
hard to collect when a firm is in 
bankruptcy, are more easily collect- 
ed when a deed of trust is executed 
in the name of a trade ‘association. 

A fourth point made by Mr. Sturtz 
in favor of the deed of trust is that 
an tion. disclos 
action on the part of any. one in- 
volved in financial difficulty, it does 
not prevent the filing of bankruptcy 
pétitions later in order F>pumish the 
offender.

EPORTS from varfous centres 

‘agree that the cooler weather 

in the week stimulated retail 

trade to quite an appreciable 
extent and the dullness caused by the 
hot spell disappeared. However, the 
results brought’ forth by more favor- 
able temperatures were not wholly 
up to expectations. A combination 
of circumstances -was blamed for 
this. _ Until) school:routine is fully 
under way, it is pointed out that 
shopping must suffer somewhat. 
Added to this influence are the un- 
certainty over styles among women 
consumers, the fluctuations in the se- 
curity markets and the rather wide- 
spread notion among workers in 
various lines that’ slower operations 
may be in prospect. 

The preliminary report on depart- 
ment store sales in August about 
met expectations. The Federal Re- 
serve Board put the increase at 4.7 
per cent for the country at large, 
with 288 stores reporting increases 
and 158 behind on the month com- 
pared with a year ago. The Boston 
and Cleveland districts enjoyed the 
best gains, with the former 9.1 per 
cent ahead. The increase in this dis- 
trict was 5.2 per cent.: Only one dis- 
trict, that of Minneapolis, reported a 
decrease, but it was a heavy one of 
8.4 per cent. While the variations 
are still wide, the showing of the 
stores last month was less spotty, 
since all but those in one section av- 
eraged better business. © 

With more favorable results at re- 
tail, operations in the wholesale mer- 
chandise markets took on a more ac- 
tive appearance. Style uncertainties 
are still marked and only in the 
highest grade lines are the new 
modes reported as fully accepted. In 
other. ranges they are ‘being intro- 
duced, but in modified forms, and 
there is. still question whether wo- 
men‘ will ‘respond to what the fashion 
authorities are striving to dictate.

Developments side the actual field 

Coming of business but hav-

bearing on business 
prospects are coming along so quick- 
ly that there is difficulty in weighing 
their probable influence one way or 
the other. In the main the trend 
of international affairs has been al- 
most wholly on the side of improving 
the outlook, though some of these 
happenings seem ‘to be aimed at the 
trade welfare of this country. 

Settlement of the reparation ques- 
tion and the movement toward dis- 


tant influences affecting our export 
trade, one of which may be said. to 
offset the other. On the one -hand, 
the active condition: of the domestic 
markets turns attention frém the 
export field. On the other, experi- 
enced and consistent exporters are 
redoubling their efforts to hold and 
increase their murkets sbroad be- 
cause of the adverse sentiment 
created by the tariff increases which 
are proposed by this country. So 
far this year increased sales. effort 
has resulted in a gain of 8% per 
cent in exports, though recently this 
average has been reduced. 

On the import. side, the foreign 
trade returns for August showed a 
sizable increase. The total of $377,- 
000,000 was 814 per cent ahead of a 
year ago. For eight months the in- 
crease stands at 944 per cent. 

Our favorable trade balance last 
month went ahead by only $5,000,000 
in contrast to the large amounts pre- 
viously recorded in every month ex- 
cept May. The gold movement was 
still inward with a gain of $18,390,- 
000, but this was the smallest net 
inflow so far this year and compared 
with an excess of imports of $34,- 
721,000 in July. 7 

s 

Opening of the Senate

The administrative provisions 
alone offer material for almost end- 
less discussion, if the proponents of 
United States valuation persist in 
their effort to have this basis sub- 
stituted for foreign valuation. The 
new form of the flexible provisions, 
which places unlimited power in the 
hands of the Executive, is of the 
same character. It 
whether either change will be ac- 
cepted in spite of the fact that their 
effects on the rate structure are less 
easily recognized than a flat boost in 
duty. 

What the tax returns will show 
should be sufficient to end all hopes 
of those who have been striving to 
get additional protection in the face 
of the large profits they are already 
enjoying. It will be emphasized that

of increased business security and 
expanded world trade. The effort to 
remove the economic barriers im- 
posed during and after the war by 
many countries in Europe. must cer- 
tainly be regarded as a step toward 
business improvement. The sugges- 
tion of a United States of Europe 
may get nowhere, but it dramatizes 
the benefits which would come from 
fostering a freer interchange of com- | 
modities and the elimination of trade | 
jealousies. . 

In this plan of Europe as an eco-| 
nomic unit is seen a threat to this, 
country. No doubt it is a threat if 
we adopt what are embargo tariffs 
on many imports, but should any | 
such amalgamation take place it, 
can be accepted as certain that our | 
policies of isolation would soon dis- 
appear. On the other hand, the re-| 
duction of handicaps on trade would | 
not only aid the nations concerned | 
but would also assist our own export | 
efforts, now so often hindered by in- | 
direct if not by direct means,

LAYS SOUTHS WOES 
TO ‘GROWING PAINS’ 


Head of Manufacturers’ Group 
Blames Sudden Expansion 
of Industrialism. 


TIME WILL SOLVE PROBLEM 








Both Worker and Executive Must 
Adjust Selves to Change—Sees 
Rapid Growth for Section. 





“Growing pains’’ brought on by a 
sudden expansion into industrial ac- 
tivity now afflict the South, but will 
disappear once the people of that 
section become more accustomed to 
the social and economic problems 
which attend industrial ‘ develop- 
ment, John E. Edgerton, president 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, chairman of the National 
Industrial Council and president of 
the banon Woolen Mills of 
Lebanon, Tenn., said here yester- 
day. Operating in an atmosphere 
which was alien to their training 
and traditions executives and work- 
ers alike were bound to run into dif- 
ficulties, he explained. 

“There was nothing unnatural 
about it,’’ he continued, ‘since 
labor was recruited from among 
people who had a background only 
of agriculture and to whom the 
change was too strange to be as- 
similated or The same holds 
true of many of the executives who 
have come into industrial positions 
of responsibility lacking a familiarity 

problems of management and 
cularly with employment rela- 
ions. The result has been to create 
pretty fertile soil for the propaganda 
ee labor organizations and 
others.’’ 


Stressed Duties of Employers. 


In a recent letter to Southern mill 
owners Mr. Edgerton called atten- 
tion to the fact that they cannot af- 
ford to neglect the responsibilities of 
leadership they owe their communi- 
ties and workers and urged them to 
see that all plants are kept in a 
healthful condition, that employes 
are paid wages as high as conditions 
in their industries justify and that 


they be careful and diligent in trying 
engineer a friendly and loyal at- 
titude among their workers. 

“The response to that letter has 
been most gratifying,’’ he said yes- 
terday, ‘‘and literally hundreds of 
manufacturers have sent. replies 
agreeing with the statements and 
pledging their cooperation.”’

Consumers, while hesitant 
over the changes in the mode, are 
reported to be gradually accepting 
them. Buying activity at wholesale 
was better than in the previous week, 
this resident office notes, the pick-up 
being noticeable in both ready-to- 
wear and accessories. 

“In August coat sales,” the market 
report states, ‘‘we find that the 
average price of $58 brought the 
most consumer response, with black 
and brown the best colors and green 
coming strongly to the front. In 
style fcatures the flare has come in 
for decided favor in both women’s 
and misses’ sizes. 

“Reorders continue strong for 
three-piece tweed . suits, both in 
knitted and woven mediums. We 
have also had many requests for 

pular-price sweaters to retail for 

2.95. Manufacturers are very slow 
in deliveries of all knitwear, the bet- 
ter merchandise taking from three 
to four weeks for delivery. Consid- 
able intcrest is being manifested in 
leather jackets and coats. 

“Velvet is still strong in milli- 
nery purchases. Many manufacturers 
claim 75 per cent of their business 
on this medium. A new body called

Perhaps some moralist will. be able 
to point out that the hypocrisy which 
attaches to prohibition enforcement 
is spreading to other matters. Cer- 
tain it is that there is hypocrisy and 
lip-service in the matter of business 
ethics, trust law violation and not a 
small part of the advertising and 
selling that are done. Firms on one 
hand will revere the rule of good- 
will and in the conduct of their 
business disregard every principle 
warranted to add to their reputa-| 
tions. | 

This fault of lip-service does not | 
hold, of course, for all, but it is far | 
too common for the welfare of busi- | 
ness. And the tragedy of it is that 
the many concerns addicted to it are 
actually having more trouble with | 
their imitation services and products 
than if they operated on the right | 
lines. |

month or more. The number of 
slow sellers in the same stores was 
listed as five, with the three re- 
maining brands described as inter-

Druggists with daily sales of $100 
or more reported carrying thirty- 
four brands, of which ten sold fast 
and fourteen were slow sellers. 
Twenty-one brands, of’ which four 
were fast: and thirteen slow selicrs, 
were carried by stores with daily 
sales ranging from $60 to $100.

NEAR RECORD YEAR SEEN 





Reports From Reserve Districts 
Indicate Even Prosperity in 
All Sections and Industries. 


PRICES AID FARM SECTIONS 


Higher Level Compensates in Part 
for Smaller Crops — Railroad 
Earnings at New High. 


Although there has been a lull in 
fome lines, the pace of business at 
the end of the third quarter is active 
and the final quarter of 1929 is ap- 
proached with the confidence that, 
taken as a whole, the year will be 
one of the best, from an industrial 
and commercial standpoint, in the 
nation’s history. There is no sem- 
blance of a boom; rather the record 
has been one of sustained and even 
demand for goods and_ services. 
Cooler weather and the inquiry for | 
Autumn requirements have featured 


general trade during the last week. 

Reports by telegraph to THr New 
York Timrs from the Federal Re- 
serve districts indicate a remarkably 
even state of trade throughout the 
country. Conditions in the agricul- 
tural districts, although generally un- 
settled because of the extended 
drought, are improved because of 
the higher level of agricultural com- 
modity prices, bringing partial com- 
pensation, at least, for the lower out- 
put now anticipated, particularly for 
wheat and cotton growers. 

Building construction throughout 
most of the districts is sluggish, 
amounting to a recession of about 25 | 
per cent from the same period last 

ear. Practically all districts report 
mprovement, gradual but sustained, 
in the volume of retail trade. 


Railroad Earnings High. 


An outstanding feature last week 
was the statement of carloadings, 
which established another new peak, 
reflecting a rapid distribution of 
goods of all sorts., The total for the 
year to date shows a gain of 4.5 per 
cent over 1928, with a corresponding 

ain in railroad earnings generally. 

t is significant that the increases 
should be shown in all sections of the 
country. 

A moderate. lull has developed in 
iron and steel operations after a 
Summer of extraordinary production, 
in which most of the existing records 
were broken. Steel plant operations 
now are at about 90 per cent of 
capacity. The exceptionally good 
state of the railroads and their needs 
for new equipment of all sorts leads 
to the belief in the steel trade that 
an upturn in the inquiry for road| 
requirements is at hand. Metal mar- | 
kets were hardly as active as in the 
previous week. Copper appears 
stabilized around 18 cents a pound. 


Automotive Outlook Good. 


Automobile manufacturers are 
mainly engaged on new models and 
the outlook for the industry is re- 


rted by its leaders to be favorable. 

here is an excellent demand for 
low-priced cars at present. It is be- 
lieved that the introduction of the 
new models will provide a stimulant 
that will be reflected in increased 
sales this Autumn. 

One of the satisfactory develop- 
ments is the apparent stability of 
commodity prices of all sorts. In 
the index maintained by one report- 
ing agency of eighty-one important 
commodities, the prices of fifty-two 
were unchanged last week, while the 
losses and gains of the others were 
about equally divided. Money con- 
siderations received a great deal of 
attention last week, because of their 
bearing on Autumn business. Credit 
continues extraordinarily high, al- 
though the face is to be taken into 
consideration that it is the season 
of the greatest demand and that the 
maximum requirements are likely to 
be felt within the next two weeks 
or so. 

With renewed stringency in the call 
market, stocks generally were un- 
settled last week, and in the main 
lost ground. The fact that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks are participat- 
ing in the bill market to a very 
large extent is now evident from the 
weekly statement, and there is no 
important lack of commercial credit. 
The continued expansion of brokers’ 
loans remains the principal disturb- 
ing factor in the general money sit- 
uation. 


ACTIVITY INCREASES HERE. 


All Lines but Building Show Gain 
in New York. District. 


Trade in the New York district 
was a little more active last week, 
due mainly to the demand for sea- 
sonal goods. Building continues to 
lag, however, and does not show the 
vitality evident at this time last year. 
There has been consequent inactivity 





and heaviness in the market for 
builders’ supplies. According to the 
records of building permits for 
August the total was 50.3 per cent 
for the metropolitan district, below 
the same month last year, with the 
drop a ‘very pronounced one in all 
boroughs but Richmond.

PENNROAD’S MOVES 
SEEN ASL. G. C. ISSUE 


‘Canton Terminal’s Control Be- 
lieved to Bring Holding Com- 
pany Question to Climax. 











‘Acquisition of Detroit, Toledo & 
Ironton Also Held to Have 
Aroused Commission. 





Admission by the management of | 


| the Canton Terminal in Baltimore 
‘that it was controlled by the Penn- 


| the holding company issue squarely 
| up to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
' mission, according to views expressed 
in railroad circles last week. The 
| officials of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road organized the Pennroad Cor- 
poration in such a manner that it 
would be corporately independent of 
| the railroad company. Pennsylvania 
Railroad officials resigned from that 
company before becoming officers of 
the Pennroad Corporation. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad took so 
many steps to insure a lack of direct 
corporate relation to the Pennroad 
Corporation that its representative 
recently testified before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad had no inter- 
est direct or indirect in the Canton 
Terminal. A few days later, how- 
ever, the Canton Company filed a 

etition in which it-set forth that the 

ennroad Corporation owned a ma- 
jority of its stock and was acquiring 
more. 


Railway, Also Acquired. 


Another acquisition made by the 


Pennroad Corporation was the De- 
troit, Toledo & Ironton Railway. 
Officials of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road inspected the road formerly 
owned by reg’ 4 Ford late last year. 
Since then the Pennroad Corporation 
has established offices on the prem- 
ises of the railroad. However, the 
corporation has yet to make a formal 
acknowledgement of its control in 
the road. 

Both these acquisitions by the 
Pennroad Corporation are said to 
have incensed the commission. The 
recent formation of the National 


Corporation, which involves no car- 
rier property, 
run counter to the views of the com- 
mission. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion already has under investigation 
the activities of the Pennsylvania 
Company, a wholly-owned subsidiary, 
which it has cited under the Clayton 
anti-trust act for its acquisition of 
Lehigh Valley and Wabash stocks. 
The commission held that the mere 
fact that the Pennsylvania Company 
was not a carrier did not free it 
from regulation. Therefore it cited 
the holding company along with the 
parent company. 

The Pennroad Corporation was 
formed in such a way that the Lehigh 
Valley and the Wabash holdings of 
the Pennsylvania could readily have 
been transferred to it, and, in the 
view of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
thus removed from the jurisdiction 
of the commission. 


Policy of Van Sweringens. 


That the Van Sweringens are pre- 
pared to admit the jurisdiction of the 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
over an investment or holding com- 
pany without any corporate connec- 
tion with the carrier was shown re- 
cently in their disposal of Wheeling 
& Lake Erie stock. Under a Clayton 
act order to divest, the New York 
Central and the Baltimore & Ohio. 
transferred their Wheeling holdings 
to. the Alleghany Corporation, which 
is controlled by the Van Sweringens. 
When a similar order to divest was 
issued against the Nickel Plate for 
its holdings of Wheeling, the Van 
Sweringens for a time considered 
transferring this stock also to the 
Alleghany Corporation. 

However, er consultation with 
attorne for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Van Swerin- 
gens agreed to place not only the 
stock owned by the Nickel Plate but 
e stock owned by the Alleghany 
Corporation with a trust They 
thereby. acknowledged the jurisdic- 
tion of the commission, but at the 
same time they insured that the 
stock could not be seized by a rival.

The government meets one issue 
of maturing treasury certificates 
with the proceeds of another ani 
with income tax receipts pays inter- 
est on its debt due at this time and 
retires a portion of it. The govern- 
ment financing will account for ap- 
proximately two-thirds of the turn- 
over as income tax collections are 
estimated at more than $500,000,000. 

The government has just an- 
nounced the allotment of $549,707,500 
of the new 4% per cent certificates 
of indebtedness, of which $104,274,000 
will represent exchanges of the cer- 
tificates of indebtedness maturing to- 
day. The amount of the maturing 
issue is $510,000,000. In addition, the 
treasury will retire $100,000,000 of its 
3% per cent notes as a continuance 


of its program of retiring the out- 
standing debt piecemeal. Interest 
due tomorrow on the government 


One Day Promissory Note. 


However, before the Treasury will 
have all of its receipts in hand from 
the proceeds of the sale of the new 
issue and from income tax payments, 
it will be necessary to pay its ma- 
turing obligations and interest due, 
so that it becomes necessary for the 
Treasury to obtain a credit from its 
fiscal agents, the Federal Reserve 
Bank, for the amount needed, giv- 
ing a promissory note, payable in 
one day. 

Thus funds are automatically re- 
leased in the money market which 
should have an important bearing on 
the call money rate tomorrow. This 
credit will be renewed from day to 
day in decreasing amounts as the 
money due the Treasury flows in, 
until the credit is wiped out entirely, 
which will probably be toward. the 


end of the week. 

This overdraft is a seasonal occur- 
rence and so is handled by the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks without disturb- 
ing the equilibrium of the money 
market. As the income tax checks 
are cashed the money market nor- 
mally tightens, so that it is logical 
to expect some contraction during 
the latter part of next week or dur- 
ing the early part of the one fol- 
lowing. 


Big Collections Expected. 

Tax collections for this quarter are 
expected to run high in view of the 
general prosperity of business and 
industry and the huge profits which 
have been made in the stock market. 
It is generally assumed that the bulk 
of the income tax payment will be 
made in cash although taxpayers 
have the option of presenting Treas- 
ury certificates. 

One feature of the new offering of 
Treasury certificates of indebtedness 
at this time is that the new issue will 
be wholly tax-free, whereas in the 
past the income from the certificates 
has been subject to surtaxes. This,

All of this is expensive. 

The result is that banks now are 
beginning seriously to attempt re- 
ducing the lists of these accounts as 
substantially as possible. Many of 
the larger ones have created depart- 
ments whose sole duty it is to track 
down the holders of these acocunts. 
In many cases they are not even 
waiting for accounts to become dor- 
mant. When information regarding 
an account fails to be received over 
a certain period, representatives are 
sent to the last given address. If 
the person in question has moved 
and left no forwarding address, in- 
inquiries are made of the butcher, |

Controller Blames Banks.

The report of the Census Bureau on 
the consumption of cotton curing the 
month of August, issued yesterday, 
reflected a moderate gain in the tak- 
ings of the staple. The August con- 
sumption of 558,113 bales compares 
with 546,457 in July and 526,340 in 
August of last year. This was about 
in line with expectations, however, 
and the gain was not sufficiently im- 
pressive to cause any more than a 
/Slight stirring in the cotton market, 
offset by the usual week-end evening 
up. The gain, however, was consid- 
ered a good indication of the mod- 
erate revival which has taken place 
in textiles. 

In other directions the markets 
were quiet and irregular without any 
noteworthy movements. Agricultural 
commodities were virtually  un- 
changed: in narrow trading, while 
sterling again was dormant. The fact 
| that the sterling rate hovers at a 
| level moderately below the gold point, 
| and the absence of important ship- 
ments of the metal from London to 
New York, indicate that what may 
be termed a ‘‘gentlemen’s agree- 
| ment” exists at the present time be- 
|tween financial institutions on both 
sides of the Atlantic. Heavy ship- 
ments of gold from London to New 
York, as would be natural under ordi- 
nary circumstances at the present 
| rate of exchange, would do no more 
|than further embarrass the Bank of 
England, without proving of any real 
benefit to the importers. Bank of 
England officials, evidently, are en- 
gaged in a struggle to maintain their 
present rediscount rate. It would 
appear that they are getting some 
measurable assistance from this side.

Two Trust Companies Have Joint 
Resources of $80,000,000. 


A bank with resources of $80,000,- 
000 will result from the merger in 
Pittsburgh of the Pittsburgh Trust 
Company and the Peoples Savings 
and Trust Company of Pittsburgh 
which will take effect tomorrow. The 
enlarged institution will have a capi- 
tal, surplus and undivided profits 
account of more than $19,000,000 and 
trust funds of more than $100,- 
000,000. 

J. H. Hillman Jr. is chairman of 
the board of directors of the com- 
bined barks, which will be known as 
ithe Peoples-Pittsburgh Trust Com-

This 
rule is that the rediscount rates of 
the Reserve banks are usually above 
the open market rates on bankers’ 
acceptances and below the rates on 
prime commercial paper. The Fed- 
eral Reserve authorities have stated 
that it is their general policy to keep 
the rediscount rates between these 
two other interest rates. 

“It is clear by a comparison of 
these three rates for the years be- 
ginning with 1919, that in 1922 and 
again in 1924 the rediscount rates 
were high. In both years they rose 
above both the rates on acceptances 
and those on commercial paper. 
There have also been two years dur- 
ing which the rediscount rates have 
been distinctly low, and these are 
1920 and this year of 1929.

BANKS GROW RAPIDLY 
IN NASSAU AND SUFFOLK 


Fradkin Compares Their In- 
creases in Capital Funds With 
Those in Federal System. 


An analysis of the statements of 
condition of the banks of Nassau and 
Suffolk Counties discloses that they 


are growing faster than those of the 
nation as a whole, according to James 
J. Fradkin, presiden* of the Brook- 
lyn Commerce Company. 

In an article in the company’s 
monthly review Mr. Fradkin says 
that during the fiscal year ended on 
June 30 the sixty-four banks in Nas- 
sau County and the thirty-seven 
banks in Suffolk County reported in- 

creases in capital, surplus and undi- 
vided profits amounting to 16.4 per 
cent. This compares with a growth 
of about 14 per cent for the 25,341 re- 
porting member banks of the Federal 
Reserve System. 

Earnings of the banks in Nassau 
County ranged from $2.97 to $83.65 a 
share, with twenty-seven reporting 
earnings of more than $20 and ten 
earnings of more than $40 a share. 
The earnings of those in Suffolk 
ranged from $3.48 to $62.60 a share, 
twenty-three of the banks reporting 
earnings of more than $20 and ten 
more than $30. Total deposits of the 
banks in Nassau were more than 
$125,000,000 and in Suffolk nearly 
$70,000,000.

| the shareholders. Of course there 
are some weak organizations in this 
| field—as in any other—and when any 
| type of financing becomes extremely 
| popular, it is unavoidable that there 
should be offered to the public a 
considerable number of ill-considered | 
projects which have for their basis 
simply the desire to meet public 
demand rather than sound eco- 
nomics. The number of such offer- 
ings in the investment trust field, 
however, appears to be smaller than 
might be expected. The more im- 
portant factors in this field and the 
great majority of trusts now being 
offered are sponsored by bankers 
and directors who are entirely capa- 
| ble cf bringing about satisfactory 
results for investors through proper 
management of large aggregations 
of capital and who have sound in- 
vestment programs. 

“If the sole basis of present-day 
investment trust financing in this 
country were to operate in listed 
stocks, this question would be a very 
serious one. However, the invest- 
ment trust field, as it is developing, 
is very much broader than that of 
mere trading in listed securities. 
The present poe’ d of the larger 
trusts sponsored y responsible 
bankers is to have a charter per- 
mitting absolute freedom of opera- 
tion in any field, and, in most cases, 
either the primarfy or an impostant 
|secondary purpose of these trusts is 
to operate broadly in some special- 
ized field in which the bankers and 
directors have’ special technical 
knowledge and special advantages 
ee their contacts and associa- 

ons.

CARRIERS STILL PAYING 
FOR OLD LAND GRANTS 


Economist of Railway Executives 
Recalls Reduced Rates for 
Government Business. 


The government is still receiving 
reduced rates for movements of 
mail, materials and troops in return 
for the granting of land to railroads 


when the carriers were constructed, 
—— to Dr. C. S: Duncan; econ- 
omist of the Association of Rail- 
way Executives. .Dr. Duncan cites 
the testimony of 8S. T. Bledsoe, gen- 
eral counsel of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé Railway, before a Con- 
gressional committee to show that 
land grants were not donations but,. 
instead, were business transactions. 

Dr. Duncan pointed that in 1876 
Congressman Holman of Indiana 
caused to be inserted in an appro- 
priation bill a clause which provided 
that railroads constructed with: the 
aid of land grants by Congress on 
condition that mail should be carried 
hay such price as Congress should 

law direct,’’ should receive only 
per cent of the compensation 

otherwise authorized by the bill. This 
80 per cent rate still applies to 15,366 
miles of railroad, said Dr. Duncan. 

A Supreme Court decision of fifty 
years ago held that the clause with 
respect to the movement of govern- 
ment materials and troops should be 
interpreted as 50 per cent of the 
commercial rate. There were cer- 
tain railroads where the conditions 
of grants were worded differently 
so that they must transport materials 
and troops free of charge. .Dr. Dun- 
can said that roads constituting 4,893 
miles of the total of 15,316 miles to 
which the 80 per cent applies, have 
returned to the government. through 
reduced mail rates from 1876 to 1928 
an eaeceente of $16,682,000, or $3,429 
a mile. 


66,000 MORE CARS NEEDED. 


Roads Must Provide Them to Move 
Added Production in Four States. 


Railroads serving Western Penn- 
sylvania, ; Eastern Ohio, Northern 


West Virginia and the Panhandle of 
Maryland will be required to furnish 
about 66,000 more freight cars in the 
last part of this year than they did 
in the same period of 1928, according 
to the Allegheny Advisory Board. 
This will be a 6 per cent increase 
and will result largely from an an- 
ticipated increase in coal and coke 
traffic of 45,734 cars, or 6.7 per cent. 
This results in turn from an esti- 
mate by Eastern Ohio operators that 
their production will increase 51.4 
per cent. 

Producers of iron and steel esti- 
mate that they will require an in- 
crease of 13,379 cars, or 6 per cent. 
Other increases expected are cement, 
16.8 per cent; agricultural imple- 
ments and vehicles other than auto- 
mobiles, 16.8 per cent, and paper 
oo 15.1 per cent. Increases of 

per cent are expected in grain 
traffic and in flour, meal and other 
mill products. However, 20 per cent 
decreases are expected in fresh fruit 
and potato traffic.

Shoe Factories Are Especially Busy, 
Though Textiles Have Curtailed.

BOSTON, Sept. 13.—General busi- 
ness in New England continues to 


prosper in spite of the high cost of 
credit accommodations. Here and 
there industrial activity is _ still 
spotty; however, cotton mills have 
curtailed production somewhat, due 
mostly to overproduction. 

Conditions in the wool market re- 
main practically unchanged, and 
new construction contracts awarded 
in the week ended Sept. 10 were 
slightly less than for the same pe- 
riod of last year. On the other 
hand, manufacturers of men’s and 
women’s shoes are cnjoying an un- 
‘usually busy Fall season.

Sales of 
household furnishings surpassed 
those of last vear and most clothing 
lines showed gains. 

Coal loading at Lake Erie ports 
assures a new high record for 1929.

While Texas cotton will be short, 
this does not mean that Texas will 
suffer hard times. All Texas crops 
this year will aggregate more than 
, A , it is estimated, while 
live stock, dairy products and poul- 
try and eggs will be worth $360,000,- 
000, bringing the farm products total 
to .$1,160,000,000. 

Diversification on Texas farms 
within recent years has lessened the 
danger of hard times when cotton is 
short. 

Banks in the Eleventh District re- 
port heavier deposits than for sev- 
eral years, some the largest in their 
history, due to the fact that Texas 
has just marketed the largest wheat 
crop in its history. Business in the 
wheat belt, both retail and whole- 
sale, is reported unusually good. 

Building operations in most of the 
districts are reported good. Build- 
ing permits in Dallas show a marked 
increase. The real estate market 
also is becoming active, especially in 
farm lands. ‘

a dollar or two on deposit so as not 
to lose his pass book. The banks 
were struggling to build up their 
lists of depositors and to build a per- 
sonal pride in their institution. The 
depositor was appealed to on a sen- 
timental basis, and, as the controller 
explained, he would often leave 
enough to retain his pass book rath- 
er than bother to argue with a bank 
cashier. 

For this reason, the controller 
said, many accounts of $2 and $3 
were left open and it is not un- 
natural for a depositor either to for- 
get.such an account or to decline to 
bother with it. : 

Now, on the contrary, banks are 
asking depositors whose accounts are 
low. to withdraw them fully when 
withdrawals are being made. The 
depositor is cordially invited to re- 
open his account at a later date, but 
he is warned that small deposits are 
easily forgotten. Many banks charge 
a fee if an account runs below a 





stipulated amount, with the result |

that small accounts allowed to stand 
over a long period are gradually re- 
duced to practically nothing, 


Opinions on Advertising. 


Among banking officials there is a 
divergence of opinion as to the ad- 
vantages or disadvantages of the ad- 
vertising required by the State. Inas- 
much as it is required by law, there 
is an admitted element of futility in 
such opinions; but some officials feel 
that the advertising does no good 
and sometimes is more or less detri- 
mental. One official advanced the 
theory that the advertisements made 
fine pickings for some of the less 
reputable collecting agencies. 

A woman depositor in this officlal’s 
bank received a mysterious message 
from one of these agencies that it 
could collect for her’a certain sum 
of money, rightfully belonging to 
her, but of which she was unaware. 
Naturally enough, .the official said, 
the woman‘s imagination was fired. 
She was glad to pay the somewhat 
exorbitant percentage fee requested 
by the agency. After going through 
a formula which included attaching 
her signature to a promise to pay 
that percentage in event of the col- 
lection, the agency informed her 
that she had slightly less than $200 
on deposit at the bank in question. 

The unfortunate part of it was, 
according to the official, that the wo- 
man was fully aware of this account, 
yet, acording to the contract, she was 
obliged to pay her percentage to the 
agency. There have been many cases 
= to this, according to that offi- 
cial. . 


Political Aspects Interesting. 


The political aspects of unclaimed 
deposits have long been interesting. 
In almost every session of the Legis- 
lature a bill of some kind is intro- 
duced providing for the application 
of these deposits to some cause or 


other. Yet, one banker pointed out, 
any law providing for removing these 





funds from the bank or deposit would 
be unfair, inasmuch as the funds 
rightfully belong to the depositors 
or their heirs forever. : 

The Seamen’s Bank for Savings has 
always been a glamorous subject for 
discussion by the ignorant in the 
matter of unclaimed deposits. Time 
and time again the story is told of 
millions and millions of dollars in 
savings lying ide in the vaults of 
this bank—the savings of sailors lost 
at sea. Street-corner orators have 
found this a favorite subject. As a 
matter of fact, according to the con- 
troller, the unclaimed accounts in 
the Seamen’s Bank amount to but 
slightly over $200,000, as against 
more than $95,000,000 owed deposi- 
tors, or 1/425 of the total deposits, 


And the unclaimed deposits are be- ; | 


ing rapidly reduced, he said. 

As to whether the general number | 
of unclaimed accounts is being re- 
duced from ycar to year there is 
also a divergence of opinion. Some 
banks, answer the. question with a 
decided affirmative, while some be- 
lieve the number will increase be- 
cause of the increasing number of 
savings acounts. It is the consensus 
in the downtown banking district, 
however, that the percentage ratio of 
unclaimed accounts is gradualiy de- 
creasing 
number of accounts carried.

Selling Pressure Renewed as 
Clearing Weather Over Large 
Territory Is Forecast. 








HEDGING BUSINESS HEAVY 





Census Bureau Reports Consumption 
in August 32,000 Bales Greater 
Than a Year Ago. 





Predictions of clearing ~~ 
over Sunday both east and west o 
the Mississippi River caused eae, 
selling on the Cotton Exchange yes- 
terday and prices lost more than a 
quarter of a cent, ending 31 to 33 | 
points lower than on Friday. Owing 
to heavy rains the previous few days | 
selling pressure had been reduced | 
and the floating short interest largely 
eliminated, but a renewal of hedging | 
operations wiped out the recovery of: 
the two preceding days and prices | 
closed around the bottom at, low! 
levels of the week. { 

Over-night selling orders were large | 
and spot interest sold steadily as the | 
session advanced. In some instances, | 
houses doing a large mill and South-| 
ern business reported three times as 
much cotton purchased in the in- 
terior and hedged in contract mar-| 
ket as was taken by the trade. Scale- | 
buying orders were filled at receding | 
quotations. The heaviest selling 
pressure was reached during the exe- 
cution of closing orders. 

Census Bureau figures of domestic 
cotton consumption for August 
showed that mills used 32,000 bales 
more than in the same month last 
year, while mill stocks were reduced 
more than 200,000 bales and still were 
21,000 bales greater than on Sept. 1 
last year. 

Owing to the early maturity of the | 
crop this year Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississipyi and Louisiana had ginned | 
about 790,000 bales to Sept. 1, oon | 
pared with less than 100,000 bales last 
vear. As a result, 500,000 bales more 
than last year have appeared in the 
into-sight movement. Although the 
combined port and interior stock 
was 150,000 bales less than last year 
on Aug. 1, the total is now 160,000 
bales more than a year ago. 

Spot dealers report more selling on 
call in the Southwest than last year 
and, in addition to operations of this 
nature, Texas reports a tendency to 
market the crop slowly in that region 
in contrast with the freer selling in 
sections where a good yield has been 
secured. :

Erecting Private Dwellings. 


“The slump in apartment house 
construction in Westchester County, 
which never has been overburdened 
with such properties, and the con- 
tinued improvement of good-sized 
plots with substantial homes indicate 
that the residents are seeking to 
maintain in most of the park and 
parkway sections the single-family 
home centres now existing there,” 
says Chauncey B. Griffen. 

“The expansive residential move- 
ment in Westchester is typified by 
new private dwellings more than it 
is by multi-family houses.

Record Heat Continues. 


In Brittany churches the priests | 
and people are praying for rain, and 
all France would rejoice to hear acest 
patter of raindrops on the leaves 
and cven on the sidewalks. The 
country has become unhealthily dry. 
Fields are burned brown; rivers are 
stagnant. The trees are dusty and 
weary-looking as if they Jonged for 
a bath and would be glad to shed 
their leaves. To the burning heat of 
last week there has succeeded a 
sticky, close heat which is even more 
uncomfortable. 

Meteorologists say it has not been 
either so hot or so dry this year as 
it was in 1921, but this is the eighth 
month this year during which the 
rainfall has been far below average 
and these first days of September 
have been consistently the hottest 
for the time of year of any on record. 
There is not anybody who will regret 
a change either for rain or‘for a 
bracing touch of frost in the morn- 
ing air. 

Three days in a row last week 
Paris drank up its entire beer supply 
of 2,500,000 quarts and the unfortu- 
nate suburbs could not get enough 
for their needs. There was not ice 
enough to satisfy more than half the 
demand, and worse than these calam- 
ities, there has been a succession of 
fires, some of them serious, as a re- 
sult of the extreme dryness. In some 
eases the fires have been without 
other apparent causes than the sun's 
heat and the dryness. Sparks from 
the nails of a workman’s boot on a 
cement floor caused an explosion in 
a linoleum factory. A fur factory at 
Montreuil was burned down by a fire 
caused solely by the heat of the sun 
through the windows.

AT HAGUE JUSTIFIED 


Feel Achievements of League 
Assembly Have Proved the 
Value of Plain Speaking. 








DREAD OF WAR GIVES WAY 





Present Session at Geneva Held to 
Have Marked New Era in Its 
Yielcing to Belief in Peace.

LONDON, Sept. 12.—Most observ- 
ers are agreed that there is one 
characteristic of the present Assem- 
bly of the League of Nations which 
differentiates it sharply from _ its 
predecessors. The whole atmosphere 
of the gathering has been changed. 
Hitherto the delegates were chiefly 
concerned with methods of prevent- 
ing war, the fear of Armageddon 
hanging like the sword of Damocles 


over the assemblage. None knew 
when or how it would fall, but in 
their hearts men of peace and good- 
will were deeply apprehensive. Hu- 
man nature had not changed. Time 
would heal the wounds of the past, 
and generations would reck nothing 
of the sufferings of their predeces- 
sors who had joined the great ma- 
jority. 

This tenth year of the Assembly of 
the League has marked a new stage 
in the world’s progression from a 
dread of war to a belief in peace. 
Peace has been exalted into religion. 

Dominating the idea has been the 
organization of the machinery of 
peace even more than the scrapping 
That, at 
least, appears to be the impression 
conveyed to the world at large by 
the present Assembly of the League. 
It may be said that optimism is only 
a passing phase, a mood of the mo- 
ment, which, like vaulting ambition, 
may overleap itself. But even the 
most critical-minded cannot deny 
that the Geneva meeting. coming 
upon the heels of The Hague confer- 
ence, appears to have justified the 
British contention that plain speak- 
ing and fair dealing tend to the ulti- 
mate good. _

MacDonald Answers Critics. 


Ramsay MacDonald, British Prime 
Minister, in a speech this week, re- 
plied to some of the criticisms passed 
on the British position at The Hague. 


“Let there be no doubt about our 
attitude at that conference,’’ he said. 
“Some people say all we fought for 
at The Hague was £2,400,000 per an- 
num. That is not a sum which in 
these days is to be sncezed at, but if 
the only issue had been £2,400,000 on 
the one side and peace and good-will 
in Europe on the other side, a gov- 
ernment that would sacrifice peace 
and good-will in Europe for the sake 
of £2,400,000 would have been a blind 
and incompetent government. ; 

“In human relations nobody re- 
spectec a neighbor who had no mind 
of his own or no conception of his 
own rights and never resented unfair 
play. If there were to be peace be- 
tween individuals, individuals must 
have self-respect. This country of 
ours had fallen back in that respect, 
and other countries began to take it 
for granted that Great Britain would 
not and could not stand out for fair 
play for itself.

WALKER'’S CAMPAIGN A LURE 





He Wants to Watch Tammany 
Drive for Votes, See Ball Games 
and Learn to Speed Work.

BERLIN, Sept. 12.—Dr. Gustav 
Boess, the Lord Mayor of Berlin, 
rubbed his hands in boyish glee as 
he contemplated the number and va- 
riety of thrills he counts on getting 
from his first view of New York. 
His anticipation of an early ‘‘close- 
up”’ of Mayor Walker battling for re- 
election he counts an added attrac- 
tion, while the novelty. of a game of 
baseball appeals to him with the 
same force as the multitude of other 
new things which he realizes are in 
store for him in the half dozen Amer- 
ican cities on his itinerary. 

As for the real purpose of. the trip, 
which will carry him and four mem- 
bers of Berlin’s Municipal Council 
through the United States, Dr. Boess 
is confident the party will bring back 
a bag full of new.tricks to be tried 
out on the populace of Berlin. 

Despite the well-known efficiency 
of German municipalities, Dr. Boess 
as well as the Municipal Council of 
Greater Berlin believe it essential to 
the future development of the Ger- 
man metropolis to obtain also a first- 
hand view of the manner, method 
and cost of administering American 
municipalities, since the United 
States is setting the fashions for the 
rest of the world in numerous other

Expects to See ‘‘Most Modern City.” 


“I intend to study New York from 
|the viewpoint of its being the most 
modern city in the world, and J, as 
well as my colleagues, are most 
happy to have this opportunity of 
learning how’ American municipali- 
ties solve their financial, cultural and 
technical problems,’’ Dr. Boess said, 
as he proceeded to place his Mayoral 
post into the temporary keeping of 
his substitute. -He has a suspicion 
that German municipalities are over- 
staffed, and is determined, therefore, 
to discover how American cities man- 
age to carry on with more speed and 
less Man power. 

Probably no official German dele- 
gation to the United States will be 
followed with an.equal amount of 
curiosity as Berlin’s ‘‘municipal car- 
avan’”’ due in New York on Sept. 23. 
The official junket received the 
prompt and solemn sanction of the 
Municipal .Council of Berlin, which 
usually carefully scans all appropria- 
tions. It has the enthusiastic sup- 
port of the business interests. of 
Greater-Berlin, especially the hotel 
men, as well as the taxpayers, who 
hope for a possible invasion of mu- 
nicipal improvements in the. Ameri- 
can style as a result of the German 
city fathers’ American tour.

The German Foreign Office, too,

POLITICAL PROBLEM 
_ AWAITS ROOSEVELT 


As Governor of Porto Rico He 
Will Face Factional Discord 
of No Mean Proportions. 








ISLAND FEELS 'NEGLECTED 





Spanish Professor Holds We Make 
No Attempt to Understand 
Soul of People.

SAN JUAN, P. R., Sept. 9.—Don 
Fernando de los Rios, one of Spain’s 
leading intellectuals and an interna- 
tionally known Socialist, who for the 
second time has been here as visiting 
professor at the Summer school of 
the University of Porto Rico, seems 
to have summed up his observations 
regarding the island and its relations 
with the United States in this sen- 
tence: 

“The United States does not take 
the trouble to understand the soul of 
Porto Rico.”’ 

Probably the same thought has 
been in the minds of others, less emi- 
nent, perhaps, who have asserted 
that during most of the thirty years 
Porto Rico has been under the shel- 
tering arm of Uncle Sam the island 
has been cursed with good inten- 
tions, the idea being that so long as 
Congress and the people of the 
United States wished the island well, 
all was well. 

Whatever the interpretation, how- 
ever, announcement here today that 
President Hoover had sent to the 


Senate the nomination of Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt to be Governor 
of Porto Rico ends a period of no 
little doubt as to whether he would 
actually be named. One of Gover- 
nor Roosevelt’s chief tasks when he 
assumes his duties will be to seek to 
‘understand the soul of Porto Rico,”’ 
and translate that understanding to 
the United States through the Presi- 
dent and Congress. 


Mass Effect Is Good. 


Psychologically the nomination has 
had a beneficial effect, particularly 
with the mass of the people. The 
politicians, however, are laboring 
under many difficulties, chiefly of 
their own making, and struggling 
for a position of advantage with the 
new administration. Dr. de los Rios 
might have added to his statement 
that much of the time the Porto 


Rican liticians have made it very 
difficult for the American Governors 
to understand anything about Porto 
Rico, even its political aspirations. 
Unless the situation clears before 
the time of Colonel Roosevelt’s ar- 


rival, which has not been announced, 


he will find more unrest among the 
politicians than at the beginning of 
any administration in recent years. 
The recent disruption of the Alianza, 
which has been in control during the 
last two elections, caused by the 
withdrawal of Senator Antonio R. 
Barcelo and his revival of his Union- 
ist party, divides the island po- 
litically into three parties or fac- 
tions each of uncertain strength. 
Prior to the withdrawal of the Union- 
ist faction from the Alianza there 
were two groups almost pe tary di- 
vided, with the Alianza slightly in 
the lead. 

Present plans are for the Alianza 
to continue, without the Barcelo sup- 
port. The Unionists have expelled 
from the party Helix Cordova Davila, 
Resident Commissioner at Washing- 
ton,.and others who had made them- 
selves persona non grata to Barcelo. 
The Alianza, on the other hand, is 
enthusiastically supported by the 
Resident Commissioner, and by José 
Tous Soto, who, until his break with 
Barcelo, was co-leader with him. It 
has attracted to it many of those 
tired of the long leadership of Sen- 
ator Barcelo, including many of the 
agricultural element and large prop- 
erty owners, who as a class were 
ciateaed by the old Unionist party. 
The Unionists have made a strong 
bid for the Nationalist group by re-

OBJECTS TO ARMY SCHEME 





But Any Action to Postpone Relief 
Raises Fear of Further Prop- 
erty Damage.

NEw ORLEANS, Sept. 11.—The 
lower Mississippi Valley is not of a 
mind to stand up and cheer as one 
man for President Hoover’s proposal 
to suspend construction of flood con- 
trol work pending further study of 
the problem. Deeply as every one 
here feels that the methods the army 
engineers would follow in compen- 
sating landowners in the flood ways 
are utterly unsatisfactory, those best 
acquainted with floods cannot be 
wholly pleased by the prospect of 
letting matters drift for’an indefi- 
nite but probably considerable period. 
The river is no less dangerous poten- 
tially today than it was in 1927. 

The chief disturbing factor in the 
situation is the uncertainty about the 
length of time which would pass be- 
fore work would be resumed and 
protection assured. Some persons 
who have been closely associated 
with the problem for years and who 
are thoroughly familiar with the 
Washington state of mind believe 
that five years at least must elapse 
before new reports worthy of con- 
sideration could be brought in. There 
are a good many chances that a 
fairly high flood may occur in that 


period.

Some States Would Benefit. 


The President’s proposal has natu- 
rally divided the States of the lower 
valley. Some would stand to gain 
by delay, others to lose. Arkansas 
and part of Louisiana are in the 
former, Mississippi in the latter 
category. The Mississippi River -it- 


self does not annoy Arkansas so 
much as the tributaries flowing 
through that State. These streams 
flood their basins frequently and. 
since the floods are local, the Jadwin 
plan would do little toward con- 
trolling them. Reservoirs, however, 
would probably be of great benefit. 
Arkansas, therefore, favors review 
of the plans upon the hope that the 
engineers would agree to reservoirs. 

Upper Louisiana and the Atchaf- 
alaya basin are the chief victims of 
the cruel scheme now in_ effect. 
Crevasses could do them little more 
damage than the perfect functioning 
of the Jadwin flood control works. 
New Orleans, however, would like 
tu have this additional insurance 
against floods as soon as possible, 
although the city stands to lose in- 
directly through: the unjust use of 
land by the engineers in the Atchaf- 
alaya basin. Opinion, here, is there- 
fore divided. 

Mississippi has nothing to gain and 
everything to lose by every day’s 
delay in creating works to divert 
part of the Mississippi River away 
from her levees and through the 
territory of Louisiana. It. is clear, 
then, why the State’s. congressional 
delegation has looked so coldly upon 
the President’s proposal. _ 

But every one agrees that any plan 
for flood control which might result 
from a review of the problem would 
a | better than the one now in force. 
Objection to this one arises from two 
considerations: First, the lack of cer- 
tainty that the diversion on the west- 
ern bank would not cause moré de- 
structive floods than would occur 
without such diversion. There is, for 
instance, a strong belief among en- 
gineers that the backwater resulting 
from the diversion of 1,500,000 cubic 
feet a second, as proposed, would 
flood more land than was covered in 
1927. Another group doubts that the 
volume of the diversion would be as 
great as 1,500,000 cubic feet and 
whether the relief would be sufficient 
to insure New Orleans against very

relieved the worst forest fire situa- 
tion the Pacific Northwest has expe- 
rienced since the disastrous forest 
fires of 1910. From Spokane alone 
6,000 men have been rushed by train 
and bus during recent weeks to mect 
the emergencies as they arose in the 
various national forests of which 
; this city is the centre. A half dozen 
j;of these. men lost their lives in the 
fight. 

At this date, it is extremely diffi- 
cult to estimate the total forest fire 
losses of 1929, but a forest service 
|official recently placed the loss of 
|commercial timber at $2,000,000. That 
is merely the value of the trees be- 
fore the timber was cut. The retail 
value might run to five times that 
amount. The forest service spent 


$1,000,000 in this territory fighting 
fires. 

The estimate of the loss does not 
include, of course, permanent dam- 
age to the great watersheds through 
the loss of the trees and the conse- 
quent diminished rainfall and lack 
of moisture in the adjacent agricul- 
tural valley and basins. 


300,000 Acres Burned Over. 

The 1929 forest fires covered ap- 
proximately 300,000 acres in the Pa- 
cific Northwest alone. Much of this 
was covered with timber of no com- 
mercial value. Its Joss is mainly in 





popular sports of fishing and hunt- 


ing. Fire ends these sports perma- 
nently in the regions affected. 
Educational campaigns and strict 
laws rigidly enforced have largely 
eliminated the human factor as a 
cause of forest fire. Careless camp- 
ers who left camp fires burning and 
smokers who threw lighted matches, 
cigarettes and cigars into the brush 
as they passed through forest areas 
on trains, in automobiles and even 
in airplanes have caused fewer fires 
this year than ever before. The 
perennial menace is lightning. A 
single electrical storm on a Summer 
evening has been known to start 
fifty fires in a single forest area at 
great distances from ‘each other. 
The big national forests are 
equipped with ranger stations on the 
high peaks. These are connected 
with each other and with district 
headquarters by telephone. Obser- 
vers in airplanes on patrol duty aver- 
age 500 to 800 miles a day out of 
Spokane over the forest areas. They 
spot fires, locate them on maps, drop 
the maps at the nearest ranger sta- 
tion and the ranger telephones head- 
quarters for relief. In this way many 
fires are put out in their incipiency.

Lack of Rain Cuts Wheat Crops. 


Wheat harvest in Washington, 
Idaho, Oregon and Montana is virtu- 
ally completed for 1929. The com- 
bined crops of Winter and Spring 
wheat have averaged about 80 per 
cent of normal, due to lack of rain 
during the growing season. The 
yield in most instances was better 
than early estimates indicated. Prices 
are stronger than they were a year 


ago and the iot of the wheat grower 
this season, in this territory at least, 
is considerably improved. 

Within two weeks, the next big 
crop will start to move—commercial 
boxed apples. Washington with some 
40,000 carloads of 756 boxes each an- 
nually has led the nation for several 
years in commercial apple production. 
The 1929 yield will probably fall 
slightly below these fifgures. 

In Washington, apple production 
centres in the Wenatchee district 
with a large production as well in 
the Yakima Valley, in the Okanogan 
district north from Wenatchee to the 
Canadian line, to some extent in the 
Walla Walla country and to a lesser 
degree in the Spokane valley. Most 
of the fruit will have been shipped 
out by the end of December. East- 
ern and Middle Western markets ab- 
sorb the bulk of it. European ex- 
ports are a growing factor in con- 
sumption. 

Preparing for. this heavy fruit 
movement, the railroads are mobiliz- 
ing refrigerator cars on every siding 
in the Northwest—literally thousands 
of them. These are repaired and 
painted in the Spokane shops and 
are allocated to the various districts 
as the advisory board recommends. 
Since the advent of the advisory 
board a few seasons ago, car short- 
ages have virtually been eliminated. 

Manufacturing boxes for these ap- 
ples is an industry that keeps many 
mills and box factories busy through- 
out the year. Schools are maintained 
to train packers. Transient labor in 
automobiles of all vintages comes 
many miles to find work in the 
orchards. Families live in tents near 
the orchards while the larger insti- 
tutions maintain boarding houses 
near the packing plants.

Good Food and Cheap. 

The casual week-end motorist who 
drives out the Spokane Valley paved 
roads to Cour d’Alene, Idaho, thirty- 
five miles east of Spokane, these 
early Fall days has his eyes opened 
to the diversified production of the 
irrigated districts and the direct-to- 
consumer marketing methods being 
adopted by the residents of these 
tracts. Most of them have perma- 
nent stalls along the roadway where 
their produce is displayed. 

Chickens and fresh eggs direct 
from the pen and nest are leaders 
at stands, usually manned by 
the dren of the owners. Here 
are displayed, such a range of prod- 
uce. as sweet corn, cantaloupes, to- 
matoes, onions, beets, peppers, pota- 
toes, apples, peaches, plums, squash 
and pumpkins, honey—almost any

PROPAGANDISTS BUSY 


After Shearer Case Congress 
‘May Turn Scrutiny on 
Many in Capital. 


THEIR INFLUENCE LIMITED 


Effect at Geneva Naval Con- 
ference Was Not in Relation 
to American Delegates.

WASHINGTON; Sept. 13.—Out of 
the Senate's action in ordering an in- 
vestigation into the propagandist ac- 
tivities of William B. Shearer against 
naval armament curtailment, which 
held a central place on the Washe 
ington stage this week, came a sug- 
| kestion that the investigation should 
ibe extended to other propagandist 
| agencies, especially those which mains 
| tain headquarters in Washington. 

This suggestion was advanced with 
great emphasis with particular ref- 
erence to the propagandizing of paci- 
fist organizations which take a coarse 
contrary to that followed by the ad- 
vocates of heavy armaments for the 
United States. The Senate, however, 
| decided to restrict its inquiry to Mr. 
Shearer's course at Geneva during 
the futile three-power naval disarma- 
ment conference in 1927, and the na- 
ture and purpose of his employment 
by three great American ship-build- 
ing concerns. To have broadened the 
inquiry might result in confusing the 
issue and in failure to emphasize the 
chief purpose of the investigation. 

It would not be surprising if one or 
the other bodies of Congres: in the 
near future should adopt the pro- 
posal of an investigation of Wash- 
ington propagandist agencies. There 
is a myriad of such agencies here, 
most of them conducted in the open 
as far as knowledge of what and 
whom they represent is concerned: 
but there are others which have a 
mysterious existence, with no dis- 
closure as to where they get the cone 
siderable amount of money required 
to maintain their headquarters in the 
capital. 

Some of these propaganda organi- 
zations direct part of their activities 
to the political field and thereby 
;come within, at least, the twilight 
; zone of the Federal law providing for 
publicity of political campaign ex- 
penditures, 

At. the same time. there is much 
nonsensical discussion about the 
power and influence of propagandist 
agencies, especially their supposed 
influence on the press. A good deal 
of the loose talk of that character, 
not now so prevalent as a few years 
ago, was based on the assumption 
that the Washington correspondents 
of newspapers were being made the 
willing or unwilling victims of the 
publicity. promoters. , 





If a fair inference from the con- 
tentions of those who advanced this 
view should he accepted, the Wash- 
ington correspondents would appear 
in the light of persons without in- 
telligence enough to understand that 
they and their innocert newspapers 
| were being used for the promotion of 
| divers selfish schemes of a business 
|character and otherwise.

These figures are arrived at 
after a great deal of painstaking re- 
search and are based on daily market 
sales throughout the year. y are 
probably as near accuracy as it is 
possible to approach and for pur- 
poses of comparison fairly represent 
the come-back of the fartrer regard- 
less of relief by political actton.

Economic Situation Better.

Heavy mar- 
keting of wheat due to high prices 
and a larger volume of live stock 
marketed and slaughteréd than for 
some years are shown in the report.

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Typewriter Device Computes 
Space Work Will Fill in Print 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. (®).— 
Norman Duncan, secretary of the 
Oklahoma Board of Education, 
seeks a patent on a typewriter at- 
tachment that computes the 
amount of printed space a type- 
written page will fill. 

He calls the instrument a 
typometer, ‘‘a complete computer 
of type.”” He says that it shows 
the number of ems in any amount 
of space set in type, the size of 
type that should be used to make 
typewritten copy fill a given 
space, and how wide to write 
copy to make it fill a column of 
specified depth.

LEPROSY CASES INCREASE. 


But Disease Mas Matie No Real 
Gain, Nawaiian Beard Reports.

HONOLULU, Aug. 30.—Although 
the annual report of the Territorial 
Board of Health shows an increase 
in leprosy cases reported throughout 
Hawaii, the disease Is actually de- 
creasing, Dr. F. E. Trotter, president 
of the board, contende. 

Sixty-siz cases were reported from 
all parts of the Territory during the 
fiscal year, with sixty-two admissions 
to the Kalihi Hospital. These are 
in addition to the leprosy patients at 
Kalaupapa, the leper colony on the 
island o Molokai, For the previous 
fis year thé report showed forty- 
four cases. 

The larger number of patients is 
said te Gue more to the fact that 
the facilities for ee the dis- 
ease have improved, with the result 
that more cases’ have been recortiéd, 
than to an actual ificréase in cases.

BOSTON ZONE HARDEST HIT 





Car Owners Charge Companies Seek 
to Stir Animosity to Get Law 
Changed in Their Favor.

| BOSTON, Sept. 10.—Is an annual 
hurricane over automobile insurance 
rates under the Massachusetts com- 
pulsory system to become a fixed 
event in the Bay State calendar, like 
the equinoctial storm? There was 
bitter resentment Jast year when the 
then Insurance Commissioner, Wes- 
ley E. Monk, announced a heavy in- 
crease in charges. We are now in the 
midst of another violent storm over 
another big boost announced by the 
present Commissioner, Merton L. 
Brown. Prelonged hearings were held 
yesterday and today in the Gardner 
Auditorium at the State House, and 
the Commissioner under the law 
must promulgate the rates for the 
coming year on or before Sept. 15, 
which means that the announcement 
is due on Saturday next; that for 
the readers of this article will be 
“yesterday.’’ Precisely what 
rates will be is not known at this 
writing, of course, but there is Httle 
likelihood that they will vary mucn 
from those tentatively given out on 
Aug. 28. 

Ever since that announcement was 
made there has been a general mélée 
over what seems bound to take place. 
The rates will go up, in spite of the 
protests of those hardest hit, of the 
interventions of politicians who want 
to stand right before their con- 
stituencies, of charges of willful in- 
difference and neglect on the part of 
the companies. e Chelsea Cham- 
ber of Commeree, representing terri- 
tory contiguous to ton, which is 
scheduled for the ype rate in- 
crease, declares that its own survey 
proves that the companies settie 
claims without investigating them, on 
the theory that the more animosity 
they induce the quicker will the law 
be changed and that any overcharges 
and fraudulent claims they pay will 
go into the rates anyhow.

Court Review Promised. 


Mayor Maicolm Nichols of Boston 
gave notice through the Corporation 
Counsel at yesterday’s hearing that 
he proposes te take the rate issue to 
the Supreme Judicial Court. Former 
Governor Fuller, from his Summer 
home, sent a long letter to a repre- 
sentative of Revere, which has been 


hit by the rates only a littie more 
lightly than Chelsea, expressing sym- 
pathy for the people of both cities 
and ‘other sections discriminated 
against because they are heavily 
traversed by outside motorists’’—al. 
though the fact is that the law re- 
quires cars to be assigned to the ter- 
ritories in which they are principally 
kept and not to any territory in 
which ah accident may octur. Repre- 
sentatives of the companies at the 
hearing today defended the taw and 
the rates in almost every particular 
and referred proutily to the fact that 
the companies have beeh investigated 
this year and have come through 
with slight damage. 

The commissioner has not awarded 
the companies all they asked for. 
The Rating and Accident Prevention 
ureau, to which the companies re- 
port month by month, has represent- 
ed as necessary a 2 pér cént incréas> 
on account of an increase in accident 
claims and a 8 per cent increase for 
the Increased costs of doing businéss, 
or 11 per cent in all. The commis- 
sidner’s rates as announced in his 
préliminary sthedule grants an in- 
crease only of 3 per cent. 

ut this increase when distributed 
over the State under the zone sys- 
tém means very heavy increasés in 
some communities, and in these the 
storm rages vidlently. There are de- 
tréasés, on thé othér hand, for some 
communities, but the rates are not 
liked by anybody, and the common 
reaction is that ‘‘it’s getting to be an 
expensive thing to Own an automo- 
bile in this State.’ 

Boston this year has pald on “W”"’ 
ears—which means hy the classifica- 
tion worked out by the Insurance De- 
nartment such cars as the Ford and 
the Chevrelet—a rate of $47; the rate 
vronosed fMr next year is .

Massachusetts Stands Alone. 


Thus far Massachusetts alone 
among the forty-sight States has 
adopted a compulsory automobile lia- 
bility insurahee system, and the sys- 
térm has been under fire ever since it 
was established. It has led to the 
résignatién of One Insurance Corm- 
missioner. The law requirés &n owher 
td insure. It reqtiires companies do- 
ing a& Ability Business in the State 
to write this class of insurante, pro- 
vided ofly that the owner Be a 
“proper risk.”’ or else to go out of 
business in Massachusetts. At the 
outset the Insurance Department had 
no suth body of facts as those on 
which coffipanies writing other mor 
of ingurafice base their charges. e 
commissionér thereforé undertook 
with the aid of the companies the 
accumulation of as much information 
as could be obtainéd in a few months. 
He requiréd the companies to estab- 
lish the rating and accident bureau 
and to render full reports thereto 
month by month, this informatién 
Always td be accessible to the de- 
partment. 

The commissioner also established 
three pee classes of mbdtor ve- 
hicles—public vehicles, commeércial 
vehicles anti private cars. On the 
basis of size, . power and wheel 
base he arranged private cars as 8 
of three classes, ‘‘W,”’ ““X”’ and ‘‘Y,’’ 
as above. He then adopted for Mas

rience of only one year. Ali the 

ime, however, the: insurance com- 
panies were filing every month full 
reports of all claims, losses and costs, 
and from these reports the depart- 
ment has. been. laying the foundation 
for fair and equitable rates. 

Last year the com ies were ac- 
cused of all manner of nefarious prac- 
tices. Commissioner Monk said in a 
long and careful statement of policy 
that as a matter of simple business 
judgment the companies could not 
afford to be dishonest. That helped 
him to incur the charge of standing 
in with the companies. 

There is a subsidence of criticism 
on that point this year. Just a year 
ego Mr. Monk said: ‘I have done 
everything I can, within my power 
and the available organization whic 
I have, to confirm the accuracy o 
my figures, with the exception that 
we have not either the time nor a 
sufficient number of competent ex- 
aminers to make examinations of all 
the insurance companies.’’ The pub- 
lic understood this to refer especially 
to foreign companies doing business 
in Massachusetts, as domestic com- 
panies must be examined under the 
State law every three years.

Company Books Examined. 


Governor Allen in his inaugural in 
January recommended that a sub- 
stantial sum be appropriated for the 
Insurance Department to use in mak- 
ing more complete examinations of 
the companies. The General Court 
eppropriated $25,000 which the de- 
partment has used in the employment 
of ten examiners who have just com- 
pleted about five months’ work on the 
books of the companies, They have 
gone behind the returns which are 
filed in the rating bureau. They 
gave special attention to the verifica- 
of the reserves established by the 
companies as necessary for the pay- 
ment of unsettled claims or ‘‘judg- 
ments that might be awarded by the 
courts on claims in suit.’’ 

And the new commissioner now 
says: ‘‘The State examiners found 
the aggregate amount of the com- 
pany reserves to be substantially in 
accordance with these estimates.”’ 

There is, therefore, no attack now 
on the reports of the companies. 
The attacks by the Chelsea Chamber 
of Commerce and the implications of 
the statements by some public men 
are to the effect that the comrgpnies 
like to have the claims multiply, that 
they are indifferent to how mucn 
they pay for an accident which after 
all may have amounted to nothiny 
more than a bruise, and that investi- 
gation reveals records of ‘‘hospita: 
cases’’ where there were no hospital 
records. 

There fs yet another report to come. 
The last General Court provided for 
a special recess commission to inves- 
tigate this whole problem of com- 
pulsory insurance. Its report must be 
ready for the next General Court in 
January. Meantime Massachusetts 
hears much about the alleged success 
of the New Hampshire insurance 
system, non-compulsory but said to 
remarkably effective. 

This year there is an increase in 
the number of zones. Last year there 
were five; there are to be eight. This 
conforms with the theory with which 
the system started operation, that 
territories must be reduced in size a3 
experfence shall demonstrate the de- 
gree of their respective risks. For that 
reason this year Chelsea and Revere 
are detached from Boston. The ideal 
would be each owner as an individual 
risk as in other types of insurance. 
That may be unattainable. 

Meantime there is the possibility 
that the electorate will consider more 
favorably than heretofore the project 
of a State insurance system, perhaps 
on a fiat rate basis for all owners. 
It may be that a question will go on 
the ballot next year for the voters to 
express their views directly on that 
proposal.

Linn. Creek in the Ozarks Will’ 
Be Wiped Off the Map When 
Big Dam Is Finished. 








ONCE AN IMPORTANT CENTRE 





It Is a County Seat Even Now With 
Only 500 Inhabitants and No 
Railroad Connection.

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 11.—Hard-headed 
business men who do not permit sen- 
timent to intrude upon their work 
no doubt look upon the development 
of the Ozark region as something 
highly commendable. The various 
projects now under way whereby the 
waters of the mountain streams are 
to be harnessed, huge hydroelectric 
plants erected, factories. and other 
industries started are, no doubt, 
something to delight the heart of 
big business which within the past 
two years has gone into the primi- 
tive regions of Southern Missouri 
and Northern Arkansas and by in- 
vestments of millions of dollars made 
it productive of things other than 
razor-back hogs and houn’-dogs. 

But Linn Creek, a sit county seat 
nestling in remote seclusion in the 
mountains for almost a century, has 
nothing but lamentation for this so- 
called march of progress. And it 
has ample reason for regret, because 
its days are numbered. As soon as 
the issouri Hydroelectric Power 
Company completes its dam at Bag- 
nell, twenty miles to the north, Linn 
Creek will be wiped off the map. It 
will be sunk at the bottom of the 
lake created by the dam; sunk be- 
neath fifty feet of water, never to 
rise again. 

Linn Creek is a typical Ozark 
community. It is the seat of govern- 
ment of Camden County, which has 
only a single mile of railroad in it, 
and this in a far corner where the 
main line of the Frisco cuts across. 
The county seat is twenty miles from 
a railroad, and until two years ago, 
when the State built a highway 
through the county, it had no con- 
nection with the outside world other 
than dubious trails over the mour- 
tains. Today its population is slight- 
ly more than 500. 


* 


Was Once a Big Town. 


It was almost a century ago that a 
group of pioneers pushed their boats 
up the Osage River and at its con- 
fluence with the Niangua in a then 


wild and almost unexplored country 
founded the town that after several 
baptisms was finally christened Linn 
Creek. It lies in a cup of greensward, 
two lips of the mountain running 
down to the river to offer it protec- 
tion against the elements and, in 
those early days, against hostile In- 
dians. It was already a considerable 
village when Camden County was 
made a part of the State of Missouri 
and the decade immediately préced- 
ing the Civil War saw it at the peak 
of its importance. At that time it 
was a large business centre, a whole- 
sale market for the vast territory 
that stretched hundreds of miles to 
the south and southwest and avail- 
able by water. Its trade territory 
was all of Southern Missouri, north- 
west Arkansas and a large portion 
of the then Indian Territory. 

At that period it was the upper 
terminus of a huge traffic that plied 
the Osage River. Goods shipped to 
Linn Creek from Liverpool, Bngland, 
never touched land until they were 
safely in warehousés far up the 
Osage, being transferred from ocean 
liners at New Orleans, conveyed up 
the Mississippi to St. Louis and then 
transshipped up the Missouri to the 
Osage. reat fleets of small craft 
wére in service and a large inland 
waterways traffic was built up. Then 
came the railroads and ended it all. 

Linn Creek, d¢spite its obscurity 
after the Civil War, furnished 8- 
souri a Governor—Joséph W. ce 
Clurg. Its importance as a trading 
point dwindled and as the railtoads 
traversed the State with increasing 
mileage, none of which even camé 
near to Linn Creek, its seclusion be- 
came more complete. But Linn Creek 
was happy. The very isolation of 
its existence lént itself te content- 
ment. Visitors were few. aes 
with civilization were scafit. ts 
children seldom wént outside the

civilization has, been so recently be- 
stowed that the village has experi- 
enced but little change in physical 
aspect, its.sole contributions being a 
couple of gaudy filling stations to 
which come long lines of flivvers 
seeking sustenance before their final 
plunge over the mountains. 

But a year or so ago big business 
awoke to the fact that vast water 
power lay idle in the Ozarks. En- 
gineers visited the region and within 
@ short time announcement was 
made that several projects were un- 
der consideration. Today finds at 
least two of them nearing comple- 
tion. One such is that of the Mis- 
souri Hydroelectric Power Company 
of Kansas City, which has set to 
work to dam the Osage River near 
Bagnell, thus inundating portions of 
four Ozark counties. ‘ 

The Bagnell dam, which expected 
to be complete by the last 9f October 
next year, will create a like with a 
shore line approximately 1,000 miles 
long, a depth varying from 30 to 80 


miles. From this vast expanse of 
water—about 65,000 acres—power is 
to be generated which will not only 
supply electricity to numerous cities 
in the Southwest, but at so low a 
rate that industries of many kinds 
are expected to be built along the 
banks of the lake. 

In making its plans, the compan 
could not be sentimental. Linn Cree 
lay in the path of progress, and for 
more than two years there have been 
negotiations through which it was 
hoped that the townsite might be 
rey Seer This has been only par- 
tially successful and the imminent 
completion of the dam finds the ques- 
tion not entirely settled. Not all of 
the Linn Creekers are willing to for- 
sake their homes. Traditions are 
strong there. Most of them belong 
to families that settled the town. 
Their dead are buried in a cemetery 
on the mountainside. They cannot 
easily surrender the things they love 
and be transported elsewhere, into 
communities new to them, in an en- 
vironment wholly unlike the Ozarks.

Progress vs. Sentiment. 


Sentiment in the village is about 
half and half. The company has its 
supporters who believe that the 
march of progress should not be in- 
terfered with. Much as they regret 
the passing of their county seat, 
they feel that the ultimate benefits 
will more than offset the present dis- 
comforts. They see a permanent ad- 
vantage in adjacent factories that 
more than justifies the destruction 
of a village that can never hope for 
much of a future. Linn Creek at the 
bottom of a lake would be of more 
service to its people and the State 
than it is now with its row of scrag- 
gly stores and few résidences, the 
whole worth no more than $350,000. 

But there are others, the true 
Ozarkians. Factories mean nothing 
in their lives. Electricity is a thing 
for city folk. They have lived their 
lives without it. Even were they to 
be made financially independent by 
forsaking their homes—a thing that 
appears now to be remote—they 


much prefer to carry on as usual. 

Meanwhile the d is being built. 
Eventually the waters of the Osage 
fre to be loosed and Linh Creék 
stands in the path. It is not a pleas- 
ant problem these Osarkians have 
been called upon to solve.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 10.—This 
city and California in general are 


luxuriating in that satisfying sense | exh 


that comes from having a friend at 
court. In this instance it is particu- 
larly reassuring as the friend is the 
court, none other than President 
Hoover himself. One of the bless 
ings already showered on the home 
metropolis of the President is the in- 
tervention of the Federal power to 
renew San Francisco’s hope that we 
are going to have a bridge across the 
seven miles of water which separates 
this city from the mainland to the 
east. 

The renewed hopes of the raisin 
No- 
body, of course, even suspects that 
President Hoover had any direct re- 
lation to, or even any advance knowl- 
edge of, the Farm Board’s decision 


to make the raisin growers the first 
beneficiaries of the farm relief pro- 
gram. It seems plain enough that 
the board took up the raisin as the 
initial experiment in relief, not be- 
cause it is a California monopoly, but 
because it is a small crop compared 
with wheat or corn or cotton or any 
of the others which have been the 
backbone of farm agitation. 

Moreover, the raisin industry was 
already organized and fitted right 
into the Farm Board’s plans. That 
the board passed up a recently con- 
structed raisin corporation and se- 
lected the Sun Maid cooperatives as 
the medium through which to work 
is thought to have no relation to the 
fact that until a few months ago the 
head of the Sun Maid organization 
was Ralph Merritt, who was Hoo- 
ver’s campaign manager in Califor- 
nia in the unsuccessful 1920 primary 
campaign. It is not thought that any 
of these things influenced the Presi- 
deat’s Farm Board in its early and 
signal recognition of the raisin in- 
dustry as one needing relief. 

But it did need relief and need it 
badly. Moreover, it wasn’t afraid to 
say so, and California cooperatives 
weren’t afraid to send urgent mes- 
sages to Senator Hiram Johnson 
when the farm bill was pending in 
the special session, urging him to 
cease his war dance about the deber- 
ture and get busy to help the farm- 
ers of his own State reap the benefits 
the President was offering through 
his relief program. The Senator 
didn’t like it one bit. He said so 
right out loud, so that the President 
eould hear him. The echoes of his 
indignation were reverberating still 
when the farm board was organized. 

All of which served to advertise the 
needs of farm relief in California. 
Ané thus the blessings which we are 
bout to enjoy are traced to the mere 
fact that California has a President. 
The situation is not political, not 
even psychological, merely the se- 
quence of normal cause and effect. 
However, it is net expected to help 
Serator Johnson with the raisin 
growers.

RUMOR WORSE THAN FACT 


Austria Now Threatens Correspon- 
dents for Reports of Civil War 
Perils—Aseociation Plans Action.

VIENNA, Sept. 12.—The little 
States of Middle Europe and the 
Balkans may not always regulate 
their affairs strictly in accordance 
with the Decalogue, but they all seek 
to observe to the letter the cele- 
brated eleventh commandment, 
“Thou shalt not be found out,’’ to 
which they couple a twelfth, ‘‘Thou 
ghalt not divulge matters concern- 
ing us.” 

Despite countless object lessons, 
the censorship, together with its 
companions, arrest and expulsion, 
continues to be the most popular 
for remedying all political sins. Yet 
this veneration of false doctrines has 


resulted again in releasing the imp 
of hostile propaganda to work un- 
checked. . 

In Bucharest grizzled Colonel Stoi- 
ca and forty-one other officers are 
facing trial on the serious charge 0 
conspiring against the State. Despite 
the formal ceremonial of a court 
martial, which has the power to sen- 
tence all forty-two to death, the gen- 
eral atmosphere is that of an oper- 


etta.

Maniu Followed Old Tracks. 


Don Quixote sits in the dock tell- 
ing the story of his musical comedy 
conspiracy with the demeanor of a 
frightened and mischievous child 
caught by his teacher in a piece of 
folly which stiddenly assumes the di- 
mensions of a crime. Yet this ridic- 
ulous conjuration of last Spring did 
untold damage to the vernment 
because in a moment of weakness 
Premier Maniu allowed the officials 
ofice again to invoke the censarship, 
according to their custom under the 
Bratianu régime. .

If he is a foreigner the 
cry immediately resounds that he 
has abused ‘‘the country’s hospital- 
ity,’’ despite the fact the only hos- 

iatity he receives usually consists 
nm his being forced to pay more for 
services and goods than the native 
nhabitants, while he is Bringing a 

andsome revenue to the country 
through newspaper cable tolls.

Put Blind Faith in Censorship. 


The infringer upon the sacred hos- 
pitality usually is summoned to the 
Ministry of the Interior or to the 
political police for a severe warn- 
ing, if not for expulsion. Thus it 
is hoped to blind the eyes of foreign 
countries to what is afoot inland. 


The lesson which the war taught 
as to the importance of national 
propaganda results in a newly-ar- 
rived journalist being surrounded 
with a soft-meshed net of propaganda 
agents. If he listens to their dulcet 
tones and is a good beg sugar plums 
in the shape of occasional colorless 
official interviews become his lot. If 
he turns a deaf ear he tears asunder 
the enveloping net and is promptly 
noted as an undesirable. Strange 
hints to his detfiment begin 
trickle through unidentifiable chan- 
nels to his editor. 

Curious little clicks are heard 
when he is telephoning, and he 
knows the wire is being tapped, 
while at times of crisis his telegrams 
are always hopelessly delayed. 

Fiftally, if the government in ques- 
tion thinks the correspondents will 
stand for it they are arreated. Native 
correspondents are imprisoned and 
foreign ones expelled, providing the 
expelling country believes the cor- 
respondents will not receive full pro- 
tection from his embassy.

Some Take the Easiest Road.

The presidents of local associations 
of journalists often are quite unfitted 
to defend the interests of the press. 
When Theodor Berkes, celebrated 
Balkan correspondent of the Berliner 
Tageblatt, recently was expelled from 
Belgrade because his account of the 
Yugoslav-Bulgarian frontier troubles 
displeased the Yugoslav dictatorship, 
a worthy dentist, as president of the 
journalists’ association, was com- 
pelled to appear for the defense.

HIGHEST LIFT IN EUROPE 
FOR LONDONCATHEDRAL 
Will Ascend to Top of Campanile, 


283 Feet High, in West- 
minster Stractare. 





The architect of the Roman Cath- 
vlic Westminster Cathedral in Lon- 
don, L. H. Sh&ttock, in conjunction 
with Marryat and Scott, Ltd., has 
completed plans which will give this 
edifice the highest-ascétiding eleva- 
tor in Europe. Incidentally, it wil. 
be the first cathedral in the United 
Kingdom so provided. 

THe Westtrinster Cathedral, of 
early Christian Byzantine style, was 
built in 1895-1908 and has a cam- 
panile 283 feet high on the north 
side, which is how astended by 385 
steps, from the top paipony of which 
a bird’s eye view of London may be 
had, 

Some idea of the magnittide of the 
task of installing an elevator in the 
square campanile may be gained by 
a@ comparison with the Nelson 
Column in Trafalgar Square, which 
it exceeds by ninety-nine feet. Of 
the entire altitude of the campanile, 
the new elevator, from the street 
level, will travel upward to the 
highest platform, a distance of 185 
feet, from. there a short flight of 
steps léids to the balcony. The 
speéd will be 880 feet per mifute. 

The most elaborate precautions

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Famous Night Fairs of Paris Now Are Curbed 
By Many New Police Restrictions 





For years one of the nocturnal at- 
tractions of Paris has been the fairs 
held in the outer boulevards and 
along the fortifications, where the 
scene resembles the fétes of saints 
held in the Italian quarters of New 
York save that the religious atmos- 
phere is lacking. 

These outer boulevards have daz- 
zling lights, shows, shooting booths, 
merry-go-rotinds, steam organs and 
in certain es the asphalt is kept 
clear for eacing, As the din ony 
closes at sunrise the Pago who see 
repose in the adjoining houses have 
bitterly complained.

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OLD-AGE INSURANCE 
FOR MORE RUSSIANS 


Soviet Government Extends Pro- 
tection to Workers in Several 
Basic Industries. 


Another step toward completing 
the social insurance system of the 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
was taken recently by the Central 
Executive Committee and the Coun- 
cil of People’s Commissars when 
they issued an order providing old- 
age pénsions for workers employed 
in the meétél industry, electrical 
undertakings, mining and railroad 
and water transportation who ceased 
to be engaged in remunerative occu- 
pations after Jan. 1, 1929, and to 
workers in the textile industry not 
working since Dec. 1, 1927. Salaried, 
or ‘‘white collar’’ employes are ex- 
cluded from the benefits of the 
order, at least for the time being. 
Old-age insurance is to be extended 
to other industries by the Social In- 
surahce Council in line with the gen- 
eral five-year program of industrial 
development. 

Under the order applying to the in- 
dustries mentioned, all men over 60 
years of age who have been in re- 
munerative employment for twenty- 
five years or more are entitled to a 

ension. For women the correspond- 
ng figures are fifty-five and twenty. 
while for underground miners the 
limits are respectively fifty years 
and twenty years, of which ten years 
must be uhdergtound work. The age 
limits and working periods may be 
lowered for other unpleasant occupa- 
tions if the Social Insurance Council 
thinks fit. 

he pension is granted irrespective 
of the pensioner’s ability to work. 
It is fixed at one-half a average 
wage earned during the twelve 
months preceding the cessation of 
Work, but it m&y not be less than 
20 rubles or more than 112.50 rubles 
pér mohth.

MOSCOW, Sept. 12.—On Sept. 1

Tomb to Be Ready in November. 

No plan has yet been published of 
the new tomb which must be ready 
in November for the twelfth anni- 
versary of the revolution, but there 
is a scheme to have it built of stones 


coming from every part of the So- 
viet Union, which would seem to be 
a blotchy arrangement. 

The correspondent has seen a small 
preliminary model by a local sculp- 
tor celebrity for a giant group of 
workers bearing a majestic stone 
body of Lenin on their shoulders. In 
the first version this maqueétte of 
sorrowing workers was nude, but the 
sculptor, to his intense chagrin, was 
ordered by Comrade Yenikidze, sec- 
retary of the Central Executive Com- 
mittee, to put them into slacks.

PLIGHT OF HOMELESS 
WOMEN IN LONDON 


Novelist Tells of Her Experiences 
While Disgnised as a Pen- 


niless Wanderer. 





Mrs. Cecil Chesterton told the 
members of the City of London Va- 
cation Course in an after-luncheon 
address that last Winter she had dis- 
guised herself as a homeless and 


penniless wanderer in London, and 
would, for the first time relate her 
experiences as such. 

Mrs. Chesterton is the well-known 
novelist who writes under the pseud- 
onym of ‘John K. Prothero”’ and the 
widow of the younger brother of G. 
KK. Chesterton, the man-of-letters. 
After declaring that the case of such 
@ woman as she appeared to be was 
utterly hopeless in London, where 
there was not a single cheap lodging 
house for respectable women out of 
employment, she continued: 

“Once in a ‘doss-house,’ the woman 
in the next bed stole all my day’s 
earnings. I was very angry and feit 
I must have a meal or break some- 
thing. I stood at the top of South- 
ampton Row, very dirty and disrepu- 
table-looking. I waited till I saw a 
fairly prosperous-looking man com- 
ing toward me. I think he must have 
been a lawyer. en he came up 
to me I said: 

‘““*You have plenty of money?’ 

‘Fe said, ‘Yes.’ 

“T said, ‘I want you to buy me 
breakfast.’ 

“Fe said, ‘Why should I? You 
have brains, go and use them.’ 

“T said, ‘I have used them. I have 
got you.’ 

“f¥e gave me breakfast and one 
shilling. 

“On another occasion when I had 
earned about three and sixpence (87 
cents) and wanted a decent bed for 
half-a-crown, I asked a_ constable 
where I could get one, and he re- 
plied: 

‘ ‘Tf you go over the water you will 
get one.’ 

‘“‘When I said I wanted a respecta- 
ble place, the constable replied: 

‘“'¥You can’t have a_ respectable 
place for two-and-sixpence.’

‘“‘All sorts and conditions of wom- 
en use these houses. Some live by 
selling pores or matches or by do- 
ing odd jobs. They are a kindly 
class with infinite humorsand tre- 
mendous. generosity. Others are do- 
inestic servants out of a job and a 
large number are. women and girls 
who come up from the provinces in 
the hope of finding situations. 

‘It has been said that no more 
lodging houses are wanted in Lon- 
don, but only last week seventy-five 
women had to be turned away be- 
cause the three Cecil Houses were 
full. If it is so in the Summertime, 
one can realize how tragic the prob- 
lem is in Winter. The most painful 
pos he have ever had was to turn a 
mother and baby avey because there 
‘was no room in a Cecil House. Since 
the houses were started in 1926 em- 
ployment has been. found for 400 
women.”’

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NAVIES AND TARIFFS. 


Everybody hails the approach to a 
naval agreement between the United 
States and England. It is felt that the 
coming \to this country of Prime Min- 
ister MACDONALD will surely seal this 
new bond of peace between the two na- 
tions. It will be preliminary to a still 
larger and even more impressive inter- 
national concord. As both Mr. MACDON- 
ALD and President HOOVER have ex- 
plained, the Anglo-American accord is 
to be made the basis of an appeal to 
the chief naval powers, who will be 
invited to a world conference probably 
in December and presumably at London: 
If they are then able to work out plans 
for cutting down naval armament all 
round, they will have set up a new 
standard of international cooperation for 
the sake of security and peace. 

Naval power and programs are not 
the only sources of suspicion and hos- 
tility between nations. Commercial fric- 
tion, trade jealousies, industrial compe- 


tition are fruitful causes of dislike and: 


quarrels leaping over national bounda- 
ries and even across the sea. This truth 
is freshly emphasized by the appeal just 
laid before the League of Nations for a 
world conference on economic relations, 
especially as they are affected by tariffs. 
The initiative was taken by France and 
England. But all members of the League, 
together with non-members, are asked 
to join in a meeting at an early date 
for the purpose of framing, if possible, 
“the first collective agreement for dis- 
“ missing hindrances to trade, and devel- 
“oping and facilitating economic rela- 
“tions.” This, too, is regarded as a work 
in the interest of peace. Otherwise the 
League of Nations could not be asked to 
give it endorsement. The movement is 
virtually a throw-back to the ideas of 
RICHARD COBDEN. His policy not only for 
England but for Europe was retrench- 
ment, free trade and peace. President 
Hoover and Mr. MACDONALD are heartily 
for cutting down military expenditure. 
Why should they not be ready also for 
the other part of the program? 

No doubt, the first effect of this at- 
tempt to abolish restricting tariffs will 
be to harden the hearts of our own 
American trade exclusionists. Already 
Senator SMooT is denouncing as “ inter- 
nationalist” every effort to lower the 
tariff duties which the Senate Finance 
Committee has reported. But in the eco- 
nomic sense, an internationalist is one 
who is alive to the changes in the mod- 
ern world. He knows that swift commu- 
nication has made all. countries neigh- 
bors. He is aware that foreign trade is 
necessary to an industrialized democ- 
racy, and that it is profitable to both 
parties engaging in it. Otherwise | it 


would not be conducted at all. The inter. | 


nationalist also understands that trade 
agreements are often as useful and fruit- 
ful as treaties of peace. They are, in 
fact, the buttresses of such treaties. 
Friendly trade promotes friendly feeling. 
Discriminating tariffs are like threaten- 
ing forts or bristling guns on the border. 
To reduce them is almost as urgent a 
duty of modern statesmen as is the 
reduction of needlessly large naval 
armaments. 

If Senator SMooT wants to see a real 
live American internationalist, let him 
look down Pennsylvania Avenue to the 
White House. There resides a man who 
by word and action has shown that he 
is keenly,.alert to the need of seeking 
every symbol and safeguard of world 
peace. Foreign commerce having be-

EMPIRE AND LEAGUE. 
Our special dispatch from Geneva this 


.week, if perchance it fall under the eye 


of Senator JOHNSON of California, should 
cause him to look back reflectively to that 
day ten years ago when he stood at Ar- 
mageddon and battled against the seven 
British votes in the League of Nations. 
It was his contention that seven British 
votes against a contemplated single 
American vote were a device for enslav- 
ing these United States. He may be 
interested now in reading that separate 
membership of the British Dominions in 
the League tends apparently to the en- 
couragement of separatism within the 
British Commonwealth. Instead of seven 
votes pulling together for imperial ad- 
vantages, they serve rather to advertise 
the clash of opinion and interests within 
the empire. Tariff disarmament as a 
force for world peace has been pressed 
on the League’s attention by Great 
Britain, but Australia and the Irish Free 
State will have none of free trade. Ire- 
land stands with Canada and South Af- 
rica in backing up Great Britain's ad- 
herence to the compulsory jurisdiction 
clause of the World Court, but Australia 
and New Zealand are opposed. The 
Free State seems to be almost eager to 
recognize the intervention of the League 
in disputes between members of the 
British Empire, but again the Southern 
Cross dominions are opposed. ‘ 

If it be true, then, that as the League 
prospers it will tend to make the British 
Commonwealth “less and less a united 
force,” Senator JOHNSON might be ask- 
ing himself why he did not insist on en- 
dowing the British Empire with fourteen 
or twenty-one votes in the League. For- 
tunately for his peace of mind, there is 
argument on the other side. If, for in- 
stance, h> is acquainted with a little 
book published a couple of years ago by 
Professor ALFRED ZIMMERN he would 
find his worst fears of 1919-20 confirmed. 
For it is Mr. ZIMMERN’S contention that 
in the League of Nations the British 
Commonwealth finds its richest oppor- 
tunities for serving mankind and at the 
same time the surest guarantee of its 
own existence. The Zimmern argument 
is merely an extension of the universally 
recognized fact that what holds the 
British Empire together is nothing but 
a sense of unity and ultimate common 
interest. Temporary divergence of poli- 
cies, even if it lead to the anomaly of 
British nations opposing each other 
within the League, is thus of little con- 
sequence as against the presence of seven 
nations within the League who in the 
final test are bound to feel as one. 

The Zimmern reasoning may be in 
some respects far-fetched. But it is 
sound enough in not shrinking from a 
little more anomaly in what is, without 


‘the League of Nations, a sufficiently 


anomalous Commonwealth. By the prin- 
ciples governing that Commonwealth it 
might some day conceivably be GEORGE 
V’s constitutional duty as King of the 
Dominion of South Africa and acting 
upon the advice of his Cape Town Min- 
isters to declare war upon himself as 
King of Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land.’ After this the question whether 
South Africa in the League of Nations 


is a dominion or an independent nation |

is mere child’s play. 
pen if Ireland should some day invoke 
the aid of: the League against Great 
Britain is one of those questions which 
British genius has solved by refusing to 
worry unti: the problem arises. Ireland 
and Canada already have their own dip- 
lomatic system. The British Common- 
wealth, oldest of all political groups in 
the Western world, is thus in line with 
the very newest physics which reveal 
contradiction and paradox as the basis 
of a thoroughly solid world—for all 
practical purposes. @ 


THE NEW FRANCE. ° 


With their interest fixed on the spec- 
tacular economic expansion of the United 
States, our people are apt to overlook the 
almost equally extraordinary picture pre- 
sented by another country. 
rise in American financial power, na- 
tionally and internationally, has occurred 
in many respects as a consequence of 
the war and of our country’s economic 
relations to it; but the similar develop- 
ment in France has come in a country 
where the financial and industrial struc- 
ture had apparently been wrecked by 
war. The revival of German industry 
has been notable enough, but it has been 
achieved mostly through foreign capital, 
vn which it would undoubtedly have had 
to depend even without the reparations 
burden. France has won her present 
place in the economic. family of nations 
within three years, and the change from 
the previous position is as remarkable 
for scope as for suddenness. 

At the present moment France, the 
seemingly impoverished country of 1918, 
is a lender on foreign money markets to 
a greater extent than any other country 
in the world. It does not, like the United 
States, hold vast amounts in securities 
of other nations; But its liquid foreign 
credits, on which it has the power vir- 
tually to draw at sight, were lately esti- 
mated as high as $1,500,000,000; of 
which, it has been reckoned by cluse 
French -observers,: considerably mure 
than one-half are in the American 
market. No other country can match 
this achievc--2nt. On several recent oc- 
casions, Paris has been described as 
“financing” the German money market, 


come indispensable to the United States, | The London Economist recently spoke of

situation” -because of. its large “.use of 
“French money which: is withdrawable 
“on call.” All this has occurred in spite 
of the very large sums brought into the 
gold reserve of the French central bank 
through importe‘’2n. The bank now 
holds $500,000,000 more gold in its vaults 
than it held in 1926, when the Poincaré 
government stopped the franc’s deprecia- 
tion; its-present reserve is by far the 
largest: of any European bank of issue 
and more than half as great as the gold 
holdings of our Federal Reserve System. 
Under all these circumstances, Paris 
now exercis:s a power over other money 
markets second only to that of New York 
and, in its immediate potentialities, prob- 
ably as great as ours. 

Considering that in 1918 France was 
commonly regarded as an _ economic 
cripple and that in 1926 it was a common 
prediction that her currency would fall 
to worthlessness as Germany’s had al- 
ready done, the change reflected by her 
present position in the financial world is 
at least as impressive as our own trans- 
formation from a debtor to a creditor 
nation. It is not, however, a new ex- 
perience in French history. Prolonged 
economic paralysis was as freely pre- 
dicted of the same country in 1815 and 
1871, when France nad to overcome not 
only the exhaustion of war but the bur- 
den of a heavy war indemnity. On those 
occasions, the immediate sequel to the 
ending of war seemed to justify the pre- 
diction; yet her return to a dominant 
position in the financial world was al- 
most or quite as rapid then as now. 

On all three occasions it has been pos- 
sible to say that the French people as a 
whole possessed, in a degree not attained 
by any other, certain strongly marked 
qualities of thrift, economy and diligence 
whose influence could not be seriously 


“shaken, even by a cestructive war. We | 


are accustomed to ascribe our own na- 
tional prosperity to the new tendency 
of our working population to save and 
invest their earnings; but the French 


worker has been doing the same thing | 


for many generations. At the present 
time France is the only great producing 
country in the world in which there 1s 
virtually no unemployment. Whereas 
public revenue as lately as 1923 fell 
short 10,000,000,000 francs of balancing 
public expenditure, the French Treasury 
has produced under the Poincaré régime 
as high an annual surplus as 1,500,- 
000,000: Whereas Great Britain’s sur- 
plus of imports over exports is still 
double the adverse balance of pre-war 
years, the French import surplus of 1928, 
measured in American values, was 
hardly one-fifth of the pre-war average, 
and other recent years have reported an 
export surplus. This remarkable show- 
ing, and its contrast with that presented 
by Great Britain, partly explain the 
protest of the British envoy at The 
Hague against any sacrifice in England’s 
proportional share of reparations as 
compared with that allotted to France. 
But it also leaves an interesting field 
of conjecture over the part which France 
will be able to play in her Premier’s 
plan for European economic union, and 
her future réle in offsetting the strain 
which our own tight money market and 
the payments of war indebtedness to our 
government have imposed on Europe. 


MINERAL COOPERATION. 


Discovery of a large deposit of lignite 
in a section of Canada supposed to be 
valuable chiefly for its timber is a re- 
minder of the enormous latent mineral 
wealth in that country not yet tapped. 
To be sure, compgred with the United 
States Canada is not so richly endowed 
as might be hoped. In particular is she 
handicapped by the fact that many of 
her coal deposits are not located in eco- 
nomically accessible regions and that 
her iron is as yet hardly able to compete 
with that in the United States. She 
lacks known reserves of oil. In nickel, 
however, Canada is exceptionally weal- 
thy, having about 90 per cent of the 
world’s sources of that metal, and her 
copper reserves are large. 

Speaking before the Institute of Poli- 
tics in Williamstown, Professor C. K. 
LEITH of the University of Wisconsin, 
one of the world’s leading authorities 
on mineral resources, pointed out the 
intimate interdependence that exists be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 
On our side of the line is most of the 
coal and the best iron. Nearly half the 
world’s steel is produced in the United 
States and only a small fraction in 
Canada. On both sides of the border, 
especially in the district adjacent to the 
lakes. are large deposits of copper, 
Nickel is concentrated on the Canadian 
side not far from the border. The United 
States produces 70 per cent of the 
world’s petroleum, with the result that 
Canada obtains from this country. nearly 
all her gasoline and lubricating oils. 

One of the most interesting aspects 
of this subject is the tendency toward 
commercial control of mineral output in 
a few large companies of international 
scope. Fortunately, there has been no 
indication in Canada to exclude Ameri- 
can capital from participation in the 
development of Canadian resources. So 
close are the many ties between Canada 
and the United States that there are 
distinct advantages in this mutual 
financial control. As Professor LEITH 
pointed out, international cooperation 
will be necessary for the efficient utili- 
zation of mineral resources to the com- 
mon advantage of both countries. 

There is a difference of opinion among 
economists as to the value of political 
control of mineral resources. In Europe, 
where political and economic boundaries 
are sharply defined, ownership of raw 
materials is of special importance. But 
in view of the countless ties between the 
United States and Canada it is difficult 
.to feel that the mere possession of re- 


sources works any hardship on the na-. 


tion not so well situated. The United 
States is under little disadvantage from 
the fact that the nickel supplies of the 
world are on the Canadian side of ag 








border. Canada, Iikewise, is not injured 
by being. able to~buy. cheaper American 
steel and coal than she can herself pro- 
duce. Inasmuch as war, which is the 
only thing that might make political 
control advantageous, is unthinkable be- 
tween Canada and the United States; it 
is only rational to expect ever closer 
cooperation on the development and use 
of the mineral resources of the two 
American nations. 


THE ROMANCE OF CHEMISTRY 


The physicists and tiie psychologists 
had their annual stock-taking. Now the 
ehemists have had theirs. With more 
than three hundred papers in twenty 
sections. they. have in the few days of 
their meeting in Minneapolis called at- 
tention to what are considered the prin- 
cipal additions to their science since a 
year ago. No one can be quite sure 
what are “ principal” and what are not, 
since some one study in pure science, 
seemingly of only theoretic importance, 
may yield more than all the others put 
together. But they are not content with 
a mere inventory of their achievements. 
They wish to declare a dividend by shar- 
ing their gains in knowledge with the 
reading public—helping them to know 
both the romance and the practical value 
of their discoveries. 

A layman who tries to follow the 
chemists in their researches has a par- 
ticularly hard time of it. He has to for- 
get manhy things that he has learned. He 
tried to master the Bohr theory of the 
structure of the atom—a little solar sys- 
tem in which the universe found its pat- 
tern—only to be told when all this invisi- 
ble world had been made real to his 
imagination that this theory does not 
after all quite meet the atomic practical 
necessities. The “ wave” mechanism, we 
are beginning to hear, more nearly ac- 
counts for the behavior of these entities 


once called the smallest particles of mat- | 


ter but now known to be divisible and 
even mutable. For a time we were. in 
terror of their release of power when 
mightily attacked from without or when 
divided against themselves within; but 
with the recent assurance of Dr. MILLI- 
KAN this fear has passed, and our anxiety 
is only that these infinitesimally small 
builders of the universe shall be kept at 
benign employment for the human race. 

We have been excusably pleased with 
ourselves that we have been able to cer- 
tify that there are ninety-two elements, 
alphabetically from aluminum to zirco- 
nium, and in atomic weight from hydro- 
gen to uranium, including the nameless 
ones that are still to be discovered—for 
we also “ have their number,” “85” and 
“87,” knowing as we do their character- 
istics. We have now, however, not only 
to revise the list but to speak with less 
certitude about the integrity of other 
elements. The startling announcement 
has been made that the theory which has 
for some time suspected and even 
prophesied the divisibility of hydrogen 
has had demonstration by a young Ger- 
man scientist who ten years ago, as a 
youth of 19, was coming out of the 
trenches. It is to be inferred from the 
reports that there has been a molecular 
merger of two elements in this lightest- 
hearted of the elements, which was sup- 
posed to be single-atomed and much 
given to the making of other elements. 

Such necessary revisions, instead of 
discouraging our lay learning, should 
lead us to rejoice in the alchemy of the 
mind that can make such additions far 
beyond the range of the senses, What 
has been demonstrated by the chemist 
was first determined mathematically, as 
was the existence of the planet Neptune 
months before it was seen. If the major 
interest of the chemists seems to be 
immediately practical, it can yet be said 
that it is research in the field of pure 
science that is basic to it all. The split- 
ting of hydrogen may have no immediate 
practical benefit, but it is a fragment of 
something that is eternally and funda- 
mentally true, and the man who has 
found even a fragment of truth has 
found what is beyond price.. The search 
and discovery in this field furnish mate- 
rial of as romantic quality as the quests 
of the knights of another age, not to 
mention its daily service to human 
physical needs.

DEFECTIVE LAW. 


In the September number of New 
York State Bar Association Bulletin is 
printed the address of Judge CUTHBERT 
W. POUND of the Court of Appeals be- 
fore the Federation of Bar Associations 
on “Defective .Law—Its Cause and 
Remedy.” He discusses, with the clear- 
ness, fullness and moderation to be 
expected of so eminent an authority, the 
imperfections of substantive law. It is 
2 long and general complaint that this 
is complex and uncercain, thereby caus- 
ing expense and delay. But: “lack ot 
respect for law” is “by no means en- 
“tirely due to the uncertainty and com- 
“ plexity of the law itself.” For instance, 
the criminal law of this State is reason- 
ably clear in terms and construction. 

First-degree murder is exactly de- 
fined. Short forms of indictment are in 
use. New’ trials are rare. Yet crimo 
flourishes, and gang-robberies increase: 


Criminal law, in order to be effica- 
cious as a restraint upon the propen- 
sities of individuals who are inclined 
to disregerd it, must be something 
more than simple atid certain. It must ‘ 
command respect by being acceptable 
as a coercive guiding rule ef conduct 
for an orderly community so long as 
the right of triel: by jury remains 
to protect the guilty’ as well as the 
innocent. 
Certainty and simplicity remain. as 

ideals to be sought, if not attained. Ihe 
nature of the.common law, the intermi- 
nable volumes’ of decisions, have pro- 
duced complexity. If the couris are true 
to the doctrine of stare decisis; why 
can’t the old precedents make easier the 
determination of new cases? Well, often 
that doctrine has to be whittled away 
almost to nothingness. And a decision 








is merely an application of the common 
law to a-particular case... Unless‘a prece- 
dent is “on all fours”. with that, “the 
“principle relied on does not necessarily 
“apply, if some other principle is found 
‘to be more applicable.” | ‘ 

Lawyers and judges are apt to forget 
that “the decision consists in what is 
“done, not in what Is said by the court 
“in doing it.” If principles clash, the 
one “least in keeping with common ex- 
perience’ must give way. ° Otherwise 
the courts couldn’t deal . satisfactorily 
with present problems. The rule of: com- 
mon sense may be applied to “ construe 
“legal precedents as meaning what they 
“ought to mean rather than what the 
“sudge who writes the opinion says 
“about them.” Since general principles 
must be applied to the case at bar, law 
must be more or less uncertain. 

Can we depend on Legislatures to re- 
mold our laws into simplicity and clear- 
ness? Judge POUND says that the statute 
law ‘‘is perhaps responsible for ‘more 
“uncertainty than common law as de- 
“clared by the courts.” Speedy justice 
should not be confounded with hasty jus- 
tice, sometimes “the sinning sister of 
ill-reputed delayed justice.” The courts 
can do, and some have done, much to 
expedite justice. When Judge POUND 
went to the Court of Appeals, it took 
two years for an appeal from a judg- 
ment to be decided. Now the court is 
even with its work. Appeals for delay 
have ceased. But, as usual, the good is 
not unmixed. Delay and expense have 
made some litigants settle their differ- 
ences or arbitrate, irrespective of their 
legal rights. 

Still, the general prospect is encour- 
aging. There are more judges and they 
are said to be more energetic. The right 
of appeal has been pruned. It is a ten- 
dency of the courts to brush aside “ un- 
substantial technicalities.” But there are 
salutary technicalities. Technicalities 


may protect right as well as wrong. | 
| Judge POUND speaks as a judge should. 
| He sympathizes with the efforts for the 


betterment of laws and the education of 
Legislatures, the bar and the courts. 
But we must not expect too much. The 
improvement must be slow and gradual: 


That the law may be made more 
cheap, expeditious, certain and clear 
is not a hopeless idea, but it cannot 
be made cheap in the sense that gaso- 
tine is cheap; expeditious in the sense 
that the service of a quick-lunch 
counter is expeditious; certain in the 
sense that death is certain, or clear 
in the sense that the multiplication 
table is clear. , 


He compliments happily one doubly 
illustrious figure: 


A judge should, no doubt, like our 
own rreat Chief Judge, be both lawyer 
and philosopher of the highest grade, 
blessed with saving common sense and 
practical experience as well as sound 
and comprehensive learning, but such 
men are rare. We rate the judge who 
is only a lawyer higher than the judge 
who is only a philosopher. Much may 
be said in favor of letting the cobbler 
stick to his last and the philosopher 
to his speculations.

“ L’ AUTRICHIENNE.” 


EDMUND BURKE saw MARIE ANTOI- 
NETTE when she was Queen of France, 
but Dr. ERNST of Vienna has recently 
read her letters to her mother and MERCY- 
ARGENTEAU’s diary of the Emperor 
JOSEPH’s visit to Versailles. . Between 
BurRKE’s famous rhapsody, therefore, and 
the new facts of history there is the dis- 
appointing difference between fancy and 
fact. As told in THE NEw YORK TIMES 
Magazine today, the letters and papers 
unearthed by Dr. ERNST in the imperial 
archives of the HAPSBURGS reveal that 
MARIE ANTOINETTE was guilty of that 
treason against the government of 
France with which the Revolutionists 
charged her at her trial and of which 
she was found guilty. BURKE, dazzled 
by a personality which transcended 
beauty (for the Queen was not beauti- 
ful) had never seen her letters to her 
brother and her mother, and so it -was 
that he cried out against her fate: 

Surely never lighted on this orb, 

which she hardly seemed to touch, a 
more delightful vision. I saw her just 
above the horizon, decorating and 
cheering the elevated sphere she had 
just [1773] begun to move in, glitter- 
ing like the morning star full of life 
and splendor, and joy. O what a revo- 
lution! and what a heart must I have, 
to contemplate without emotion that 
elevation and that fall. * * * It is 
gone, that sensibility of principle, that 
chastity of honor, which felt a stain 
like a wound, which inspired courage 
whilst it mitigated ferocity, which en- 
nobled whatever it touched, and under 
which vice itself lost half its evil, by 
losing all its grossness. 


In the newly found papers the “ de- 
lightful vision” is still there, but the 
other qualities are either missing or 
arriving considerably later than 1773. 
Not until Louis had become reconciled 
with his frivolous Queen, and the long- 
hoped-for child was born, do the letters 
to MERCY-ARGENTEAU begin to justify 
the belief that MARIE ANTOINETTE was 
ever more “than a butterfly fluttering 
“over the lawns of the Petit Trianon 
“and of Versailles.” Those letters will 
be dealt with later in THE Times Mag- 
azine; the exhibits of today conform 
pretty generally to the impression which 
the Queen has made on_ historians. 
To have come to a tottering throne 
as a light-hearted child, from a nation 
with which an unpopular alliaricé had 
been made; to have married a kindly 
weakliny who permitted her to indulge 
in extravagances which ‘gained fot ‘htr 
the. sobriquet of “Madame -Deficit”; 
and to die on the guillotine for ‘the sins 
of an order of which she was’ bit an 
unthinking’ part—all these afe ntisfor- 
tunes for which the individual cannot, be 
blamed. Despite her weaknesses MARIE 
ANTOINETTE remains a glamourous crea- 
ture, and as her character is, drawn in 
the letters and papers readers -will -fol- 
low with fascination. ;

Statesmen 
know better now than to expect the peo- 
ple or races helped by them to acknowl- 
edge the debt handsomely. Lord CroMerR 
closed his book on modern Egypt with a 
quict reminder to Englishmen not to 
look for any thanks for what they had 
done for the Egyptians.

One powerful factor in favor of a 
federated Europe has not only been over- 
looked but sadly misunderstood. People 
think that the multiplicity of European 
tariff laws, trade laws, monetary laws, 
&c., must be: done away with. Not at all, 
The thing to do is not to repeal these 
Jaws under any circumstances but to 
keep them jealously on the statute books 
and neither obey them nor enforce them. 
That would immediately give us another 
United States.

But France will not be able to apply 
Gern.an reparations to that purpose 
if we insist that she pay us, as we 
have already done. The United States 
will get it all.

I am not asking for cancellation. 
In spite of statements by President 
Hoover, Mr. Mellon and others seem- 
Fo to indicate that we have can- 
celed large sums of what the Allies 
owed us, we have eanceled nothing. 
The illusion is created by computing 
the present value of the debts at the 
rate of 5 per cent. The Allies, ac- 
cording to the various agreements, 
will ‘pay us the whole amount they 
borrowed and much more in jnterest 
besides. ; ° 

All I ask for now is that the United 
States allow against their claims the 
value of the services rendered by the 
Allies to the United States while the 
United States was preparing - after 
she had declared war. 

America has treated her war claims 
against her associates as commercial 
transactions. Regarded as such we 
have been very generous in the low 
rate of interest we have charged. 
But these debts are not, were not and 
can never by any conceivable stretch 
of the imagination be called commer- 
cial transactions. War debts must 
never be treated in a business way— 
that is, they should be acknowledged 
and paid in time and where no set- 
offs exist. But commercial] transac- 
ticns have their own laws and regu- 
lations, and from every point of view 
they should not be. confused with war 
itransactions, which should be adiust- 
ed upon a different and higher plane.

It Is a Good: Machine With Which to Insure Peace, 


But It Needs a Few More Parts

An inventor of a new machine 
|makes a model to show how his ma- 
| chine will work. Then if he is lucky 
| he finds some cne who will finance 
| further investigation in the labora- 
tory. Finally the major difficulties 
seem to be overcome and a full-size 
machine is built. Then :cmes the 
acid test—will it do the work? At 
best the answer is usually a qualified 
affirmative—it may work, but only 
efter much further refinement and 
more experimentation will the ma- 
chine. gradually achieve its full pos- 
| sibilities. 

The Kellogg: pact is now going 
through this process. It has been 
hailed as a new piece of machinery, 
able to insure lasting peace to the 
world. It has been very carefull’ 
worded and has been studied by all 
the nations of the world. It was 
put into operation on July £4 with 
the high hopes of all mankind—but 
it didn’t quite do the job! The ma- 
chine needed a few more parts. 


Drifting Toward War. 
Russia and China both stated, as 
nations have always maintained, that 
they would not go to war except in 
self-defense, but border skirmishes 
contirued, no provisicn was available 


for the world to find out the actual 
happenings in Manchuria, and the 
countries are drifting toward actual 
warfare or at best a feeling of ten- 
'sion and suspicion and hostility that 
| will be very slow to die down. 
| What are the new parts that the 
Briand-Kellogg machine needs? 
| They are two: first, some fact-finding 
| machinery to make it possible for the 
world in géneral as well as. the 
people in the countries concerned to 
know exactly what is happening, and, 
second, some machinery that will al- 
most automatically come into use as 
the facts become clear, to settle 
both the immediate quarrel and 
| the underlying differences. Without 
these ‘two attachments the Kellogg 
pact is proving itself a machine that 
does not do all the work expected of 
it—mere words and pious wishes. 
Happily the needed extra machin- 
ery has already been invented, 
tested, and is available if we in 
America will only consent to its use. 
A simple resolution that in case of 
dispute the Council of the League of 
Nations be asked to send a neutral 
commission to the ssat of the trouble 
to report back as to exactly what is 
going on would solve the first diffi- 
culty. 


We Should Be Represented. 


Since the United States is the 
sponsor of the Kellogg pact it would 
be right and proper that her repre- 
sentative should sit with the Coun- 
cil for this temporary and particular 
purpose.

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RINGLING OF THE CIRCUS 








Yo the Editor of The Near York Times: 

Tue Timss article relating to John 
Ringling was of absorbing interest 
to. lovers of the circus. Any inac- 
curacies may be charged to the fact 


that no ‘‘life’’ has ever been written | 


about this remarkable family. 
Originally, there were seven Ring- 
ling brothers, Al, Alf T., Charles, 
John, Henry, A. G. and Otto. Their 
home was at MacGregor, Iowa. 
There their father, August Ringling, 
was a harness manufacturer. Al, 
the oldest of the brothers, was born 


in Chicago, and Otto in Baraboo, 
Wis. Prior to 1884 the boys or- 
ganized the Ringling Brothers 
Classic and Comic Concert Coeepany. 
Al, Ringling was an exceptio jug- 
gler, Charles was a _ violinist, Alf 
played the cornet, while the others 
were acrobats, singers and come- 
dians. John Ringling was the clown 
of the troupe, and in an old ‘pro- 
gram, dated 1882, he is billed as 
“The Emperor of Dutch Comedians 
in funny Dutch manoeuvres, . creat- 
ing roars of laughter with every 
move and every expression. John 
will introduce Dutch songs. positions, 
okes, sayings, hibdy-dibdy fazes and 
is roaring song and dance in big 
wooden shoes.’’ 

On May 19, 1884,.the brothers, hav- 
ing combined with ‘“‘Yankee’’ Robin- 
son, took the road with ‘‘Yankee 
Robinson and _ Ringling Brothers 
Great Double Shows, reus and 
Caravan.’’ They had a capital: of 
eleven wagons and_ twenty-two 
horses. Their billing announced«the 
joint venture as ‘‘making a combine 
of resources unparalleled in the his- 
tory of tented amusements.” At 
that time Barnum was at the height 
of his career, Bailey was at the top, 
and in.the front.rank were Adam 
. Forepaugh and the Sells brothers. 


|In the years to come. all of these 
were to be owned by the brothers 
who started in business with eleven 
wagons. They traveled 8,000 miles 
and gave 1,000 exhibitions before 
|they had an elephant.. For three 
| years their menagerie consisted of .a 
pony, a donkey and an eagle. 

In 1890 ‘“‘Ringling Brothers United 
Monster Railroad Shows, Great 


Triple Circus, Museum end Me- 
nagerie, Roman Hippodrome. and 
Universal World’s Exposition’’ had 
grown large enough to take to the 
railroad with a train of eighteen 
cars. Three elephants were in. the 
menageries., Since that time it has 
become the greatest organization of 
its kind the world has ever known. 
In 1907 they purchased Barnum and 
Bailey and in 1918 the two shows 
combined. 

After the circus had taken to the 
railroad the financial problems were 
in the hands of Otto Ringling, while 
Alf T. handled the press and Charies 
the advertising. Henry was_ in 
charge of the. front. door, Al .was 
the equestrian director and John had 
charge of the routing. 

Death removed one brother after 
another’ so that now only: John is 
left. Giant in stature, kindly of eye, 
quiet and- ified, is, uni- 
versally r zed by showmen as 
the great genius of the circus world.

But it is 
too early to talk of sanctions or to 
expect the pact to be wholly effective 
until fact-finding machinery is avail- 
able and until the way is made easy 
for selecting the ‘‘peaceful means’’ 
mentioned in the pact itself.

NEW WEATHER NAMES. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
The interesting contribution 
Professor Talman in THE TIMES con- 
cerning new weather names prompts 





British weather nomenclature which 
are not used in American weather 
reports, One, a capital V with a sub- 


script dash—sometimes an italic V is 
emploved—to indicate unusually good 
visibility. The iack of a definite and 
specific application of the symbol 
impairs its usefulness. 

A more useful term is ‘‘soud.” The 
name is applied to the detached 
lozenge-shaped clouds which one fre- 
quently observes under the nimbus 
layer of a clearing storm. They 
usually accompany the change of 
wind which marks the tail of a storm 
and the approach of fair weather. 

Instead of “‘ceiling’’ the term ‘‘lid”’ 
is commonly used by British meteor- 
ologists.. The term may not have 
been coined by Sir Napier Shaw, but 
he is probably. responsible for_ its 
employment. Moreover, the applica- 
tion is rather broader with British 
than with American weather men; it 
applies to the plane formed when 
one stratum of. air rests upon an- 
other differing therefrom in density. 

When. such a lid exists at a com- 

aratively low level, a dust cloud 

ay form on the under side of the 
plane of contact. One may very 


| often see a dust cloud hovering over 
| the bay during a time when the air 


is quiet;. atid. when the dust cloud 


|reaches to the.surface the air he- 
comes very hazy. . Several years ago, | 
on a trip to Staten Island, the dust | 


cloud: held down by a lid. was so 
strongly marked that it attracted the 
attention of the passengers of the 
ferryboat.'

It oc- 
curs also when the air over the prai- 
ries is still for a brief period of time;

Manchouli a Deserted Town, 
With Most of Its Shops and 
Homes Boarded Up. 


FEAR REIGNS 





AT HARBIN 


White Russians Having the 
Means Have Filed to Towns 
Controlled by Japanese.

MANCHOULI, Aug. 20.—The prai- 
rie town of Manchouli, the western- 
most point under Chinese control in 
North Manchuria, might have been 
ransported bodily from the early Da- 
lotas or from Western Canada, save 
for one feature—the prevalence of 
signs in the Russian alphabet. : 

There is nothing Chinese about 
Manchouli, unless one wanders far 
from the main streets and seeks out 
the typical narrow, filthy alleys of 
the Chinese quarter, where mud- 
walled houses predominate. The 
main streets, wide and crossing at 
right angles, show log houses, log 
stores, frame structures of various 
kinds and here and there a brick 
building, none of which is more than 
two stories in height. 

No one seems to know the popula- 
tion of Manchouli in normal times. 
Some estimates run as high as 28,000, 
some as low as 16,000. But every one 
is agreed that today there are only 
about 7,000 civilians in the place. The 
rest have fled, Chinese and White 
Russians and the women and chil- 
dren of the Japanese colony having 
gone eastward to Harbin. he 2,000 
“Red” Russian residents hurried 
westward across the Sino-Siberian 
border, less than three miles away. 
when Moscow sent China a three-day 
ultimatum after China had grabbed 
the Chinese Mastern Railway. 


Most of Homes Ate Empty. 


Today Manchouli is a dead town. 
The streets are deserted, most of the 
shops and a majority of the homes 
are empty and stand with windows 
and doors nailed tight. No saddle 
horses nor farmers’ teams are tied 
to the hitching posts along the main 
thoroughfares; the great shipping 
pens built for Manchurian and Mon- 
golian horses and cattle are empty. 

Even the railway yards are prac- 
tically empty, for singe Russo-Chi- 
nese relations were broken off three 
weeks ago the .Transsibetian trains 
have not been run over this route. 
Instead of being a busy section of the 
main railway line between the Pa- 
cific Ocean and Eurdpe. the 1,000 
miles of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way are now cut at Manchouli on the 
west ahd at Progranitchnaia on the 
east. Some of the rolling stock was 
caught in Russian greed and 
miich of what remains is standing on 
sidings at various stations filled with 
raaged Chinese goldiers. ; 

North Manchuria, which is as large 
as Great Britain and France com- 
bined, is today virtually paralyzed, 
partly by the economic blockade re- 
sulting from the ee of the rail- 
way by Russia and partly by fear of 
a Russian invasion. 

The Chinese are afraid of war with 
Russia; the White Russians living in 
North Manchuria fear the coming of 
Soviet Russian troops, so as many 4s 
could afford it have fled southward 
into the Japanese-controlled towns 
on the South Manchuria Railway; 
the Soviet Russian citizens still here 
fear reprisals from the Chinese and 
from the Whites if China and Russia 
actually go to war. 

No one knows exactly how many 
Russians nor how many Chinese live 
in North Manchuria. Harbin, a city 
of more than 400.000 people, boasts 
that it is ‘the largest white city in 
Asia,” and has more than 110,000 
resident Russians, most of them 
Whites. The Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way, until it was raided recently by 
the Chinese, employed 12,000 Soviet 
Russian citizens. Every city and 
town along the 1,000-mile stretch of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway has a 
large number of Russian residents, 
Reds and Whites, and here and there, 
in the valleys and on the plains. are 
colonies of Russian peasants, farm- 
ers and siock raisers. 


Four Different Regions. 


There are four distinctly different 
sections to North Manchuria, as seen 
from the railway. To the east is a 
mountainous region, where timber 
growth is heavy. Then come the 
plains of the vast Sungari . River 
Basin, with Harbin as the commer- 
cial capital. Westward of this im- 
mensely fertile region, which is like 
Iowa or Kansas, come the Khinhan 


Mountains. They are treeless, in the 
main, 

The railway pierces the crest of the 
Khinhan range by means of a tunnel 
more than three miles long, and then 
emerges on to the vast plateau, which 
is like the higher steppes of Siberia, 
save for occasional encroachment of 
great sand dunes from the Mongolian 
Desert on the south. This is the 
great range country, the paradise of 
cattlemen, sheep men and horse 
raisers. 

The Summers here are short, but 
because this great empire lies so far 
north the deys are long and pastur- 
age grows rapidly. The Wifters are 
ary, with little snow, so Winter graz- 
ing is usually assured. 

Six weeks from now Winter will 
have begun. Indeed, it seems to have 
begun today, for a brisk wind is 
sweeping across the rolling plains 
and the mercury stands at degrees 
—only six points above the frost liné. 
In Harbin, 525 miles eastward, in the 
Sungari Basin, the days are hot and 
muggy, but both in Harbin and here 
in Manchouli-the residents declare 
that the weather is unusual.

CHINESE PATENT LAW 
DISMAYS FOREIGNERS 


Only Natives Are Protected and 
They Can Patent Inventions 
of Others as Their Own.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 22.—Tranelation 
into English of China’s néw patent 
law has caused surprise and dismay 


to a large part of the foreign import- 
ing community in China, for it is re- 
vealed that unger the new atefute 
“only those of Chinese nationality’ 
may patent inventions in this coun- 


try. 
"Khe old patent law, promitiigs ced in 
1927 by the now defuiitt Peking 
Government, gave cotisidétable pro- 
tection to foreign itiventérs and for 
eign owtiers of patents, but this star- 
ute is specifically revoked by the 
new Nanking patent law. 

According to the consénsus of for- 
¢ign legal opinion in Shanghai the 
hew law, which authorigzts the pat- 
enting of adaptations ad applica- 
tions of foréign tmethods of manu 
facture, entitély violates all interna- 
tional agreémetits and gives foreign: 
ers no protection of any Kind. 

As the attorneys view thé possibil:- 
ties, an Arnericin might patent a 
new and valuable dévice of som 
kind and attempt to get internationa 
protection. He could not sectire pro- 
tection in China, and moftéover any 
Chinese citizen could copy and pat:

BRITISH ORGAN PLEASED 


Says the Nanking Government Can- 
not Be Regarded as Guardian 
of Press’s Freedom.

TIENTSIN, Aug. 18.—Wide diver- 
gence of opinion is shown in the 
Chinese and foreign newspapers of 
North China in their comments upon 
the fact that the Treaty Powers 
have refused China’s requést for an 
immediate surrender of extraterrito- 
riality. 

The Tientsin Ta Kung Pao, the 
most influential and fearless Chinese 
daily published in the North, laments 
that ‘‘imperialism’’ seems to be re- 
viving, and that the foreign powers 
are no longer as compliant in the 
face of China’s demands as they 
were half a year ago. 

The Ta Kung Pao declares that 
when Nationalist military successes 
were frequent, the Powers ‘‘both 
feared and respected the strength of 
the new government,’’ and in proof 
of this statement cites the surrender 
of the British concessions at Hankow 
and at Aiuklade, and the readiness 
of the United States to make a néw 
trade treaty immediately after the 
capture of Peking last year. 


Internal Strife Weakést Spot. 


‘“‘What the Powers consider as the 
weakest spot in the Chinese armor,” 
continues the Ta Kung Pao, ‘‘is the 
lack of intérnal peace. Pacification 
of the people is one of the first 
essentials to the abrogation of for- 
eign privileges in China. And it is 
particularly important to insure the 
independence of the Chinese judi- 
clary.’’ 

The Peking and Tientsin Times, 
British-owned daily published at 
Tientsin, takes another tack. It re- 
joices that ‘the limits of concession 
to clamor, unsupported by perform- 
ance, have been reached at last,’ 
and then reviews ‘‘what might have 
been” in the way of businéss de- 
moralization if the Treaty Powers 
had agreed to surrender extraterri-

AUCKLAND, New Zealand (*%).— 
Kidnapped by Maoris in childhood 
and virtually married. to a native 
chief, a white woman has been re- 
stored to her relatives after nearly 
thirty years. 

When a child of six, Caroline Per- 
rett went to tend the cows on her 

arents’ farm at Taranaki, North 
sland, New Zealand. She disap- 
eared and it was believed at the 
ime that she was carried off by 
Maoris in revenge for the distur- 
bance of their burial ground to make 
way for a railway. From then until 
recently no trace of her was found.

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THROWS NEW LIGHT 
ON KAISER QUARREL 


Berlin Paper Gets Details of 
Buelow Affair That Caused 
Sensation in 1908. 


EVOKED REICHSTAG REBUKE 


That Body in a Resolution Told 
Withelm to Keep Hands Off 
Foreign Affairs. 


New light is cast by the Abend, the 
evening edition of the Socialist Vor- 
warts of Berlin, on a famous inter- 
view the Kaiser had with an anony- 
mous noble British publicist which 
was published in The Daily Telegraph 
of London, Oct. 28, 1908. This inter- 
view demolished the entente which 
was being negotiated between Down- 
ing Street and Wilhelmstrasse, caused 
@® quarrel between Wilhelm and his 
Chancellor, Prince Bilow, and in- 
spired the Reichstag to pass a reso- 
lution telling the Kaiser to keep his 


mouth shut on international affairs. 

The revelations in the Abtnd are 
derived from docufnents in the ar- 
chives of the Chanéellor’s Depart- 
ment not hitherto available for pub- 
lication. According to them, the 
Kaisér quarreled with the Chancel- 
lor because Khe thought the latter aid 
not sufficiently protect his Majesty 
in the Reichstag debate which pre- 
peace the resolution ‘‘humiliating to 

im.’”’

POLICE REVEAL DETAILS 


“War-Widow Cult” Started 
Wives to Rid Themselves of 
Returning Spouses.

Recent editions of Budapest news- 
papers received here contain further 
details of the wholesale poisoning of 
husbands in the Hungarian Province 
of Szolnok, on the Theiss, fifty-four 
miles southeast of the capital. 

More than fifty exhumations in 
Nagyren and Tiszakurt and neigh- 
boring villages have brought the 
number of husbands known to have 
been poisoned to death up to an even 
hundred, while scores of widows 
have been arrested charged with 
murder, or held as suspects, until 
the cAusés of the demise of their 
husbands can be investigeted. 

So far the police have tracéd these 
murders back over a period of fifteen 
years—and suspect several of an 
earlier date. According to the na- 
tional police it has been proved that 
in the Winter of 1914-15, after all 
able-bodied men had départed for the 
World War, some of their wives be- 
ing lonély be to go about with 
young meén below military age, and

ized a ‘‘War-widow cult,’’ which 
évised Means to get rid of the hus- 
bands who réturned from the war.

PEKING, Aug. 1.—Residents of 
Peking who remove from the old cap- 
ital to Shanghai—from one city in 
China to another—are now forced to 
pay seven different taxés, totaling 
more than 27% per cent of the value 
of such household effects or other be- 
longings as they may take with them. 


In other words, for evéry $1,000 
worth of furniture, rugs, ornaments 
or other effects, the taxes levied for 
the privilege of movjng the goods 
amount to mote than $275. 

The freight charges from Peking to 
Tientsin, a distance of less than 90 
miles, are $1.40 on every 133 pounds 
From Tientsin to Shanghai the 
stedAmer fréights run to $14.80 on 
every 40 cubic feet.

PORT FROM BRITAIN 


Recent Nanking Conversations 
Involve the Cession of 
Wei-hai-Wei. 








OCCUPIED FOR 31 YEARS 





Nationalist Government Would Have 
It Linked With the Shantung 
Rail System. 





According to the Chinese national 
press, the conversations exchanged 
between Sir Miles Lampson, the 
British Minister at Nanking, with 
Dr. C. T. Wang, the Chinese Foreign 
Minister there, concerned the cession 
of Wei-hai-wei to China after a 
British occupation thereof of just 
thirty-one years. 

The matter of cession first came 
up at the.Washington disarmament 
conference in 1922, and negotiations 


followed which were discontinued on 
account of the parlous situation in 
the Shantung, of which province 
ei-hai-wei forms a part. 

The British acquired the site by a 
convention dated July 1, 1898, ‘‘for 
so long a period as Port Arthur shall 
remain in the occupation of Russia.’’ 
It was then anticipated that Russia 
would continue the fortification of 
Port Arthur and the naval base there, 
and that Great Britain would do the 
same with Wei-hai-wei. But the 
Portsmouth Treaty, which ended the 
Russo-Japanese ar in 1906, gave 
Port Arthur to Japan, and the London 
press then urged the British Govern- 
ment to make a new covenant with 
Peking by which Great Britain should 
remain in occupancy of Wei-hai-wei 
“for so long a period as Port Arthur 
shall remain in the occupation of

ut Downing Street declined to 
move in the matter as unnecessary, 
and, if not unnecessary, then as 
te dvigeneps to the good-will of Japan. 
here was the Anglo-Japanese treaty, 
which so well served the Allies in the 
World War but which was discon- 
tinued in 1922 for the nine-power 
convention. 

At the Washington conference, in 
February, 1922, after Japan had 
agreed to withdraw from the Shah- 
tung Peninsula, Lord Balfour, with 
certain reservations, suggested that 
Great Britain was ready to retire 
from Wei-hai-wei. Among his reser- 
vations were the stipulations that the 
harbor should be used by the British 
fleet and that the native port should 
be linked up by. rail with the 
Shantung system. This was accepted 
by Peking in principle and forma! 
negotiations for the cession were

Of 1922, or with their modified form, 
such &s the Peking Government was 
ready to sign in 1923, but Sir Miles 
rere sg is said to have pressed 
upoh Dr. Wang with some insistence 
that the good health of the British 
navy in the Far Hast had been due 
largely to bo Summer months spent 
in the hygienic conditions of ei- 
hai-weéi and that to link up the port 
with the Shantung system would be 
to the commercial advantage of 
China. 

Wei-hai-wei extends along’ the 
Shantung littoral, with a width of

ON SUBURBAN WELLS 


This Method of Obtaining 
Water Is Picturesque but by 
No Means Reliable. 








SYSTEM FULL OF SURPRISES 


Apparently It Makes a Difference 
Whether Well Is a Genuine 
or Pseudo Antique.

NEW CANAAN, Conn., Sept. 10.— 
One of the nature items of a very 
dry Summer is the fact that many 
wells in the suburban area around 
New York have either gone back on 
their owners entirely or have suf- 
fered, to say the least, a decided 
cramp in their style. In fact, it is| 
only since the recent rains that a 
real country water supply has been 
available in satisfactory volume. A‘- 
though the dryness of wells will 
never assume large importance in 
city news, urbanites are reminded 
that whereas the theme-song of the 
smart New York apartment is the 
tiled bath done in pastel tints, th: 
leit-motif of the country week-end 
cottage is the well, with or without 
the old oaken bucket. 

The wells that feature so promi- 
nently in the lives of week-enders 
may be classed as genuine antiques 
or merely pseudo-primitives. Both 
look alike to the casual. visitor, but 
within the pseudo-primitive type niet | 
be found a small bit of pipe, whic 
leads unobtrusivély to some place of | 
concealment in which lurks an auto-| 
matic pump. This departure from the} 
enuinely primitive or farmer’s we!l 
s explained by the unreasonable 
urge of the city-bred to bathe, and 
while in the city a bath may be mere- 
ly a cleanly habit, in the country a 
really truly-primitive well-bath is a 
day’s work for a strong man. 


Real Antiques Are Best. 


The advantage of the genuine an- 
tique well is that it is so blamed | 
primitive that it will never cease to 
function unless it dries up; on the 
contrary, it is amazing the number 
of things that go wrong with a well 
the minute city people buy it and 
stick a pipe down it. For instance, 
there is the sad story of some sensi- 
tive city folk who thought they de- 
tected an unpleasant flavor in their 
quaff of nature's fountain. Investi- 
gation produced the corpses of two 
extremely defunct squirrels. With- 
out oe the gastronomic sen- 
sations of the investigators, it may 
be recorded that when this well was 
pumped out for cleaning, beneath its 
receding waters were found every be- 
lievable and unbelievable form of 
household eguipensntt. 

With a well of the psuedo-primitivz 
type something more than a pump is 
required. First a local expert is called 
in who diagnoses the malady as con- 
fined to a piece of leather down at 
the end of the pine; the valve fooi- 
ing, or whatever it is, he avers, has 
been caught up by a bit of gravel or 
stone. Looking gloomily down the 
dark abyss, he suggests that as 
“‘they’s not more’n than three feet 
of water in it’’ any one ean go down 
the well with a Stilson wrench, screw 
off the last length of pipe, straighten 
out the valve-tongue and replace. The 
local expert does not offer himself to 
undertake this mission, but as you 
oN upon him you feel that perhaps 
his is all for the best. It is, as one 
might say, a matter of taste. 

Apparently there is nothing left but 
for the owner in person to go down 
the well. A ladder is brought and 
carefully cleaned as to its feet—a 
needless precaution, for it develops 
that with the bit of pipe running 
down the centre of the well there is 
no room for a ladder. It is one of 
these he-man jobs, to be done by in- 
serting one’s toes in the chinks of 
the mason work and bracing the back 
against the opposite wall, which, 
needless to say, has never been 
smoothed for this purpose. 

As to costume, since no fashion 
books dictate the proper form for 
this simple outdoor sport, the spirit 
of pure logic suggests brand new 
white tennis sneakers and a suit of 
fresh white pajamas, with a flash- 
light nonchalantly worn in the left 
pajama pocket. Next, the candidate 
for this sporting venture will have a 
thorough if genuinely primitive bath. 
This means that owing to the indis- 
position of the valve at the bottom 
of the pipe all of the water required 
must be hauled up. bucket by bucket, 
and heated on the stove in pails. 
After this has been poured into the 
tub by hand a bottle of disinfectant 
can be added for good luck. 


Not So Bad at First. 


Next, for the feat itself. For the 
first five minutes, descending into a 
well on a hot Summer day offers con- 
siderable attraction, especially whea 
the athlete knows that there is only 
& yard or so of water at the bottom 
should his foot slip..

rough against the shoulders, but the 
atmosphere is cool and serene, Ar-

Not willing to 
risk anything more being dropped 
down the well while he occupies it, 
the owner now climbs back to the 
surface, hurling the thrice-cursed 
pail far from him. 

Follows another descent into the 
cool depths, and some fierce work 
with the pipe-wrench, for the joint is 
under water. Then tying both pipe- 
length and tool to the cord,.to be 
drawn up after his own retreat, the 
explorer once more emerges. The of- 
fending gravel is found, removed, the 
leather to @ rearranged, and a 
third descent is in order. This time, 
in spite of feverish activity with the 
pipe-wrench, the three feet of water 
gets to feeling fairly arctic in tem- 
perature.

HAVANA, Cuba, Sept. 9.—The 
“Sala de Distincion,”’ for years con- 
sidered one of the regular institu- 
tions of the Havana jail, has been 
done away with, and moncy can no 
longer buy privileges that are out of 
reach of the ordinary prisoner, who 
generally enters the institution with- 
out funds. Time was when a small 
outlay of cash entitled a prisoner to 
immunity from work and the privi- 
lege/of leading a comparatively soft 
life in a special cell or ward removed 
from the common herd. Beds were 
provided for these paying guests, and, 
on the whole, their lot was not of 
that nature associated with the in- 
mates of the proverbial Spanish dun-~- 
a erhis is one of the improvements 
introduced since the removal of the 
penal institution from the building 


at. the foot of the Peado to Principe 
Castle, formerlv used as the national 


ment for the accommodation of spe- 
cially ‘‘distinguished’’ inmates, but 
entry into this ‘‘sala’’ must be earned 
by meritorious conduct on the part 
of the prisoner. Character and recti- 
tude must be shown bv the inmate 
before he will receive the privileges 
of this department. Money does not 
enter into the question. 

Years ago at the Prado jail a well- 
equipped bar was one of the features 
of the institution, prisoners who had 
money. being privileged to buy drinks. 
This, too, is now a thing of the past. 

Minors who are confined in prison 
no longer are cooped up with hard- 
ened delinquents, but get privileges 
that tend to raise their moral tone.

CUBA SEEKS WEATHER DATA 


Plans Bureau on British Island to 
Forecast Storms.

HAVANA, Sept. 4.—Great incon- 
venience, with undue risk of lives 
and property due to storms usually 
affecting the island of Cuba during 
the month of October and whicn 
originate in the Caribbean Sea, is 
caused through lack of an adequate 
meteorological observatory in the 
island of Grand Caiman, according 
to the director of the National Ob- 
servatory in Havana. 

Nearly all the storms which strike 
Cuba in the Fall are formed in the 
Caribbean, and should an observa- 
tory be built at Grand Caiman ad- 
vices as to the velocity, intensity 
and course of the wind could be fore- 
cast many hours before reaching the 
Cuban coast. Data and statistics 
could also be furnished by such a 
station in a daily weather report 
which would prove of great value to 
the Government and poopie of Cuba. 
The island of Grand man belongs 
to Great Britain and the Government 
of Cuba will soon seek to establish 
a station on the idland.

Amalgamated Heads Use More Care 
in Work to Avoid Trouble 
With Court.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept.. 12.—The 
temporary injunction issued by Fed- 
eral Judge W. H. Kirkpatrick against 
the Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
of America last Monday, following 
complaints brought against the union 
by eight clothing manufacturers of 
Philadélphia, drew public attention 
to a unionization campaign that has 
been regarded in labor quarters as 
one of the most important undertak- 
ings of the year. 

Acting under authority of the 1928 
convention of the Amalgamated, the 
union’s national officers have 
launched a carefully planned, well- 
backed movement designed to con- 
vert Philadelphia from the greatest 
open shop centre in the country, from 
the clothing workers’ standpoint, to 
pra unionized manufacturing 
city. 


‘40 furnish funds for the enterprise 
about 100,000 members of the union 
in all parts of the country have as- 
sessed themselves eight hotrs’ work, 
the proceeds from which are expected 
to be between $800,000 and $1,000,000. 
Part of this fund is for ttse in the 
payment of strikers’ benefits to 
workers, men and women, who walk 
out when their employers refuse to 
listen to the union’s suggéstions for 
establishment of contrattual rela- 

ons. 


Hillman Ditected Drive. 


Up until the time, a few months 
ago, when the Amalgamated pre- 
pared to advance upon Philadelphia, 
it maintained only a skeleton organi- 
zation in this city. After the pre- 
liminary lines had been laid out and 
the Organization strengthened, Sid- 
ney Hiuman, genéral president of the 
Amalgamated, came here to direct. 
the intensive drive, with the aid of 
Sidney KissMen and Hyman Blum- 
berg, members of the general exécu- 
tive board. 

Accofding to figures gathered by 
the organizers, there were about 10,- 
000 non-union cutters, operators, 
pressers and finishers in the local 
shops, bolstered with 2,500 ufiion 
members, at the start of the actual 
campaign late in June. Now, the 
union officials declare, it is a ‘‘50-50 
proposition,’’ and favorable settle- 
ments with the plants whose em- 
ployes were on strike this week would 
give the union 75 per cent of the 
workers in the Philadelphia district. 

The first real snag in two mohths 
of intensive effort by the organizers 
came with the issuance of Judge 
Kirkpatrick’s temporary injunction 
after the plaintiff tirms had charged 
the Amalgamated with conducting a 
campaign of violence, intimidation 
and bribery. 


Order Is Sweeping. 
Sweeping in its character, the or- 
der forbids the union and its officers 
from interfering in any way with the 
employes of the eight firms or with 
the companies’ production and ship- 


oa of clothing. It specifically for- 
ds: 
“Combining or conspiring together 
or with any other persons, firms or 
corporations to bring about a strike 
or strikes in the factories of com- 
plainants or any of them and thereby 
interfere with the production and 
shipment of clothing,’ and declares 
the Amalgamated must not ‘‘picket 
on or near the premises of complain- 
ants or on the highways leading 
thereto in any manner with the pur- 
pose and for the effect of intimidat- 
ing, annoying, embarrassing or 
through fear exercising moral coer- 
cion over those lawfully employed by 
complainants or who may desire to 


‘enter the employ of complainants, 


whether actual force or violence be 
used or not.” 

The order contains nearly a dozen 
other sections, closing with the warn- 
ing not to use ‘any moneys or other 
property of the Amalgamated Clotk- 


ing Workers of America for the pur-| 


pose of employing its members or 
others to ensault. threaten, intimi- 
date, insult, annoy, follow or direct 
abusive or derisive language or op- 
probrious epithets against the em- 
ployes of the complainants or any 
persons who desire to enter the em- 
ploy of complainants or use such 
funds or money in aid or furtherance 
of or reward for the doing of any of 
the acts hereinabove enjoined.”’ 

It was the view among ufiion offi- 
cers that the order, despite its sweep- 
ing nature, would not greatly inter- 
fere with the progress of the union- 
izing campaign. Picketing was con- 
tinued this week at several of the 
plants, but the pickets were instruct- 
ed to 8 to nobody and to do 
nothing that would make them liable 
to arrest for contémpt of court. 


Campaign Follows Long Effort. 
The Philadelphia campaign of the 


Amalgamated follows eighteen years | artic 


of effort to organize the clothing 
trade in the principal industrial cen- 
tres. It be » union officers said 
here in tracing the high spots of the 
movement, with the organization of 


the Hart Schaffner & Marx shop of 
6,300 workers on the basis of ‘‘the 
most highly civilized contract in the 
labor world,’’ extended through the 
whole Chicago markét, then to Roch- 
ester and New York. Philadelphia’s 
turn came next, and two years were 
put aside by the national ye ge of 
tion for the unionizing of this, 
known to labor as the ‘‘sweatshop 
market.’’ 

Early in July the first employer 
capitulated and agreed to the on 
contract. This involved about 350 
workmen. Then days later another, 
employing .450, signed a _ contract. 
Early in A’ after a four weeks’ 
strike, another settled. Each week 
Since has produced new strikes, or 
new settlements, or both. The strikes, 
in the words of union officials, are 
“strikes to end strikes.’’ They point 
with satisfaction to the eighteen-year 
non-strike record of the first large 
plant to adopt the union’s principles, 
and they declare their work will go 
on wun Philadelphia is a union 
market.

Legal Comment on Current Events 





Thirteenth Juror Might Have Averted the Mistrial at Gastonia 
—System Used in Some States—Gambling 
in the Law’s Eyes.

In each of our States 
there are numerous 
associations and com- 
mittees, some com- 
posed wholly of law- 
yers, some of lawyers and laymen 
together, all earnestly working in 
the cause of law reform. These are 
supplemented by the efforts of na- 
tional organizations. Why more 
rapid and definite progress is not 
made is a long story. But in a very 
real sense the procedural experi- 
ments and éstablished legal improve- 
ments in cach State afford lessons 
or examples for every other juris- 
diction, and yet the benefits which 
should accrue from the opportunities 
thus afforded are often long delayed. 

The ‘mistrial’ in the Gastonia 
murder prosecution at Charlotte, N. 
C., in which sixteen defendants were 
charged with the assassination of 
Chief of Police Aderholt, because 
one of the jurors, after the trial had 
proceeded many days, became vio- 
lently insane, iilustrates the point. 
If, under the laws of North Caro- 
lina, the practice allowing an alter- 
nate juror had prevailed, the iliness 
or incapacity of one member of the 
jury would not have interrupted the 
sey ym of the trial, as the substi- 
ute would immediately have taken 
the place of the regular juror who 
had become incapacitated. Instead 


of this, the many days consumed in 
the examination of 385 prospects 
that a jury of twelve might be se- 
lected, and the additional days con- 
sumed in the introduction of evi- 
dence before Judge Barnhill, all go 
for naught. It will now be more dif- 
ficult than it was before to secure 
a jury at the special court term 
ed by Governor Gardner for neley 
30, because of the increased public 
which the case has had and the pre- 
vailing legal theory that to secure a 
ry of complete impartiality for the 
rial of persons presumptively inno- 
cent, though charged with crime, it 
is essential that no tentative opinion 
concerning the guilt of the accused, 
founded upon newspaper articles, cr 
gossip or rumor, shall have been 
formed.

girl, he faced a jury of thirteen men 
—twelve regulars and one alternate. 

To the alternate juror, where the 
practice prevails, the same oath is 
administered as to the regular mem- 
bers, the alternate’s plaee in court 
is near the regular jury, with equal 
Opportunity for seeing and hearing 
the proceedings and equal duty to 
obey the orders and admonitions of 
the court concerning the conduct of 
the jury. If the twelve regular jury- 
men get through the case without 
illness or incapacity, as is usual, the 
extra juror ceases to function, tak- 
ing no part in the delibérations or 
the verdict. \ 


To the rule 
that all law ré 
forms must sur- 
vive ai deter- 
mined challenge 
on constitutional grounds, the alter- 
nate or thirteenth juror innovation 
has been no excéption. Such objec- 
tions are not necéssarily frivolous or 
perverse, and no citizen need be crit- 
icized for invoking the Constitution 
as the ultimate test for any law. In 
California, where the alternate juror 
practice prevails in civil as well as 
criminal trials, its constitutionality 
was contested in a celebrated crimi- 
nal prosecution, involving the mys- 
terious disappearance of Jacob 


Charles Denton of Los Angeles, fol- 
lowed by a charge of first-degree 
murder supported wholly by circum- 
stantial évidénce. 

The facts shown were that Mr. 
Denton, who was a wealthy recluse, 
living alone in his somewhat preten- 
tious residence, decided to rent it, 
and Mrs. Louise Peete, not previ- 
ously acquainted with Denton, ap- 
péared in résponse to an advertise- 
ment. Terms wére quickly arranged 
between them and a lease consum- 
mated. Mr. Denton was last seen 
alive a few days later. Mrs. Peete 
occupied the house for three months, 
then sublet the premises and re- 
moved to Denver. Denton had a 
niece living in Phoenix, Ariz., who 
heard infrequently from him. After 
the lapse of séveral months without 
information, the niece employed a 
Los Angeles lawyét, who, with a 
private detective, uridertook a searth 
for the missing man. They began, 
by visiting the Denton résidence in 
Los Angélés, which had been leased 
to Mrs. Peete four months before. 

ing the house from attic to 
cellar for clues, théir efforts seemed 
fruitless until attention was at- 
tracted to the door 6f a closet under 
a staircase in the basement. Two 
boards had been placed across the 
face of the door and the nails which 
held them appeared to have been 
hammered in a clumsy manner. Ob- 
structing the same door were boxes, 
containi miscellaneous household 
Gébris. Upon prying off the boards 
and opening the door, the interior of 
the com ent was found to be 
piled high with waste and discarded

had been stuffed around it in such

closet floor. They obtained a shovél 
and dug into the mound. They soon 
uncovered a shoe. The shoe con- 
tainéd a human foot.

police.”” The police came, the earth 
was shoveléd away, the body of a 
man was disclosed wrapped in a 
quilt and tied about with rope. The 
rope was wound a number of times 
around the body and knotted, in 
such manner as to fasten the arms 
to the side. The condition of the 
remains indicated that death had 
taken place several months before, 
but by the clothing, an initialed d<it 
buckle, a ring upon the dead man’s 
left hand and the cuff buttons worn, 
the body was identified as that of 
Denton. The autopsy disclosed a 
wound at the base of the skull which 
might have been made by a pistol 
bullet, though there were other indi- 
cations that death might have been 
due to strangling. 


When Mrs. Peete, 
Convictionby who had _. been 
Circumstantial Denton’s tenant, 
Evidence, was questioned, 
she made evasive 
and conflicting statements, and it 
was shown that she had taken pos- 
session of some of Denton’s personal 
effects and had sold them. Having 
been indicted, she did not take the 
stand in her own defense, and the 
suspicious circumstances were left 
unexplained. After the trial had 
proceeded two weeks, one of the reg- 
ular jurors became seriously ill, and 
the alternate juror, one Odell, who 
had beén sworn in as such at the 
beginning of the trial, took the 
place of the sick juror who retired. 
The case continued during several 
weeks more. A verdict of guilty was 
‘rendered although, according to 
Judge Finlayson of the District 
Court of Appeals, ‘‘no eyewitness to 
the tragedy was produced, there was 
no diréct evidence of the agg 3 of 
Denton, nor was there any direct 
evidence connecting the defendant 
with the homicide.” This vérdict 
was attacked in the Appellate Court 
on the ground, among others, that 
the Constitution of the State assur?d 
to persons accuséd of crite a trial 
by jury as known to the common 
law, and that the statutory variation 
in the provision for the alternate 
juror was in conflict with the Con- 
stitution. But Judge Finlayson, for 
@ unanimous court, held that the 
practice pursued did not violate the 
esséntials of trial by jury at common 
law, and the verdict of guiity was 
affirmed. 


While the early com- 
mon law did not favor 
gambling, its disapprov- 
ing attitude was not so 
clearly defined as that 
of modern American jurisprudence, 
under legislative enactments, most 
of which are verbally prohibitive. 
But gambling is easier to forbid in 
language than to prohibit, in fact, 
and this vice in various forms is 
rather prevalent everywhere, in spite 
of the efforts of Legislatures and 
courts to prevent it. The common 
gambler has been an especial object 
of abhorrence and denunciation in 
American courts, a New York judge 
having once declared—‘‘A common 
gambler is a common nuisance. Jn- 
sensible to honor, deaf to pity, and 
bent upon plunder, he is a human 
cormorant, more detestable than tre 
bird of prey itself.’’ 

Under the English common law, 
wagéring contracts were not void 
per se, though the courts refused to 
enforce them where they violaced 
principles of decency or morality or 
public policy, or were injurious to 
third persons. It has been held dy 
English judges that a wager con- 
cerning the date upon which one of 
the wagering parties would marry 
was contrary to public policy, as 
tending improperly to influence the 
occurrence of the event; that a 
wager on the date of peace between 
England and France was unenforci- 
ble; that a bet between A and B on 
the result of B’s examination for 
admission to the bar, B_ betting 
against himself, would not be sanc- 
tioned, because the determination of 
the Wager lay in B’s own hands. On 
another occasion, a wager concern- 
ing the amount of ‘‘hop duties’’ co!- 
lected in England was held invalid 
for the quaint reason that it involved 
“improper inquiry into the pubiic 
revenue.””. But there are examples 
of actions for money won at Dlay 
which have been sustained by Hing- 
lish courts. Other instances have vc- 
curred on the Continent of Europe, 
where at the present time litigation 
involving judicial recognition of the 
legal obligation of a ‘‘debt of honor’’ 
is not infrequent. ; 

Recent cable dispatches describe 2 
lawsuit pending in a court of Nice, 
France, revealing extraordinary 
facts as well as a unique legal prob- 
lem, interesting as such, when the 
contractual elements of the case are 
considered as unaffected by the cir- 
cumstance of gambling.

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VENEZUELA REVOLT 
SAID T0 BE BREWING 


Unrest There Seen as Part of 
Highly Organized Program 
of Intelligent Exiles. 





POPULAR RULE THEIR AIM 





Plotters for Liberation From Present 
Regime Reported Ready to 
Guard Foreign Rights.

BALBOA, Canal Zone, Sept. 4.— 
The present unrest in Venezuela is 
no spasmodic insurrection, but is ob- 
viously part of a highly organized 
program that has for its object the 
overthrow of the present govern- 
ment, according to information re- 
ceived here from reliable sources in 
Venezuela. 

The so-called revolutionaries are 
largely cultured and intelligent ex- 
iles who are compelled to live away 
from their native land. They have 
plenty of money at their command, 
otherwise they could not charter a 
vessel like the Falke and purchase 
the lar amount of war material 
which that vessel carried. Further, 
their plans must be well thought out 
beforehand, as indicated by the ar- 
rival of the Falke at a prearranged 
spot on the Venezuelan coast at the 
prescise moment when the local] in- 
su nts were ready to go on board 
and arm themselves for the attack 
on Cumana. 

The whole country is e 
really. violent outbreak, and recently 
thére were strong rumors in Mara- 
caibo that General Urbino, the leader 
of the attack on Curacao last June, 
was advancing on the city with his 
rebel forces from the north, having 
ee over from the State of Fal- 
con. 


Troops Rushed to Guard City. 
Whether true or not, the rumor 
was not without effect, for large 
bodies of soldiers and armed police 
were rushed out of town to meet the 
supposed invaders, while parties of 


troops have been stationed along the 
main highway from Maracaibo to 
the Colombian frontier toward Rio 
Hacha as lookouts for possible rebel 
invaders from that direction. 

As a matter of fact, three or four 
hundred determined men could cap- 
ture Maracaibo with comparative 
ease, as the local garrison is very 
small. Maracaibo, besides being the 
céntre of the oil industry in which 
millions of American, English and 
Dutch dollars are invested, is also 
Venezuela’s richest city, and the 
government at Caracas draws nine- 
tenths of its revenue from Maracaibo 
in the form of import duties and 
petroleum export taxes. The cap- 
ture of Maracaibo by revolutionaries 
would be a serious matter and might 
possibly call for foreign intervention. 

This the revolutionaries would wel- 
come, for they are not bandits, but 
serious-minded men, with the wel- 
fare of their country at heart, men 
who want to see théir country con- 
stitutionally governed by a popularly 
elected government, which is some- 
thing unknown in Venezuela pen 
In fact, the average citizen could 
not tell you what a vote was if you 
asked him. 

The revolutionaries have, to further 
their cause, it is rumored, already 
approached the leading foreign oil 
companies and have undertaken to 
respect all their rights and conces- 
sions if théir campaign proves suc- 
cessful. Thus the foreign companies 
seem to have nothing to fear from a 
revolutionary success. 


Gomez Is Still in Power. 


On the other hand, the Venezue- 
lan Government under General 
Gomez, who, although no longer 
president, is, nevertheless, as chief 
of the army and navy, still the 
‘“‘power behind the throne,’ has 
everything to fear from foreign in- 
tervention. The revolutionaries 
could demand, and rightly, since the 
rig yae governmént is a government 
y force of arms only, that a popu- 
lar election be held under, say, 
American control, as in Nicaragua. 
Jt is consideréd likély that General 


ecting a 





Gomez and his party would be de- 
feated in such an election. 

The feeling is widespread that if 
this has to come it. had better come 

uickly and be done with, otherwise 

mez, who is already. an old man, 
may die and then every State presi- 
dent will consider himself a candi- 
date for the presidency of the re- 
public and the whole country will be 
reduced to chaos. 

General Perez Soto, president of 
the State of Zulia, who is considered 
by some of Gomez’s stanchest sup- 
porter and by others as his greatest 
rival, plays a waiting game, but that 
he fears treachery is proved by the 
fact that now he never attends a 
public dance or other function with- 
out a bodyguard of six or eight 
armed men. Further, all vessels 
now arriving at Maracaibo, even in- 
nocent tankers coming from Curacao 
for their cargoes of oil, are searched 
from stem to stern for possible arms 
for the rebels. From these precau- 
tions it is not unreasonable to ex- 
pect that Maracaibo will soon be 
the scene of revolutionary activities. 


Strict Censorship Maintained. 


A strict censorship is maintained 
by the present government, particu- 
larly as regards printed matter com- 
ing into the country, all unfavorable 
reports or comment being cut out of 
foreign newspapers before they are 
delivered to the addressees. 


This cutting of newspapers is so 
intelligently done that it can hardly 
be a —_ aoe he: prema a 
sorship. s re as e 
that the Venezuelan consuls in New 
York, London, Curacao and other 
foreign centres make it their busi- 
ness to advise their governments by 
cable of any adverse comments and 
articles about their country appear- 
ing in particular issues of newspa- 
pers and magazines, so that the 
postal authorities in Venezuela know 
just what issues to watch for. 

A recent exam 
in the case of a Curacao daily, which 
contained a brief paragraph on the 
formation of a corps of citizen 
guards as a precaution against an- 
other raid on the island like the 
disastrous one last June. This item 
was cut out on arrival of the issue 
in Venezuela and the only inference 
is that the Venezuelan Government 
does not wish the idea of armed citi- 
zens to be put into the heads of the 
Venezuelan masses. 

It is a serious crime to criticise 
the government, according to Vene- 
zuelan law. That is why the truth 
about Venczuela is never learned ex- 
cept from some traveler who has 
visited the country. The local pa- 
pers must either flatter the govern- 
ment or say nothing, in order to 
maintain their existence, and if they 
say nothing they are looked upon 
with suspicion, the government’s 
view being that ‘‘all those who are 
not openly for us must be secretly 
against us.”’ 

oreigners residing in Venezuela 
are particularly prohibited from crit- 
icising the government in any way 
and those doing so are liable to im- 
mediate expulsion.

Paris Restaurant Urges “Be Orig- 
inal and Don’t Steal Salt Cellar.’ 


During the tourist season most of 
the restaurants on the left bank of 
the Seine have depended for their 
patronage on the good-will of guides 
and other interested persons devoted 
to the gentle art of showing the 
stranger the sights of Paris. But 
these guides claimed commissions, 
and often their charges took away 


with them table souvenirs whose total 
was expensive. 

+ Recently the restaurant owners 
have changed. They no longer y 
commissions to ‘‘runners,’’ whil 
their menu cards bear little legends 
which are tes ae to discourage the 
souvenir fiend. They advertise a la 
Américane on little bulletins distrib- 
utéd at the railways stations and the 
hotels. One of them announces that, 
although his prices are no higher than 
those of his competitors and the food

clients from their hotels or apart- 
ments by motor car if they order 
their meals for a fixed time, and the 
motor car charge ‘‘will not be added 
to the bill.’’

Paper Printing Communication Is 
Confiscated, but Pilsudski Asks 
Cenference. 


When it was announced carly this 
month in "Warsaw that Premier 
Casimir Switalski of Poland had 
visited Ignace Daszynski, the Social- 
ist President of the Sejm, and told 
him of the Premier’s intention to 
call a conference: of representatives 
of all the Parliamentary groups to 
discuss the budgct work of Pzrlia- 
ment, there was great oxcitement in 
the Polish Republic. Premier Swi- 
talski explained thet Marshal Joseph 


Pilsudski, the near-dictator, contrary | 


to his usual disdainful attitude to- 
ward Parliament, had expressed a 
desire to take part in this confer- 
ence. 

Optimists cmong the Poles are 
hailing this announcement as the 
first step toward the actual restora- 
tion of Parliamentary government 
and an era of better understanding 
among the various political parties 
into which the republic's citizens arc 
divided. . During the last few months 
scattered news reports from Poland 
have indicated increasing strength 
of the Parliamentary clements, espc- 
cially the Socialists, xs,evidenced by 
their leaders’ open challenze to the 
reactionaries, who have been talking 
about a real Fascist coun d’état and 
setting up a 100 per cent dictatorship, 
to go ahead and try it if they dared. 

Amopg the forces that Se aX have 
induced Marshal, Pilsudski to ‘change 
his mind about the value -of ‘the 
Polish Parliament was an open let- 
ter addressed to Ignace Moscicki, 
President of the republic, bv his one- 
time comradc-in-arms in the Polish 
Sccialist moverent. Boleslaw Lima- 
novski, the 95-yeartold Socialist 
member of. the Polish ‘Senate. This 
veteran fighter for Polish liberty, 
who entered ths fray almost seventy

His. letter was, vrinted in 
Robotnik, the official Polish Socialist 
newspaner, on ‘Aug.

HE author of this book ought 
to be in a position to write 
authoritatively upon a sub- 
ject which has gripped the 
world and held it in such a short 
span of years. He is one of the 
great birdmen of his day and as 
such he has known personally most 
of the men who have made aviation 
history. His own achievements in 
the air include that of being the 

first human being to travel at a 
rate of speed in excess of 200 miles 
an hour; he was second in the Pulit- 
zer Trophy race; and, only a short 
two years ago, he was pilot of the 
first airplane to make a flight from 
the Pacific Coast to Hawaii. As 
Genera! Summerall says in his fore- 
word, ‘‘His own attainments have 
been such that to him ‘Knights of 
the Air’ is a familiar subject.’ 

This book is no ‘‘Who's Who”’ 
of airmen. It is much more than 
that. It is a history of aviation 
written by a man who not only 
knows how to fly but how to tell 
other people what an interesting 
thing flying is and what interesting 
lives fliers live. 

He takes you down to Kill Devil 
Hill at Kitty Hawk, N. C., and lets 
you see the Wright brothers 
struggling with their gliders and 
gives you a close insight into the 
serious manner in which these 
solemn, but lovable brothers, go 
about their task of conquering the 
air. How patient they were in the 
face of ridicule! How strong in the 
face of failure! Men fly? What a 
preposterous idea! Down all the 
arches of the years men had 
watched birds in flight, dreamed 
of it, made mythical griffins with 
wings and lions of St. Mark's with 
wings and winged dragons.

So Marlborough ‘‘cried that he 
could not eat, he could not sleep 
nights, so much did he worry about 
the disgraceful manner in which he 
had treated the true King.”’

“Stranger Fidelities” and Other New Works of F iction 


STRANGER FIDBLITIES. By 
Mathilde Biker. 304 pp. New 
eo Doubleday, Doran Co. 


ATHILDE EIKER’S art has 
matured and mellowed since 
she wrote ‘‘Over the Boat- 
side’; its brilliancy has 
been touched with sympathy and 
warmth. She has never told a 
simpler nor more human story 
than that of “Stranger Fidelities.” 
Yet her method is so oblique and 
suggestive that, under her pen, the 
simplest facts seem touched with 
strang and gl . Thus the 
character of Marie-Héléne, the 
heroine of ‘Stranger Fidelities,”’ 
which is compounded of simple 
and trustworthy virtues, seems 
curious and almost superhuman. 
In Marie-Héléne, Miss Eiker has 
drawn an impressive feminine 
portrait. Yet, by a seemingly un- 
warranted failure, it is not a 
memorable portrait. It is almost 
as if Miss Eiker, in distilling too 
finely the essential qualities of 
Marie-Héléne's nature, had lost 
that balance and proportion, that 
admixture of less essential! traits, 
which would have made Marie 
Héléne human and realizable. In 
spite of its fineness, the portrait 
does not quite cohere. 
Marie-Héléne, young and un- 
trained in the makeshifts and 
evasions of life, was nevertheless 
a thorough Frenchwoman. She 
brought to her marriage, nat love— 
for she had never dreamed of 
loving the commonplace and un- 
imaginative Laduran' every 
possible attribute of fidelity and 
consideration. It was a primary 
instinct in her nature to please and 
content the man who had chosen 
her for his wife. During the war, 
while Ladurantaye was in the 
trenches, and while his personality, 
never too: strong in her memory 
had been effaced by his long 
absence, Marie-Héléne fell deeply 
in love with an American lieu 
tenant, John Megiassen. They lived 
together in Paris, and their rela- 
tionship was the fulfillment of 
Marie-Héléne’s highest desires. 
When Ladurantaye returned from 
the war, he found his wife await- 
ing him, ready as always to devote 





Megiassen, for his part, found that 
his future promised to be empty 
without Marie-Héléne. After Ladu- 
rantaye’s death released Marie- 
Héléne from her obligations, Meg- 
lassen tried to find her. His at-

wealthy American Colonel. Colonel 
Barbour loved Marie-Héléne and 
found her everything desirable in 
a wife; but the knowledge of her 
love for his fellow-townsman, Meg- 
lassen, caused him to remove to 
California—a safe distance from 
temptation. In the meantime, Meg- 
lassen, convinced by Marie-Héléne’s 
aunt that her husband was not 
dead, had married Philippa, for 
whom he had always been casually 
destined. 

With Colonel Barbour, Marie 
Héléne built a martiage which 
seemed ideal. Meglassen, with the 
help of Philippe, built a family and 
a career. Marie-Héléne did not love 
her husband, but she was perfect 
in her relation to him, and faithful 
to her marriage settlement. John 
loved Philippa, after a fashion, and 
he was faithful to his career. The 
infidelities of these two had been 
strange, but their fidelities were 
stranger. After Colonel Barbour’s 
death, Meglassen and Marie-Héléne 
found each other once more—but 
only for a brief interlude such as 
their life in Paris had been.

ters, so that there is here nothing 
that has not been long known to 
the reading world. But it is inter- 
esting to have so many of them 
thus brought together. For the vol- 
ume makes a sort of laboratory for 
the study of the heart of the female 
of the species when under the stim- 
ulus of the emotion of love.

E suppressed letters of 
Marie Antoinette have 
at last been discovered 


in the secret archives 
of Vienna. Their yellowed 
pages are available to com- 
plete the tragic story of a 
heroine who, in the French 
mind, wil) always remain The 
Queen, the last Queen of 
France. With the aid of these 
long-tumored letters it is now 
possible to review one of the 
most poignant tragedies of 
history, a tragedy whose im- 
mediate stage was the Paris 
of 150 years ago, but whose 
wider stage was all Europe. 
The reverberations of this 
tragedy echo and re-echo to 
this day. Immense though its 
imperaona) issues were. the 
tragedy of the French Revo- 
lution attained its grandest 
heights of drama in the 
triumphantly feminine figure 
of Marie Antoinette, one of 
the most appealing, the most 
adored, the most maligned, 
the most discussed, of all the 
women of history. 

She was found guilty at her 
trial of having intrigued with 
the foreign enemies of France 
and of having fomented civil 
war. So venomous were the 
passions which raged about 
her that her trial and the 
verdict which condemned her 
have been the subject of a 
controversy which continues 
to this day. It has been called 
a mock trial, an insult, a 
farce; and so in many re- 
spects it was, for no man 
could have curbed the ac- 
cumulated wrath which beat 
during those twenty mortal 
hours upon the lonely woman 
clad in mourning who stood 
listening with unflinching 
calm to the thunders of 
Fouquier-Tinville and the 
,murmurs of women knitting 
‘in the corner. 


Now that her suppressed 
letters have at last become 
available, the soundness of 
the main lines of the verdict 
against her can no longer be 
questioned. With the eyes of 
all Europe on the Tuileries, 
where the royal family of 
France were virtually prisoners, she wrote 
and smuggied out letters in which she 
sought to effect first a mobilization on the 
frontier of revolutionary France and finally 
a regrouping of the powers which should 
bring about a ter-revoluti y in- 
vasion in overwhelming strength. Some of 
these letters have already been discovered 
and published. More of them, what are 
believed to be the last of them, are now 
available. Here at last is more conclusive 
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evidence than any we have yet had, an 
appalling abundance of it, all set down by 
her own hand. She died with the high 
courage of the ancien régime. To the very 
step of the guillotine she never knew that 
it was an era which had crashed irre 
vocably about her. that all the blood and 
horror which she witnessed was the birth 
of the bourgeois democracy of today. 


finally to death grips with democracy 
Most of these suppressed letters were 
written between 1789 and 1793 to her 
mother’s confidential adviser and Am- 
bassador in Paris, Count Mercy-Argenteau. 
A few were written to her mother, the 
Empress Maria Theresa. in Vienna, and 
these are spaced over a period of ten years 
from 1770 to her mother's death in 1780.

These letters cover her entire stay in her 
adopted country,. from the day in 1770 
when her Hapsburg mother sealed a po- 
litical alliance by trading her off to the 
Bourbons, to the day of her execution in 
1793. The letters which bear on the verdict 
against her were al) written in the Jast 
four years, for it was not until 1789 that 
the Bastile was stormed, the wives and 
mothers of Paris marched to Versailles, 
and the ancient monarchy of France came

The interest of these latter is personal 
rather than political, for what they give us 
is a fresh and fascinating picture of the 
young Marie Antoinette. 

Even in her younger years. when Ver- 
sailles waa still sacred to the ancient house 
of Bourbon and she played about the steps 
of her august throne dressed in the muslins 
of a shepherdess, she was never really 
beautiful. What she had was personaiity. 
So vividly does she stand out from the 


London, 


shadowy lineage of Bourbon queens that to 
half the worid Versailles even today means 
Marie Antoinette. Her face was long and 
oval, with a too high forehead crowned by 
a wealth of fair hair which she wore 
slightly sprinkled with powder. Her eyes 
were bright blue and her rosy mouth dis- 
played the too prominent lower lip of the 
Hapsburgs. But she had a dazzingly fai: 
skin, with the lovely natural 
bloom of exuberant health 
and spirits. 

Marie Antoinette was slight 
and of average height, with 
an extremely graceful figure 
and carriage. She moved with 
such grace that she hardly 
seemed to touch the ground 
She was as proud as any 
Hapsburg, but her pride was 
toned and subdued by the 
Most gracious of manners, an 
unfailing instinct for the 
right phrase and an evident 
desire to please. Her French 
svon lost its German accent, 
but it was never the most 
elegant French. She knew 
very little and what she did 
know was superficial, but she 
was quick to understand. She 
had neither wit nor eloquence 
but she was full of tact, 
charm and intuition. In her 
wealth of bright natural 
coloring and her courtly 
graces she was one of the 
most dazzling of all the 
daughters of Eve. She dazzied 
even women. She dazzies still 

‘‘Destroy my letters; I will 
destroy yours.’’ This was one 
of her mother's parting in- 
junctions on the night before 
Marie Antoinette left Vienna, 
as a frivolous half-grown girl 
of 15, to marry the 16-year-vid 
Dauphin of France who later 
became Louis XVI With 
whatever regrets they may 
view the very momentary 
obedience which the daughter 
gave her mother in other re- 
spects, historians have long 
been grateful that she 
neglected to obey her mother 
in this respect. They have 
known, too, that the mother 
herself did not always carry 
out her own injunction, for 
many of her Gaughter’s letters 
went into the secret archives 
in Vienna and are still pre- 
served there. Into the same 
archives went the daughter’s 
correspondence with that of 
Mercy-Argenteau. Withheld 
when the bulk of her corre- 
spondence in the secret ar- 
chives was published in 1874, 
the suppressed letters which 
have just been discovered are 
believed to be the last of the 
Gaughter’s unpublished iet- 
ters which now remain in 
Vienna. Discovered a few 
weeks ago by Dr. Otto Ernst, 
the Austrian historian, they 
are now for the first time 
brought out of the archives into the light 
of day. 

How like Marie Antoinette they prove to 
be! The handwriting is at first a childish 
scraw]. The paper is anything but elegant. 


° The envelopes are made by cutting and 


folding any handy piece of paper. The 
seals are so blurred that it is almost im- 
possible to distinguish the arms of Haps 
burgs and Bourbons. Sometimes without 
beginning and without ending. always with 
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erasures, blots and haphazard post-/ affection which existed between 


scripts, the earlier letters, both in 
their superficial appearance and in 
their contents, much resemble the 
heediess young woman who wrote 
them, a woman of the most irritat- 
ing frivolities and the most gener- 
ous instincts, who could never find 
anything when she wanted it, who 
was always in 20 much of a burry 
that everything she began was left 
unfinished. but who was yet so full 
of the graces and impulses of her 
sex that although she died nearly 
1530 years ago she still seems a wo- 
man of flesh and blood whose 
struggies. loves, laughter. tears and 
sufferings belong to yesterday and 
today.

N her later years, when her hand- 
writing became firmer and more 
disciplined (toward the end it be- 

came almost neat, as though a pro- 
foundly changed woman were writ- 
ing). when the storm was raging 
outside the guarded doors of the 
Tuileries. when the Assembly was 
roaring its demand for one thing, 
the distant voices of the émigrés 
were demanding a dozen other 
things and only the apathetic King 
slept soundly through the din, then 
the letters became far more order- 
ly and composed, for on the lonely 
woman who wrote them depended 
the fate of children. husband and 
throne.

them, the daughter was never the 
easy tool which her mother had 
probably intended her to be. To 
al) political matters she affects an 
exaggerated indifference. Even 
the fall of the great Finance Min- 
ister Turgot in 1776, which was 
notoriously her work, she meekly 
disowns to her mother. 

Marie Antoinette to her mother, 
dated June, 1776: 
- In my position I allowed 
the Ministers to be appointed withb- 
out interfering in any way; I told 
ma chére maman frankly that I 
did not regret the departure of the 
others, for nearly everybody was 
dissatisfied with them. Moreover, 
my conduct and even my intentions 
are well known enough, and, far 
from underhand dealings and in- 
trigue, there may be people who | 
are uneasy on what passes between 
the King and myself, but to satisfy 
them I will not violate the confi- 
dence there should be between my | 
husband and myself; I hope, more- ' 
over, that general opinion is not so | 
against me as is reported to ma/ 
chére maman.” H 

All this astonishing pretense the | 
mother affects to believe, but con- 
tinues to touch casually upon her 
hopes regarding the behavior of the 
court of Versailles in this and that 
circumstance.

biotting an adieu with her tears or 
crying in a_ hurried postscript, 
“Mon Dieu! that I was born to live 
in such an age and with such 
men!”’ 

Throughout the ten-year period 
which they cover, the letters to her 
mother are essentially family iet- 
ters. Both mother and daughter 
belong to the guild of sovereigns. 
Both were accustomed to regard al) 
others as born to be their vassals. 
Both lived as remote from the com- 
tnon herd as if Schénbrunn and. 
Versailies were on ancther planet. 
The mother had traded off the 
daughter as part of a political bar- 
gain, but to the end of her long life 
the mother remained the one per-

Now no one is more accustomed 
to obloquy and less perturbed by it 
than this new portent thrown up 
from The Hague on to the Euro- 
pean horizon—the Right Honorable 
Philip Snowden, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer to the Labor Govern- 
ment. It has been his food and his 
drink since as a Socialist he en- 
tered political life more than thirty 
years ago, and his own countrymen 
have so inured him to abuse that 
it has become for him a form of 
natural sustenance on which he, 
thrives and flourishes. | 

Engiand, knowing so well bis tone 
and manner, had regarded with 
sympathy not untinged with amuse- 
ment the task of the foreign dele- 
gates whose business it was to have 
dealings with their Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. Always a cold 
douche, Mr. Snowden chilled with 
horro: the members of The Hague 
unaccustomed to the autocratic 
brevity of his stern utterances, dis- 
concerted by his grim aspect, his 
cold, resolute strength. 

Every one appeared to be in acute 
discomfort except Mr. Snowden; 
and yet one wonders if he was as 
comfortable as he seemed when he 
looked toward England and saw 
there the effects of his stand at The 
Hague.

He has been seen to smile. In- 
deed, he has a remarkably sweet 
smile. One of the phrases attach- 
ing to him and attributed to an 
early comrade in socialism is that 
he is a man who combines the bit- 
terest tongue with the sweetest 
smile. It is, however, the smile of 
the shy, charming solitary who de- 
vours detective stories and smokes 
endless cigarettes through a long 
holder. His convictions are totally 
separate from his personal disposi- 
tion and unsweetened by it. He is 
a Socialist by conviction; his smile 
and sweetness he keeps for the 
solitude of his persona! life and a 
very selective social intercourse. 

It is not by his smile that Mr. 
Snowden is known to the public and 
in the House of Commons, but by a 
devastatingly biting tongue and by 
the bleak, deadly logic of his con- 
siderable mind. Critical, analytical 
to a degree, he is more than in- 
cisive in speech; and it is extraor- 
dinary how much malevolence he 
can compress in a glance and how 
much venom he can distil) from the 
tongue. 


HOSE physica! infirmities that 

would have kept to his bed a 

man of lesser purpose inevit- 
ably attract attention as he comes 
limping into the House of Com- 
mons leaning heavily on a stick, 
dragging one foot helplessly along 
the ground. He seems to move only 
with difficulty and pain. He ap- 
pears so small in stature and 
divested of strength that his worst 
enemies are moved to compassion; 
but when he begins to speak, com- 
passion and all other feelings are 
frozen up in the icy flow. He is 
positively withering; his speech 
pulsates with restrained intensity. 
He seems to become invested with 
a kind of angry impotence. You 
understand why he is called the 
“crippled giant.’’ He is an intel- 
lectual giant, emitting figures and 
fury. It is as if he were driven on 
with an irritable rage which words 
cannot sufficiently express, and 
consequently his face becomes more 
drawn and pale and his lips more 
clenched in the intervals of his 
speech. 

He speaks extempore, unlike his 
predecessor, Winston Churchill, who 
moves in a cloud of notes. and is 
said to compose his speeches before 
he gets up in the morning and to 
rehearse them before the mirror 
while he dresses. Mr. Snowden ef- 
faces his personality, speaking with 
a deadly evenness, without the aid 
of an oratorical phrase or flourish. 
There is not in him an atom of 
conceit, and yet he always gives 
the impression that his audience is 
composed of asses and fools. His 
irritable manner betrays his impa- 
tience with those who cannot or 
will not follow him in his irrefutable 
logic. 

It is a relief to turn from the 
arid, wind-swept ways of Mr. Snow- 
den’s public career to the course of 
his personal life; to see him in his 
study in his flat in London, or his 
home in Surrey, surrounded with 
his books, his typewriter always at 
his elbow, from which comes the 
cleanest copy, seldom revised or 
scored, for in writing as in speak- 
ing he wastes few words and makes 
few flaws.

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ROBOTS, STORIED, FANCIED AND THE REAL 


The Latter Do Valiant Work for Man, Attending to Their 
Duties Faithfully and Meeting All Emergencies 





A Robot From England Who Looks Like an Armor-Clad Knight and 
Performs Certain Tricks.

FEW years ago there was pro- 
duced in New York a play en- 
titied, “R. U. R,”’ or ‘‘Rose- 
sum's Universal Robots.’’ 
This play was written by Karel Ca- 
pek, born a Bohemian in 1890, but 
transformed in 1920 by the fortune 

of war into a Czechoslovak. 

The fervid imagination of the tal- 
ented author conceived a Robot as 
a machine having a frame of steel, 
but fashioned in the shape of a 
man. He gave him not only a body 
with head, arms and legs capable 
of acting as do the corresponding 
members of the human body, but 
also the ability to think, to remem- 
ber and talk. Then to make the 
external resemblance the more 
nearly perfect, he clothed the Robot 
with a substance that was soft and 
colored like flesh and skin. The 
Robot was nothing more than a 
machine worker, yet so efficient as 
to displace two and a half men. 
Domin, the manager of the Ros- 
sum Company, manufacturers of 
Robots, more fully described it (or 
shall we say him?) as follows: 

‘Rossum invented a worker with 
the minimum amount of require- 
ments. He rejected everything that 
did not contribute directly to the 
purpose of the work, everything 
that makes man more expensive. 
In fact, he rejected man and made 
the Robot. Robots are not people. 
Mechanically they are more perfect 
than we are; they have an enor- 
mously developed intelligence, but 
they have no soul. * * * The product 
of an engineer is technically at a 
higher pitch of perfection than a 
product of nature. But man is 
supposed to be the product of God? 
* ° * All the worse. God hasn't 
the least notion of modern engi- 
neering. * * * The human machine 
was terribly imperfect. It had to 
be removed sooner or later.’ 

One man in the establishment did 
not share the enthusiasm of his 
associates, and he prayed daily. 





“O Lord, I thank Thee for hav- 
ing given me toil. Enlighten Do- 
min and all who are astray. De 
liver us from the Robots.” 


Robots being perfect in their 
way, never tired and could work 
indefinitely until they were worn 
out—a condition which to them was 
death—when they were broken up 
to make new Robots. Not only 
were they super-efficient workmen, 
but they were even taught to fight 
and were used by the nations of 
the world as soldiers. Finally, con- 
scious of their strength they organ- 
ized and, rising in all their ac- 
quired power, slew the whole of the 
human race, except the one man 
who had prayed for deliverance. 

This daring play has added a new 
word to our own and other ian- 
guages and has given a fresh im- 
pulse to recreating automatons. 
The word recreate is used advised- 
ly, for automatons in human shape 
are old. 

For an example, the passing gen- 
eration recalls with pleasure and 
amusement Ajeeb, the chess player, 
at the Eden Musée in New York. 
Ajeeb was dressed like a Turk 
squatting on his crossed legs and 
met all comers at the royal game 
with almost invariable success. 
When, as sometimes happened, an 
adversary came who was getting 
the better of Ajeeb, the latter 
would suddenly sweep the men off 
the board with an impatient ges 
ture, thus admitting, though not 
suffering, defeat. Persons were al- 
lowed to i ct his insides which 
appeared to be nothing more than 
a mass of wires. 

But Ajeeb is dead and went to 
the scrap pile many years ago. Un- 
like Rossum's Robots, Ajeeb had a 
soul, Peter J. Hill, who recently 
followed his creation. When Ajeeb 
was alive, Mr. Hill cunningly hid 
himself the wires with 
which he manipulated the move- 
ments and antics of Ajeeb. 

Robots of today follow the out- 
ward lines of the human form as

HEN the puffing tugs have 
berthed their tows of lum- 
bering scows for the night 


beside the wharves that 
line the Harlem River, a few slim, 
fragile racing shells dart from the 
five survivine boat clubs of the 
vicinity. temporarily rescuing the 
murky waterway from the control 
of commerce and evoking memories 
of its less prosaic past. The shells 
conjure up a picture of a time when 
there were green sloping banks 
where now loom brick and coal 
yards, foundries and ash dumpe. 
They even revive recollections of a 
speedway resounding with the 
smart rataplan of trotters’ hoofs 
and recall] an era where bridges 
teemed with cyclists and neighbor- 
hood roads were obscured by dust- 
clouds raised by orderly processions 
of members of ‘marching and 
chowder’”’ clubs—orderly on the out- 
going jaunt but sometimes a bit out 
of line on the way home. 


Organizations of amateur oarsmen 
in the metropolis have, at present, 
a tote! membership of less than 
500. Even this modest complement 
represents a flourishing state by 
comparison with the negligible total 
of devotees of most of the other 
outdoor sports that were in their 
heyday two or three decades ago. 
New York’s favorite forms of sport, 
it seems, undergo a pronounced re- 
vision every twenty years or s0, 
just as the city’s architectural ap- 
pointments are said to do.

The cycling clubs wielded consid- 
erable political influence in their 
prime. It was largely through the 
efforts of the Associated Cycle 
Clubs ‘of New York that a three- 
mile, twenty-two-foot wide bicycle 
path was provided between Bay- 
chester and Pelham Avenues, the 
Bronx. A determined effort was 
made by spokesmen for the cycle 
clubs to install a roadway for 
wheelmen on Brooklyn Bridge. Be- 
fore the City Fathers got around to 
doing something about it, however, 
the transriver traffic of the auto- 
mobile had become the big problem. 
New York's clubs were liberally 
represented in huge perades held 
in Chicago, Washington, and other 
cities by the League of American 
Wheelmen, a national association 
that scarcely three decades ago 





had more than 100,000 members— 
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In the Halcyon Days of Boating Evenings Were Animated by 


approximately 30,000 of them in 
New York. 

Park Row, north of Brooklyn 
Bridge, was the commissary of the 
chabs. Bicycles, accessories, uni- 
forms, badges and banners were 
vigorously offered for sale in store 
after store and basement after 
basement. Columbus Circle was the 
happy hunting ground of the 
cyclists, club members assembling 
there for jaunts through Westches- 
ter and Long Island. It was also

Fully a dozen years before the 
wheel's popularity was eclipsed, 
however, the knell of the groups 
had been sounded. The swift 
growth of the city had precipitated 
traffic congestion on its paved 
north - and - south thoroughfares, 
making it extremely difficult for 
detachments of sixty or seventy 
cyclists to proceed in a body at 
more than a snail’s pace.

the country roads were concerned, 
it dawned on the clubmen that 
they might derive greater benefit 
from their rural junkets if their 
eyes and nostrils were not continu- 
ously assailed by the dust raised by 
their collective tires. 


HEN, too, women, baving doffed 
specious skirts for those of nar- 
rower cut, were becoming in- 
trigued by the pumping pastime 
and were inducing their men friends 
and ordering husbands to desert the © 
clubs and go riding with them, 
either on separate wheels or on 
‘“‘bicycles built for two.’’ There 
were a few clubs for feminine 
cyclists, but they did not achieve 
special prominence.

The following is the first 
of several articles describing life 
und customs in the “White Man’s 
Graveyard.”'

OT because he ioves the 

country does the white man 

occupy West Africa, nor 

because he loves its people 
and desires to venefit them— 
though naturally there is apt to be 
vague talk of white bdeneficence 
following upon the heels of trade 
and the government which stabil- 
izes and protects that trade. There 
are missionaries, of course, whose 
lives are dedicated to winning black 
folk from pagan ways, to checking 
the spread of Mosiemism. But in 
the main it is for the sake of trade 
alone that whites cling to a land 
where almost none can become per- 
manent settlers. 

Composed mostly of men engaged 
in trade or government for terms of 
years or months, what settlements 
there are have an atmosphere of 
transience. The climate is ener- 
vating to whites. The land is rife 
with endemic diseases. Last year 
yellow fever, universally fatal to 
whites, swept the French Senegai, 
Liberia and the Congo. In certain 
areas sieeping sickness never 
abates. Since white nations first 
claimed West Africa it has been 
known 438 the white man's grave- 
yard. 

Governments, unable to live upon 
the taxation of simple pagan peo- 
pies, must depend upon taxing 
what is brought to them and what 
is taken from them by the trader. 
Without cargo boats, more impor- 
tant than railroads to West Africa 
-cakgo boats forever shuttling be- 
tween white nations and the land 
of pagan peoples—there would be 
neither trade nor government. 
And, therefore, no picture of the 
coast is half a picture if it omits 
the trader and trade’s cargo steam- 
ers.

T is a coast almost devoid of 
sheltering indentations. The 


only modern harbor—one of the 
few places where the landing of 
beads, calicoes, gin, beer, religious 
tracts and whites does not depend 
wholly upon those intermediaries, 
black seafelk—is Takaradi. A costly 
modern harbor, it is a sequel to the 
Gold Coast's cocoa boom that fol- 
lowed upon the conversion of vigor- 
ous hinterland pagans into ‘‘peas- 
ant farmers’’—so they are now offi- 
cially called. 

Spitefully this coast repulses the 
white man with shifty sandbars, 
hiddeuw jagged rocks, uncharted 
Witches. with waves so violent that 
in the rainy scason jetties and 
breakwaters crumple ‘.eceath them.

Even when the sky is cloudless and 
the air dul) the heavy boats, 
manned by dextrous black men, ply- 
ing between anchored steamers and 
the shore, are often tossed like 
chips, thrown end over end, until 
the sea is strewn with lost cargoes 
and alive with swimming men. Not 
infrequently among the packing 
cases and sacks of kola nuts floats 
the body of a black oarsman or 
stevedore who will not swim again. 

The procession of ships competing 
for cargoes includes proud, swift 
mail boats from Europe which 
anchor before the few important 
settlements and are quickly gone-- 
scoured English passenger-cargo 
ships, French and German craft of 
the same type, and grubby, unpaint- 
ed ships with no passenger accom- 
modations other than the dining sa- 
lon’s floor and table. As soon as 4 
southbound steamer reaches the 
West Coast. black men of the Kru 
tribe are shipped for the entire 
cruise--fifteen stevedores and boat- 
men to each hatch, stokers. scullery 
help, men to wash 
clothes. 

Toward the ma- 
hogany market of 
the French Céte 
d'Ivoire the ship 
sails, coaling at 


She some- 
times brings con- 
signments of 
Hartz Mountain 
canaries, peddied 
by Spanish hawk- 
ers in bumboats 
to sailors and 
English “trip 
pers’’ as authen- 
tic local birds.

wedged in be 
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tween bins and cupboards filled 
with vegetables, with dark breads 
baked daily, and sausages made by 
the cook when the first pig was 
killed. Another pig, two cows, 
geese and chickens (for Sunday din- 
ners) are penned aft beyond the 
two battened hatches upon which 
the tatterdemalion sea rovers, the 
Krus, lodge in the open. The for- 
ward hatches are reserved for black 
deck passengers, among whom there 
is, from time to time, a Syrian 
trader. By its humbieness and 
smallness the boat lives. Fetching 
and carrying between continents, it 
comes out freighted with bottled 
beer---chemically ‘‘treated’’ for pres- 
ervation in the tropics—beads, Ger- 
man cotton goods, kerosene lan- 
terns, stock fish and white enam- 
eled wash basins coveted by Afri- 
cans for use as family eating pots. 
Returning, the ship is laden with 
peanuts—known only as ‘ground 
nuts’’ in West Africa—paim ker- 
nels, kola nuts, vats of palm oil, 
wild rubber, coffee, cocoa, piassava 
fiber for making brushes, ebony and 
mahogany logs stowed upon the 
narrow lower deck.

Oars support a red rag against 
a beacon of corrugated iron set 
upon a sandspit to indicate that, 
hidden from the sea by dunes, the 
black boys of a white trader await. 
For many days they have waited. 
The whistle toots hoarsely. The 
gilded sand swarms with black fig- 
ures. Cargo is despatched. From 
four miles up a river, riding with 
blacks in a canoe, comes a young 
trader with a long beard. Only 
when this smal] boat anchors on 
its south-bound trip does he see 
white faces, get fresh meat and 
bread. He is one of the traders 
who depend entirely upon thia boat 
Most of them are young Germans. 
For the urgent affair of this hum- 
ble, slow-moving tramp iz the re 
trieving of German trade. 

Of this new generation of traders 
the ship brings two more. Neither 
is more than 20.

neath the sky during the dry sea- 
son, when they rise drenched with 
dew.

Zigzagging, the smaij! craft 
plows through the surf, the row- 
ers, like all West African oars- 
men, singing. the accents of their

‘Apes! Monkeys! Fools!’’ In a 
manner peculiar to mates, the 
boat's officer spews forth his rage. 
The boat will capsize now. The 
remaining cargo and eleven biack 
men will be lost. Then darkness 
hides the struggling craft from 
view. 

An ugly swell lifts up, sets down 
the cargo steamer. The stars, 
which seem so close, come out. 
The Syrian trader, on his way to 
Nigeria where he sells perfumes to 
rich Moslemized blacks for their 
ablutions during the Big and Little 
Ramadan—his scents, he boasts, 
are also excellent beverages—be- 
lieves them to be souls of the dead 
which soar at night above an 
earth, the flatness of which has 
mever been disproved to him. 
Alongside, the water giows with 
phosphorescence. The sea bulges. 
Clusters of electric lights against 
reflectors are bung over the ship's 
side by the gangway ladder. The 
eye of the searchlight sweeps the 
sea, searching for the rowboat. 

Intent and unspeaking, the whites 
on board stare into the darkness. 
But the blacks, the other Krus, the 
deck passengers, go about their 
business cheerfully. They know that 
when a man’s time on earth is done 
he passes across a vague boundary 
into another world peopled by 
ghosts. If these eleven men are 
gone, spirits, which cannot be de 
feated even by white men, wanted 
them. Later they will be mourned 
properly in their own villages. 
They will be danced for and their 
praises sung. Meanwhile, it is time 
for the evening meal of rice, fish

Convinced that men, boat and

E jaunt to the Soussou village 
had, despite its underlying 
commercial significance, the 
aspect of a family party.

There- 
fore among his intimates many 
were laid in Freetown’s cemetery, 
their names graven upon stones or 
boards. Like others, he fell ill, but 
was nursed by a black servant, who 
scorned the government doctor's 
remedies and fed him noxious prep- 
arations furnished by a native herb- 
alist. These, he believes, restored 
him 


He cherishes a reaj affection for 
black folk; and so long as his per- 
sonal influence persists in this one 
unit of the commercial chain no 
black man will be humiliated by 
cuffing or screamed at in the 
pseudo-rages idered ry 
to impress black subordinates. In 
the firm's employ there is an Uncle 
Tom, for twenty years the ‘‘office 
boy.*’ 

Straddling the sides of the heav- 
ing launch, we dropped into canoes 
which danced shoreward, and in 
the brief surcease between waves 
were carried to the land astride the 
necks of half-grown black boys. 
High upon a promontory, flat as a 
table top, Hes the Soussou village, 
its only access an irregular path 
sealing the earthy cliff, crumbling 
beneath each step. Perilously—shod 
feet slip—I crept upon all fours, 
while the unshod Soussou women, 
carrying five-galion tine of water 
from a spring drizzling from the 
cliff’s precipitous front, walked up, 
walked down, like flies upon a wall. 


The Soussou folk, who come from 
the furthest hinterland, and Mos 
lems, once notorious for their trade 
in slaves, have a mosque. Built by 
Creole workmen, it is more Prot- 
estant than Moorish. Within a 
mud-walled enclosure lives the 
chief, a man of arresting dignity 
and force, majestic in appearance. 
though a blinded eye mars his coun- 
tenance. In a purple robe of cot- 
ton stuff and turban of twisted 
cloth he came forth to greet his 
visitors, offering the sheiter of an 
excellent guest-but upon the prom- 
ontory’s choicest site, an out-jut- 
ting point exposed on three sides to 
the sea and biessed by every lazy 
breeze. 

Was the chief in health? He was. 
Were his crops good? They were. 
Was the handsome man-child at his 
feet one of many sons? Yes. And 
had he received the money paid 
his man three days ago for a 
boat load of paim-kernels and also 
the firm's lavish gift of sugar? Ah, 
no! The collector never came from 
Freetown, although boat and boat-

OME think of the world today 
as machine mad, its driving 
force a mechanical god. Yet 
never before was there such a 
craze for the products of handi- 
crafts. Few people find life com- 
plete without the conveniences 
made possible by modern ma- 
chinery. Yet the standardization 
that has resulted from mechanica) 
inventions has created the demand 
for the individual beauty that the 
painstaking fingers of man alone 
van produce. Nor is this love of 
the art of handicraft confined to 
women; many discriminating busi- 
ness men are now equipping their 
offices throughout with hand-made 
furniture. 

A revival of handicrafts the world 
over has followed this demand for 
hand-made goods. Practially every 
country contributes one or more 
articles, until it can truthfully be 
said that the world today knows 
more handicrafts than before the 
beginning of the machine industrial 
revolution. 

How does it happen that this re- 
vival of handicrafts is taking place 
now, rather than earlier or 
later? As usual, it is the 
World War that is at the 
bottom of it. After its con- 
fusion and the resultant 
changes in the boundaries 
of Europe; after the revo- 
lutionary movements 
which overthrew mon- 
archies and caused finan- 
cial upheavals that wiped 
out fortunes, it became 
necessary for many to 
labor. who bad never 
labored before. A revival 
of the nation’s handcrafts 
followed. 


In Russia, noblewomen 
remembered the days of 
their well-trained youth 
when embroidery frames 
and hand looms were in 
every gentiewoman’s 
boudoir. Refugees in 
strange countries, peasant 
and aristocrat alike, 
learned that by their 
needies they might earn 
bread. Hence the supply 
of so-called peasant frocks 
and blouses finally or- 
ganized and sold in New 
York in both the exclusive 





and other leas conspicuous shops. 
Necessity has driven the people of 
a number of countries back to the 
pursuit of their native crafts. Hun- 
gary. Austria, Germany and the 
Balkan States have embroidered 
busily for several years and have 
not only added pennies to their in- 
comes, but have developed a keener 
national pride and have become 
better known to the world. 


Perhaps the nation that has made 
the most of ita handicrafts, how- 
ever, is Czechoslovakia. The 
bright, crudely designed pottery 
of that energetic country has be 
come almost too well known since 
merchants in New York have 
started turning it out from fac- 
tories manned by Czech laborers. 
Yet the encouragement of the 
Czech handicraft pottery, painted 
wooden figures and toys has been 
the means of helping many an 
impoverished family to eke out a 
decent living. Realising this, the 
Red Cross provided funds for Czech 
children im their schools to be 
taught how to make toys and small 
wooden figures. In one of the moun- 
tainous districts, the children have

Grandchildren, seated be- 
side their grandparents, learn the 
same designs, and rarely does a son 
or a daughter enrol] in a factory 
where his or her ancestors have not 
labored. Since there is no attempt 
at exactness of design in the draw- 
ing, much of it is from memory. 
Pieces vary according to the skili 
of the artist. 

Although in Czechoslovakia the 
painting of furniture is one of the 
handicrafts, it is not so important 
as in Bavaria. It was about the 
seventeenth century that the peas- 
ants of Bavaria first began to paint 
crude, brightly colored designs on 
the headboards and footboards of 
their beds and on their chests and 
cupboards. Birds, fruit and fiow- 
ers were the favorite designs. Each 
succeeding generation of pcasants 
kept on with this painting of furni- 
ture. Occasionally artists wandering 
through Bavaria would purchase 
a chest or a cupboard and take 
it back to their homes in the cities. 
About thirty years ago one of these 
artists, a Bavarian, whose love of 
Alpine climbing led him into re- 
mote villages, began idly to copy 
the painted furniture he found in 
the huts where he atayed for the 
night. He left unchanged the tra- 
ditional characteristics of the de- 
signs, although his execution of 
the motifs was, of course, more 
finished. When he exhibited these 
Pieces after his return to his home, 
they attracted attention and a few 
wished to purchase pieces like 
them. Since 1910 this artist, 
Alfred Link, has devoted himself to 
this reproducing of peasant art. 
Last year he had an exhibition at 
the Leipzig Fair. He now employs 
a number of young artists in his 
workshop to design and paint fur- 
niture after the fashion of rural 
Bavarians in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. 


OME painting of furniture was 

and still is done in the Scandi- 

navian countries, which are, 
however, mure especially noted for 
their hand-carved woods. In rural 
Norway are to be found barn doors 
so beautifully hand-carved as to be 
suitable for decorating the finest 
of city homes. In their carvings 
the Norwegians cut out their na- 
tional symbol—a viking ship. To- 
day one buys in the silver shops of 
Oslo dainty viking ships in hand- 
carved silver, whose only duty is to 
carry tiny cargoes of salt on the 
dinner table. 

But this carving of woods and 
silver in Norway and the other 
Scandinavian countries has until 
recently been falling more and more 
into disuse. Now the governments 
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mov ts for t ng the 
young people in the schools that 
ancient art of carving which was 


; part of the equipment of every one 


in viking days. The folk festivals 
attended by the peasants in all the 
brightness of their nationa] home- 
spun and embroidered costumes 
have done much to revive all the 
native handicrafts. The government 


‘ encourages these festivals, pays for 


instruction in the schools, and 
through public exhibitions helps 
draw the attention of the public to 
the revival of the nation’s handi- 
crafts. 

Other countries are taking simi- 
lar action, realizing that some of 
the finest elements of national life 
are bound up in a country’s native 
crafts. The Government of Bom- 
bay, for example, appointed the as- 
sistant curator in one of the mu- 
seums to investigate and prepare a 
report on the making of carpets, 
prints, silks, carvings and lacquer

The same revival is true of the |- 


making of lace in many countries 
where it is the leading handicraft. 
in Bohemia not only do women and 
girls make lace but the men, dur- 
ing the Winter, make yard after 
yard of the more common narrow 
strips for which steady demand has 
been created in America. It was 
in the sixteenth century that lace 
making first came to Bohemia. 
Many of the laces show Slavic de- 
signs; some show Czech and Polish 
influences. After the mechanical 
inventions which provoked the in- 
dustrial revolution not so many 
Bohemians plied the trade of lace 
making, but the craft persisted in 
the homes of mounteineers. In 
1906 there was an exhibition of 
some of the work done in the Adler 
Mountains. Since then, steps have 
been taken to revive the trade.

men returned. With appropriate 
headwaggings and cluckings we 
condemned the miscreant. But the 
Moslems politely concealed their 
feelings.

The linguist offered the neatly 
wrapped package, and the chief, 
recalled to consciousness, surveyed 
a goodly gift of sugar, another of 
salt and seven yards of calico.

This 
word embedded in native vocabu- 
laries from end to end of the West 
Coast—spelied ‘‘dasj’’ in early 
chronicles—is attributed to the first 
adventurers, Dutch, Spanish or 
Portuguese, by differing schools of 
amateur philologists. As a noun it 
signifies a gift which may be smal}— 
—a few coppers, a cast-off razor 
blade, old shoes; or large, amount- 
ing to a bribe. As a verb it de- 
scribes the act of giving. ‘‘Dash 
me, Massa! Dash me, Missie!’’ 
This appeal, lusty on the part of 
menials, adroitly insinuated by 
those who have achieved positions 
of trust, is undoubtedly a relic of 
the period before foreign currency 
and wages, when favors and tasks 
were compensated with gifts, par- 
ticularly by whites, and when those 
wishing to curry favor paid in ad- 
vance with tokens of regard. This 
business of giving gurvives; and a 
gift. or the lack of one, ofttimes be- 
gets complicated obligations. 

The pleas of black folk do not 
partake of whimpering beggary. 
Though curiously humble and quick 
to accept a status of inferiority, 
blacks somehow retain witha) an 
unconscious dignity incompatible 
with servility. Firmly, as if entitled 
to share the whites’ greater pros- 
perity, the demands of casual 
servitors are made. 

Because of his exalted position, 
‘‘dash’’ is due to a chief. And if, 
perchance, his tribe sells coveted 
produce, such a gift is often benefi- 
cial to trade.

Shub-ad was a stranger to the 
mirror, but the poetry of the East 
indicates that a bow! of clear wa- 
ter enabled her to see her reflection 
and note the progress of her toi- 
lette. 


UT if Shub-ad was denied the 

modern conveniences of the 

boudoir she did not lack a 
variety of materials from which to 
choose a combination which en- 
hanced her charms. 

She was expert in the use of cos- 
metics. Fashions in Ur disdained 
the natura) sun-tan. The heat of 
Mesopotamia gave a mellow tint to 
the skin, but even then women had 
begun to improve on nature. A lit- 
tle blue-green malachite picked 
from the conch shell—the Queen’s 
was golden—which was the Su- 
merian compact, shadowed the eye- 
lids. In the twilight and at evening 
social functions, this touch of color 
emphasized the brilliance of her 
eyes. 

The eyebrow vogue, sweeping 
from the dip at the bridge of the 
nose almost to the cheekbones, 
‘seems the antithesis of the plucked 
fashion so recently passé. Yet, | 
there is something strikingly mod- 
ern about Shub-ad’s face; probably 
because the high and artificial arch- 
ing is common to both ideas of fem- 
inine allure, fifty-five centuries 
apart. 

If the down above her eyes did 
not leap into the long, double arch 
which the Queen admired, an artis- 
tic dab of kohl, still used in the 
East, covered her bare skin and 
lengthened the curving lines. In- 
stead of the thin pencil touch 
which some of last year's flappers 
have not yet outgrown, Sumeria 
must have favored a heavy stubpen 
for the same purpose. 

The lack of eyelashes in the model 
gives the Queen a certain fixity of 
stare and coldness of demeanor. 
The eyes are bright and slightly al- 
mond-shaped; of a type which still 
persists in the Orient. The face is 
oval and the mouth firm and well 
defined. 

When the Queen was robed, a pin 
some eight inches long and hollow, 
a golden shaft, with a lapis knob, 
caught the ends of ber garment at 
the shoulder. A loop of beads ran 
through a hole in the pin, acting 
like a toggle to hold the fastening 
in place. 

She was not without her vanity 
case, a filigree gold shell about the | 
size of one’s little finger.

them are true Robots in accordanc: 
with Capek’s vision, except that. 
there is no danger of their de- 
stroying the human race. They 
are mechanically more perfect than 
man and are equipped with what 
seems to be a well-developed intel- 
ligence. They have all been per- 
fected since 1900, and most of them 
since ‘‘R. U. R.’’ was written in 1912. 
They differ radically from the au- 
tomatic machines of the previous 
century. The latter have each its

repeat over and over so long as 
raw material is supplied. 

The other devices—they should not 
be called machines—are ordinarily at 
rest, coming into action only when 
required, never or rarely doing the 
same thing twice and meeting 
emergencies with uncanny and un- 
erring alertness, and this without 
human direction. 

They are the real Robots, filled 
with wheels, attending faithfully to 
their duties and not masquerading 
in human form with useless legs 
and arms, and with - heads, like 
those of some people.

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MYSTERIES OF 
MACKEREL 


HIS promises to be another suc- | _ 


cessful mackerel season. The! 

most interesting thing about 
the mackerel is its habit of school- 
ing in great numbers. Ail move' 
aimost as a unit. Single schools 
may be iarge or smal] and fisher- 
men say the individual schools. 
hold together like tribes of people, 
through their whole migratory pe 
riod. The fish in such individual ' 
schools will run surprisingly altke 
as to size 

A vessel may catch 40,000 pounds 
of mackerei and no fish vary more 
than a few ounces from another in 
weight One vessel may be taking : 
two-pound mackerel, while another 
& guerter of a mile awuy will be 
getting pound-end-a-quarter fish. 

As a rule the mackerel is an ex- 
clusive fish. although occasionally 
fishermen find a few shad or ale 
wives mixed in with their hauls. 
How, and why. the mackerej hold 
together in echools, no scientist 
can explain. Some say ‘feed’’; 
others ‘‘protertion from their ene- 
mies’’: fishermen suggest that it is 
simply ‘‘thar natur,”” a sort of 
prenatal instinct of sociability such | 
as prompts many birds to fly in ' 
great flocks. 

Their enemies are legion. The 
devastations of the sharks, whaies, 
porpoises and dogfishes probably | 
being ten times greater than all! 
that the fishermen are able to! 
catch for human food. Very likely 
this is the purpose for which the 
mackerel was created, along with 
those predaceous enemies which 
devour vail :

H BUTTERFLY fluttering over

' From its gates to its ceilings, 
| Versailles was emblazoned with the 
| Austrian eagle as the traditional 
‘enemy of France, yet from the 
‘Hapsburg point of view Marie 
| Antoinette's only réle at Versailles 
, was that of ‘keeper’ of the Austro- 


-.! French alHance. 


It was for this that she had been 
trained in Vienna from her in- 
fancy. It was for this that her 
mother in Vienna, studiously fol- 
lowed up by Mercy-Argenteau in 
Paris, sought to maintain the most 
searching and insistent control over 
her at Versailles, spying into such 
minutiae of her life as the details 
of her toilette, attempting to dic- 
tate what courses she was to fol- 
low through the subtle mazes of 
court intrigue, whom she was to 
know and whom she was not to 
know, what Ministers her husband 
was to appoint, &c., while she, to 
quote from one of Mercy-Argen- 
teau’s letters, repeated to him ‘‘all 
the little details which the King 
and the Ministers keep her in 
touch with and which she is good 
enough to pass on to me.”’ Thus, 
when the Bavarian crisis of 1778 
brought Austria and Prussia to the 
very brink of war and moved 
France to make common cause 
with Prussia— 

Marie Antoinette to her mother, 
dated July 15, 1778: 

‘‘Madame ma trés chére mére: 

‘It is impossible for me to ex- 
press to ma chére maman the emo- 
tion and anxiety I fee) at this mo- 
ment of misfortune, but my great- 
est worry is the feelings and heart 
of ma chére maman, for I know 
them and I feel how much she 
must be suffering; even her cour- 
age makes me tremble for her. 
Mon Dieu, why cannot I fly to her? 
I would protect her, I would see 
her. I would share her distress,

As Commodore 
Trunnion, Mr. Huston makes just as 
vivid an impression, There is tre- 
mendous force of character in this 
swaggering man of the sea, Remem- 
bering, what is generally forgotten 
by authors and actors, that human 
character is the one essence in which 
grotesque contradictions live an eter- 
nal compromise, Mr. Huston is con- 
tent with no flat.surface portraiture. 
Beneath the gentleness you perceive 
the oaken strength. Beneath the fool 
you perceive the hero. 

The current stage abounds in good 
character impersonations; type cast- 
ing and firm direction, superimposed 
upon shallow writing, keep the aver- 
age high. But Mr. Huston’s exposi- 
tion of Commodore Trunnion is a 
study in design and projection. Be- 
ginning in the head, the imagery of 
his acting governs the posture, the 
gait, the expressions across the face, 
the tone and pulse of speaking.

PARIS AFFIRMS THE INTIMATE REVUE 





Pars, Aug. 23. 
I: the reports about certain the- 


atrical managers are to be be- 
lieved, we have seen the end of 
what has been the most popular 
of recent theatrical fashions in Paris 
—the grand spectacular revue. Of 
course, the small revue of the 
cabarets and .occasionally of some 
such comparatively intimate theatre 
as the Palais Royal is not dead, nor 
is it likely to die; for the Parisian 
will always continue to enjoy seeing 
fun made, in the most familiar and 
disrespectful manner, of his public 
men, of the actors and actresses 
whom he knows by sight, and of the 
events and fashions of the moment. 
That Kind of revue, at which the 
Parisian laughs because he under- 
stands the allusions and the for- 
cigner because he pretends to—he 
would often be shocked if he really 
did—has plenty of life before it. 
Although the word “revue” has 
spread to several other countries, 
and notably to England, the topical, 
Allusive and most characteristic 
part of it remains in the land where 
it was born. The topical Verses df 
the comedian’s song in the Christ- 
mas pantomime were the nearest 
“pproach that was ever made to it 
in England, but there topicality was 
merely verbal. In the genuine Paris 


i! . revue it is the whole essence of one 


scene ‘after another, scenes linked 
together by those two hard-working 
characters, the eomptre and the 
commére, who are never allowed to 
take the centre of the stage or have 
a song to themselves, except at the 


: Ldvery beginning, when people are not 


yet‘settled into their seats. But they 
are nevér out of sight of the audi- 
ence, even when the curtain: falls 


The compére and the commére, 
whom no one has tried to transfer 
to the stage of any other country, re- 
main, indeed, the expression of much 
that is peculiar in the attitude of the 
Parisian toward the revue and the 
theatré as a whole. They are some- 
times almost as much spéctators as 
actors, and they are always a link 
between the audience and the stage. 
They represent the important fact, 
which is not always understood, that 
theatrical illusion, in the sense in 


;+ which it can exist for the simple, sen- 
;; timental and inartistic peoples who 


spéak the English tongue, is quite 
unknown ‘to the Frenchman. 

Although the grand spectacular 
révue in Paris appeared to follow 


- the old tradition of the compére and 
. the commére and the succession of

topical scenes, these in fact gradual- 





ly declined to a mere excuse to show 
off a large chorus of pretty girls in 
a series of costumes more or less at- 
tractive and appropriate, while 
music-hall sketches of a sensational 
or comic, but not very topical kind, 
filled the stage. 

This departure from the character- 
istic form perhaps explains why the 
spectacular revue is on its last legs— 
a good many legs. Certainly it ap- 
pears to be losing favor. The vogue 
has not lasted very long. The 
Moulin-Rouge Music Hall, which is 
the largest of the houses to produce 
this kind of show, has not been do- 
ing so for many years, and was only 
recently enlarged. It is now to be 
devoted entirely to talking films. It 
is not the only deserter. I under- 
stand that Léon Volterra, who has 
been running a spectacular revue for 
some time at the Casino de Paris, 
and who rebuilt the Marigny Theatre 





in the Champs Elysées a couple of 
years ago to give it there, has de- 
cided that there is no longer suffi- 
cient public for it. He might even 
be willing to sell either theatre, no 
doubt, in order to. devote himself 
more exclusively to the Théatre de 
Paris and to Luna Park. The .one 
theatre which will probably never 
forsake the spectacular revue is the 
Folies-Bergére, which started it; for 
there the thing has become an insti- 
tution, and young and old men from 
four continents will probably long 
continue to go to the Folies-Bergére 
under the impression that they are 
seeing life in ‘‘Gay Paree,”’ just as 
generations still unborn of foreign 
tourists will probably continue to go 
to the Grand Guignol under the im- 
pression that they are séeing the 
latest and most daring thing in the 
French theatrical movement.

And, 
above all, by what astonishing twist 
of fortune has Mr. Shaw become not 
merely a famous buta popular dram- 
atist, whose sowing of literary wild 
oats is all forgiven and who is now 
reverenced as a legend by the pious, 
solid, patriotic sponsors of the upper 
circle, who come to see his plays 
‘because one ought to, you know,” 
just as one “ought to” attend the 
plays of erere? 


It is an dishing metamorphosis. 
Until he wrote “St. Joan’ Shaw was 
by moO means a popular dramatist. 
He was thought of as a fiery, dis- 
tinctive and dangerous subverter of 
respectable traditions. He was 
thought of, moreover, outside a re- 
‘stricted circle, as a willful bore. An:i 
suddenly England has begun to 
cherish him as it cherished Queen 
Victoria at the time of her diamond 
jubilee. He can do no wrong. No 
one is shocked by what he says; it 
is enough that he has said it. Even 
if he set out to offend the mob, he 
could not now succeed, for what 
would once have been taken seriously 


as another ‘“‘Shavianism.’’ The truth 
is that the iconoclast has been made 
into an idol—an idol whose tongue is 
presumed to be permanently in its 
cheek.

By PATRICK HAMILTON, 


Being Mr. Hamiliton’s foreword 
to his play, “Rope,” in the London 
edition published by Constable & 
Co. As “Rope’s End,’ the piay 
will be made known here Thurs- 
day night at the Theatre Masque. 

S with everything else, a‘ good 
play should require no pref- 
ace; but then it is hardly for 
me to say that this is a good 

play, and this is less a preface than 
a warning. I often imagine (the 
powers of imagination being what 
they are) that there are one or two 
people who read my novels regular- 
ly, and I hasten to caution any of 
these that they should not buy. or 
borrow or read ‘“‘Rope’’ unless they 
know the facts of the case. 

We constantly hear nowadays of 
highbrow authors, but I can never 
understand what.a highbrow author 
is. I know that every reader’s high- 
brow is always. some other’s .misera- 
ble jowbrow, and I am sure that, 
although perhaps one day some sort 


of absolute brow may be academical-| 


ly established, at present these ele- 


vations are too hopelessly relative to! 


fix. But the word is upon us now, 


and we have to make the best of it. | 


And sinee that is so, it seems to me 
that any sincere and aspiring writer, 


whose writings are keeping pace with | 
regard himself |: 


endeayors, should. 





*"Rope’’ is not intended to be a high- 
brow play. 

Nearly all of us at some time are 
animated by the fancy that we ‘could 
write a good ‘‘thriller,’’ and that is 
what I have set out todo. And what 
I wish to reaffirm, in the oppor- 
tunity given me here, is that it is a 
thriller, a thriller all the time, and 
nothing but a thriller. Fortunately 
for me, since its production at the 
Ambassadors’ Theatre, nearly évery 
one of. my crities has seen this and 
said so—and I thank them sincerely. 
But after-its original production by 
the Repertory Players on a Sunday 
night, one or two critics complained 
that it was a disgusting play. diow 
since the whole object.of a thriller 
is, in a.certain manner (as I shali 
show below), to disgust, it was obvi- 
ous that these few critics did not 
fully realize that it was purely and 
simply a thriller. My predicament 
was unique. I am always eager to 
step forward and defend anything 


play .is,.after all, disgusting. 





which I believe not to be disgusting | 
(but which other people do), just as 
I am always eager to step forward 
and denounce anything which other 
péople belleve not té be disgusting 
(but which I do). But when my 
critics complained that my own play 
was disgusting, and © 1-. perfectly 
agreed with them, then the wind was 
gone from my sails. 

The rea) issue-at which we arrive 
is whethér or no a thriller or (as 
“Rope”, more strictly is); a horror 
It it 
an issue, which involves Poe, and 
Ambrose Bierce, and portions of 
Shakespeare, and. portions. of, Dick- 
ens, and no end of writers and writ- 
ings, and cannot be argued here. 
Personally I. believe that. the stimu 
lant of horror (if taken in the right 
manner) is a perfectly healthy and 
legitimate stimulant. Laughter and 
tears and horror, aftér all, are the 
three essential factors which keep 
the chentee alive; and just as @ man 
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might have gone all out to write an 
emotional drama, to make you cry; 
or a farce, to make you laugh; so in 
“Rope’’ I have gone all out to write 
a horror play and make your flesh 
creép. And there is no reason to 
believe that this reaction is medically 
or chemically any worse for you than 
the other two. If I have succeeded 
you will leave the theatre braced and 
recreated, which is what you go to 
the theatre for. But when ‘‘Rope”’ 
is accused of delving into morbid 
psychologies and so forth, of being 
anything but a sheer thriller, of be- 
ing anything but a De Quinceyish 
essay in the meen Iam at a 
wretched loss. 

IT certainly hope, ot course, that 
“Rope” is an unusual and original 
kind of thriller and this in that it 
endeavors to obtain its thrills with- 
out the employment of what has al- 
ways been to me disgusting in the 
true sense of the word—namely, phys- 
ical and visual torture upon the 
stage. To me, in the ordinary thriller 
and Grand Guignolism of this dec- 
ade, the incessant r.und of throat- 
Palais eye-gougings, thumb-screw- 


is merely aimless and sickening. In- 
deed, this sort of thing can only de- 
rive either from pure unimaginative- 
hess or real unpleasantness of mind: 
‘fortunately: it is in nearly all cases 
the former, And luckily there is a 





asked to make a speech, but that as 
he knew only three or four words 
of German and thought they might 
be misunderstood, the speech had 
been delivered in dumb show. 

Mr. Sherriff said that the play had 
been translated from an earlier 
manuscript version, and that al- 
though the action diverged from the 
original as it was known in London, 
and was characteristically German.

“The audience, I think,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘fully understood the com- 
edy, and they certainly appreciated 
the parts of Lieutenant Trotter and 
the Mess Orderly. Many of the cast 
were aciually ex-soldiers who had 
fought sgainst the English in the 
war, and the acting was of a very 
high standard throughout. 

“Particularly good was Herr Wie- 
mann, who played the part of Cap- 
tain Stanhope. The German prisoner 
scene was given exactly as it is in 
London, and was very well received.’’ 


In his account, the Berlin corre- 
spondent of The London Times wrote 
of the play’s reception: ‘It is hard 
to say in what proportions it was a 
tribute to the play or to the German 
actors that for long periods one Eng- 
lish onlooker completely forgot that 
the men moving on the stage were 
not of the nationality of the char- 
acters they represented. Captain 
Stanhope, Lieutenant Oshorne, Lieu- 
tenant Trotter, Second Lieutenant 
Raleigh: these men lived vividly in 
the persons of the German players. 
There was ‘Uncle,’ without whom 





no self-respecting dug-out was ever 
complete; in Berlin he was ‘Onkel,’ 
but he was undeniably the man one 
remembered. at Ypres and the 
Somme. Herr Kayssler gave a fine 
ished portrait of the man, and his 
absence was felt. when he had gone 
out to lead the raid in which he was 
killed. His performance and that of 
Herr Wiemann,°.who played the 
nerve-racked but: indomitable Com- 
pany Commander, Stanhope, wer6 
outstanding achievements. Physical- 
ly, Herr Wiemann fitted the part al- 
most. exactly, and. the manner in 
which he suggested the unbearable 
nervous strain under which .Stan- 
hope labored, and the effect of. the 
whisky with which-he tried to overe 
come it, was masterly., ,

end, with, perhaps, a very slight 
break in the sécond act, after Os- 
borne had been killed. The drunken 
orgy’ in thé dug-out, by means of 
which Stanhope tries to forget Os- 
borne’s death, was, one felt, a 
little overplayed. The spell faltered 
a little here, but descended again as 
s00n a8 the orgy was over and Stan- 
hope and Raleigh held the stage once 
more. This intensely moving play 
held the ‘audience so bound that for 
a few moments aftcr the curtain had 
fallen*upon tie collapsing dug-out at 
St. Quentin; with Stanhope going out 
to certain death, there was complete 
silence.

SILENT FILM'S SUCCESS 


“Our Modern Maidens.” No Masterpiece, 
But Draws Imposing Throngs 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 
UDGING by the popularity of 
“Our Modern Maidens,” a si- 
lent production. which has been 
held over for a second week at, 
the Capitol, certain mute pictures are 
still able to hold their own against | 
their audible rivals. The main reason | 
for the success of this particular of- 
fering is that it is a sort of sequel to 
that extraordinarily successful silent 


offering, ‘‘Our Dancing Daughters,”’ | 


which made the box-office record | 
for the Capitol last year, and also | 
because it is one of those extravagant | 
fables of reckless youth. 

Silent films, however, have done | 
better in top figures at the Capitol | 
than those with dialogue. ‘‘The Wo- |

theatre. William MHaines’s vehicle,

lent picture, won the high box-office 
figure for this year, and the Capitol 
management believes that the cur- 
rent film will do about as much busi- 
ness as the Haines picture. 

It had been the intention of the 
Capitol management to have as this 
week's offering the talking produc- 
tion, ‘‘Madame X,” bet it was de- 
cided after the first half of the week 
that “Our: Modern Meidens’’“ was 
such a big money-maker that it war- 
ranted being continued for a second 
week.

‘LONDON. | 
EPORTS from New York that 
one British talking film, de 
clared to be soniething better 
in that line’ than’ America had 
ever produced, had been shown to 
the “trade” ‘and ‘highly praised,” 
but not bought, and telegrams from 
Berlin describing-how another Brit- 
ish production, ‘“‘The Strangier,’’ 
‘was 80 vigorously condemned by & 
German audience that: it: was with- 
drawn after. a single. performance, 
have combined to put the British 
cinema industry in the doldrums. 
These two productions on examina- 
tion show where the British indus- 
try is.making its greatest .mistakes 
and im a certain measure afford an 
indication that unless some: -consider- 
able chaéngé is made in British policy 
there will in course of time be no 
British cinema industry worth while. 
Like all. other. businesses, that of 
the cinema. must be able to pay its 
way. Capital will not place itself in 
enterprises’ that do not offer a fair 
probability of securing ‘a return in 
interest. British producers seem 
either to be totally ignorant of the 
mass psychology of the average 
cinema-goer or to despise it.: In the 
latter case it’ may be that, judged by 
artistic standards, there is, right on 
their side; but they will assuredly 
find the task of educating a not too 
intelligent public up to their level a 
highly expensive one. At the other 
treme lies the danger of under- 
stimating the intelligence ‘of the 
inema-going public, 
Lamentations Over the Quota. 
Lamentations over the unsatisfac- 
tory working of the quota act de 
signed to protect the British indus- 
try continue to be heard, together 
with jeremiads over the way in 
which ‘‘the American magnates of 
the screen are obtaining the*¢om- 
plete domination of the amusement 
industry of the world.’’ At the pres 
ent time exhibitors are preparing

New. Silhouette Features “Longer Skirts, 
“Short Waists, Decorative Details 


HEN Jean Patou returned 
to Paris from, a. visit to 
this country several years 

. he proclaimed the. en- 
semble as ideal costume and the 
preference of American women, and 
this season’s models are presenting 
in complete form the latest points in 
style. There is a new silhouette, 
with the lengthened skirts, higher 
waistline, in:zowns; coats of various 
lengths, capes and the renaissance of 
old-style furs, lavishly used. There 
are new and intriguing details of col- 
lar—the monk’s cowl reversed and 
the deep-pointed gilet—also wide pic- 
turesque cuffs, all in new fabrics of 
exceptional beauty and a large array 
of colors. This up-to-the-minute en- 
semble includes all the accessories— 
hat, blouse, linings, gloves, footwear, 
even jewelry, in a picture of the chic 
outfit for all occasions, 


A sports suit is worn in the morn- 
ing. This is made of wool or silk, 
materials that are shown in a great 
variety of weave, light or heavy, The 
all-inclusive tweeds are in greatest 
demand, forming the basis of many 
different styles of the suit, tailored 
and semi-tailored, and ititroducing 
fashion possibilities in combination 
with’ other materials. The tendency 
is toward the thinner, softer stuffs 
for early Fall, the lighter weight 
woolens,; the crépes and the dull- 
finish silks in which some of the 
best-known designers are making en- 
sembles for town and_ country. 
Among the novelties of this type is 
beaulama, a rich fabric with ‘deep 
pile and silky Juster.. It is some- 
times printed in tweed patterns. of 
quiet tones ip the weight and quality 
of heavy crépe, ideal for Autumn 
gowns in. ensemble. 


The Heavier Fabrics 


N suit ensembles for general wear 
the heavier woolens, the tweeds, 
the coverts and kashas in the dif- 

ferent weaves from Rodier and from 
our domestic mills ‘are used combined 
sometimes with wool goods of an- 
other sort. In a model of American 
design, coat and skirt are made of 
brown and beige tweed mixture, the 
blouse of finely woven beige wool 
jersey, which is used also to line the 
coat. A’ distinct novelty from a 
French house is shown in one of the 
reversible woolens which are in favor 
this season. The bodice and box- 
pleated skirt, which are joined with 
ctitehing, are made of gray and black 
mixture and the seven-eighths coat 
of plain gray cloth is lined with the 
mixed, material. ; 


Some of the latest styles.are shown 
in the. details of this ensemble, the 
coat sleeves that flare to .a sharp 
point below the elbow and narrow at 
the wrist are fastened with a large 
button of black caracul, and a band 
of the fur is sewed.across the outer 
edge of. the cloth and folded toward 
the front to form the collar. The 
blouse is finished at the neck with a 
stitched band and a unique bow of 
black ciré. ribbon and white mousse- 
line, and a narrow belt of black 
lacquered leather is worn at the nor- 
mal waistline, Pockets, which are so 
much in demand in suits of the 
sports type, are concealed in this 
model under the top of two wide box 
pleats in front. 


Some Original Models 


OME of the new ensembles made 

of ‘mixtures and plain colors and 

others of plain’ materials of two 
weaves and colors’ are original and 
entertaining. One rather outré model 
is built on long, straight, mannish 
lines with the new scheme of wear- 
ing a belt tight about the waist and 
over the jacket. The material is turf 
tweed in a black and white mixture. 
The skirt is cut unusually long, with 
fullness to the knees, where it is 
joined in deep points. to-a flounce of 
unpressed pleats, The blotise of white 
wool jersey is finished at the neck 
with a pleated gilet of jersey, and 
the collarless jersey fits tightly over 





from the front on the lines of a 
man’s cutaway coat, 


_An English interpretation of this 
type of ensemble is a jacket ‘suit of 
navy blue wool jersey dotted with 
red, white and brown yarn. The 
skirt is laid in pleats that are stitched 
half way to the hem, where they 


flare in bias form, and a short coat ; 
of plain blue cloth is lined with the 


jersey. A tuck-in blouse of white 
jersey has a tailored tie of blue and a 
blue belt stitched with white. 


Black for Daytime Wear 


LACK is the sensation of the 

hour in daytime dress, and 

marks the contrast between the 
sports suit and a more formal 
tailored costume. An ensemble which 
is considered the very. epitome of 
style is made of black broadcloth 
and trimmed with Persian lamb. 
The models vary but the jacket suit 
consisting of skirt, coat and over- 
blouse or tuck-in shirt and the one- 
piece dress with a coat of the same 
cloth are equally modish. ‘Worth 
makes a three-piece of black broad- 
cloth, the skirt with inverted box- 
pleats, the coat short. and heavily 
trimmed with Persian lamb which 
forms the collar, cuffs and a wide 
band down each side of the front 
and around the bottom, shaped to 
curve upward in front. The bodice 
of this suit is of black marquisette 
beautifully embroidered in . black 
floss and silver thread is worn over 
this skirt. 


Next to all-black are some en- 
sembles in black and_ white, and 
black with color. Phillips et Gaston 
who have ever been creators of cos- 
tumes in dramatic contrasts of black 
and. white, have 
stunning ensemble in black broad- 
cloth. The skirt is box-pleated, the 
pleats attached to a flat hip yoke 
being inverted and stitched almost to 
the knees, where they are released to 
ripple several inches below. The 
jacket, bolero in shape and loose 
fitting, is heavily embroidered, all in 
black, and just crosses the waistline 
that is swathed with a girdle of 
black satin. The blouse-bodice of 
white chiffon is elaborated with 
black, white and metal embroidery 
and the coat is a‘ straight; three- 
quarter model ‘with straight sleeves, 
wide at the hand, and a high collar 
and band cuffs of black. fox. 


In a few distinguished models a 
scarf’of the material is arranged to 
take the place of fur as in an en- 
semble from Suzanne Talbot, who 
makes a gown of pastel blue crépe 
marocain having the blouse gathered 
around the neck and on the skirt. 
A deep apron of veivet is at the front 
and at the back two flounces in deep- 
er shades, the lower flounce drop- 
ping several inches below the hem of 
the dress. A coat of the velvet has 
a full-gathered skirt, loose sleeves 
and a scarf that is wound around the 
throat and tied loosely in a bow 





Blouses for the Autumn 


LOUSES were never more lovely 
nor more chic and dainty than 
they are in the Autumn collec- 

tions. Both the overblouse, which 
belongs with the skirt that is fitted 
over the hips, and the tuck-in shirt 
worn with tailored suits are -in 
fashion, and there, are many new 
models of each. Crépe of different 
kinds is the material that is used 
for most of the softer overblouses in 
which there are new designs, more 
finished and more formal than those 
of last year. There are few straight- 
around sacque overblouses except 
for utility, The latest models are 
very long and are gathered or slight- 
ly draped around the hips in differ- 
ent ways that make for softness. and 
grace in outline. The long gilet is 
introduced in a. charming blouse of 
Paquin blue crépe de chine which is 
scalloped and bound around the 
edges with the crépe.

Fann Passing of Diaghileff Marks End of a 
| Brilliant Epoch—His Relation to Music

Paris, Sept. 4. 
HE premature death of Serge 
de Didghileff in’ Venice ‘has 
profoundly moved the world of 
i art. The name of this great 
“;Jeader will ever remain honored «in 
ithe history of music, mise en ‘scéne, 
“iithe dance, and stage decoration. He 
“t eccomplished not one but many rev- 
‘elutions of cutstanding importance. 
ib What a strange destiny was his! 
<This grand seignetr’ become impre-

-'eountry where he was never able to 
exhibit it was Russia! It would be a 
| fross error to suppose that Diaghi- 
,leff revealed to Parisians merely’ the 
‘game type of ballet seen at Moscow 
vand St. Petersburg... It is true that 
ijn 1908 he formed his company with 
ithe stars of the imperial corps de 
‘ballet: Pavlowa, Nijinsky, Karsa- 
‘vina, &c.; but the way he employed 
"them bore no resemblance to that 
ghown on the imperial stages. Sev- 
eral. years previously Prince Wolkon- 
sky, on taking possession of these 
‘theatres and wishing to rejuvenate 
the too-traditional spirit which domi- 
nated them, had enlisted the aid of 
the young esthete, already known 
for his advanced ideas and the di- 
rector of a great art review in which 
he energetically supported the Rus- 
ian painters. of the new. school, 
om Roerich, Benois, Golovine, &c.

Thereupon 
Serge Diaghileff determined to form 
a company which should be directed 
according to his own taste. Unable

ened by the triumphal success of 
“Boris Godunoff,’’ produced, with the 
~ eooperation of Chaliapin and the 
f chorus of the Moscow Opera. 
In Russia the dance was self-suf- 
ficient. Diaghileff, renewing ancient

f nbove all, of music; not traditional 
dance music, but the symphonic 
poem—the ballet become a kind of 
choreographic poem miraculously 
united to music.

Rimsky-Korsakoff never held the 
post of director at that institu- 
tion. He was Professor of Composi- 
tion and Orchestration, and became a 
member of the faculty just about the 
time I was appointed as the head of 
the violin classes. He passed away 
while I was still active as professor. 
Perhaps it will be of interest to the 
musical public to learn of the names 
of the directors during my connec- 
tion of almost half a century with 
the conservatory. 


The founder and first director was 
Anton Rubinstein. The following 
were his successors: Zaremba, 
Azantschevsky, Davidoff, Johannsen, 
Anton Rubinstein (his second term 
for a short period), Bernhardt and 
finally Glazunoff.

McCORMACK AS DON OTTAVIO. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a long-time reader of your mu- 
sical department, may I add a token 
of my interest in the discussion 
which a number of your corre- 
spondents have been carrying on 
in regard to the approaching revival 
of “Don Giovanni” at the Metro- 
politan? This work has for years 
been to me,the most enthralling in 
the entire range of opera. .I have 


neglected no opportunity to hear it’ 


when it has been all too infrequently 


my privilege to do so, and my scrap-’ 


book contains a multitude of clip- 
pings “about it and about.” The 
fullest discussion of it in English 
that I know of is in Professor Dent's 
well-known book on the operas. of 





Mozart; but that leaves considerable 
to be desired... He insists too much 
upon the buffa texture of the work. 
Mozart might have. set out with the 
idea of composing something of that 
sort, but before he finished he as- 
suredly had abandoned the intention 
for something entirely different, in 
which the comic threads were only 
interwoven in the tragic texture to 
give it heightened potency by con- 
trast. 

In none of your correspondents’ 
letters have I noticed any mention 
of the performances of John McCor- 
mack as Don Ottavio, in which were 
heard the purest bel canto singing 
of modern times, on the tenor side. 
I recall one evening, in particular, 
when his rendition of ‘‘I] mio tesoro”’ 
so aroused the audience. that it 
“stopped the show,’’ and it could not 
be resumed until he came out before 
the drop curtain and repeated the 
air, even more beautifully* than be- 
fore. That was the young McCor- 
mack of nearly twenty years ago.

N the no-man’s-land that lies be- 


tween music and dancing . one 


océasionally ‘stiimbles' upon an 

example of unclassifiable art that 
is not only ‘entertaining in itself but 
{lluminating, in its position midway 
between the usua® standards of classi- 
fication. For:example, in ‘‘Murray 
Anderson’s” Almanac” there “Is an 
item entitled “Jazz in a Kitchenette," 
in which one Jack Powell, armed 
with a pair of drumsticks, beats out. 
synccpatea rhythms’ upon ~ chair 


backs, pots and pans, the floor, the.|, 


walls and everything else that comes 
within reach, including, though only 
incidentally, a bass and a snare drum. 

Obviously, such a performance as 
this is not music; it has neither: har- 
monic ner ‘melodic elements, and the 
only manner in which tone enters 
into its scheme is 4s a sort of accent 
to the rhythmic pattern. It is équally 
evident that dancing is something 
very different from this »haphazard 
dashing about without consideration 
of the quality of the movement or its 
significance. Yét in this very com 
bination of crude ingredients there is 
a reversion to that primitive form 
of music and dancing in which the 
performer produced both the move- 
ment and the rhythmic sounds. tha’. 
accompanied it by the same impulse. 
The primitive dance was, of course. 
a consécrated ritual, in. that it was 
the vént for emotional experience 
that seemed to the unsophisticatea 
mind to have about them something 
of the transcendental, With Mr, 
Powell it is nothing so vital; it is, in 
fact, pure decoration, but certainly it 
suggests a strong trace of atavism. 

Powell considers himself a drum- 
mer and is said to be the first. of his 
profession to have appeared in a 
“single” act in vaudeville. But here 
arises the point that unseats him 
from the ranks of percussion players 
and places him among the members 
of another art: his reliance upon the 
eyes of his audience is as great as 
his reliance upon their ears. 

It is quite possible that there have 
been many trap drummers who could 
equal and perhaps excell him in the 
usual capacity of a trap-drummer, 
but Powell. is. unique in his happy 
combination of the aural rhythm with 
the visual. He establishes a pattern 
which the ear seizes upon and begins 
to complete for itself; at the same 
time the eye is challenged, for there 
are hosts of ways in which the visual 
pattern may be completed and -not 
one of them is evér indicated far 
enough in advance of its execution to 
diminish the suspense. Thus actually 
it is the visual element that is pre- 
cominant and the audible that forms 
the background. Is this the way of 
percussion players? 

Tap dancing is based esthetically 


en very much the same principle. Its 


movement is insignificant of itself— | unforgettable dance without piano 


t3 velue lies in.the manner in. which 
the visual suspense is overlaid upon 
a background of involved aural pat- 
terns, which in this case happen to 
be executed with the feet instead of 
with the hands. The extraordinary 
effectiveness of Bill. Robinson, to 
choose an outstanding illustration, 
do¢s not rest exclusively in his feet, 
but in his ability to create simulta- 
neously a pattern with an equal syn- 
copation to the eye. His vénerable 
(one Mad almost said classic) stair- 
case number is the supreme example 
of this ability. 

In fact, the great difference be- 
tween the excellent tap dancers and 
the mediocre is to be found right 
here. The ‘‘hoofer’’ who depends 
upon difficult tricks and acrobatic 


hair-raisers to win applause is sim-: 


ply spending his energy instead of 
his talent; for a minimum of muscle 
combined with a sense of what ac- 
tually produces the onlookers’ reac- 
tion to tap dancing will accomplish 
more than any quantity of feats of 
prowess.

‘The result cf the 1918 elec- 
tion necessitated the appointment of 
@ general staff for the Parliamen- 
tary Labor party; a position was 
found for me, and in February, 1919, 
I went to the House of Commons to 
work for the party there. You see, 
for a long time it had been my most 
earnest wish to do that very thing, 
and,-although the position was not 
what I would call a responsible one, 
nevertheless the actual contact with 
Labor in Parliament was of immense 
value to me. 

‘During the recesses I generally 
worked for the press department at 
the head office, supplying miscella- 
neous Parliamentary paragraphs for 
the Labor Press Service or getting

information for the ‘Labor 
Speaker’s Handbook.’ 

“You know, you never get any- 
where without trying, and when Mr. 
MacDonald becanie leader of the Op- 
position I applied for the position of 


secretary, and I was appointed.” 


Since then Miss Rosenberg has con- 
tinued in that capacity, though about 
her work as Mr, MacDonald’s secre- 
tary she will say little. 

“For you know,” she explained, 
“the first necessity of a Prime Min- 
ister’s secretary—particularly if she 
is a woman—is discretion; the second 


is discretion and the thiré is still 
discretion. Like that little American, 


‘Brer Rabbit,’ she must lie low and 
say ‘nuffin.’ 








“But,” she continued, ‘‘since I am 
talking about myself I would lke to 
tell you what I consider the finest 
thing about my job. Ever since I 
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was a little child I could not under- 
stand why women did not have equal 
right with men. In my teens I was 
an ardent suffragist, but never a mil- 
itant one. But I felt. that even in 
those days of few opportunities wo- 
men could wield: an enormous influ- 
ence for good, politically anf so- 
cially. But optimistic as I was, little 
did I think at that time that in a 
comparatively few -years women 
would so come into their own that 
in 1929 we should see a, woman ap 
pointed to-the Cabinet. © % 

“I am proud of a’gort of kinship 
with a government which has done 
so much ,to honor women politically, 
and I am likewise proud of my work- 
ing association’ with the man who is 
laying the foundation stone ofthe 
monument ‘to“womien's progress.”’ 

Serious.as.Miss.Rosenberg is when 
speaking of ‘her ‘duties, there is a 
lighter side to-her.nature. In her 
little apartment she has a piano, a 
phonograph and a radio. 


Music for Relaxation. 


In reply to the question as to what 


were her: hobbies, she laughingly re- 
plied: ‘“‘The - secretary of a* Prime 
Minister has not any time for hob- 
bies, though when I do have a little 
breathing spell I.turn to music. In 
fact, I am going to make a confes- 
sion to you. 

‘In those trying days, and nights, 
too, when Mr. MacDonald was form- 
ing his Cabinet, and when it was fre- 
quently early in the morning before 
I got home, and I-was too tired and 
hungry to cook anything for myself, 
very often before going to bed I 
would sit down at my piano and play 
a few little pieces, It sort of quieted 
me down frcm those nerve-racking 
experiences of the day. 


“And I'll tell you something else, 
only you had better print it in smaller 
type, otherwise people might think I 
was frivolous. But some nights I put 
on a gramophone record and danced 
by myself. Oh, yes, I love to dance, 
and I love the theatre, too. And 
then there is my home. 

“So many girls are satisfied to live 
in one room and take their meals 
‘out.’ That is not living to me, it is 
existing. I have a place that in some 
way reflects my personality. I have 
my own things about me, and I have 
@ lot of fun in my little kitchen, with 
its red trimmings and furnishings, ; 
for I love to fuss around and ccok, 
and I can unthage a stove as well as 
a . typewri ter.’ 








AID FOR MOTHERS IS WIDELY ADOPTED | 


HE extent to which America 
feels its responsibility for the 
conservation of the home js in- 
dicated in a recent study made 

by the Children’s Bureau of the De- 
partment of Labor. Formerly, when 
children needed more support than 
their own parents could provide, so- 
ciety thought it enough if food, cloth- 
ing and shelter for them were made 
available in an institution, or else 
doled out poor relief intermittently 
to the struggling parents. Now so- 
ciety recognizes that the child is en- 
titled to maintenance in his own 
home, if poverty alone is the peril 
that threatens, 

Organized society is, in fact, dig- 
ging into its purse for the means of 
preserving homes, and in place of 
spasmodic giving, is supplying what 
various States have termed mothers’ 
pensions, mothers’ allowances, moth- 
ers’ assistance funds, widows’ com-

IS TO AID THE GIRL SCOUTS 





HE homes of many of New 
York’s foremost collectors of 
Americana will yield up cher- 
ished treasures to appear on 
“display at the galleries of the Amer- 
“fean Art Association from Sept. 25 
“to Oct. 9, under the auspices of the 
“National Council of Girl Scouts. 
From mansion, apartment and near- 
‘by country estate pieces will be as-

_ of the new republic who would have 
none but the best of their period. 


The exhibition is intended not only 
_fo.further the Girl Scout movement, 
, but also, it is hoped, to provide aid

Presenting 
only genuine examples of the work 
of master craftsmen in their various 
_ Jineg. the displays will. furnish much 
, material, it is hoped, to enable stu-

Aside from the beauty of the arti- 
cles shown and the excellence.of the 
workmanship, to many of the ex- 
hibits historic interest is also at- 
tached. A dignified Stuart’ or Jaco- 
bean style armchair: of sycamore 
wood was once thé possession of 
William Penn, and one finely carved 
Heppelwhite side chair was one of 
a set of six originally belonging to 
Charles Carroll ‘of Carrollton, Md., 
statesman, patriot. and a signer of 
the Declaration of Independence. 

Other Historic Pieces, 

A Sheraton style armchair and 
side chairs, part of a set of a dozen, 
are held by family tradition to have 
belonged to De Witt Clinton, once 
Mayor’ of New York, United States 
Senator, and Governor of New York 
at the time of his death: One sofa 
is from & homé where it had served 
at the time Washington ‘and Lafay- 
ette were entertained there. Included 
in the exhibition are to be a number 
of the outstanding pieces, notably 
several of the ‘‘sample,chairs,’”’ from 
the Reifsnyder collection, which 
brought such fabulous prices upon 
its dispersal.

pensation, aid for dependent children 
and so on. . Forty-two States have 


adopted laws authorizing assistance 


from public funds for dependent chil- 
dren in their own homes, and the 
District .of Columbia,-.Alaska and 
Hawaii have made similar provision, 
It is estimated that approximately 
200,000 are thus being» cared for 
wholly or in part. 


The need, however, is by no means 
fully met. Some States, having 
passed such laws, have failed to put 
them into practice or have neglected 
to. make available funds necessary 
for carrying them out. In many 
States some localities are well looked 
after, while others are ignored. 


A Marked Advance. 


The Children’s Bureau believes that 
if the number of home-aided children 
were doubled, the need would be 
more nearly met. Still, what. prog- 
ress has been made shows a marked 
advance over former practices. 
Mothers’ aid, where it is properly 
administered, means that the family, 
deprived .of its normal breadwinner 
by death or disability, still has a 
steady income,, carefully ‘adjusted to 
its particular needs, upon which it 
can depend. It can arrange its life 
accordingly, instead of merely ex- 
isting after the hand-to-mouth man- 
ner of those dependent for aid upon 
spasmodic charity. 


The movement is still comparative- 
ly young. The first State-wide moth- 
ers’ aid law was enacted in Illinois 
in 1911. Before that, several small 
beginnings had been made... .Juve- 
nile courts in’ some California coun- 
ties as early as 1906 granted county 
ald to semi-orphans and others in 
their own homes. In 1908 Oklahoma 
started. providing school  scholar- 
ships through its counties for chil- 
dren whose widowed. mothers needed 
their .earnings, and. Michigan fol- 
lowed this example in 1911. The Mis- 
souri Legislature made a definite 
legal provision to aid mothets of de- 
pendent children the same year Illi- 
nois did. 


The next year. Colorado... adopted 
‘mothers’ compensation’’ by popular 
vote; atid in the following’ year eigh- 
teen States’ enacted mothers’ aid 
laws. This early legislation was 
largely experimental, and - most of 
it has been completely revised. La- 
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tending mostly to: improve chubaninis- 
tration, ‘to make the application of 
the laws more inclusive, and to in-

The age of the chil- 
dren on behalf of whom aid is given 
ranges up to 18 years, but generally 
conforms with comoulsory schoo) at- 
tendance and with the child labor 
laws. The amount of the allowance 
is variable. The grants are not 
strictly 1imited, but are based rather 
on the needs of individual families 
after all available resources have 
been taken into consideration. 
Maximum grants per child, how- 
ever, are usually fixed. The great 
fault of most os the legislation, in 
the opinion of the bureau, is that! 





the maximum grants have been gen-| ? 


erally fixed too low. It has been es- 
timated that a minimum of $1,000 a 
year is necessary for the mainte- 
nance of a mother with three chil- 
dren; yet in thirty-five States $800 is 
the most that can be granted for 
such a family, and in twenty States | 
the maximum is less than $480. | 

When application for aid is made, | 
the procedure is more or less uni- | 
form. An investigation is held to de- | 
termine the character of the home 
and the amount of aid required. If 
aid is granted, the family then he-| 
comes, in a way, a charge of the ad- | 
ministrative .agency. Some great, |

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How to Determine Amount 


of Current Consumed by a 


Receiving Set and Its Cost—Radio in Japan and 
Types of Receivers Used in Orient 


By ORRIN E. DUNLAP JR. 

UESTION~—If I run my electric 

set for either one or six hours 

in one day what will it cost?— 
The receiver has eight tubes—five 
227s, two 2458, one 280 rectifier 
and an electro-dynamic speaker.—H. 
E. M. ANSWER—Turn off all the 
electric appliances, including the 
lights, operating on the lighting 
lines in your home, so that the disk 
in the meter which measures the 
current consumed on your particular 
line is not revolving. Then turn on 
the set and count the number of rev- 
olutions per minute being made by 
the meter disk ag it measures the 
current consumed by the set. Then 
‘turn off the set and turn on a 100- 
watt electric light. If the revolu- 
tions of the disk are approximately 
the same for the light as for the set 
the set is consuming about 100 watts 
of lighting power: If the 100-watt 
lamp makes the meter disk turn fas- 
ter than the set makes it turn, try a 
15-watt lamp. When the proper size 
of lamp is found to turn the meter 
disk the same speed per minute as 
the set, then you have the watts of 
power required, If you pay 10 cents 
per kilowatt hour for power, and the 
set is found to consume 100 watts,. 
it is obvious that the set is costing 
1 cent per hour, as 100 watts is one- 
tenth of a kilowatt, or 1,000 watts. 
If the set runs the disk the same 
speed as the 75-watt lamp, the set is 
costing three-quarters of a cent per 
hour, and so on. If the power costs, 
say, 8 cents per kilowatt hour, the 
eost of running the set will he only 
75 per cent of the amounts stated, or 
if only 5 cents per kilowatt hour, 
the cost will be one-half the amounts 
stated, or less than one-half cent per 
hour of operation.

QUESTION—What is the differ. 
ence in sensitivity and power out- 
puts of two sets as follows: One with 
five 227s with two 345 power tubes 
and the other with six 227s and 4 
250-power tube?—G. M. ANSWER 
Assuming that the radio frequency 
stages are of similar efficiency in 
each set, the one having the most 
radio frequency tubes should be 
slightly more sensitive than the 
other. This appears to be the latter 
one described. The undistorted 
power output of twe 245s in push- 
pull is about 4 watts, For a single 
250 tube the power is about 4.6 
watts. 

QUESTION—My battery set is 
powered by a ‘‘B”’ eliminator. When 
the set is first turned on the hum 
in the epeaker is slight and not ob- 
jectionable.

Broadcasts Supplement 
the Blackboard—Cen- 
tralized System the 
Latest Installation 


THHN the school bells rang 
last week the boys and girls 
found a new teacher awaiting 

them in numerous.schools where 
centralized radio equipment was in- 
stalled during the Summer ag a sup- 
plement.to the teacher and the 
blackboard, Sixty-five other schools 
are planning similar installations, 
according to Quinton Adams, vice 
president of the Radio-Vijetor Corpo- 
ration, 

“Sehoo} authorities. .are closely 
watching this new adjunct to teach- 
ing with a view to applying it to 
the regular curricula,” Mr. Adams 
said. ‘“‘Eivery school year sees an 
extension of education by radio. Re- 
cently Secretary of the Interjor Wil- 
bur appointed an adyisery ¢ommit- 
tee of educators to study the pos 
sibilities of education by radio. 

“Many cities have been conduct- 
ing educational programs, end the 
extension divisions of. practically 
every State university have broad- 
cast lectures. On the Pacifie Coast 
stations in Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland, Portland, Seattle and 
@pokane have relayed lecture re- 
cita]s,’’ said Mr, Adams. 

The centralized radio system con- 
sists of one or more receiving units 
mounted in standard switchboard 
feshion and is not to he confused 
with the usual radio receiver and 
amplifier connected to scattered 
loud-speakers and headphones. One 
receiver, with amplifying, distriput- 
ing and gqutlet equipment, consti- 
tutes one channel. Ags many as four 
channela may be used, giving lis- 
tenerg in various rooms a choice 
from four programs. QBither the 
usual or the» built-in wall type of 
loud-speaker may he used. There 
are similar installations for hotels, 
hospitals and apartment houses. 

Schools Now Equipped. 

Of the twenty schools already 
equipped with centraliged radio 
eleven are in New York State, five 
in New Jersey, two in Ohio, one in 
Wisconsin, and one in California. 
The number of loud-speaker outlets 
in classrooms varies’ from four in 
the Oyster Bay high sehool, Oyster 
Bay, N, Y¥., to fifty-one in the 
Floral’ Park Central High $chool, 
North Hempstead, N. Y.

The second license \.a8 is- 
sued to WBY of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, at Rochelle, N. Y. 
Four days later the third was 
granted to WJZ, then operated . by 
the Westinghouse Company at New- 
ark, N. J., and the fourth to KDKA 
of the Westinghouse, at Pittsburgh, 
Noy,.7, 1921, 

However, to KDKA goes the dis- 
tinction of being the pioneer station, 
inasmuch as it broadoast programs 
experimentally at least a year before 
it or the other atations were granted 
broadcasting licenses.

for the day in @ high voltage part 
of the transmitter, putting both bat 
arid broadcaster out of operation, 
was explained yesterday following an 
engineering investigation. 

A studio enginetf at 711 Fifth Ave- 
nue noted that thé Bélimore trans- 
mitter was off the air, A query by 
telephone revealed that the transmit- 
ter crew did not know WHAF was 
not functioning. The ‘switchboard 
instruments were showing the pas- 
sage of currents but the programs 
were not to be heard. After threé 
hours of careful checking by three 
engineers who are familiar with 
every part of the station, the trouble 
was located in the small antenna 
tuning house outside the main build- 
ing under the antenna. Within this 
building is a large condenser with 
plates separated about an inch. 
Close inspection revealed a foreign 
substance between the plates, which 
proved to be the remains of the cre- 
mated bat. 

It was found necessary to com- 
pletely tear down and rebuild the 
tuning condenser because the result- 
ing short circuit had heated the 
plates and caused them to warp and 
melt. Besides this, the transmitter 
had to be completely retuned so 
radio listeners would receive WEAF 
programs at the same points on their 





dials as formerly, because the com 
denser aci was unavoidably 
changed in: the febuilding process. 

The work of putting the station 
back on the alr ‘Again was accom- 
plishd at top ad by the engineers, 
who perfo a in eight hours that 
which normally would have required 
two to three days.

N effort is to be made this Fall, 
the Health Department... has

tus as a reliable technical aid to 
medicine. Spurred on by ..recent 
reports. of quackery, Dr; Shirley W: 
Wynne, Health Commissioner,..has 
decided to ask the Corporation Coun- 
sel to draw up, for the approval of 
the Board of Aldermen, a new or-

“A jerae number of sites 
| here,’ * Commissioner Wynne said re-| 
| cently, “especially those who spe- 
|defects, use massage extensively. 
| of help licensed by the city of New| 
York as masseurs. An investigation, 
begun in 1919, into illegal medical 
practice, taken up by the Depart- 
ment of Health, disclosed that more 
than 50 per cent of those hired as 
masseurs were no more than or- 
dinary rubbers. This condition has 
been largely remedied by careful 
supervision, but there is need of new 
the 
Health Department ‘more cortrol over 
the licensing of these operators.’’ 

The present ordinance regulating | 
the practice of massage; Commis- 
sioner.Wynne. says, was passed as a 
police measure to. protect the public 
against improper persons who, upon 
‘the closing ‘of the red-light district, 
adopted various legitimate titles to 
hide the nature of their illicit enter- 
prises. That of ‘‘massage institute’’ 
was frequently used. 

But when the Aldermen adopted a 
resolution, which subsequently be- 
came an ordinance, requiring al] mas- 
seurs to be licensed as a police meas- 
ure, they were too lenient in their 
provisions, he believes. “Under the 
prevailing law a person who would 
obtain a license as a masseur fs able: 
to do so if he can present to the 
Department of Licenses. vaffidavits 
from ‘five citizens certifying: that he 
or she has practiced con- 
tinuously for the past five years. If 
this method of securing ‘@ leense is 
chosen, the Health Départment, 
which approves schools of massage, 
has nothing to. say in the matter. 
‘Upon ‘test some licensees have been 
unable to show any knowledge of the 
work in which they consider them- 
selves as experts. ©

Germany was forced by the war 
to push the hunt for synthetie rub- 
ber, and the progress made there 
may. yet bring forth good crude rub- 
ber from something as plentiful and 
cheap as coal tar. In the war, every 
available scrap of rubber was used 
and reused in Germany. Three 
smugglers who fell into the hands of 
the United States Government re- 
vealed that they were receiving $73 
a pound for dental rubber in Ger- 
many, and that it Was being used in 
the manufacture of gas masks. The

Artificial rubber like ebonite would 
have been looked upon fifty years 
@go as of no use to consumers: It 
Was impossible to foresee thé uses to 
which it could be put in building ser- 
viceable and attractive radio receiv- 
ing sets, not to mention the.thou- 
sands of other electrical fields into 
which this product has entered.

BEGUN IN NEW YORK STATE. 





Sportsmen and *Experts Seek to Preserve the.| 


Game Bird From Extinction 


PORTSMEN of New, York State, 
S supported by. the Conservation 

Commission, have begun. a study 
of the ruffed grousé) that kind of 
game birds once so common in this 
State, in a serious effort to preserve 
the. species. 

For the last few years ruffed 
crouse have been disappearing. Old 
hunters have noted that the bird 
seems to come and go in circles of 
uboyt seven years. For a year or 
two there seems to be plenty of 
grouse and then they gradually be- 
come fewer until they seem threaten- 
ed with extinction. Then they come 
back to the woods as plentiful as 
iver, 


In the Fall of 1927 these birds were 
unusually scarce and, after a bad 
hatching season the following Spring, 
the, commission declared .the season 
closed for one year and the birds

Y calling attention to the, 
propagandist activities of Wil- 
liam B. Shearer at the Geneva 
naval disarmament conference 

of 1927, President Hoover has re- 
opened the whole question of lobby- 
ing as it concerns the affairs of gov- 
ernment. The lobby is a familiar 
attribute of pending legislation in 
Washington, but, until the President 
spoke, there was little suspicion that 
lobbying activities extended overseas, 
even to a conference involving the 
United States and foreign naval 
powers. The effort to defeat the 
purpose of the Geneva conference. 
will now be investigated by the 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs. 
Whether the investigation will extend 
to the whole field of lobbying is un- 
certain, but it is certain that the 
lobbyist, whatever his character, has 
come back into the limelight. 

At the present time there are no 
laws on the statute books, for: the 
control or regulation of lobbying. 
There is an ancient law which for- 
bids an American citizen from in- 
volving himself in the foreign rela- 
tions of the country, but that is all. 
As matters now stand, a lobbyist can 
get away with almost anything short 
of bribery or attempt to bribe. Un- 
less the Shearer case comes within 
the old foreign relations statute, the 
opinion is general that nothing can 
be done. It appears certain he vio- 
lated no law so far as propaganda 
for domestic consumption is .con- 
cerned. If at any time in the course 
of his propagandist activities Shearer 
approached a member of Congress 
and sought to influence him in the 
matter of naval legislation, that 
would be lobbying, but under Ameri- 
can Jaw no violation of any statute. 


Great Activity This Session. 


The lobbyist is now very active 
in Washington, for whenever tariff 
legislation is pending or contemplated 
he is always on the scene. Sénators 
and Representatives, especially those 
opposing the Hawléy-Sinéet » bill, 
assert that probably never before in 
the history of Washington has so 

powerful, ee working, ee well 
P t for the inti" 
encing of Togistation operated in the 
national capital as has been fe ease 
these last six months. 

But it is not the same old lobby, 
official and private, that Washington 
has known in the past. The “Colonel” 
whose way it was to slap Senators 
and Representatives on the back and 
proceed to buttonhole them into sub- 
mission, if possible, has just about 
disappeared. Also the ex-member of 
Congress—the lame duck—whose plan 
of battle was to invade even the 
floors of the two howses, has said 
good-bye so far as public appearances 
are concerned. The lobbyist of the 
days of Grant and Hayes and Cleve- 
land would be like a fish out of water 
if he could come back to Washington 
now. 

A few years ago a certain ex- 
member of the Senate was so brazen 
in his efforts to get legislation 
passed in the form his clients wanted 
at that he was on the floor of the 
“nate two-thirds of the time while 
the bill was being debated. Finally 
his activities became such that a 
Senator quietly hinted to him that if 
he did not make himself scarce he 
would disclose from the floor the 
real reason for his presence.’ The 
lobbyist disappeared from the cloak 
rooms and the floor of the Senate. 
Thereafter his activities were carried 
on from office buildings and from 
other places where he could make 
contact with Senators.. This ex- 
Senator and also another prominent 
lobbyist, who’ had been in the House 
and who worked from the. floor of 
that chamber, were about the last 
ef the old lobby army. 


Wighly Organized Lobbies.. 


The new lobby—the lobby maintain- 
ing fine offices, with large staffs of 
press agents, also lawyérs, secre- 
taries and stenographers—is now in 
the saddle. No corporation could be 
better organized of mote’ efficiently 
managed than some 6f, these new- 
style lobbying organ ns. They 
are interested in every. conceivable 
form of legislation, from ;the move- 
ment to reduce naval. afmament to 
the decade-long battle to. get. power 
out of Muscle Shoals, 

In recent years lobbies have played 
a commanding part im the investi- 
gation of the Senatorial primary ex- 
penses, in the Newberry-Ford Senate

As Old as the Republic. 


“Lobbying is almost as old as the 
Republic itself. There is no man in 
Congress who remembers when the - 
lobbyist first* cane to Washington. 
They were here long before the. Civil 
War. They used to buy the wets a 
mint julep and the drys a.lemonade. 
Now they write you a letter or have 
some friend drop in for alittle, chat. 
As I have said, they attack both 
along direct and indirect lines. No 
member of Congress, so far as I 
know, would’ kfiowihgly be influ- 
ericed by these lobbyists,- yet at is 
impossible to tell what. effect: their 
schemes and machinations may have. 
They often achieve their ends with- . 
out leaving a sign of a trail behind. 

“Of course, all lobbyists are not 
bad lobbyists.

SERIES of shipwrecks and 
other marine disasters, occur- 
ring at far-distant parts of 
the world, bring into the news 
places of varied characteristics, tra- 
ditions and history. On one day last 
week, Lloyd’s casualty roll carried 
names of fourteen vessels, damages 
to which were estimated to cost the

about. $2,500,000. In the Far East, 
the elements .vented their rage in a 
tropical typhoon that caused the loss 
of many lives and great destruction 


of property. “ee 


The most tragic marine disaster of 
the week took place in Lake Nasi- 
jarvi, néar Tanimerfors, Finland, 
when a steamship went down with 
the loss of about 100 lives, most of 
those lost being school children. Fin- 
land is’ known as the “‘land of a 
théUsand lakes,” and the namé’Tam- 
Mmerfors*means.the ‘‘Rapids’ of the 
Tam.” Tammerfors is the chief in- 
dustrial city of the country, but its 
factories do not emit such © smoke 
and soot as those of Pittsburgh or 
even New York. Tammerfors does 
not use coal, depending for its power 
and heat on either wood-burning fur- 
naces or on electricity derived from 
near-by rapids. 

Tammerfors is superbly situated 
on a height of land between two 
great lakes. At One side of the city 
ig an extensive forest preserve over- 
looking an exquisite expanse of is- 
land-dotted lake and wooded shore 
and serving as a public park. A 
splendid esplanade with six rows of 
lime, trees. runs through the town 
and partly encircles it, and a cas- 
cading streain draining one lake into 
the other flows in a series of cas- 
cades through the heart of the busi- 
ness district, supplying powér to the 
steel and cotton mills that line its 
banks.’ 

Another tragedy of the séa was 
reported from Rotterdam, Holland, 
where a British oil tanker caught 
fire while in dry dock, causing the 
death of half a dozen persons.

But not as many would 
unite upon any one of them as upon 
the dream of several million more 
small boys who would like to be the 
man who could go to the circus when- 
ever he wanted to. There is only 
one candidate, for one man owns all 
the big circuses, and his name is John 


Ringling. Last week he Bought five 
more. 

The story of John Ringling begins 
like the song of the ten little Indians 
or of the forty-nine bottles hanging 
on the wail, Once in Baraboo, Wis., , 
in the early ’70s, there were seven 
Ringling brothers—Otto, Augustus, 
Henry, Charles, “Al, Alf. T., and 
John. Seven little Ringling boys of 
Baraboo! And now there is John. 

The Ringling boys gave shows in 
their father’s barn and charged pins 
for admission. Their ambitions grew 
with their stature. They paid $3.70 
for handbills and walked five miles 
to another town, which they plas- 
tered with the announcement: 
“Ringting Brothers’ Moral, Elevate 
ing, Instructive and Fascinating 
Concert and Variety Performance, 
One Night Only.” 

The prediction was correct. Fortye | 
seven persons witnessed the opening 
of the performance; the program | 
continued. until. the last one left, 
which was early. Thus ended the 
first tour of the Ringling brothers. 
The next year they were on the 
road with a one-ring tent show. Al 
was a juggler, Otto beat the bass 
drum, John was a clown and sang 
‘Root, Hog, or Die.’’ 


Year by year the Ringling broth- 
ers' enterprise grew, expanded into 
a& real circus, pitched tents in larger 
towns, engaged. more acts, and dis- 
played more lurid posters with long: 
er alliterative. adjectives. By 1895 
the brothers had New -York -ambi- 
tions. and sought. dates. for -Madison 
Square Garden, but the Barnum and 
Bailey Circus was too strongly en< 
trenched in that building; consee 
quently the Ringling menagerie, ac- 
robats and calliope continued te 
roam the provinces. Wot until 1907 
did they reach New York and this 
was by the simple device of buying 
out Barnum and Bailey.. Now Mr, 
Ringling thinks the rental asked for 
the Garden is too high, and next 
Spring’s circus dates have been 
awarded to the Sells-Floto. Mr. 
Ringling considers building another 
arena. and in the meantime has 
bought five circuses, including Sells 
Floto.

HIS week another inquisitor 
comes to the fore in that home 
of inquisitors, the United Status 
Senate. He is Frederick Hale, senivr 
Senator from .Maine and chairman, 
of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs, which will,undertake an in- 
vestigation of. the. adventures at 
Geneva and elsewhere of William B.

LEAGUE TEXTILE INQUIRY 





Data Now Being Prepared Will Make a Comparison of the 
Principal Industries in Fifteen Countries 


GENEVA. 
HE United States is not alone 
in having a textile problem. 
Indeed, every industrial nation 
nowadays has the consolation 


of knowing that it shares each of | 


its major economic ills with the rest | 
of the world. The wide extent.of the 
coal'and sugar crises has already led 
the many ‘States; members of. the 
League of Nations, to use its machin- 
ery to investigate these problems. 
They are bringing increasing pres- 
sure on it to interest itself in like 
manner in another question which 
Washington may think is even more 
t<s own parvicuiar misfortune—the 
question of farm relief. Meanwhile, 
the International Labor Office has 
now been called upon to undertake 
a world inquiry into the troubles of 
the textile industry. 


How widespread are the troubles 
thaf are worrying New England and 
giving the South its first serious 
atrikes is evident from the fact that 
the questionnaire, which the Labor 
Office is now preparing as the first 
step in the inquiry, will be sent to 
fifteen countries in four continents. 
They are Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
France, Germany, Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, Italy, Poland, 
Spain, Switzerland, Brazil, China, 
India, Japan, Mexico and the United

Activities of the Police. 


Commissioner. Whalen remarked 
that the police hg@ye been ‘‘extraordi- 
narily successful” in closing disrep- 
utable places during recent months. 
Such gathering places become the 
common meeting ground of criminals 
and indirectly contribute to the. plaa- 
ning of crime. In an effort to check 
gangsters and .racketeers, Commis- 
sioner Whalen d, the police’ have 
devoted particular attention to their 
haunts and havens, ‘of which the 
speakeasy is often one. Night clubs 
have been under constant vigilarice 
as well, both to’ protect the unwary 
visitor and detect the kid glove crim- 
inal. 


Although the police raid suspected 
establishments of this.kind ‘without 
hesitation, Commissioner Whalen 
said that the distinction between rep- 
utable and disreputable must be 
sharply drawn... The difference be- 
tween a meeting place for criminals 
and an unobtrusive speakeasy is one 
fraught with legal considerations. 

“Judge William S. Andrews of the 
Court of Appeals has ruled that a 
speakeasy conducted without public 
effense is not..necessarily a nui- 
sance,”’ he.eoftinued. ‘Then it may 
be asked what constitutes public of- 
fense. In a general way, I would 
say any place where doubtful char- 
acters gather; where there is much 
hilarity,’ gambling or misconduct. A 
suspected place of that kind gives the 
police grounds to enter and examine 
the premises. But a speakeasy quiet- 
ly conducted, without assemblies of 
suspicious persons or any breach of 
the peace, may not be a.nuisance in 
the legal sense. Judge Andrews has 
so ruled: and ‘the New York police 
are following his interpretation.

According to the police and Fed- 
eral officials, the sale of liquor in 
New York reaches large proportions. 
It may be believed that the ‘com- 
bined efforts of all the agencies con- 
cerned does no more than keep an 
approximate check upon the number 
of dispensing places. 

Everyday observation, official and 
unofficial, would seem to show that 
the speakeasy is gaining in bold- 
ness. Ten ‘years after the prohibi- 
tion amendment it is one of the fa- 
miliar institutions of metropolitan 
life. And it ranges from the water- 
side back room or the cellar gath- 
ering place to the de luxe speakeasy 
where smart New Yorkers meet. 
The brownstone front,’somewhat run 
down, often conceals an interior that 
the passer-by never would suspect. 
There are handsomely appointed din- 
ing rooms, soft lights, well-trained 
waiters, a French menu and the 
clink of ice in wine buckets. 

The Bohemian gathering place is 
deceptive, too. Its walls, with imi- 
tation cracks in the plastering, are 
queerly painted, and there are smok- 
ing candles thrust into bottles.

Deliveries of the Liquors. 


The task of supplying, these thou-: 
sands of places is no slight one. A 
recent study of seized liquors in 273 
raids showed the average quantity to 
‘be four gallons—or perhaps a day’s” 
supply. If there is anything like 
30,000 speakeasies, and gach one ree 
quires four gallons a day, the total 
becomes impressive. Practically the 
whole of this liquor is delivered by 
hand or motor car. 

Law officers of every degree con- 
fess themselves unwilling to disturb 
the man carrying a package or haul- 
ing one in his car. It involves the 
delicate questions of search and 
Theoretically the Fourth 
Amendment’ protects the citizen 
against indiscriminate meddling. And 
how shall the policeman say that the 
man entering a basement door with 
a package is, in fact, a carrier of 
contraband? 

The courts frown upon the search 
of the person or the person’s imme- 
diate property without a distinct and 
elmost indisputable cause. The New 
York police will not invade: private 
premises upon the mere assumption 
that liquor may be found there. If 
such places are suspected of harbor- 
ing shady characters, conducting 
gambling or permitting other kinds 
of misconduct, the officers will make 
inspection and search. Incidentally, 
they also may seize liquor and make 
arrests, but these seizures are inci- 
dental to other matters. There are 
endless instances of court disapproval 
where invasions have .been made 
without sufficient cause. 


The Attitude of the Courts. 


The general attitude of the courts, 
and especially of New York courts, 
and the somewhat contradictory in- 
terpretations of the law, have made 
it more difficult to obtain convic- 
tions for the sale of liquor. The pad- 
locking device, hailed as the solue 
tion of enforcement, has lost favor 
by reason of the courts’ insistence 
upon the most conclusive evidence. 

Yet the numbers of arrests by en- 
forcement officers of all varieties 
shows a steady increase. Under the 
pressure of one means or another, 
speakeasies are closed wholesale, 
soon to be reopened. In police activ- 
ities of the last few weeks there have 
teen instances of two and threa 
arrests in one establishment in one 
night. The moment a bartender is 
seized a new man takes his place, a 
new supply of liquids appears, and 
business goes on as usual. 

Behind the speakeasy rises the 
shadow of a vast organization, made 
up of smugglers, distillers, bonds- 
men, lawyers, and even men who will 
be arrested for so much per case. 
They take out the necessary Depart- 
ment of Health licenses to run eate 
ing places and prepafe in advance 
for the arrest that may come: If a 
census could be taken of thqse who 
operate speakeasies and supply them, 
one might be astonished at the total. 
The assertion that there are moré@ 
than 30,000 speakeasies in New York — 
gives a slight indication of the num- 
ber of people engaged in illicit liquor 





traffic.

Old Idea of America. 


Throughout its history America, to 
millions of Europeans, has_ repre- 
sented a sort of Utopia. It was a 
laid .with its gates open. to all the 
world, a land where men were build- 
ing @ new society unhampered by 
antiquated traditions or social castes. 
Merit alone counted and, in this sense 
at least, all men were equal. 


America is no longer a haven of 
refuge. It has partly closed its gates 
by restricting the number who are 
privileged to enter the land of oppor- 
tunity, meanwhile raising ever higher 
its customs barriers against the prod- 
ucts of the labor of those so unfor- 
tunate as to dwell in other lands. So 
the European conception of America 
has changed. It is now seen, some- 
times as a relentless debt collector, 
sometimes as a surfeited capitalist 
about to take a mortgage on the 
world, sometimes as a great machine 
which has destroyed the art of 
craftsmanship, sometimes as an in- 
dustrial giant threatening Europe’s 
trade and, with it, Hurope's ‘culture.

~ Arriving and Leaving Over the Hudson Barrier— 
How the Harbor’s Commerce Is Carried On

H® new inland freight terminal 
to be constructed on Manhat- 
tan Island for the use of the 
eleven trunk railroad lines 

that serve the city will mark a new 
departure in New York’s handling 
of freight. Wheels will replace keels 
to some extent in transporting the 
cargoes from the mainland to the 
island, 

For New. York is ‘primarily a sea- 
port. Sprawling over three islands 
and into the sea-edged mainiand it 
moves most of its freight in or over 
salt water. The arms of the sea that 
cut and encircle it give the city a 
freight problem of its own, and pe- 
cullar methods of solving it. The 
Hudson slices the city in two. The 
East River, the Sound, the bays and 
the kills further chop it up. 

Some 9,000,000 people live in this 
1,500 square mile area of the port. 
Many of them earn their living sim- 
ply by handling the freight that 
flows into it, out of it, throvfgh it. 
A great.many more are engaged in 
making .more freight.in the thou- 
sands of manufacturing plants in it. 
And all. the 8,000,000 are dependent 
for their lives on the food and_prod- 
ucts that they share in the gargan- 
tuan stream. 

How big is that stream? Well, in 
the first place, take shipping. A ves- 
sel) moves in or out of New York 
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rope might, In Professor Hebson’s 
opinion, attain an industrial effi- 
ciency, and consequently a material 
prosperity and standard of living 
comparable to those how enjoyed by 
the United States: And if it 
achieved economic solidarity, Europe 
would act inevitably as a’ political 
unit. 


But this eventuality is still remote 
and there are obstacles on every side,

Establishment of the union terminal 
system a8 a major step in improving 
freight handling conditions at the 
Port of New York was authorized 
and directed by the States of New 
York and New Jersey in creating 
the Port Authority in 1922, it is 
pointed out.

Streets was selected for the location 
because the greatest congestion ex- 
ists there—and the Manhattan situa- 
tion is held to be the key to the 
whole problem. 

One of the main improvements ex- 
pected by the Port Authority from 
the establishment of the freight 
terminal will be the releasing of a 
great deal of waterfront property on 
the Jersey shore. It is now used for | 
ear float terminals by the railroads. 
In the future, according to present 
hopes, it. may bg wsed for ocean 
shipping purposes. 

The plan is to have the inbound 
|freight stopped at the railheads 
| where bulk is. broken and there 
| transferred to trailer trucks or con- 
tainers which will be hauled by truck 
across the river—by ferry, tube, or 
perhaps the new Hudson River 
Bridge—to the inland station on Man- 
hattan. On the outbound freight the 
process would be reversed. Ship- 
ments of freight inbound would be 
brought in full truckloads to the in- 
land station, where the freight would 
be assorted into smaller lots for the 
receivers who would call for them 
with their own trucks. Movement of 
outbound freight shipments would 
come to the inland station platform 
from trucks of the shippers and. a 
group of trailer trucks from each of 
the shippers would receive them. 


More Piers for Ships. 


Another benefit, then; will be the 
releasing of piers on the New Yor 
side now used by the railroads 
landing places for their domeStic 
freight in lighters and carfloats. 
These then might also be devoted to 
ocean ships, providing more con- 
venient docks near the midtown sec- 
tion. And they would there be that 
|much closer to the rail terminals 
| across the river. 
| The business of transshipping 
| freight from railroads that bring it 
from the interior to the steamships 
| and vice versa is one of the prob- 
\lems peculiar to New York. It must 
be remembered that a great part of 
‘the freight handled in the port of 
| New York does not stop at all, It 
|merely passes through on its way 
|from a thousand. manufacturing, 
mining or farming. districts in the 
United States to a thousand ports 
strewn about the seven seas, and 
vice versa. But its passage through 
is an elaborate and rather expensive 
process. 

Let us trace the movement. When 
freigh: arrives at a New Jersey rail- 
road yard bound for Wurope, say, it 
is transferred from the cars to light- 
ers in the Hudson River,, and these 
are towed down thg harbor to the 
side of the steamer that is to carry 
it. Getting it from the cars to the 
| lighters is obviously an. expensive 
process. Getting it from the lighter 
onboard ship is another, 

The quéstion at oncé comes up: 
Why don’t the steamships all dock 
at the rail terminals on the Jersey 
shore, where they could make direct 
contact with the railroads? The an- 
wer, according to Billings Wilson, 
deputy -manager of the Port .Au- 
thority, is largely historical. 

“Our early settlers,’’ Mr. Wilson 
explained, ‘‘avoiding the marshy wa- 
terfronts then existing in many sec- 
tions of the port, founded their first 
trading station on the lower end of 
Manhattan Island, and shipping was 
served by the wharves that soon 
clustered about this station. Before 
the coming of the railroads our na- 
tion’s commerce was for the most 
part water-borne on rivers, bays, 
lakes and other internal waterways, 
including the Erie Canal, and the 
coastwise sailing ships and canal- 
boats naturally docked on the Man- 
hattan shore, where commerce and 
industry were intrenched. 

Gap Between Rail and Ships. 

‘‘When the railroads came into be- 
ing about 100 years ago they found 
a flourishing port city on Manhattan 
Island and were forced to content 
themselves with providing terminals 
on the Jersey side, transshipping 
their goods and passengers across 
the Hudson River, In the interven- 
ing years. some $200,000,000 had been 
invested in .waterfront terminal . fa- 
cilities by. the city of New York and 
private interests on the easterly side 
of the port,.so that shipping has. al- 
ways found facilities readily avail- 
able there. Experience has shown, 
however, that where local enterprise 
provided adequate facilities on the 
Jersey side, shipping interests were 
ready to avail themselves of them, 
‘arid there is no doubt that this de- 
velopment continue.” 

Meantime, Beare and. shipping 
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tion yards on the Jetsey shore. The 
main part of the sorting is done 
there. Say a trainload of freight ar- 
rives from the Middle West, In the 
classification yard it is broken up 
and sorted for different parts of the 
port. How is the actual delivery ac- 
complished?

Grain is transferred from 
the train to a special scow, towed tc 
the side of the ship, and. there 
pumped into the ship’s hold by one 
of the port’s dozen floating grain ele- 
vators, which have a capacity of 
12,000 bushels an hour. 

This can be going on at one side 
of the ship while cargo is being 
| loaded from the wharf on the other 
| doubling the speed of loading a 
|ship. It is one of the advantages of 
| New York’s lighterage system that 
the lighters serve as floating piers. 

Freight destined for Manhattan 
Island, Staten Island, and a large 
fart of the Brooklyn waterfront is 
transported from the rail terminals 
in Jersey by means of carfloats, 
which take the freight cars on board 
bodily and carry them to their place 
of debarkation—a pier that may be 
directly across the Hudson River ot 
@ dozen miles away. These carfloats, 
usually attended by puffing tug- 
boats, are familiar spectacles of the 
harbor. The railroads collectively 
have 140 tugs, 1,250 lighters and 
barges and 340 <arfloats in operation. 

Each of the railroads has at its 
waterfront terminal certain float- 
bridge facilities where cars are 
switched onto carfloats, Mr. Wilson 
of the Bert Authority . explained. 
These transfer bridges have over- 
head rigs for raising and lowering 
them to the level ef the carfloat in 
accordance with the stage of the 
tide. 

‘“‘When the floats are loaded the) 
are towed across the river to othe:

then trucked across the bulkhead 
shed and out on to the centre plat- 
form of the carfloat erd-wise, where 
it is put in the proper car.

Freight Originated by City. 

That New York originates a larj#" 
part of the freight that is handled 
in the port is indicated by the fact 
that theré até about 40,000 maufac- 
turing plants in the area, and that 
the valtie of their manufactured 
products is more than $7,500,000,000 
a year. All these products go through 
the ramifications of the shipping sys- 
tem by truck, lighter or carfloat 
before reaching the ship or railroad.

NDRE_ TARDIEU, so widely re- 
garded as the ‘‘coming man’’ 
in French politics, may. soon 
have before him a great op- 
portunity. The. position left vacant 
by the sudden retirement of M., Poin- 
caré is only provisionally. filled...The 
battle for the real succession has yet 
to be fought. Among the rival 
claimants M. Tardieu, already in of- 
fice as Minister of the Interior, 
stands out as a personality charged 
with energy and ambition, and he 
has unquestionably made his mark 
as a leader of the present Chamber 
of Deputies.

StTocK HOLM. 
COLONY of about 900 Swedes 
has just completed its migra- 
tion back to Sweden from the 
Black Sea region of Russia, 
where it had been exiled for nearly 
450 years. During this time there 
was little intermerriage with other 
races and the exiles maintained 
their original language, though their 
speech has changed with the pass- 
age of time and contact with other 
idioms... After a century and a half 
of isolation -they still regard them- 
selves as Swedes. 

These Swedes come from Gam- 
malsvenskby, far down on the Black 
fea. Their return to their father- 
l“nd will give them a fresh start in 
life, for the Swedish Government, 
in repatriating them, will do what- 
ever is possible to help them to earn 
a living and to find what happiness 
they can for Shergzelves and their 
children, 





The Odyssey of the Swedes begins 
at the island of Dagé off the Esto- 
nian coast, where in 1470 a band of | 
Swedes was allowed to settle by the | 
German order that then owned it. 
In 1563 Sweden took the island from 
the German order. In 1624 Gustavus 
Adolphus of Sweden sold the island 
with perpetual ownership rights to 
Jakob de la Gardie. It remained in 
the la Gardie family for the next sev- | 
enty years until Charles XI of 
Sweden annexed the island to the 
Crown. “He then as an act of royal 
graciousness. leased it to the then 
owner,” Axél de la Gardie. 

In 1710 the Russians captured Dagé 
and by the peace signed at Nystad 
took the island tinder their protec- 
tion. In 1780 Count Stenbock, who. 
was occupying the estate of Réicks 
on the northern side of the island, 
gave every one on his estate notice 
to quit. The date of evacuation was 
fixed for March 1, 1781, At the same 
time Count Stenbock sold the prop- 
erty. 

Message From the Czar. 


As Dagoé then belonged to Russia, 
the unfortunate Swedes naturally 
turned to Petersburg for assistance. 
The new owner of the estate, how- 
ever, decided to renew the old con- 
tracts, and it looked as if their 
troubles were over, at any rate for 
the time being. But the feeling of 
recurity did not last long. A courier 
errived from Petersburg with ‘the tid- 
ings that the Czar granted them 
‘“nardon” (fer offenses which they 
h2d never committed) and that they 
had been awarded fresh lands in 
South Russia. That, furthermore, 
they must leave Dagé immediately. 

With tears and lamentations the 
party set out, ‘séme 1,000 strong, 
under Cossack escort, on the long 
trek south. More than 200 died en 
route, and at last in May of the fol- 
lowing year, 1782, the sad procession 
arrived at the South Dnieper, ten 
miles northeast of Berislav. It was 
here that the survivors were allowed 
to choose their land and where Gam- 
malsvenskby was founded and built. 

Allotted 13,000 hectares, they were 
expected to till the soil and produce 
from it all their requirements. Be- 
ing totally unused ‘to. agriculture, 
they were soon in a desperate plight, 
for they had been fisherfolk in the 
far north. Without a pastor, and 
without any school teachers for their 
youth, the colony was soon in a 
state almost bordering on savagery. 
Their death rate far surpassed their 
births and it looked as if the little 
band would be entirely wiped out. 
The Russian .Goyvernment...became 
alarmed no doubt, as a reinforce- 
ment of some thirty Swedish prison- 
ers of war captured in the fighting 
against Gustavus III was dispatched 
to join their countrymen in 1794. 
But matters failed to improve and 
in 1804 the Russian Government al- 
lowed certain German emigrants to 
settle down among the Swedes and 
show them how to make the soil 
yield up her fruit. In this way the 
Germans became the instructors of 
the Swedes both in the art of hus- 
bandry and in general education. 


Changes in Their Language. 

Although suffering badly from lack 
of education and being almost entirely 
unacquainted with the ways of the 
world beyond their own horizon, the 
Swedes have been forced to master 
many languages and their capacity 
for learning has been phenomenal. 
Swedish, of course, but Russian, Ger 
man, including High Russian and 
Low Russian and any number of 
local dialects, come naturally to their 
tongues in the course of a conversa- 
tion. 

Under such conditions their own 
mother tongue has ‘been the one to 
suffer most, and the Swedish they 
now speak resembles more or less a 
mixture of all the Baltic languages, 
with Estonian words predominating. 
Many of their expressions retain the 
forms of the olden days. Of the old 
legends and folksongs, however, 
there seems to be. no trace, They 
have never intermarriea with their 
German end ‘Russian neighbors. 
Obedient to their pastor, who has al- 
‘ways been looked upon as their chief, 
crime fias been practically unknown. 
Since they had to depend upon their 
own efforts for their existence, their 
endurance and -industriousness be- 
came a byword in tbe countryside.

OUR S ST AR-GAZERS IN AFRICA 


By W, J. LUYTEN. 
BLOEMFONTEIN. 

ITH the completion of its 

new southern station near 

Bloemfontein, in the Union 

of South Africa, the Har- 
vard Observatory will again’ resume 
its full activities in the Southern 
Hemisphere. For almost forty years 
a ‘“‘temporary”’ observatory stood on 
the high plateau of the Afides in 
Peru, keeping an uninterrupted vigil 
of the southern skies until the close 
of 1926, when it finally became pos- 
sible, through the munificence of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, to trans- 
plant the station to more. favorable 
climes, as well as to renovate and 
enlarge its observing equipment in 
many ways. 

Founded originally for the purpose 
of extending over the entire sky an 
accurate survey of the brightnesses 
of the stars, the initial equipment 
was but small. A thirteen-inch _vis- 
ual telescope, named after the donor 
of the funds for the station, Uriah 
Boyden, formed the largest “gun” of 
the observatory. An accurate cata- 
logue of the brightness of all the 
stars visible to the naked eye had 
been a crying need in astronomy for 
many years, but no single observa- 
tory had ever been able to tackle the 
problem in a satisfactory manner, 
let alone complete it. 

Within a comparatively short time 
of the founding of the Boyden sta- 
tion of the Harvard Observatory, the 
director, the late Professor E. C. 
Pickering, aided by a score of as- 
sistants, was able to give. to the 
world .the Revised Harvard Pho- 
tometry, containing accurately meas- 


ured values for the brightness. of} 


some 20,000 stars. Today, as before, 
it still is the standard to which. all 
other measures of stellar luminosity 
are referred, 


Introduction of Photography. 


Pickering’s* versatile genius, how- 
ever, not content with undertaking 
s0 enormous a project as the méas- 
urement.of stellar luminosities, . had 
long been ‘seeking’ other channels jn 
which to direct the activities of the 
Harvard Observatory. As it hap- 
pened, a splendid opportunity await- 
ed him—the opportunity offeted by 
photography—and he was not long ih 
availing himself of it.

By 
1880 photography had advanced so 
far as to become practical in astron- 
omy: Pickering was quick to grasp its 
possibilities and thus instituted the 
first. systematic survey of the sky. 
North and south were observed con- 
tinuously ffém the ‘‘home’’ station in 
Cambridge and the southern station 
in Arequipa, Peru, with a number of 
instruments, having lenses varying 
in aperture from half an inch to 
twenty-four inches. 


The smallest of these, taking in a 
large area of the sky at once, keeps 
a perpetual, never-relaxing vigil on 
the sky; hence its name, the police- 
man of the sky. On its beats it pa- 
trols each part of the sky twice a 
month on the average. Larger instru- 
ments, executing their patrol less fre- 
quently, do it with greater thorough- 
ness. The largest instrument of the 
southern station, the 24inch Bruce 
refractor (named after its donor, 
Miss Catherine Bruce of New Ycrk),

Of the fifty new. stars discovered 
since 1888, the beginning of its sky 
patrol, the Harvard Observatory. has 
found no less than thirty-four. In 
the field of variable stars, too, Har- 
vard ranks first in number of dis- 
coveries, being. credited with almost 
5,000 on a total number of some 
7,000, In fact, like so many other 
branches of modern science, ‘‘dis- 
covering’’ variable stars has become 
a routine job. 

The present month will see the 
practical completion of the reju- 
| venated southern station at Mazels 
poort, mear Bloemfontein, Orange 
Free State—all except the new 60- 
inch telescope. Situated on ‘‘Har- 
vard Kopje,’”’ fifteen miles from the 
town of Bloemfontein, 4,500 feet 
above sea ‘level, in the dry atmos- 
phere of the high ‘‘veld,”’ the new 
observatory expects to have much 
better’observing conditions than in 
Peru. 


South African Weather. 


Instead of an almost perfect sky 
for six months, and an almost 
equally hopeless and overcast one 
during four of the remaining months, 
the South African climate is sup- 

d to provide about six months 
of excellent weather during. the 
South African Winter, from April to 
October, and another six months 
when at Jeast half the nights are 
clear enough for observing. 

Now .that»after two and one-half 
years’ interruption the new southern 
station is again resuming a normal 
activity, it will at.once concentrate 
upon, its.five, major problems... First 
‘isthe discovery and study of varia- 
ble stars, especially in the Milky 
Way and the Magellanic Clouds. 
These stars form our best yardstick 
or depth-gauge in space at present 
and théir study may bée made to 're- 
veal a good deal concerning the 
structure of the universe. 

Second comes the suryey of stellar 
motions. It is expected that a. com- 
parison of the map of the southe.a 
sky taken thirty years ago with the 
Bruce telescope with a similar map,

Grown From Its Earliest Days.

N institution of many hues and 
many phases isthe United 
States Postal Service, now 
among the multiplying. objects 

-@f President Hoover’s passion for re- 
organization. Older than the Fed- 
eral Government, the greater part of 
whose direct. contacts with the pub- 
Ne is through the postman,. the 
American. postal service is linked 
with a tradition that reaches back 
jAnto antiquity. This tradition has 
evertones of romance, dramg and 
tragedy. There are postal. operations 
.today, perhaps more of them, than 
there have been at any other. time, 
velated to that described in a Bible 
-verse found in the Book of Esther: 
:“And he wrote in the 
Ahasuerus’s name and sealed it. with 
the King’s ring; and sent letters by 
-post. on horseback and riders. on 
Mules and dromedaries.”’ 

The post was that of ancient Persia 
and to it Herodotus paid a tribute 
that is now carved on the front of 
the New York Postoffice as a slogan 
of the United States Postal Service: 

‘‘Neither snow nor rain, nor heat 
nor gloom .of night,: stays these 
couriers from the swift completion 
of their appointed-rounds.”’ 

The postal service’s working ver- 
sion of the slogan is: ‘‘Get the mails 
through.’”’ This motto is thé comple- 
ment of another which gives apt 
definition .of the..traditional postal 
policies of this country: ‘Where 
Americans go, the mails go.’’ 

Postal services were operated long 
ago with great dispatch. ‘‘Nothing 
morta] ‘travels so fast as these mes- 
sengers,” said Herodotus of the mail 
earriers of ancient Persia. They 
operated much in the manner of the 


post riders who served the historic | 


Pony Express, one of the memorable 
agencies of mail-carrying in this 
country. 

When Runners Served the Mail. 


Marco Polo found in medieval 
China a postal service that apparent- 
ly was governed by a rule not unlike 
that which has been foremost in the 
postal policies of this country. Post 
houses were scattered throughout 
the land and were served by fast 
runners. 

‘“‘And in this way the Emperor, who 
has animmense number of run- 
ners,” gaid Marco Polo, “receives 
dispatches with news from places 
ten days’ journey off in one day and 
night, or, if need be, from a hundred 
days’ off in ten days; and that is no 
small matter.”’ 

Mail service in the British world 
was ‘WUficertaift’ whén the General 
Court-of Massachusetts in 1639 gave 
start to what was.later to become 
the vast postal organization of the 
United States. 
that “Richard Fairbanks, his house 
in Boston, is the place appointed for 
all letters which ars brought from 
beyond the seas, or afte to be sent 
thither; [they] are to brought unto 
him and hee is to take care that they 
bee delivered or sent according to 
their directions and hee is allowed 
for every such letter one penny and 
must answer all miscarriages; pro- 
vided that no man shall be compelled 
to bring his letters thither except as 
hee please.’’ 

One Mail a Month. 

In 1672 Governor Lovelace of New 
York decreed that a post ‘should 
goe monthly between’ New York and 
Boston.” This was the first post 
route in this country. It was cov- 
ered by riders who first made month- 
ly and later bi-weekly .trips, there 
being a long interim of suspension 
before Governor Dongan~of New 
York revived it in connection with 
a movement for an intercolonial post 
running from Ngya Scotia to South 
Carolina. This gas brought about 
by Andrew Hamfiton, under letters 
patent from the British Government, 
in the latter part of the seventeenth 
century. He was familiar with the 
operations of William Dockwra, who 
had set up, as a private enterprise 
in London, the first city delivery 
system. At that time and for long 
afterward the British Government 
viewed the posts chiefly as a source 
of public revenues; 

The mails were so viewed when, 
in 1737, Benjamin Franklin ‘was ap- 
pointed postmaster at. Philadelphia 
and not longer thereafter to. a posi- 
tion substantially like that of a post- 
office inspector of the present day. 
Franklin became chief deputy post- 
master general for the Colonies in 
1753 and held the office until he was

The Continental, Congress of 1775 
set up a ‘‘Constitutional’’ postal ser- 
vice .in opposition to the. virtually 
collapsed ‘‘Parliamentary’’ one for- 
merly directed by Franklin. Con- 
gress named Franklin , Postmaster 
General, in which position he served 
for about a year. He was succeeded 
by his son-in-law, Richard Bache, 
“It seems that concern for the mili- 
tary situation was the principal 
cause of the taking over and oper 
ating of the postal service by the 
Continental Congress, which set up 
in 1775 what is now the ‘‘dead letter 
office,”’ one of the singular features 
of this country’s postal system. Un- 
deliverable letters were to be searched 
for ‘‘inimical schemes and intelli- 
gence.” 

Paul Revere was a post rider and 
his historic exploit was in the line 
of duty. Franklin, while in eharge 
of the service, is credited with having 
invented the “‘frank,’’ which he used 
for the free dispatch of his official 
letters. These he inscribed with a 
signature reading “‘B. Free Frank- 
lin,” and therein is said to have been

In addition 
to lecture courses there are to: 0e 
clinical courses in hospitals and in- 
stitutes and out-patient departments 
There are to be démonstration 
courses for the presentation of ana 
tomical, pathological and other ma- 
terial. Research coursés under the 
auspices of the departments of neu- 
rology and psychiatry will be held, 
and combined courses will permit the 
student the opportunities of research 
work together with lecture, clinical 
and demonstration courses. 

The fields of psychiatry and neu 
rology will be approached not only 
from the angle of: medical science 
but from the field of sociology. The 
subject matter to be discussed will 
be made available to laymen inter- 
ested in correlated fields. Lawyers. 
sociologists, teachers, psychiatrists 
and parents will be invited to attenc 
such classes as are suitable. 

The Neurological Institute of New 
York and the New York State Psy- 
chiatric Institute, though they are 
separate units, are to. coordinate 
certain of their activities for the pur- 
pose of the present study. In the 
past, hospitals for the mentally .ill 
have beem largely custodial and only 
secondarily for research. ‘At the 
Medical Centre these two institutes+ 
the one covering ‘the nervous™ and 
the other the mental sidesot dis 
orcers affecting the braif—are, to 
work together in an lntinaes coop- 
eration. 


Features of the Buildings: 


The Neurological Institute. was 
completed and put into operation five 
months ago; the Psychiatrie Insti- 
tute will open on Oct. 1,in time for 
the courses. The buildings are the 
last word in structural compléteness; 
no detail has. been overlooked to 
make them adequately serve their 
purpose. As many as possible of the 
disagreeable features formerly . 4sso- 
ciated with the word ‘‘hospital’’ have 
been eliminated. There.is not a spot 
of glaring white, with the exception 
of the immaculate counterpanes, to. 
startle patients. Hallways, wards, 
private rooms are in soft colors, even 
the operating rooms being ‘‘done”’ in 
a restful green. The two buildings 
are prepared to care for 500 patients 
at a time. 

An underground passage joins the 
Neurological and .the Psychiatric In- 
stitutes, where the major portion of 
the instruction will be carried ‘on. 
The New York State Psychiatric \In- 
stitute is equipped with a _ large 
amphitheatre, ‘arid: lectures will’ be 
held there as well as in, the amphi- 
theatre of the College. of Physicians 
and Surgeons. ‘In the laboratoriés of 
the Neurological Institute somé of 
the courses will also be conducted. 

The project of thus coordinating 
courses to deal with the ills of the 
brain and the nervous” system, 
of utilizing the two institutes for thi¢ 
purpose, was conceived by some of 
the men responsible for'the creation 
of the Medical: Centre; From .the 
start they visualize the centre as 
a fieié fer the’ dissemination of 
knowledge. Dr, Willidm Darrach; 


H. Kirby, ‘the its Dr. Tola Ww. Salo- 
mon, Dr. Frederick Tilney and Dr. 
Edwin G.’ Zabriski were among those 
interested in the ri aim of the 
project. 

Outstanding men in various Wass 
have been invited to. give instruction. 
Dr. Alfred Adlér of Vienna has ac- 
prsncoet ‘the invitation to visit as spe- 

cial teacher. Dr. Bernard Glueck, ir. 
the. field of the ‘psychology of crime 
and the criminal, will. discuss the 
psychological basis of delinquency in 
general and in its more overt aspects. 
Dr. Glueck was the first p<chiatrist 
of Sing Sing. 

Another-course. designed to interest 
criminologists and lawyers as, well 
as medical men is that of Dr. Havi- 
land, head of the lunacy commission 
of Néw’ York, on ‘‘Neéuropsychiatry 
and the law.’’ It will include the his- 
torical development and evolution of 
the modern penal system, going back 
to archaic and primitive social reac- 
tions, and will deal with the relation 
of neuropsychiatric. disorders and 
anti-social’ behavior. .Dr.'; Haviland 
will discuss many elements that con- 
tribute:to the breaking down of moral 
and physical‘ stamina-and the up- 
building ot criminal tendencies, set- 
ting forth the legal aspects of the 
problem and discussing punishment 
versus treatment and the unfitness 
of lay juries to interpret scientific 
data and to.reach sefentific conclu- 
sions. 

Elements of Personality. 

Personality, one‘of the: most used 
and abused words ‘in present -day con- 
vers-tion, finds its place in:the list.of 
scientific subjects presented in the 
prospectus. Dr. Louis Casamajor will 
lecture on ‘‘The organization and de- 
velopment of the personality.”” His 
discussions will fall into two main 
classifications—‘‘The organic person- 
ality, the result mainly of inheritance 
and other pre-natal factors,’ and 
“The individual personality, the re- 
sult of éxperierice.”’ 

The best-known interp.eter of: 
Freud and his theories of psycho-. 
analysis in this country, Dr. A. A. 
Brill, translator of the writings of 
the Austrian: scientist, is-to give a 
course designed primarily for physi- 
cians who want to become acquaint- 
ed with the theory and practice of 
psychoanalysis. It will also'serve as 
a preliminary presentation for stu- 
dents taking up psychoanalysis as a 
spécialty. Dr. Walter Timme, sland. 
specialist, will. conduct a.course’ on 
‘The endocrine glands in: health and 
disease,’’ its object. being. to show the, 
relation of’.the giarids of. internal se- 
cretion to:growth and development. 

The ‘evolution of the nervous sys-; 
tem from the simplest to the highest 
forms in the animal’ kingdom will 
‘\form the basic subject-matter ‘for 
lécturés on ‘‘The’ place of the ner- 
vous system in nature'and in the life 
of man,” to be given by Dr. Tilney 
and-Dr. Samuel Détwilér.. 

The evolution of the brain will be 
taken up step by step’ and will be il- 
lustrated by fossil evidences of brain 
evolution through the age of mam- 
mals up to and into the age of man. 
Having compared the modern and 
prehistoric brain, the course, it’ is 
announced, will end with a discus- 
sion of the-“extent to which man 
utilizes his brain power at present 
and the dégree to which he may pos- 
sibly extend‘ it in’ the future for the 
further advancement of humanity.” 

Care of the nervous system, its 
structire, its physiology, the diseases 
te which it is subject and their diag- 
nosis,' will be! handled -by specialists. 
Dr. Smith Ely Jelliffe, president of 
the American Neurological Associa- 
tion, ‘will, digcyss' ‘‘The’ mental and 
nervous reactions in general dis- 
ease;’’ ‘namely; ‘those ‘nervous and 
menrital reactions-which endanger the 
successful issue in all kinds of dis- 
eases Or jeopardize the safety of the 
patient redovering ‘from a surgical 
operation. Dr. George H. Kirby, who 
heads‘ the’ State’ Psychiatric Insti- 
gute, in conjuncticn with Drs.

Powers—Notable Points of Progress -

HE Near East for the last ten 
years has been a school for 
mandate and parliamentary 
government. Both the man- 

_ @atory authorities and the national- 
” tats are still going through their 
-schooling—and paying for it. They 
“ paid dearly at the beginning, because 
every one started with the assump- 
“tien that the hornbook spelled noth- 
' fing but force. Hence the revolutions 
“4m Syria and in Iraq. Hence, too, 
the growing discontent in Palestine 
and Transjordania. But along with 
this is a growing desire to master the 
‘art of diplomacy. The subject be- 
“¥ore the class is now: Bargaining in 

its relation to the rights of nations. 

A survey of the most important 
events that led up to the present po- 
sition’ must be vety. brief. When 
the planks of the bridge of Bagdad, 
to begin at the beginning, were 
groaning under the artillery and the 
tanks of the British army, the people 
of the city were reading the procla- 
mation of General.-Maude, which 
promised them, in the name of the 
Allies, liberation fram Turkish rule 
and peac@é and prosperity under a 
self-determined rule, “ Those who 
could read praised Allah for the 
army of liberation: But those wha 
could not read, principally the tribes, 
who are.More num@rous than the 
urban population, were much like the 
planks of the bridge of Bagdad. And 
had the planks an jmaginatian, like 
the tribesmen; the more would have 
been their groaning. 

End of Long :Tyranny. 

True, the Turks had gone; their 
400 years of misrule, of tyranny and 
corruption, of bureaucratic and mili- 
tary blackguardism had come to an 
end. Moreover, the conquering army 
of the West, in the twentieth cen- 
tury, unlike the hordes of Central 
Asia in the fifteenth, did not write 
with fire and sword the first page 
of its history in Iraq. It was in the 
inception an army of liberation; hav- 
ing had its fill of war, it sincerely 
desired peace. But the tribes cared 
little for peace, and they were not in 
meed of liberation. Under the rule 
of the Turks, so long as they said, 
“The Sultan of Stamboul is our Sul- 
tan, billah!’’ and so long_as they left 
his Bagdad Government. in . peace, 
they were free to do as they pleased. 

The tribes do not like a _ strong 
govcrnment, because it prevents 
them from raiding and it makes 
them contribute to its revenues. It is 
a double curse in their eyes, and 
what they fear most is taxation. 
Indeed, taxation was the monster 
that stalked around the camps when 
the bridge of Bagdad was sagging 
and groaning under the heavy-footed 
army of the British, and in less than 
a year that imaginary monster be- 
came a reality. His name was Col- 
lector of Taxes. How he first fared 
among the tribes need not be dweit 
upon. Suffice it to say that he never 
traveled without a bodyguard, which 
were often reinforced by a detach- 
ment of the British soldiery. This 
contact between the armed Britisher 
and the tribesman did not make for 
peace. A mutual tolerance soon de 
veloped into an attitude of be-ad- 
vised-and-beware on both sides. 


There were other elements of dis- 
contentment in the country, as, for 
instance, the Shi’a population, and 
when the tribes and the Shi'a joined 
forces in 1920 a revolution was de 
clared. It was the first attempt.to 
force the British out of Iraq, . But 
the revolution would not have ‘lasted’ 
almost a year and would not have 
caused the British a staggering losa 
in men and money had it not been 
for the tribes; and because of the 
tribes, who joined it only to get rid 
of the tax collector, it served n> na- 
tional purpose, 

Attempts at Revolution, . 


Minor revolutions broke out in the 
north among the Kiirds before 
Faisal was made King of Iraq in 
September, 1921, A year later, on 
King Faisal’s anniversary, an abor- 
tive attempt was made to free Iraq 
from British control. But the na- 
tionalists did not altogether fail. 
They succeeded in getting a treaty 
for twenty-five years with the Brit- 
ish Government, and in the negotia- 
tions which followed.-severa] clauses 
in the treaty were niodified to’ sat- 
isfy their nationalist aspirations. 

Three times in five years that 
treaty was revised, and there remain 
now only three questions in dispute. 
Diplomatic and consular represénta- 
tion of Irag in foreign countries, out-. 
side of a single representative in 
London, the British Govérnment wilt 
not admit; a nationalist army raised’ 
by consc wi cgay it. will mot encour: 
age; and the admission of Iraq into 
the League of Nations has been post: 
poned from year to year. 

The Nationalists have algo another 
grievance arising from what they 
consider a technical error in the plac- 
ing of the military forcés of Trag, 
which include the native army, under 
one single. command, that of the 
Royal Air Force. It might be said 
that, outside the extremists, whose 
scowl is either temperamental or pro- 
fessional, the officers of the native 
army are the most discontented. 

But neither the militarists nor the 
politicians nor the leaders of nation- 
alism give a correct expression of the 
principal tendencies of a nation. Nor 
‘are political events always indicative 
and conclusive. The question, after 
all, is this: What are the signs of 
development and progress, if any, in| Engl 
the life of the people of Iraq? The 
most t enterprise which is 
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is the vast irrigation scheme of Sir 
e “willeocks=Is" yet in abey=™ 


ance, and the exploitation of the oil 
fields of Mosul has not’ yet had any 
effect upon the economic life of the 
country. 

Otherwise, there are a few signs of 
progress. The tribes are beginning 
to have some respect for govern- 
ment, they no longer shoot the tax 
collector, and when the raiding lust 
is on them they go down south 
toward Nejd-or they cross the border 
to the Syrian desert. The Shi'a of 
Nejaf and Karbala, who in the past, 
under the Sunni Turks, were 
humbled. in the dust, and who have 
been pampered by the British, are 
now a free and vital and very active 
element of -the State, which they 
would destroy. They are opposed to 
the British, to the Nationalists and 
to King Faisal himself; and at heart 
they « recognize only one, authority, 
that whieh emanates from the Per- 
sian Shi’a throne at Teheran. 

"A constitutional government, with 
a parliament and a cabinet, has 
opened the doors of opportunity to 
men. of. talent who in the past.could 
only aspire to a place in the servants’ 
hall of a privileged bureaucrat. The 
automobile lines between Bagdad and 
Damascus, between Teheran, in fact, 
and the Mediterranean coast,° have 
increased the importance of Iraq as 
a centre of'trade and transportation. 

But the most promising and the 
most wholesome sign of development 
and progress in the life of the peo- 
ple is a sign I have seen on the 
main street of Bagdad. It is a bill- 
board, which shares the place of 
honor with the latest announce- 
ments at the doors of the cinemas. 
I have seen it in different wordings 
written also on the walls and stuck 
on the lamp posts: ‘‘Education Is 
Life; Ignorance Is Death.” ‘Thou 
Shalt Seek Knowledge from the Cra- 
dle to the Grave.” ‘‘Ignorance Is 
Servitude; Knowledge Is Freedom 
and Power.” ‘Said the Prophet: 
‘Seek Thou Knowledge, and Though 
It Be in China.’” 


Who was responsible for these 
signs? Who pays to advertise educa- 
tion? Neither the government nor 
the mandatory power. A Society of 
Culture in Bagdad, composed of 
young intellectuals, conceived the 
idea, and what they spent in adver- 
tising quickly showed amazing re- 
sults.. But the government schools 
were not sufficient to meet the de- 
mand for education. Illiteracy in 
Iraq was overwhelming, but men 
were fired with the passion to learn, 
at least, to read and write. 


Chain of Night Schools. 


The Society of Culture conceived 
another idea—the logical outcome of 
the first. It established a chain of 
elementary night schools—the first 
one opened in 1922. In a year from 
that time, with the help of a few 
Arab philanthropists, among them 
King Faisal, 1t had estabiished night 
schools in the principal cities of Iraq, 
and its teachers were teaching hy- 
giene, as well as the A B C’s, to 
30,000, young and old, from the age 
of 10 to the age of 50, and instilling 
in them a national spirit. In addi- 
tion to this movement of combating 
illiteracy and _ raising patriotism 
above all the sectarian passions, 
there are today mofe than 200 Iraq 
students at the American University 
of Beirut, and many graduates are 
acquiring the technical sciences in 
the universities of England and 
America. Whatever happens politi- 
cally:in Iraq, therefore, the spread of 
education wil} .continue: and it will 
chasten and perpetuate its national 
spirit. - 


In Syria and Mount Lebanon the 
situation does not justify an optimie- 
tic point of view. But I must say, 
before I set down anything against 
the French, that the problems they 
have inherited from the Turks are 
unmatched in all the junk shops of 
world. politics and. religions. 

There are in Syria and Mount Leb- 
anon four principal religions and a 
dozen different sects, which the 
Turks tended with political care, 
humoring and browbeating them &@l- 
ternately, but always keeping them 
apart and playing them against each 
other.

its own truckling politicians, and its 
own religious leader; who: is: a cross 
between a Turkish pasha and a Tam- 
many boss. 

Moreover, there is among this mul- 
titude of politico-religious sects four 
minorities, each with its own litany 
of woes, its own fundamental curse 
of* non-cooperation and its own 
scheme of salvation. No form of 
government other than a benevolent 
despotism ean bring these four mi- 
norities together and, redressing 
their grievances as far as.is humanly 
possible, mold them gradually into a 
decent element of the State. 

These minorities are the Maron- 
ites of Mount Lebanon, who are 
noted for their eloquence and Fran- 
comania; the Druses of Haurah, who 
are famous for their. bravery , and 
warlike achievements; the Alawites 
in the north, who are the most sub- 
missive, and the Shi’a in the south, 
who are the most fanatical. They 
are all, in fact, more or less fanati- 
cal, and only a benevolent despotism, 
as I havesaid, can force upon them 
a spirit of toleranee and national 
solidarity. 

How did Frane@ deal with these 
minorities?. ‘The answer is plain 
when I gay, that the French Man- 
datory Government is neither a be- 
nevolent despotism mor a despotism 
pure and simple. It has been, on 
the whole, for the past ten years, a 
government.of makeshift and nega- 
tion. .In ten years France has sent 
six High Commissioners to Syria, 
each of whom had a tempér ahd pol- 
icy of his own.. Gouraud «the 
Weygand the Grim, Vindenberg the 
Gentle, Sarrail the Mad, Jouvenel 
the Loquacious and Ponsot the Si- 
lent—here is a colorful array of the 
Statesmen of Despair. For every 
one. of these gentlemen came to 
Syria with one administrative .pro- 
gram and went back with another. 

The Country Divided, 

General Gouraud, who was ¢alled 
Pére Gouraud because of his sub- 
servience to the Jesuits, divided the 
country into six independent States 
to please the minorities, especially 
the Maronites, and returned to Paris 
when the insurgent bands were atill 
operating in the north of Syria, Gen- 
eral Weygand, the ablest adminis- 
trator of them all, was: sacrificed to 
party politics at home. He only had 
time to pacify the northern border; 
and when he was recalled, the 
Druses were polishing their rifles 
and filling their cartridge belts. Gen- 
eral Vindenberg was a gentle tour- 
ist who was not given time enough 
to see the whole country. 


General Sarrail antagonized every- 


body, from the Jesuits to the Druses, 
who had already shouldered. their 
rifles. He precipitated the fevolu- 
tion of 1925 and lost his position. 
M. de Jouvenel came to repair the 
work of General Sarrail, but hig flow 
of oratory impeded, I think, his 
progress. He was able to establish, 
however, merely by fiat, the little 
republic of Mount Lebanen. 

The revolution was finally subdued 
and M. Ponsot came to-inaugurate 
an era of peace. For more thah a 
year he applied himself to the study 
of the intricate situation from every 
angle, without making a single public 
utterance. When at last he spoke, 
he proved himself to be :the most 
liberal of administrators. Syria re 
ceived the right to elect a constitu- 
ent assembly for the purpose of 
drafting a constitution and establish- 
ing“ government. The elections 
were most.orderly and, with one or 
two exceptions, free from govern- 
mental interference. 

But the Nationalists, emboldened 
by their triumph, drafted a consti: 
tution that conflicted in a few arti- 
cles with the mandate. M. Ponsot 
went to Paris to get his govern- 
ment’s consent to a solution that 
would harmonize the two documents, 
returned to Damascus with a propo 
sition that was not wholly satisfac. 
tory to the Nationalists, and again 
went to Paris for another confer- 
ence, leavitg the situation as obscure 
as..ever.

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Sacgenatoe Plot Is to Be Devoted.to Government 
: ~ Structures at Nanking—Woerk Is in. the 
| Hands of an American Architect

“ NANKEWG. 
N “HE shadow of Purple Moun- 
tain, ovt; past the old gray city 
wall, the National Government is 
laying out a section of the new 
capital where, along broad avenues, 
the houses of government, modern, 
white and -blue and revoir et will 
stand. 

This ‘‘Capitol Hill’ of China has 
been designed iby an American archi- 
tect from New York,. Henry Killam 
Murphy, andthe plans: have just 
been made public. ‘They call for an 
expenditure on the first phase of the 
construction of:the, new buildings to- 
taling $7,000,000“ Mexican, a negli- 
gible amount compared with Western 
standards but. a large sum of money 
in the Orient, for labor and build- 
ing materials are cheap in this 

| country. The amount, in fact, is 

‘enough to erect .buildings that. in 
America would cost more than twice, 

| in fact nearly three times, as much. 

The plot covered will extend in 

| triangular. form southward for a 
mile and a half from a great audi- 
torium. capping the group on a rise 

| of ground. At the southern end the 


' triangle will be almost a mile across. 


The first phase of the construction, 
; as outlined by the architect, will in- 
' elude three groups of buildings, the 
Party Group, the Government House 
; Group and the Five Yuans and Min- 
| istries Group. The great auditorium 
| will. seat some 3,000 persons. 
| In the Party Group there will be 
| six Kuomintang buildings, to be used 
exclusively for the party’s business. 
It will be recalled that under 
| the Kuomintang or Revolutionary 
party in China the party itself is 
supreme and the administration of 
| government comes second to the 
party. Thus, the Central Executive 
Committee of the Kuomintang is the 
| highest body in the present Chinese 
governmental system. It will have 
a special party building in this 
| group, as will the Political Council 
' and other lesser party bodies. 
Next in the widening triangle will! 
be the Government House, the cen- 
' tral building of the first section. -It 
will correspond«to the White House, 
but will be larger and have more ac- 
commodations. 


of China will reside and conduct the 
affairs of state. It’is incorrert, tech- 
nically, to call ‘the héad of the pres- 
ent Nanking Government the ‘‘Pres- 
ident: of China,”’. but as the Chief 
Executive that is what. he corre- 
sponds to in’ our government. at 
Washington. Actually he is chair- 
man of the State Council, the highest 
administrative. body. under the Cen- 
tral Executive. Committee of the 
Kuomintang, and in’ the case. of 
General Chiang Kai-shek, he is also 
chairman of the. latter committee 
as well, 

The Government House is to in- 
clude a state audience hall which 
can accommodate 1,500 persons and 
a banquet, hall capable of seating 
nearly 2,000, Each of these rooms is 
to be two stories high, the building 
to be three stories. Living quarters 
for the President are to be arranged 
onthe third floor, and his private 
office will be on the second. Quar- 
ters for’ entertaining personal guests 
of the Chief Executive are to be pro- 
vided on the same floor with the 
President's suite in another wing of 
the building, while there will be sim- 
ilar quarters for giests of the nation 
in yet another section. 

The Five Yuans will house the ex- 
ecutive branches of the government 
in the centre of the third section of 
the government buildings. Around 
these Yuans will be the Ministries, 
all connected by a covered hallway: 

“It is hoped construction can get 
under way on some of these build- 
ings by the end of the year,” Mr. 
Murphy said in discussing the plans. 
“Ordinarily we would want a little 
longer than that to complete our de- 
tailed architects’ drawings, but the 
authorities are eager to get going. 

“The entire plot reserved for the 
government’s buildings will not be 
built up for some years to come, but 
a start is to be made at once. We 
plan to build an area capable of han- 
dling a government force of 100,000 
persons. At present not many more 
than 10,000 are actually connected 
with. the government at Nanking, 
which is a surprisingly small number 
for a nation four times the size of 
America, where we have, I believe, 
110,000 government eniploygs

OT so many yéafs ago rolling 
down to Rio from Néw Yoikx 
‘was regarded 48 a prodigious 
urdertaking, to be pigeon- 
holed with an expedition to Lhassa 
to visit the Grand Lama, In the 
North American dark ages a s0- 
phisticated traveler who knew his 
London, Paris’ and Berlin blind- 
folded, might have hesitated if asked 
offhand whete Rio was and said it 
was the capital of Argentine—not 
even Argetitina. He might have ad- 
mitted if cross-examined further that 
Chile produced nitrate of soda and 
copper,* but locating La Paz in 
Bolivia instead of in Paraguay would 
have been only a lucky guess. 

All that is changing. The ten 
South American republics are rap- 
idly becoming our neighbors in fact 
as well as in name, 

It is thirteen days by steamer from 
New York to Rio de Jatieiro, seven- 
teen to Buenos Aires, The company 
which has just received the air-mail 
contract between the Canal Zone and 
Santiago, Chile, is platining to ex- 
tend its lines overland across the 
‘Andes to Afgentina and eventually 
to link New York directly with 
Buenos Aires by mail and passenger 
planes. The fledgling gerieration of 
aviators, still in knee-pants, who may 
be a Httle bored with Wichita, Los 
‘Angeles and Miami, can soon begins 
to think in terms of Bogoté, Lima, 
Santiago afid Rio. 

A short time ago the Pan Amer- 
fcan Union received the right to tse 
two short-wave frequencies from the 
Federal Radio Commission to trans- 
mit thé Pan-American concerts given 
in Washifigtoti to Latin America. A 
plan is now being developed for the 
twenty-one nations forming the Pan 
‘American Union to broadcast pro- 
grams for the benefit of all. Grand 
opera in Buenos Aires or Rio de 
Janeiro will be transmitted to Kan- 
sas and Nepraska. Spanish-American 
folksongs will set hearts beating in 
Flatbush. 

Except for the Pan American 
Union and the embassies in Wash- 
ington, most of the activities per- 
taining to the neighboring continent 
radiate from New York. Here emi- 
nent South Americans _ receive \their 
first impression of thé United States. 
Unless official biusinéss takes therti 
to Washington and offer 6ities; they 
usually remain in Manhattan, talk- 
ing before clubs and societies and 
mingling with New Yorkers who 
have a Latin American background.

Few laymen are aware that there 
aré as many different odors in the 
world as is indicated by the number 
of raw materials familiar to the per- 
fume industry. As a beginning, the 
odorgraphic committee has drawn 
up 4 list of about a hundred—some 
of them with familiar names of 
essential oils, resins and flowers, 
and Others identified by queer sound- 
ing scientific words that most lay- 
men have never heard. There is 
acetophenone, for instance, and 
diethyl phthalate, methyl anthranil- 
ate and so on. Others that also be- 
tray their chemical synthesis never- 
theless suggest in their names their 
odor-kKinship to or derivation from 
natural products; geraniol, helio- 
tropin and vanillin, for instance.

The animal kingdom supplies the 
important fixative known as amber- 
gris, secreted by the sperm whale;

particularly castoreum Canadian, © 
from the beaver. 

Much more varied and abundant is 
the service of the vegetable kingdom. 
It sends its plant oils to the perfume 
factory from the ends of the world. 
From Cannes, in Sotithern France, 
comes rose, acacia, jasmine and ne- 
roli (oil of orange blossoms); from 
Nimes, thyme, rosemary and laven- 
der; anc violets from Nice. Citron 
and orange oil come from Sicily; iris 
and bergamot from Italy; rose from 
Bulgaria and Turkey. England con- 
tributes lavender and peppermint. 
Some of the most costly perfumes 
may be traced to plants of Ceylon, 
the Hast Indies; Mexico and Peru. 

Some plants contribute more than 
one odorous principle from their dif:

‘Three Lines of Eights, With Four-Speed Transmission, Have | 


Body and Chassis Refinements — Ford Breaks Own 
7 Record—Other Reports From the Industry 


HE Packard Motor Car Com- 
pany announces new. models of 
its straight-eight cars in three 
complete lines with four-speed 

transmission. The new models are 
being shown simultaneously in all 
parts of the country. 

There are eleven different types in 
each line of cars and four wheelbase 
lengths. The three lines are known as 
: the standard eight, with prices rang- 

ing from $2,375 for the five-passenger 

#edan to $2,775 for the seven-passen- 

ger sedan-limousine; the custom 

eight, with prices from $3,190 to 
$3,885, and the de luxe eight, from 
$4,585 to $5,350. 

The five-passenger sedan in the 
. standard eight line has a wheelbase 
of 127% inches and the other ten 
models have a wheelbase of 134% 
inches. All models of the custom 
eight line-have a wheelbase of 140% 
inches, and de luxe cars are all on 
the 145%-inch. wheelbase chassis. All 
bodies are 1% inches lower. 

The Packard body style has been 
retained, but a broad molding, curv- 
“dng at the back and sweeping for- 
ward over the cowl, has. been added. 
Another molding follows along the 
bottom body sill. 

Each line has four rakish open-car 
types, the roadster, seven-passenger 
touring. phaeton and sport phaeton. 

A four-speed transmission has been 
designed and built by Packard for 
the new models. It retains the nicke! 
steel gears, with all gear teeth 
ground, and is said to be no more 
complicated than a three-speed trans- 
mission. It has low, second, third 
and direct spseds providing quick 
and quiet shifting. 


A New Carburetor. 


The straight-eight engine embodies 
a number of refinements. A new car- 
buretor has been developed, which is 
said to have many advantages in 
gmoothness of operation, accelera- 
tion, speed, quietness, economy ani 
easy starting. Steel-backed bearings, 
as well as other features found by 
Packard of advantage in building 
airplane motors, are incorporated in 
the new engines. There is also a 
soft lift camshaft. With a sturdy, 
rigidly held crankshaft, the entire 
power plant is declared to be smooth- 
er and more powerful. 

The lubricating system has been 
extended to include forty-three points 
on the chassis. As in previous Pack- 
ards, the pistons are automatically 
lubricated when the choke rod of 
the motor is pulled out, an arrange- 
ment said to reduce cylinder wear. 

In order to reduce possibility of 
megiect, there is now an automatic 
control of current from the genera- 
tor. With this device, it is asserted, 
there is no necessity in long cross- 
country trips for the car lights to be 
burned through the day to prevent 
overcharging: the battery or burning 
out the other. electrical equipment. 

The new models possess distinctive 
{nterior appointments. In the de luxe 
enclosed cars there are small hand- 
made silk nets fastened to the uphol- 
etered arm rests. These cars also 
have a deep plush robe for the rear 
compartment floor covering. Vanity 
and smoking sets, hand holds and 
broad, carpeted foot rests have also 
been provided. 

Windshields and windows are of 
non-shatterable glass. The various 
models in the three lines are obtain- 
able in a number of color combina- 
* tions.

NEW MECHANICAL POLICEMAN 
REGULATES FLOW OF TRAFFIC 





Yale professor, Henry A. Haugh 
Jr., was driving home late at 
night when he was stopped by a 


GS vale pro months ago a young 


traffic signal which was giving the- 


right of way to an empty street. He 
chafed at the unnecessary delay, but 
did more than that. He set to work 
on an idea, with the result that, in 
collaboration with three Yale asso- 
ciates, Eugene D. Stirlen, Charles D. 
Geer and Wallace G. Garland,. he 
produced a traffic robot, or me 
chanical] policeman. Now, it is re- 
ported, this contrivance has taken 
the place of traffic officers in the 
downtown section of . Wilmington, 
Del., and other cities. 

The system consists, first of all, of 
*‘vehicle-sensitive’’ units, or planks in 
the pavement of the streets ad- 
jacent to an intersection. As a car 
passes over one of these units its 
presence is immediately recorded in 
a control box at the corner, which 
in turn operate# a traffic signal 
light. The lights are in no sense 
pretimed, and operate according to 
no set schedule. Traffic is sent 
along at the earliest moment con- 
sistent with safety. With every lull 
in traffic the light shifts to allow 
pedestrians to cross. 

Variations in the flow of traffic 
are likewise provided for. A car ap- 
proaching an intersection from a 
cross street is given the right of way 
provided no vehicle is approaching 
along the main thoroughfare. When 





there is no traffic on either main or 
cross street the main street “ the 
green light. 

The idea is to take inataet advan- 
tage of any break in the flow of 
traffic over a heavily used thorough- 
fare, Where the traffic runs steadily, 
the ‘‘electro-matic”’ control may be 
set to change lights at specified in- 
tervals. The apparatus is so flexible 
that-if a gap comes in a stream of 
traffic before the maximum period 
of time has been reached, and there 
are cars waiting on the cross street, 
the control will instantly give the 
green light to the waiting cars, autu- 
matically .-returning..to.. the busy 
street upon cessation of traffic on 
the cross street. 

A certain number of seconds is al- 
lowed for each car to pass, the time 
varying with the speed of the vehicle 
as ‘‘felt’”’? by the sensitive units in 
the pavement. Where the intersec- 
tion is a busy one, the control allots 
a few seconds at intervals for pedes- 
trians to get across. Trolley cars 
may also be connected with the auto- 
matic control. In this case the con- 
trol signals ‘‘caution,’’ allows the 
trolley a sufficient time to pass, then 
shifts the signal to favor automobile 
traffic. 

Another feature claimed for the 
“‘electro-matic’’ apparatus is that it 
may be adjusted to suit specific con- 
ditions at any intersection. The 
pauses between signals as well as 
their duration may be varied at will. 





ALONG THE MOTOR ROADS 





LTHOUGH the Summer traffic of 
the Rockaways this. year was 
far greater than in past seasons, 

its handling was considerably expe- 
dited, in. the opinion of Edward 
Powers, executive secretary of the 
Far Rockaway Chamber of. Com- 
merce, by means of proper distribu- 
tion. 

A few years ago the only accom- 
modation for tourist travel was the 
Rockaway. Beach Boulevard. How- 
ever, with the completion of the 
Beach Channel Drive, extending from 
116th Street, Rockaway Park, to 
Thirty-fifth Street, Edgemere, and 
the Edgemere Boulevard, from Beach 
Fifty-seventh Street to Watjean Hill, 
Wavecrest, a triple division of traffic 
was maintained. 

The Sunday night homeward-bound 
traffic found a stream of cars com- 
ing east from Belle Harbor and Ne- 
ponsit equally divided on the Rocka- 
way Boulevard and the Beach Chan- 
nel Drive to Ninety-second Street. 
Cars from Far Rockaway coming 
west were distributed on three roads 
—the Edgemere Boulevard, the Beach 
Channel Drive and the Rockaway 
Beach Boulevard. Some of the auto- 
ists from the East End chose the 
Sunrise Trail for returning to New 
York, and this relieved the Cross Bay 
Road of some traffic. 

In. Northern’ New’ Jersey. 
Morristown-Mount Freedom- 
Succasunna road, now entirely 
improved, is one of the best 
time-saving | by-routes in Northern 
Jersey. Although this road is well

known to local drivers, few strangers 
are aware of it. The road starts at 
Sussex Street, with a left turn from 
Speedwell Avenue, in Morristown. It 
rejoins the State highway at Ledge- 
wood,..eliminating Rockaway and 
Dover and savirig the motorist at 
least four miles. For motorists head- 
ed toward Delaware Water Gap or 
Easton this road is especially advan- 
tageous. It will also serve as a direct 
route to Lake Hopatcong. * 
In New Brunswick. 

HE contract for the final section 
of the new highway across the 
north of the Canadian Province 

of ‘New Brunswick ‘from. Campbell- 
‘ton to St, Leonard has just been 
according to the New 
Brunswick Government. Bureau of 
Information and Tourist Travel. 

The contract calls for construction 
of 21.5 miles in Victoria and Mada- 
waska counties, to be completed by 
the end of next year. This project 
provides for the last of the con- 
struction work of this highway, 
which will connect. the Bay Chaleur 
with the St. John. River valley. 

The new highway is known as No.

MEMORIAL HIGHWAY TO LINK 


ARLINGTON AND MT. VERNON, 





By WILLIAM ULLMAN. 

LANS for the Mount Vernon 
Memorial Highway, which is to 

to connect the national capital 
with the home of George .Washing- 
ton, have progressed to the point 
where the United States Bureau of 
Public Roads has asked for bids cov- 
ering hydraulic fills that will make 
possible a direct route for this me- 
morial road, on which work will be 
started within the next three months. 
The highway will extend from the 
Virginia end of the Arlington Me- 
morial Bridge, now under construc- 
tion across the Potomac River, to the 
gates of Mount Vernon. It will fol- 
low the Potomac as closely as topog- 
raphy will permit. An appropriation 
of $4,500,000 for the construction of 
the road has been authorized by Con- 
gress. It is to be completed in time 
for the celebration of the two-hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth of the 
father of his country. The work is 
under the direct supervision and con- 
trol of the Bureau of Public Roads. . 
The ‘Mount Vernon Highway. is to 
be 15.4 miles lohg. Starting from the 
Virginia terminus of the Arlington 


Memorial Bridge, it will traverse Co-- 


lumbia Island and pass under both 
the highway and railroad bridge 
shore spans. 

Grades on the highway will at no 
point be greater than 6 per cent. For 
a considerable portion of the mileage 
the grade: is less than 1 percent. 
The right-of-way is 200 feet, except 
in Alexandria. The pavement is to 
be forty feet wide, with two ten- 
foot shoulders. - Where the ground 
is suitable’ two twenty-foot’ pave- 
ments will be built on ‘different 
levels.. The higher road will‘overlook 
the lower. and the space between 
will-be used for Se or will be 


planted. 


Along - this: fifteen-mile stretch’ of 
highway will be seven masonry 
bridges, monumental in design, and 
harmonizing with the motif of the 
Arlington Memorial Bridge. ‘Each 
will have a sixty-foot roadway and 
a five-foot sidewalk on either side. 

Financing of the road is spread 
over three years. For 1928 and 1929 
$2,500,000 was available, and, $1,000,- 
000 will be available for 1930 and 
1931. 

“The. Mount Vernon ahtwiney 
project looms large in importance in 
the program of providing a magnifi- 
cent drive around the environs of 
the national capital. At its comple- 
tion one will be able to pass through 
Rock Creek and Potomac Parks, and 
along the Potomac River through 
historic Alexandria and Fort Hunt to 
the home and burial ‘eps of the 
first President.

USE OF TRUCKS BRINGS 
SAVINGS TO RAILROADS 


AVINGS resulting from the sub- 
stitution of motor trucks for 
work trains. in handling building 

materials for railroads are detailed 
in a report presented before the re- 
cent convention of the American 
Railway Bridge and Building Asso- 
ciation in Boston, says the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce. 

This use of trucks brings about 
direct and indirect benefits, accord- 
ing to J. 8. Huntoon, assistant bridge 
engineer for the Michigan Centra] 
Railroad, who prepared the report, 

“The indirect benefits resulting 
from such substitution are the say-. 
ing of freight cars for revenue ser- 
vice,’’ he says. ‘‘The Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, St. Paul & Pacific, with 
twelve trucks in service, saves fifty 
revenue cars daily; the Southern Pa- 
cific saves one-half of a revenue car 
per day for each truck in service, 
and the Elgin,, Joliet & Eastern, 
with one truck; saves from one to 
two cars per week. 

“It is difficult to estimate the di- 
rect saving, as there are factors en- 
tering into the ‘situation on which no 
data are available. The New York, 
New Haven & Hartford estimates 
that each truck saves $1,000 annu- 
ally. The fifteen trucks in service on 
the Delaware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern save $5,000 per year.’’

Son of Miner Who. Made Millions From Rich Comstock Lode 
Adds $500,000 t0°$1,000,000 Already Given for 
, Nevada University Project 


N Trish miner who had pros-' 
pected rather unsuccessfully 
through the gold lands of Cali- 
fornia in the years before th? 

Civil War followed the pick and 
shovel legion over the mountains to 
the silver lands of Nevada in hope 
of better luck. He got a job under- 
ground in one of the shafts of the 
Comstock lode, and presently became 
& superintendent, then an owner of 
the mine. He was John William 
Mackay, and when he came to New 
York to invest his money in other 
enterprises toward the end of the 
1870s he brought about $70,000,000 
‘with him. 

In honor of the indomitable Dublin 
man, who made such a spectacular 
success of his operations in the silver 
‘bonanza, -his wife, the late Marie 
Louise Mackay, and his son, Clar- 
ence Mackay,'began in 1908 to make 
a series of gifts to the University 
of Nevada for the establishment of 
the Mackay School of Mines. The 
{otal now amounts to $1,500,000. The 
last gift, $500,000 for a science build- 
ing to complete what is said to be 
‘‘a leading school of minerals in all 
the world,’’ was announced last 
month. Before it stands a statue 
of John Mackay;*, miner, pick~ in 


hand, looking over the wide countrv | 


toward the mines. where-he laid: the 
foundations for one of America’s 
‘most picturesque fortunes.

All miners’ tales of the discovery 
of the Comstock save the explana- 
tion for the climax. First they tell 
how one Henry Comstock came sud- 


and Pete into believing that he had. 
a ranch claim on the spot and was 
therefore entitled to share their find. 


He did, for a short time, and hej 


gave his name to the most famous 
lode in history. But he sold out too 
soon, and the ultimate profit went 
to Mackay, Flood, and their asso- 
ciates. For when the blue-black sub- 
stance was assayed it turned out to 
be silver, and it was soon to over- 
shadow the gold in that astounding 
hill. And it was the spreading fame 
of the Comstock lode that drew John 
Mackay to Nevada. , 

Mackay started work as a pick and 
shovel miner, but he had more am- 
bitious plans in mind. He made him- 
self familiar with the drifts and leads 
of the Comstock while he worked in 
it, and he branched out for himself 
as soon as he had accumulated 
enough money. In_ the brawling 
frontier town of Virginia City he 
‘established himself as one of the 
most..acute and dependable men in 
the. community. _Mark Twain, whc 
went to Virginia City.in the early 
1860s as half the staff of a local 
paper jubilantly called The Enter- 
prise, later wrote an entértaining 
picture of him as he was’ at the 
time: 

"In the course of a few months 
I met John Mackay, with whom I 
had already been well acquainted for 
some time. He had established a 
broker’s office on C Street, in a new 
frame house, and it was rather sump- 
tuous for that day and place, for it 
had part of a carpet on the floor and 
two chairs instead of a candle box.

COTTON FABRICS AND STYLES 
BECOME A FEDERAL CONCERN 





ECAUSE cotton is threateried by | 


rayon and other synthetic fab- 
rics, the United States Govern- 
“ment has interested itself in fashions 
and is making a close study of the 
_ various materials ‘that can be manu- 
‘Yacturéd from cotton and of possible 
‘further uses for the various estab- 
‘Yished cotton fabrics. The work is 
being directed by a committee of cot- 
ton fiber experts from the Depart- 
m2nt of Commerce, the Department 
of Agriculture and the Cotton Tex- 
tile Institute. The committee has 
made a report on the scientific anal- 
ysis of the various physical and 
chemical properties of cotton in all 
stages, from the time it leaves the 
cotton fields until it enters a factory. 
The tensile strength and twist of the 
various fibers and the numerous 
weaves of the finished cloth are being 
investigated. As a result of the ex- 
periments many new cotton fabrics 
have been put on the market this 
year. 

Frequent complaint is made to the 
government that clothing and house- 
hold goods do not seem to wear as 
well as-the fabrics made prior to 
the World War. The experts who 
are investigating this phase of the 








Standards explain that in these days 


the consumer demand is largely. for, : 


lightweight and loosely woven ‘goods; 
and that maturally these fabrics do 
not wear as well as the ‘heavier ‘and 


|more closely woven goods in vogue 


at the earlier time. They have 
greater hygienic value, however. 

The Department of Agriculture 
maintains that the health factor is 
most important in considering the 
basis of any standard of adequacy of 
clothing. Experts in that depart- 
ment have started several projects 
that deal with clothing from that 
angle. 

A fecent survey of the uses of cot- 
ton in clothing and household ar- 
ticles disclosed more than 325 differ- 
ent articles, from aprons to window 
ventilators, that are now being made

Al Munro Elias’s system in the Na- 
tional.

He 
is, chosen from the leading news- 
paper sports writers of that city, 
and usually shares the task’ with 
several other sports writers through- 
out a season, The official scorer 
makes up the box score of the visit- 
ing team as well as that of the home 
team. After the scorér arranges his 
report he sends it to the office of 
President Heydler; where it is care- 
fully gone over and corrected. 


Averages in Both Leagues.

HE first Dornier Superwal fly- 

ing boat ever brought to Amer- 

ica and the flying boat with the 

greatest passenger capacity in 

this country was delivered to the 

Stout Detroit and Cleveland Air Lines 

after a successful test flight at the 

League Island Navy -Yard a week 

ago.. The — second 

plane for the same company is being 

assembled at the Naval Aircraft'Com- 

pany plant, and the two will form the 

nucleus of a fleet of such ships’to be 

operated in a network or air lines 

over the Great Lakes and the East- 
ern seaboard. 

The ships put together here are 
smaller counterparts. of the mam- 
moth Do-X, Dr. Claude Dornier’s 
100-place, 12-motor ship which recent- 
ly was tested over Lake Constance. 


The crowd of naval officers and avi- 


ation officials who witnessed the 
flight of the thirty-place boat over 
the Delaware River. were one in their 
enthusiasm over its performance. 

- The first plane arrived in Philadel- 
phia in enormous crates three weeks 
ago and was unloaded at the flying 
boat: hangar-of’the navy yard. When 
the hull was uncrated it dwarfed even

There are two passenger. compart- 
ments, fore and ’aft:" Each has ‘seats 
for fifteen. The chairs are done in 
gray leather.: ‘The walls are finished 
in’ a: silver-gray tapestry effect. 
Hand holds similar to those in a 
limousine dangle from the ceiling. A 
ladder leads into the cabins from the 
top-of the hull.

The present 
show contains oils exclusively. It is 
pleasantly varied, revealing a gen- 
eral taste for fresh color, and a few 
of the pictures are distinctly orig- 
inal. 

There is an impressive .canvas by 
Carl Schmitt, in which he appears 
more or less to have departed from 
the peculiar ‘‘plush’’ quality that has 
characterized his work of late, though 
the feeling of tapestry remains.

In previous years the speakers 
have delivered six lectures in as 
many different places; in London 
(the House of Lords and Guildhall) 
and the Universities of Oxford, Cam- 
bridge, Manchester and Edinburgh.

full course should be given in one 
university each year. Dr. Finley has 
expressed a preference for the Uni- 
versity of Edinbureh, as he traces 
his own ancestry back to Scotland.

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West African Production Along ‘the Niger Ad- 
vances By Aid of Government Supervision, 
Experiment and New Irrigation Systems 


ECENT reports trom French 

West Africa indicate that cotton 

growing along the Niger River 
fs on the increase. From a territory 
long considered negligible in the 
world cotton markets comes news of 
experimentation with different 
grades of cotton, irrigation systems, 
and in new farming methods. Va- 
tieties of cotton that produce the 
dest results where rainfall is heavy, 
and other plants that thrive in drier 
areas are being tried out in an ef- 
fort to raise the yield per acre 
throughout French West Africa. 

This district which includes Sene- 
gal, Sudan, Guinea, Ivory Coast and 
Dahomey, produced less than 600 
tons of cotton in 1922. Four years 
later, according to French Govern- 
ment statistics the tonnage had in- 
creased to close to 9,000. Though 
French colonies today produce but 
@ small part of the 368,000 tons used 
annually by the nation, some author- 
ities believe that French West Afri- 
ea will eventually supply France 
with all the cotton she needs. 

Drought and primitive ways of cul- 
tivating the cotton plant has been 
mainly responsible for the varying 
crops, according to the French 
Chamber of Commerce in New York. 
Togoland, a former German, colony, 
of which France received two-thirds 
by treaty and attached it to Daho- 
mey, produces a good grade of Sea 
Island cotton. In this area, as in 
many others, the French government 
supplies seeds to the natives, en- 
courages them through expert sup- 
ervision and help during certain sea- 
gons, and inspects the markets of 
the province. Before the war under 
Germany this colony produced each 
year about 500 tons of cotton; in 
1927 the part now administered by 
France, produced ‘1600 tons. 

Successful Varieties. 

In the adjoining inundated terri- 
tory of Cameroon, also a former 
colony of Germany, the natives are 
cultivating a domestic cotton which 
they are trying to grade. The na- 
tive cotton is known as the®*‘Hotolo 
Manga,” and» experiments to raise 
its standard are being’made near the 
town of Pitoa. 

The varieties which have so far 
produced the: best results in French 
West Africa are the Durango, the 
Acala and an Egyptian cotton known 
as Sakallaridis. In localities where 
rainfall is less infrequent, the Allen 
and Hartsville, the Cambodia and 
Over the Top, varieties familiar to 
cotton men, are now being cultivated 
with fair success. The Sea Island; 
Peruvian and Brazilian . varieties 
thrive further south along the Gold 
Coast and in the general vicinity of 
Dahomey. 

In northern Africa the’ experiment- 
ing stations of Orleansville and 
Femme-Blanche have generalized the 
Pima variety of cotton. The plants 
are cut close to the. ground, the main 
branch being snipped off from five 
to ten inches above surface soil. The 
fiber of cut;cotton is shorter, finer 
and less resistant than that of uncut 
cotton. Cotton in northern Africa 
does not suffer from the ravages of 
the pod-weevil and the rose-grub. It 
is, however, likely to be attacked by 





a grub called the Oxycarenus, and 
by a butterfly known as the Farias. 
Both of these pests cause serious 
havoc among Algerian and Moroccan 


plants. ; 
Improving Irrigation, 

Large reservoir dams are now be- 
ing constructed in both Algiers and 
Moroceo. When these are completed. 
more than 150,600 acres of land will 
be planted with cotton, and this 
acreage, it is believed, will yield an 
annual output of close. te 20,000 tons 
of cotton’ fiber. While the best crops 
are raised in irrigated ‘soils, there 
are black plains that’ »roduce good 
cotton and fairly large crops... A 
territory with fresh subsoil furrowed 
to a depth of thirty inches produces 


the best, cotton, according to experts. 
Although cotton cultivation ‘is. pro- 


xressing in the basin of the Niger 
River, the present tendency is~to 
concentrate on large plantations 
along the.Senegal, a river that émp- 
ties into the Atlantic Ocean near 
the large port. of Dakar. This: ter- 
ritory being nearer the coast would 
lessen the cost of cotton seed and 
fertilizers that must now be trans- 
ported many miles inland, Dakar is 
one of the largest cities in. French 
West Africa with a population of 34,- 
000. It is a prosperous commercial 
centre, twelye days by steamer from 
Bordeaux,: with direct cables to 
Brest and other European centres. 
With irrigation systems going in 


along the Senegal, for the cultivation: 


of certain varieties of cotton, comes 
the announcement of progress in the 
cultivation. of cotton in dry territory. 
French scientists have been particu- 
larly successful with the Allen va- 
riety in districts remote from irriga- 
tion, and now Morocco announces a 
native variety, similar to the Amer- 
ican cotton, produced at its experi- 
mental farm at. Casablanco. 
Government Suspension. 


As the waters of the Niger River 
are less fertilizing than the waters 
of the Nile to adjacent ‘lands, much 
effort is required to produce good 
-crops in the Niger Basin. There na 
tive farmers are receiving govern- 
ment help in cotton cultivation. It 
is calculated that if France should 
obtain per-inhabitant from Dahomey, 
the Ivory Coast and the High Volta, 
which all lie in the Niger Basin, the 
same quantity of first-class cotton 
that Great Britain obtains from near- 
by Nigeria, it would amount to close 
to 150,000 bales per season. 


Of the fifty-six cotton picking and 
pressing factories.in French. .West 
Africa in 1927, thirty-seven were pri- 
vately owned. The others belonged 
to the French Government and were 
operated by the Colonial Cotton Com- 
pany. Besides these industrial 
plants there are movable groups that 
travel from centre to centre wher- 
ever there is cotton to be picked, 
pressed and marketed. In certain 
districts planters continue to mix the 
varieties harvested, but other plant- 
ers ‘have learned to keep different 
sorts separate and to improve each 
crop through scientific methods. 
Government. supervision of the cot- 
ton crop is doing away with obsolete 
eustoms and methods. 





AMERICAN SCHOOL IN BAGDAD 
A LITTLE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 





Boys of Fourteen Nationalities and Sixteen 
Religious Sects Are in Attendance 


HE American School for Boys, 
founded in the old city of Bag- 
dad, Iraq, only four years ago, 

has had an exceptionally rapid 
growth. It now has a total enrok 
ment of 400 youths, coming from vari- 
Ous countries of the Middle East, 
and it has opened a boarding school 
department that is already complete- 
ly filled. Four classes have beer 
graduated, members of which were 
admitted to the freshmen class in the 
American University of Beirut, Syria, 
without examination. 

Fourteen nationalities and sixteen 
religious sects are represented in the 
school, which has for this reason 
been called a ‘‘League of Nations of 
the Near and Middle East.” Iraquis, 
Arabs, Persians, Turks, Kurds, In- 
dians, Afghans, Armenians, Assyr- 
fans, Chaldeans, Syrians, Greeks, 
Russians, English, Eurasians, Mos- 
lems, Jews, Christians, Bedouins— 
all have worked and played together 
in spite of. traditional religious and 
Trace prejudices. 

In the school are relatives of the 
King of Iraq; nawabs or princes 
whose ancestors were once rulers in 
India, Persia, Afghanistan and the 
Hedjaz; sons. of Bedouin. sheiks' and 
Kurdish chiefs. One boy is the son 
of an Emir who rules over many 
tribes from the Persian border to 
the Hedjaz. 

This school in Bagdad carries on 
many of the activities found in the 
schools of America... Volley ball, 
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regularly throughout -the-year. <A 
field day was held in the Spring, the 
first event of its kind in the ancient 
city. Nearly all the events of the 
list of the ‘Olympic gamés were on 
the program, the Minister of De- 
fense being the referee and distribut- 
ing the prizes. -. 

A- number: of lectures, socials and 
entertainments were ulso:.held dur- 
ing the year. Prominent men and 
women passing through Bagdad were 
booked.to give lectures on science, 
history, morals or religion. Two 
Plays were given by the, students: 
Henry van Dyke's 
Christmas Tree,’’ which was rever- 
ently handled by Jew, Moslem and 
Christian actors; and a play in Ara- 
bie entitled “‘Salahadin,’’ based on 
Scott’s ‘‘The Talisman.’’ In the lat- 
ter, the players wore swords with 
golden sheaths lent by the shereef 
family of the Hediaz; 

In spite of many extra-curricular 
activities, the principal purpose of 
the school is to foster high scholar- 
ships, and the regular work is never 
interrupted. Every session in the 
school opens with prayer. 

The school was founded under the 
directorship of the Rev. Calvin K. 
Staudt, who is the present principal. 
Mr. Staudt, who was born in Read- 
ing; Pa., is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity. of. Chicago, and taught and 
P sapareneng te get for a time at Tacoma, Wash.

Before the running of the world’s 


richest race at Belmont Park yester- | 


day, Harry Payne Whitney had two 
great colts and he did not know 
which was the better. In the minute 
and nineteen and three-fifths seconds 
which it took to run the fortieth 
Futurity, Whichone, the brown son 
of ‘Chicle and Flying Witch, had 
demonstrated to Whitney. and 30,000 


others that he was not only better | 


than Boojum, his stable-mate, but 
also superior: to the fifteen other 
crack juveniles to which he was _op- 


osed. 

Whichone took that short time to 
run the six and three-quarter fur- 
longs down the Widener chute and 
win $105,730, the winner’s share of 
a total purse of $119,610, which 
amount has never been equaled any- 
where on the turf. 

Boojum was fourth after a flight of 
dazzling speed that: sent him to the 
front like a beam of light.. But then 
he faltered, and the steady, smooth 
moving Whichone. forged on to pass 
all in a manner at once impressive 
and conclusive. At the end George 
D. Widener’s Hi-Jack was ‘second, 
four lengths back of the winner and 
a half a length ahead of the Belair 
Stud’s Gallant» Fox, which, in turn, 
led Boojum by half a length.’ Then 
in order trailed Sir Johren, Pansy 
Walker, Swinfield, Believe’ Sally, 
Broadway Limited; Stanton, Dark 
Sea, Gallant Knight, Caruso, Yarn, 
Spinach, Maya-and The Spare. 


Race Filled With Thrills. 
It was a great race and a thrilling 
one because there were a few sec- 


onds while Boojum was going back 
and Whichone had not yet come for- 
ward that any of a dozen plunging 
horses looked as if they might score 
one of the greatest upsets in the 
history of racing. For the Whitney 
entry was 1 to 4 and the victory 
had been conceded to the Whitney 
stable by all thoughtful students of 
racing. Hi-Jack and Gallant Fox, 
two gallant colts, were at the: heels 
of Boojum when he chucked it, and 
only parts of a length farther back 
were Pansy Walker and Caruso and 
others, all coming on in a long line. 
But Whichone was in that line too, 
and despite whip and heel being 
lied by many another rider, Sonny 
Workman let Whichone come on 
without abuse and the colt won 
handily with Hi-Jack under the bat. 
The score gives Whitney the two 
greatest juvenile prizes of the year, 
as > a had previously won. the 
Hopeful, with ichone a scant 
mar, behind. His victories in the 
Saratoga Special, Champagne Stakes

Michigan Mentor Gives Football 
Talk at Colambia—More 
Than 200 Attend. 


Training methods used by Fielding 
(Hurry-Up) Yost to bring the Uni- 
versity of Michigan football promi- 
nence were told by Coach Yost to 
more than 200 New York high school 
coaches in a lecture at Havemeyer 
Halt of Columbia University yester- 
day morning. 

Coach Yost opened a series of lec- 
tures and demonstrations sponsored 
by the Public Schools Athletic 
League, which will continue until 
next May and will include all 
branches of sports. 

Following Coach Yost’s discussion 
of scientific football play, the 
student mentors watched members 
of the Columbia University eleven 
illustrate his campaign methods on 
South: Field, 

At the start of the season, Coach 
Yost advised the building of wind 
and endurance of the boys by a great 
deal of running combined with catch- 
ing passes, weaving through a line 


of men v means of the side-step, 
dodge and pivot and the formation 
of skeleton squads to run through 
the standard plays 

“Coaches would do well not to 
jump into team play at the start of 
practice but build up to it gradually 
through individual work,’’ said 
Coach Yost. ‘‘Work with and watch 
the players as individuals to correct 
their individual faults. You can’t 
put together a good machine if you 
don’t make good parts. Work indi- 
vidually for the crouch, the start, 
the lift, the drive, the stance, the 
twist, the twirl, the pivot, the side- 
road 9 the use of hands, eyes and 
feet, coordination, kicking, passing, 
catching and, above all, blocking and 
tackling.’’ 

J. E. Gilgane, president of the 
United States Soccer Referees Asso- 
ciation, will discuss the rules and 
development of soccer next Satur- 
day.

But Searcity of Milk and Cheese Is 


Found—Potatoes Advance as 
Short Crop Looms, 


The excessive heat worked havoc 
on an overstocked vegetable market 
last week, resulting in dull trading 
and lower prices. ‘Supplies were so 
heavy, the New York office of the 
State Department of Agriculture and 
Markets reported yesterday, that 
most varieties of produce were a 
drug on the market. 

Lettuce arrived in huge quantities, 
much of it showing the effects of 
the hot weather, and sold within the 
price range of 10 to 50 cents per 
crate of twenty-four heads. Some of 
it, however, was worthless and had 
to be discarded. . Romaine also 
ranged in price from 10 to 50 cents 
and some’was also worthless. 


_ Cauliflower Prices Drop. 

“The cauliflower market has also 
been a stagnant one,’’ continued the 
department's regular weekly survey. 
“Much of the supplies showed heat 
effects and prices traveled down- 


ward. Fancy stock sold up to $2, 
w poorer soid at 50 cents and 
some was dumped. The late cauli- 
flower crop is difficult to forecast. 
The d crop has been 
greatly injured by the long continued 
drought, also by insect pests. y 

lants died after transplanting,

“Tomatoes have been selling on a 
weak and dull market. Many were 
everrope, and in such condition 
quickly went to pieces under the ex- 
cessive heat.

“The potato market stands out in 
contrast. .Here we find the market 
firm. and prices traveling upward. 
The drought has injured the crop 
severely, so that production is bound 
to be much below average yields.

Agriculture and Markets forecast | 
for popeenber says: ‘‘The prospects | 
for toes were reduced considera- 
ply y drought during August, and 
the September forecast of 349, 112, 000 » 
bushels is 23,700,000 bushels, or about 
G6 per cent, below the August report. 
Last year’s large crop was 464,483,- 
000 bushels and the average produc- 
tion for the previous five years is 
382,756,000 bushels. The decline was 
general except in the New England 
and a few Western States. This 
year’s forecast is the lowest. in ten 
yeara except for the 1925 crop, which 
amounted to only 220,915,000 Sushels. |

The Roerich Museum on Lower 
Floors Will Present History of 
Central Asia. 





YX striking addition to the skyline 
and architecture of Riverside Drive 
has-been presented within: the last 
few months with the completion of 
the towcring twenty-four-story apart- 
ment hotel on the north corner. of 
thé Drive and 1034 Street. : Officially 
known as the Master Building,. the 
lower floors will house the Roerith 
Museum, for which an unusual: col- 
lection of materia! illustrative’ of the 
ancient and modern life in Central 
Asia was recently brought to this 
country by Nicholas Roerich on’ his 
return last June after an absence of 
about four years. During that 
he explored’ many cuahan Places 
in Tibet, Mongolia. and oleh ring’ 
localtities. As a result of his studies 
he is painting for the muséum a 
panorama of Central Asia and many 
of the subjects have already, been 
finished. 

This combined hotel and museum 
is the tallest of the many a ent 
structures being comple for oc 
cupancy this seasén on the ‘west 
side.

Five-Day Week Plan May Bring | 


Higher Rental Prices, Says 
C. G. Norman. 





MACHINES AID OLDER MEN 





Building Trades Employers’ Official 
Discusses Possible Effects of 
Increase in Pay for Workers. 





The five-day week for the building 
industry and the accompanying 10 
per cent increase in pay for workers 
is likely to bring a 5 per cent increase 
in the cost of construction work 
under the new labor regulations, in 
the opinion of Christian G. Norman, 
chairman of the board of governors 
of the Building Trades Employers’ 
Association. A consequent rise of at 
least 5 per cent in rentals also is 
predicted by Mr. Norman ina state- 
ment discussing some of the possible 
effects of the new regulations in New 


York. 
Mr. Nerman based his calculations 


on the percentage of expense usually 
allotted to labor in a building opera- 


tion.. 
‘Some 50 per cent of the whole cost 


of construction usually goes. for 
labor, so an additional 10 per cent in 
this expense will mean 5 per. cent 
more in total expenditure,’’ Mr. Nor- 
man. deciared. He qualified his state- 
ment, however, by pointing out the 
possibility of offsetting this. pay in- 
¢rease by the discovery and use of 
cheaper building materials. Some 
trouble frequently arises when new 
materials are introduced, he said, 
over the question of jurisdiction. A 
new imitation of marble, for in- 


stance, might carry some of the fea- 
tures of material handled by workers 
other than marble men, the work 

of instellation could be held up until 
a decision was rendered on the ques- 
tion of which class of workers should 
carry on this particular work. 

“‘Owners and builders are looking 
for substitute materials to bring 
down building costs, but the bicker- 
ing of labor men and jurisdictional 
questions such as these cause delays 
and result in losses.’’ 

Mr. Norman does not ee with 
William Green and some other labor 
leaders who have stated recently the 
conviction that the shorter week will 
mean a lessening of unemployment 
in the industry. 

He believes that general construc- 
tion by y- aaiinety Son been of par- 
ticular benefit to 

‘‘Without modern machinery high 
buildings such as are common these 
days would be an y igen <a he 
declered. ‘‘While the machine has 
reduced costs, it is ya by men 
in the mechanical trades and makes 

ble the employment of, men 
over forty or on years of ase * to 
produce as 
without extreachinaty 
vation of operations shows many men 
sixty years olf employed in the build- 
ing industry. 

“The power to make a success of 
the’ five-day week lies in the hands 
of labor itself,” he continued. ‘‘Labor 


fiust produce in five days enough t 


work to make it possible for opera- 
tions to be financed profitably and 
the work to proceed in a peaceful 
manner so that the investor can re- 
ceive a fair return for his operation. 
It must in addition use idle time so 
as to proceed to a fair day’s work 
after two full days of rest a week. 

“Tt has been observed in the paint 
and plaster trades, which have been 
employed on a five-day basis for 
more than two years, that some of 
the men make splendid use of their 
spare time. Others spend it in dis- 

sipation. The five week requires 
a general moral u se ot Bowe the work- 
men to improve = Dowd mentally 
and physically, before it can be the 
success it is hoped it will be.’

PLAN HAD WIDE APPROVAL 


Sponsored by Real Estate Board as 
Safe Market for Sale of 
Securities. 





An interesting fact in connection 
with the promotion of the New York 
Real Estate Securities. Exchange, 
which, on Oct. 1, will add to the 
financial system of the country the 
first exchange for trading solely in 
securities based on real estate, is 
that it represents the result of many 
years’ study to provide the real 
estate investment field with an or- 
ganized and controlled market. 

For sixteen years the feasibility of 
epplying the principles of the ex- 
change to real estate securities was 
studied by various bodies appointed 
by Dg Real Estate Board of New 


Research into the organization and 
operation of ee with a view 
to employing the methods to the 
marketing of estate securities 
was conducted by some of the most 
prominent men in real estate. Under 
the sponsorship of the Real Estate 
Board of New York, appointees to 
the investigating bodies were picked 
not only for their knowledge of the 
real estate business, but their experi- 
ence in the general financial field. 

Many of the men who first saw 
this need are among its officers. At 
various times’ bankers, mo 
dealers and real estate operators 
talked over the possibility of estab- 
lishing an exchange for real. estate 
stocks and bonds and other se- 
curities. 


Plan Widely Approved. 


Out of the early discussions arose 
® significant fact. Whenever inter- 
ested-men canvassed leaders of the 
various divisions of the financial 
world, the idea of an exchange for 
real estate securities was approved 


generally. From the beginning this 
approval gathered stren 

In 1913, the board created a stock 
listing committee with E. A. Tred- 
well as chairman. , This was the first 
organized move toward establishing 
the exchange. About a year after 
the war the committee continued its 
investigations. Beginning with 1920 
it laid the results of its studies in 
the form of reports before the gov- 
ernors of the board. 

When Peter Grimm took office as 
president of the board he appointed 
@ special committee to continue the 
work. The early meetings were at- 
tended by J. Clarence Davies, Cyrus 
C. Miller and Lewis .H. May in 1927. 
Increased familiarity with the prob- 
lems made it ap gery that more help 
would be neédéd, and the services of 
Laurence MeGuire Aaron Rabino- 
witz, EB. A. Tredwell and Fredericl: 
C. Hobbs were added. 


Exchange in Definite Form. 


A definite form was worked out by 
September, 1928. The proposals for 
organization of the exchange’ were 
formally presented to the Board of 
Governors of the board. This afford- 
ed an opportunity to bring sound 
judgment to bear on the plan and 
provided a thorough discussion. The 
plan was carefully examined and au- 
thorized.

The title to real estate is not un- 
marketable in the hands of innocent 
purchasers for value, even though it 
is adjudged that one of the grantors 
in the chain of title was incompetent 
at the time of the conveyance, under 
a ruling by the Court of Appeals in 
the recent case of Samuel Goldberg 
and others against Charles A. Mc- 
Cord and the estate of Frank Pow- 
ers. The court ruled that an insane 
person may convey good title before 
being declared incompetent, and such 
& conveyance is not even voidable as 
to a bona fide purchaser. 

The case went before the Court of 
Appeals on an appeal. by the defen- 
dants from a judgment of the Appel- 
late Division in Brooklyn reversing 
the Special Term of the Supreme 
Court which had dismissed the plain- 
tiff’s claim upon the merits and .di- 
reeted a judgment on thé counter- 
claim. The Appellate Division had 
directed judgment for the plaintiffs.

cision modifies the Appellate Di- 
| vision ruling and provides that the 
| gas, ranges. are the property of the 
Coalecon Company, Inc., which is 
| entitled to their possession.

tional sale contract, sold to the Bev- 
erly Development Corporation cer- 
tain gas ranges to be installed in an 
ent house.
